The  Grand  Z.  welcomed  the  thirty-four  various 
Grand  Representatives  in  suitable  terms,  after  which 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills  replied  on  behalf  of  them. 
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Grand  Honours  having  been  accorded,  the  Grand 
Representatives  took  seats  on  the  dais,  and  then 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walter  G.  Price,  D.D.S.,  presented 
the  following  address: 

ADDRESS  of  GRAND  Z. 

To    the    Officers    and    Companions    of    the    Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  Royal  Arch  Masons: 

Companions, — My  first  word  is  one  of  greeting; 
my  second,  one  of  appreciation. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  obviously,  to  extend  to  all  who 
have  gathered  here,  for  this  Seventy-third  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  that  cordial 
salutation  which  in  every  day  intercourse  we  offer 
to  one  another.  But  it  is  not  without  a  deep  con- 
sciousness on  my  part  of  both  the  honour  and  the 
responsibility  which  you,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
conferred  upon  me  when  I  was  favoured  with  elec- 
tion to  the  office  of  Grand  Z.  No  one  so  elevated 
could  fail  to  recognize,  in  the  keenest  way,  the  con- 
fidence and  tribute  you  bestowed.  Coupled  with 
this,  however,  is  a  sound  humility  on  my  part.  I 
feel  that  no  matter  how  liberal  my  return  may  be, 
in  service  or  sentiment,  it  cannot  equal  your  loyal 
gift.  I  am  still  your  debtor.  But,  in  so  far  as  I 
may  command  speech,  let  me  profoundly  thank  you. 

We  have  come  together  for  important  work.  Our 
assembly  is  significant.  Many  jurisdictions  have 
sent  you  here — sent  you  as  able,  representative  men. 
You  will  be  required  to  deliberate  and  pass  upon 
matters  affecting  large  numbers  of  Companions, 
scattered  over  a  wide  area  of  this  country.  Both  in 
discussion  and  in  decision  will  your  conduct  be 
weighed  by  your  fellows.  I  am  satisfied,  of  course, 
that  in  all  the  hours  of  serious  business,  the  highest 
ideals  and  the  most  earnest  purpose  will  actuate  you. 
The  opinions  and  procedures  of  the  present  quickly 
enter  into  the  past.  They  become  a  part  of  the  un- 
changeable fabric  of  history.  Let  us  make  them  out 
of  the  best  material  our  intelligence  can  provide. 
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It  is  of  moment  that  our  Convocation  should  be 
in  this  pleasant  and  hospitable  city  of  Niagara  Falls. 
As  we  are  all  aware,  deeply  etched  backgrounds 
have  an  enduring  value.  The  centuries  have  be- 
queathed to  Capitulary  Masonry  their  tradition  and 
lore  and  precepts.  They  have  given  to  our  Order  a 
rich  meaning.    We  cherish  these  legacies. 

Rich  Backgrounds. 

For  the  same  reason  we  should  recognize  how 
wealthy  are  the  historical  associations  which  the 
Niagara  District  has  accumulated.  It  is,  indeed, 
endowed  with  the  residue  of  the  ages.  One  cannot 
stand  on  this  picturesque  Frontier  without  being 
moved  to  several  reflections.  The  adventures, 
dramas,  tragedies,  and  achievements  of  our  fore- 
bears come  to  mind.  We  recall  that  it  was  on  this 
very  ground  that  different  races  struggled  for 
supremacy.  It  was  here  that  first  one  flag  was  run 
up  and  then  another,  on  the  chain  of  forts  which 
once  extended  from  Fort  George  and  Fort  Niagara 
to  the  valleys  of  the  Ohio.  One  fancies  he  can  hear 
the  tramp  of  armies,  the  rumble  of  guns  and  the  din 
of  conflict;  one  imagines,  also,  that  he  can  see  the 
dauntless  explorers,  the  hardy  pioneers  and  the 
intrepid  missioners  as  they  moved  steadily  across 
the  stage,  from  the  days  of  Father  Hennepin  and 
La  Salle  on.    The  panorama  recalls  much  to  memory. 

But  that  is  not  all.  Another  thought  possesses 
us.  We  are  gratified  to  know  that  the  battles 
fought  by  our  ancestors,  well  over  a  century  ago 
along  these  very  stretches,  settled  for  all  time,  let  us 
hope,  the  destinies  of  two  great  branches  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  family.  After  1812-15  we  composed 
our  differences.  Ever  since  we  have  lived  as  two 
Trowing  races,  in  unbroken  peace  and  harmony. 
Not  a  frowning  gun,  not  an  armed  vessel  is  main- 
tained between  us  along  the  whole  invisible  line  of 
nearly  four  thousand  miles.  We  trade  together.  We 
mingle  as  neighbours.  The  sign  of  international 
amity  is  over  our   portals.    We   have    offered,  and 
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continue  to  present  to  the  world,  an  impressive 
example  of  how  two  peoples  may  get  along  amicably 
when  they  are  willing  to  trust  and  understand  one 
another. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  special  readiness  that  I 
extend  to  the  citizens  of  Niagara  Falls  the  pleasure 
we  feel  in  being  among  them.  At  the  same  time 
may  I  figuratively  reach  across  the  scarred  and 
rugged  gorge,  just  beyond,  and  grasp  in  fraternal 
good  will  the  hand  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  on  the 
other  side?  Undoubtedly  one  of  the  real  forces  that 
have  done  so  much  through  the  decades  to  cultivate 
peaceful  relations  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  has  been  the  influence  of  Masonry.  The 
constant  exchange  of  visits,  the  bonds  of  fellowship 
welded  and  the  commonality  of  interest  we  have  had 
in  a  powerful  institution  have  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  to  a  solid  brotherhood. 

Since  last  we  met  there  have  been,  of  course, 
many  events  that  have  played  some  part — either 
great  or  small — in  the  course  of  Masonry,  because 
our  members  are  amongst  these  who  devise  and 
fashion  and  build.  Changes  and  transitions  are 
inevitable.  Not  all  of  the  influential  men  whom  we 
knew  yesterday,  and  whose  connection  adorned  our 
Order,  are  with  us  now. 

The  Departed. 

We  cannot  look  back  over  the  year  which  has 
just  closed  without  mingling  a  feeling  of  sadness 
with  our  other  emotions.  From  amongst  us  have 
gone  forever  a  number  of  Companions  whose  per- 
sonalities were  like  important  threads  woven  into 
the  warp  and  woof  of  our  Masonic  Order.  They 
have,  as  the  poet  said,  put  out  onto  that  un- 
charted sea  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns. 
While  they  lived  we  knew  them.  Their  friendship 
was  a  bond.  Their  loyalty  to  our  Craft  was  a  strong 
link  in  a  world-encircling  chain.  They  helped  to 
give  vitality  and  power  to  our  brotherhood.  Now 
they  have  gone.    We  shall  see  them  no  more.    The 
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chairs  they  occupied  have  been  left  vacant,  but  we 
shall  not  allow  their  memories  to  fade.  Man  has 
built  many  wonderful  works,  but  his  greatest 
achievement  is  himself.  His  true  measurement  is 
taken  from  his  character.  That  is  the  one  enduring 
value,  the  one  uncrumbling  monument.  We  all  are 
conscious  of  a  profound  sense  of  loss  because  of  the 
unrelenting  avarice  of  Death,  but  there  is  this  con- 
solation, this  recognition :  they  have  left  us  a  legacy 
in  their  reputations.  One  is  reminded  of  those 
powerful  lines  inscribed  on  the  tomb  of  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wren,  in  the  crypt  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral, 
and  which  read : 

"  "If  you  would  behold  his  work,  look  around  you." 

Much  the  same  might  be  written  about  our 
departed  craftsmen. 

Progress  and  Economic  Conditions. 

Then,  too,  society  at  large  has  experienced  both 
the  thrill  of  rapid  advancement  and  the  pain  of 
economic  disease.    Let  me  explain. 

It  is  doubtful  whether,  in  the  whole  long  story  of 
Masonry  from  the  dim  eras  to  hurrying  present, 
there  has  ever  been  a  period  so  prolific  as  our  own  in 
discovery,  invention  and  social  betterment.  We  can 
scarcely  keep  pace  with  all  that  has  transpired. 
Radio,  aeroplane  and  telephone  developments  alone 
have  been  making  neighbours  out  of  the  nations. 
The  most  remote  places  have  been  brought  to  our 
doors.    The  very  air  has  been  made  our  servant. 

In  the  days  of  Moses  and  of  King  Solomon,  the 
building  of  a  great  temple  or  aqueduct  was  an 
undertaking  that  arrested  wide  wonderment.  Now 
so  numerous  are  the  works  of  a  colossal  nature  that 
we  scarcely  hear  of  one  before  another  is  brought 
to  our  notice.  We  pick  up  the  paper  and  read  of  one 
surprise  to-day  only  to  be  startled  with  another 
still  greater  to-morrow. 
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Epochal  Events. 

Within  the  last  twelve  months  alone  how 
notable  has  been  the  stride  of  progress.  For  in- 
stance, at  the  observatory  of  Arizona  a  new  planet, 
Eros,  was  discovered.  For  the  first  time  in  history 
telephonic  conversation  was  held  with  Ottawa, 
Washington  and  London  aboard  a  Canadian  National 
Railways  flier  between  Montreal  and  Toronto.  The 
first  direct  beam  wireless  'phone  service  was  in- 
augurated between  England  and  Australia.  The 
Governments  of  Britain,  United  States  and  Japan 
became  parties  to  the  London  Naval  Treaty  with  the 
hope  of  lessening  the  chances  of  war.  The  accom- 
plishment was  celebrated  by  an  international  broad- 
cast. That  mammoth  voyageur  of  the  air,  the 
R-100,  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  visited  the  Dominion, 
and  incredible  though  it  may  seem,  the  idea  was 
advanced  by  a  scientist  that  music  and  other  sounds 
sent  out  over  the  air  keep  going  on  to  infinity. 
They  are  not  dissipated,  but  may  be  picked  up 
months  after  their  creation  if  the  right  kind  of 
instruments  are  used. 

My  reason  for  mentioning  these  is  not  to  make 
a  review  but  rather  to  recognize  the  part  Masons 
throughout  the  world  have  taken  in  them.  Our 
members  are  among  the  thinkers,  creators  and 
designers.  They  are  architects,  geometricians, 
artisans,  gold  and  silversmiths  just  as  they  were  in 
the  time  of  our  first  Grand  Master. 

But  depression  often  follows  close  on  the  heels  of 
prosperity.  Good  times  seem  to  breed  extravagance. 
And  so  the  year  that  has  gone  since  we  were  in  Con- 
vocation has  been  forced  to  hold  a  serious  reckon- 
ing. Business  and  financial  stress  have  shaken  our 
foundations.  Unemployment,  want  and  distress 
have  been  rampant  not  only  on  this  Continent  but 
abroad.  It  may  be  sometime  before  we  recover  our 
strength  as  a  civilization.  And  this  brings  me  to 
more  intimate  subjects  with  regard  to  our  Craft. 
As  one  who  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  helping  to 
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guide  our  Masonic  affairs,  I  feel  it  incumbent  upon 
me  to  be  faithful  to  my  own  convictions. 

'  Importance  of  Audits. 

While  the  condition  of  Grand  Chapter  as  a  whole 
is  healthy  and  strong,  nevertheless  there  has  been  a 
large  number  of  suspensions  among  members  of 
individual  chapters.  Some  of  them  have  been  car- 
ried for  a  considerable  time,  and  now  that  a  severe 
strain  has  come  they  are  less  able  to  meet  their 
obligations. 

One  of  the  results  of  careful  audits  has  been  to 
throw  facts  into  clear  and  bold  relief  before  us.  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  the  virtue  of  always  having 
an  accurate  and  competent  auditor.  Indeed,  each 
chapter  should  give  serious  consideration  to  this 
matter  and  select  for  the  work  a  man  who  under- 
stands well  what  responsibilities  belong  to  this  duty. 
Were  this  policy  carried  out  everywhere  it  would 
tend  to  improve  the  entire  membership  situation. 

If  what  the  Royal  Craft  has  to  offer  is  not  of 
sufficient  value  to  be  worth  a  fairly  prompt  and 
regular  annual  payment  of  dues,  if  all  the  ad- 
vantages that  come  from  connection  with  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  renowned  brotherhoods  in  the 
world — if  all  of  these  are  not  sufficient,  I  say,  to 
make  men  eager  to  retain  their  place,  then  it  is 
better,  it  would  seem  to  me,  to  reduce  our  numbers. 
We  must  get  our  whole  Craft  from  the  ground  up  on 
a  sound  basis.  It  is  not  well  to  encourage  indiffer- 
ence and  to  tolerate  continued  disrespect  for  small 
liabilities. 

Suggested  Economies. 

And  here  let  me  say  that  in  some  respects  we 
might  properly  encourage  a  little  economy.  One 
place  to  practice  it  is  in  our  banquets.  When  we 
have  to  adjust  our  expenses  in  private  life  to  agree 
with  the  general  stress  and  decline  of  the  times, 
would  it  not  be  commendable  for  chapters  to  spend 
less  money  on  entertainment  and  keep  their 
treasuries  in  first  class  shape? 
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I  have  visited  considerably,  since  assuming 
office — though  not  as  much  as  I  would  like  to  have 
done,  owing  to  my  professional  work — and  I  can  . 
say  quite  sincerely  that  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
meetings  I  have  attended  was  where  only  modest 
refreshments  were  served.  The  chapter  honestly 
said  it  could  not  afford  more.  At  the  same  time  the 
spirit  of  friendliness,  thrift  and  general  good 
fellowship  so  permeated  the  place  that  it  made  the 
gathering  memorable.  We  all  like  the  festive  board. 
A  variety  of  choice  foods  pleases  the  palate,  no 
doubt  about  that.  Still,  just  now,  it  would  be  fit- 
ting to  deny  ourselves  some  luxuries.  When  the 
most  outstanding  economists  in  both  America  and 
Europe  have  been  advising  economies,  we  may 
very  well  consider  whether  it  is  not  our  duty,  as  a 
great  institution,  to  set  a  good  example.  When 
conditions  improve  again,  as  we  hope  they  will  soon, 
we  can  then  go  back  to  our  old  habits. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  in  some  cases  Scribes 
E.  do  not  send  in  their  returns  at  the  time  clearly 
fixed  for  that  purpose.  The  year  closes  with 
November  30th.  Promptly  thereafter  chapter 
officers  charged  with  this  responsibility  should  make 
up  their  reports  and  forward  them  to  the  office  of 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.  Unless  this  is  done,  every 
department  of  Grand  Chapter  is  held  up  because  the 
books  cannot  be  closed.  Up  to  the  end  of  January 
there  were  eight  chapters  which  had  not  yet 
performed  their  duty  in  this  respect,  with  the 
inevitable  consequence  of  enforced  delay.  Every 
single  return  should  be  in  promptly  with  the  close 
of  the  year.  This  matter  is  of  vital  importance  to 
the  whole  fraternity,  and  I  trust  that  hereafter  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  speak  of  indifference  of 
this  sort. 

Another  word  in  this  connection.  I  have  been 
impressed  with  the  dignity  and  serious  tone  with 
which  chapter  meetings  have  been  conducted.  I 
have  found  no  levity,  no  lightness  anywhere.  That 
is  as  it  should  be.   Unless  our  ritual  and  exaltations 
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are  made  to  appeal  to  the  deep,  aesthetic  side  of  our 
natures,  the  best  features  of  our  Order — those  which 
have  held  Masonry  together  for  centuries — cannot 
be  brought  out.  A  great  Craft  will  drop  down  to  a 
commonplace  level.  It  will  not  be  an  institution  to 
inspire  and  exalt  its  members. 

Ritual. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  revision  of  the 
Ritual,  which  took  place  a  couple  of  years  ago,  has 
been  most  gratifying  in  its  results.  It  effected  many 
changes  tending  to  modernize  and  beautify  the 
character  of  our  degree  work.  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that,  with  few  exceptions,  I  have  found  old  mem- 
bers as  well  as  new  ones,  ready  to  adapt  themselves 
to  the  revised  form.  Our  Ritualistic  Proceedings 
should  be  the  means  by  which  the  very  spirit  and 
essence  of  our  degree  work  are  brought  out.  They 
should  make  beautiful  and  impressive  a  ceremony 
intended  to  ennoble  our  natures. 

Grand  Representatives. 

I  would  like,  just  here,  to  emphasize  that  those 
who  hold  office  as  Grand  Representatives  of  the 
Sister  Grand  Chapters  should  fully  appreciate  the 
distinction  they  enjoy.  It  is  their  duty  to  attend 
the  annual  Convocations  in  order  that  they  may 
properly  convey  the  fraternal  good  will  from  this 
Grand  Body  to  the  ones  they  represent.  In  the  past, 
I  am  sorry  to  remark,  there  have  been  too  many 
absentees.  There  is  only  a  limited  number  who  can 
be  given  this  honour,  and  consequently  those  who 
are  singled  out  should  make  every  effort  to  answer 
the  roll  call.  Only  in  this  way  can  they  be  faithful 
to  what  is  expected  of  them. 

Masonic  Education. 

A  large  number  of  Jurisdictions  are  realizing 
the  necessity  of  extending  Masonic  education.  They 
have  adopted  various  methods  of  meeting  this  re- 
quirement.    A  careful  survey  has    been    made    by 
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them  of  endeavours  to  diffuse  Masonic  knowledge 
through  the  different  bodies  in  this  country,  United 
States  and  abroad. 

One  point  seems  to  be  generally  agreed  upon.  It 
is  this:  that  in  order  to  make  Masonry  the  world- 
wide influence  it  should  be,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
further  instruction,  to  members  as  a  whole,  than  is 
given  in  simple  rendition  of  our  ceremonies. 

We  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  unlike  the 
Orientals,  are  not  accustomed  in  our  daily  lives  to 
express  our  meanings  in  allegories  and  symbolism, 
and  yet  all  our  ceremonies  are  marked  by  these 
characteristics  because  they  originated  in  the  East. 
This  explains  why  the  rich  instruction,  given 
through  ritualism  in  our  chapters,  needs  a  practical 
interpretation.  Only  in  this  way  can  the  Occidental 
mind  appreciate  the  full  beauty  of  what  has  been 
handed  down  to  us.  Every  Royal  Arch  Mason  should 
be  sufficiently  imbued  with  the  value  of  Capitular 
Masonry  to  make  himself  thoroughly  familiar  with 
what  all  our  ceremonial  forms  and  usages  mean. 
They  should,  too,  know  the  history  of  our  fraternity 
and  understand  those  honourable  traditions  which 
have  been  bequeathed  to  us  by  antiquity.  Ritualism, 
after  all,  is  only  a  method  intended  to  express  and 
convey  a  definite  message.  Unless  this  is  achieved 
it  is  shorn  of  its  deepest  significance  and  virtue. 

In  order  to  attain  this  desired  result  the  Grand 
Chapter  should  hold  examinations  in  this  esoteric 
work  and  grant  certificates  to  those  who  properly 
qualify.  This  would  act  as  an  incentive,  a  stimulus 
to  more  learning.  It  would  have  the  effect  of  spread- 
ing interest  and  wisdom  throughout  the  entire 
domain.  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  with  authority  to  work  out  the  details 
of  such  a  plan  and  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

It  likewise  seems  evident  to  me  that  in  the  past 
the  rank  and  file  of  our  membership  has  had  practi- 
cally no  knowledge  through  regular  channels  of 
what  has  been  carried  on  in  Grand  Chapter.  There 
are  important  rulings,  dispensations  and  other  mat- 
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ters  to  which  all  are  entitled  to  reports,  and  yet  this 
information,  which  would  do  so  much  to  keep  keen 
the  concern  of  members  everywhere,  has  not 
reached  the  large  majority.  I  consequently  recom- 
mend that  a  small  bulletin  be  published  from  time  to 
time  giving  data  that  may  be  considered  of  value, 
and  that  the  first  number  might  very  well  go  out 
presenting  in  concise  form  the  outstanding  features 
of  this  Convocation.  This  should  be  followed  by 
others  containing  articles  of  instruction  and  of  gen- 
eral information. 

As  a  beginning  has  to  be  made  sometime  and 
somewhere,  if  the  best  interests  of  our  membership 
throughout  the  whole  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Chapter 
are  to  be  served,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  bring  these 
points  and  proposals  before  you.  I  trust  you  will 
give  them  your  seasoned  judgment  and  approval. 

These  efforts  can  be  readily  summarized  in  the 
following  six  classifiations : 

(1)  Examination    in    the    esoteric    work    with 
certificates. 

(2)  Publishing  of  periodicals. 

(3)  Lectures,  debates  and  instruction  given  at 
the  convocation. 

(4)  Correspondence  courses. 

(5)  Publication  of  books  and  pamphlets. 

(6)  Competitive    essays    by    Companions    with 
suitable  recognition.

Rulings. 

A  request  having  been  made  for  permission  to 
receive  and  ballot  on  an  application  for  exaltation 
at  the  same  Convocation,  I  refused  to  grant  Dis- 
pensation, as  the  Chapter  must  comply  with  Section 
224-227,  re  membership. 

Election  of  Officers. 

A  Chapter  by  an  unanimous  vote  allowed  one  of 
their  members  to  cast  one  ballot  for  all  the  officers 
at  one  time,  I  ruled  that  each  officer  must  be  elected 
separately,  not  collectively,  and  ordered  a  new  elec- 
tion of  officers. 

Commission  Appointed. 

Information  having  come  to  me  that  certain 
irregularities  had  occurred  in  a  Toronto  Chapter, 
whereby  a  Fellow  Craft  Mason  had  been  advanced 
and  exalted  in  the  Capitular  Degrees,  I  immediately 
appointed  a  Commission  consisting  of  Most  Excel- 
lent Companion  George  Moore,  Chairman,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Kenneth  J.  Dunstan,  and 
Companion  John  A.  Rowland,  to  investigate.  They 
secured  all  information,  and  pursuant  to  their 
recommendation,  I  reprimanded  the  guilty  persons, 
and  the  candidate,  having  received  his  degrees, 
based  upon  an  application  which  contained  state- 
ments which  were  false,  to  his  knowledge,  I  deprived 
him  of  his  privileges  as  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  and  ruled  that  the  fees  paid  by  him  for  his 
advancement  be  paid  over  to  Grand  Chapter. 
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The  Committee  on  "Grievances  and  Appeals" 
will  present  their  report,  and  I  trust  that  never 
again  will  Grand  Chapter  be  called  upon  to  deal  with 
a  similar  over-zealousness  on  the  part  of  some  of 
their  members.

The  occasion  was  the  celebration  of 
their  Thirteenth  Anniversary.  A  fine  hospitable  and 
fraternal  spirit  exists  in  this  Chapter.  Among  those 
present,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  Grand  Scribe 
E.;  R.  Ex.  Comps.  I.  Fineberg,  John  Marr,  J.  L. 
House,  E.  C.  Berkinshaw;  V.  Ex.  Comps.  C.  H.  Bur- 
gess, Max  Cooper,  Jas.  Herriott,  and  a  number  of 
others.  Ex.  Comp.  Fox,  the  First  Principal,  ex- 
tended a  most  cordial  welcome  to  the  visitors. 

Dedications  and  Consecrations. 

I  received  a  petition  from  twenty-five  Com- 
panions residing  in  the  District  of  Kirkland  Lake 
accompanied  by  all  the  necessary  papers,  praying 
for  Dispensation  empowering  them  to  open  and  hold 
a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  to  be  known  as 
Kirkland  Lake  Chapter.  After  due  investigation 
and  being  fully  satisfied  that  it  was  in  the  interests 
of  Capitular  Masonry  I  granted  a  Dispensation  to 
said  petitioners,  and  on  June  18th,  1930,  the  said 
Chapter  was  Instituted.  The  Institution  ceremony 
was  conducted  by  James  R.  Spence,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Temiskaming  District,  No.  16.  I  was 
present,  accompanied  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith 
at  this  ceremony. 

On  September  4,  1930,  I  officially  dedicated  the 
new  Chapter  room  at  North  Bay.    I  was  pleased  to 
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have  assisting  me  on  that  occasion  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C. 
W.  Haentschel,  Grand  Second  Principal;  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Thomas  Sale,  Grand  Supt.  of  the  Ontario 
District,  No.  15;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  B.  F.  Knott,  and 
other  distinguished  Companions. 

On  Friday,  September  5th,  I  also  officially  dedi- 
cated the  new  Chapter  room  of  Algonquin  Chapter, 
No.  102,  G.R.C.  Those  assisting  in  this  impressive 
ceremony  were  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Thomas  Sale,  Grand 
Supt. ;  R.  Ex.  Comps.  R.  H.  Knight,  C.  W.  McCrea, 
R.  G.  Campbell,  J.  B.  Way,  George  S.  Cowie,  Dr.  H. 
F.  Goodfellow,  and  others. 

These  northern  Chapters  are  to  be  congratulated 
not  only  on  the  beauty  and  surroundings  of  their 
Chapter  rooms,  but  also  on  the  quality  of  their 
membership.     A  most  hospitable  spirit  prevails. 

On  Thursday,  November  18,  the  Chapter  room 
of  Enterprise  Chapter,  Palmerston,  Ont.,  was 
officially  dedicated.  I  was  assisted  on  this  occasion 
by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith  and  a  number  of 
Past  Principals  of  Enterprise  Chapter.  This  Chap- 
ter now  has  a  very  comfortable  and  attractive  place 
of  meeting. 

On  February  5,  1931,  the  Chapter  room  of  Wel- 
lington Chapter,  No.  47,  Chatham,  Ont.,  was  officiary 
dedicated  by  me.  I  was  again  assisted  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  a  large 
number  of  R.  Ex.  and  V.  Ex.  Companions  of  the 
District. 

This  Chapter  has  a  most  attractive  room  and 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  Province. 

I  received  a  petition  from  thirty-one  Com- 
panions residing  at  Sarnia,  accompanied  by  all  the 
necessary  papers,  praying  for  a  Dispensation  em- 
powering them  to  open  and  hold  a  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  to  be  known  as  Hiawatha  Chapter. 
After  due  investigation,  and  being  fully  satisfied 
that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry  I 
granted  a  Dispensation  to  the  said  petitioners,  and 
on  Friday,  February  6,  1931,  the  said  Chapter  was 
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Instituted.  The  ceremony  was  under  the  direction 
of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  W.  Plewes,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent. I  was  delighted  to  be  present  at  this  cere- 
mony and  to  be  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  0.  S. 
Clarke,  a  most  devoted  veteran  of  the  Craft  in  this 
district.  This  new  Chapter  has  an  exceptionally 
efficient  staff  of  officers,  and  I  feel  there  is  no  doubt 
of  its  success. 

In  addition  to  those  I  have  enumerated,  I  was 
also  present  and  took  part  in  some  fourteen  instal- 
lations of  officers  during  the  month  of  December. 

Officers. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  recognizing  the  graci- 
ous co-operation  and  support  I  have  received  from 
officers  of  Grand  Chapter  and  from  Past  Grand 
Officers  and  Grand  Superintendents.  Their  devotion 
to  the  Order,  the  constant  interest  they  have  shown 
in  all  that  pertains  to  its  welfare  and  their  counsel 
are  all  deeply  appreciated  I  can  assure  you. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  year  1933  will  bring 
around  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  I  suggest  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  take  this  event  under  con- 
sideration so  that  recommendations  may  be  brought 
forward  in  good  time  for  the  proper  observance  of 
that  important  date. 

Conclusion. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  confidence 
that  the  high  ideals  and  eternal  truths,  which  are 
the  very  substance  of  our  Order,  will  continue  to 
direct  our  conduct.  A  powerful  and  historic 
brotherhood,  such  as  this  to  which  we  belong,  has 
obligations  it  must  always  respect.  It  has  one  to  the 
distinguished  men  and  the  noble  precepts  that  so 
richly  endowed  the  past;  another  to  those  standards 
of  uprightness,  morality  and  good  citizenship  which 
our  Ritual  teaches ;  and  a  third  to  the  public  at  large 
which  will  judge  our  fraternity  by  the  character  of 
its  individual  members.  Ours  should  not  be  a  theory 
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but  a  practice,  not  a  system  but  a  force.  Only  by 
the  exemplification  of  virtue  will  it  be  the  constant 
influence  in  this  broad  Dominion  which  the  nation 
as  a  whole  has  a  right  to  expect.  Let  us  maintain 
harmony  and  good  will  throughout  all  Jurisdictions. 
Let  us  foster  the  best  human  relationships,  and  in 
our  attitude  toward  all  men,  toward  all  subjects, 
display  that  calm  judgment  and  admirable  poise 
which  are  basic  qualities  of  true  manhood.

The    Reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents    of 
Districts  were  then  presented. 
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ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT  No.  1 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion my  report  upon  the  conditions  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  St.  Clair  District,  No.  1,  for  the  year 
1930. 

My  first  official  act  was  the  appointment  of  Ex. 
Comp.  C.  H.  Harris  as  District  Scribe  E.,  and  my 
choice  was  a  happy  one  as  Ex.  Comp.  Harris  proved 
himself  to  be  a  most  loyal,  capable  and  enthusiastic 
associate  and  helper  in  all  my  Masonic  duties. 

Wellington  Chapter,  No.  47,  Chatham. — My 
first  official  visit  was  paid  to  Wellington  Chapter  on 
April  the  10th,  1930.

ANNUAL  CONVOCATION,  NIAGARA  FALLS,  1931        51 

LONDON  DISTRICT  No.  2 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  report 
for  London  District,  No.  2,  for  the  year  1930. 

In  acknowledging  the  honour  conferred  upon  me 
by  the  Companions  of  the  District,  permit  me  to  say 
that  during  the  entire  year,  not  a  regrettable  or  an 
unpleasant  incident  has  occurred  to  mar  the  happi- 
ness and  fraternal  concord  of  the  District. 

The  high  spot  of  my  tenure  of  office  was  marked 
by  the  visit  of  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  to 
Nilestown  Chapter  on  September  18th  when  the  Dis- 
trict generally  was  represented.  On  this  occasion, 
after  receiving  our  distinguished  guest  in  the  Chap- 
ter room,  the  assemblage  adjourned  to  a  large 
marquee  which  had  been  erected  in  the  adjoining 
grounds,  where  a  splendid  dinner  was  served  fol- 
lowed by  inspiring  addresses  and  a  musical 
programme. 

The  next  point  in  importance  to  me  has  been  the 
numerous  visits  of  the  various  Chapters  and  the 
splendid  spirit  of  true  brotherhood  exhibited  and 
fostered  thereby.  Space  does  not  permit  me  of  doing 
justice  to  these  fine  meetings  nor  will  it  allow  the 
mention  of  the  many  Companions  who  accompanied 
me  on  my  visits.  I  cannot  however  omit  reference 
to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  the  Grand  Sword  Bearer, 
and  the  Grand  Organist,  who  reside  in  this  District. 
Their  co-operation,  advice  and  steady  attendance 
contributed  largely  to  the  beneficial  effect  of  the 
meetings.  Among  those  who  were  unfailing  in  their 
zeal  and  inspiring  support  I  must  number  R.  E. 
Comps.  W.  L.  Stewart,  Harry  Livermore  and  John 
H.  C.  Woodward,  Past  Grand  Superintendents,  and 
the  ever  faithful  and  efficient  District  Secretary,  Ex. 
Comp.  Edgar  Chamberlain. 

Several  of  the  Chapters  attended  Divine  Service 
during  the  year.    A  service  initiated  by  the  London 
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City  Chapters  was  held  on  Sunday  evening,  Nov. 
2nd,  in  St.  James'  (Westminster)  Church,  when  the 
rector,  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  T.  G.  Wallace,  preached, 
with  the  choir  under  the  leadership  of  the  organist, 
Comp.  Harry  T.  Dickenson.  Although  a  heavy 
autumn  rain  rendered  the  outlook  dismal,  the 
church  was  filled  with  Companions  from  nearly 
every  Chapter  in  the  District. 

To  adequately  report  on  each  individual  Chapter 
would  require  a  great  deal  of  space,  and  as  they  all 
received  full  attention  from  my  predecessor  in  his 
report,  a  general  summary  at  this  time  will  suffice. 
I  visited  all  the  Chapters  and  a  considerable  number 
of  them  on  several  occasions.  In  every  Chapter  I 
saw  degrees  conferred.  In  fact,  I  saw  all  three 
degrees  conferred  by  four  of  the  Chapters.  In  every 
case  the  books  were  thoroughly  examined  and  were 
found  to  be  excellently  kept. 

The  general  depression  has  affected  all  branches 
of  Masonry  but  in  no  case  did  I  find  the  reins  in  the 
hands  of  pessimists.  On  the  contrary,  a  spirit  of 
healthy  optimism  prevails  throughout  the  District. 
Considerable  difficulty  has  been  found  in  some 
quarters  with  respect  to  the  collection  of  dues  but 
instead  of  resorting  to  suspensions  generally,  a  per- 
sonal interest  is  being  taken  in  those  in  arrears  by 
the  officers  of  the  Chapters.  I  therefore  feel  safe  in 
reporting  the  position  of  London  District  gives  cause 
for  satisfaction  and  that  the  unimpaired  organiza- 
tions of  the  various  Chapters  will  show  a  substantial 
advancement.

operation during  my  term  of  office,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  I  am  always  ready  and  willing  at  all  times 
to  assist  any  Chapter  as  well  as  my  successor  in 
office  with  the  one  object  in  view,  the  advancement 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  Real  Fraternalism  as 
our  aim. 

The  Financial  Conditions,  we  all  know,  have 
been  most  strenuous  and  correspondingly  has 
materially  affected  the  payment  of  dues  and 
the  procuring  of  membership  in  our  Chapters,, 
nevertheless  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  Chap- 
ters in  the  District  have  added  to  their  num- 
bers with  the  exception  of  two,  and  payment  of  dues 
improved. 

Suspensions  owing  to  present  conditions  have 
been  hard  to  overcome,  and  in  regard  to  these  have 
strongly  recommended  at  all  times  the  necessity  of  a 
personal  interview  with  Companions  in  arrears  or 
repeated  letters  if  non-resident  before  suspension, 
and  as  a  last  resort  rather  than  suspend  if  you  are 
satisfied  the  non-payment  of  dues  is  caused  by  actual 
shortage  of  money  to  remit  amount  owing  and  grant 
them  a  Demit,  proving  to  the  Companion  that  his 
interests  are  also  yours,  thereby  demonstrating  the 
true  spirit  of  Masonry.

In  the  above  there  are  two  most  important  items, 
First,  the  unpaid  dues  which  of  course  include  the 
current  year  and  would  recommend  that  all  Scribe 
E.  and  Officers  of  the  various  Chapters  make  it 
their  firm  resolution  to  keep  all  members  in  good 
standing  exercising  where  necessary  that  personal 
fraternal  interview  which  all  Masons  should  welcome 
and  cheerfully  respond  to,  realizing  that  prompt 
payment  means  success  to  your  Chapter. 

Secondly,  suspensions  which  are  largely  account- 
able for  the  decrease  in  membership  and  attri- 
butable to  the  Companion  being  allowed  to  get  in 
arrears,  whereas  with  the  above  recommendation 
closely  applied  consider  suspensions  would  be  re- 
duced to  a  minimum,  and  furthermore  would  refer 
all  Companions  to  their  obligations  in  the  several 
degrees  and  especially  mention  that  as  a  Most  Ex- 
cellent Master  you  agree  to  dispense  light  and 
knowledge  to  your  brethren,  and  as  a  Companion  of 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch  you  have  attained  the  summit, 
consequently  why  not  fulfill  our  promises  and  use 
every  endeavour  to  the  end  of  "Once  a  Mason 
always  a  Mason  in  good  standing." 

During  the  regime  of  my  predecessor,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  E.  H.  Brennen,  I  suggested  to  him  the  pos- 
sibility of  organizing  a  Principals'  Association  in 
Niagara  District,  but  as  this  was  late  in  the  year  no 
action  was  taken.     I  made  special  mention  regard- 
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ing  this  organization  during  my  visits  of  the  vari- 
ous Chapters  and  it  was  accepted  as  a  real  neces- 
sity, consequently  a  meeting  was  called  for  Decem- 
ber 12th,  1930,  at  8  P.M.  at  Mount  Moriah  Chapter, 
St.  Catharines,  when  By-laws  were  adopted  and 
officers  elected,  and  we  trust  this  Association  will 
be  the  means  of  materially  advancing  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  general  but  more  particularly  in  Nia- 
gara District,  No.  7. 

Visitations. 

My  visits  to  the  several  Chapters  in  the  Districts 
were  a  most  pleasant  part  of  my  work  and  in  fact 
the  time  seemed  too  short,  and  I  accepted  the  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  all  Chapters  a  number  of  times 
other  than  officially,  and  was  always  accompanied  by 
Officers  and  Companions  of  my  own  Chapter.  It 
was  my  privilege  to  have  with  me  on  all  occasions 
possible  my  Secretary,  Ex.  Comp.  J.  E.  Scott,  and 
also  wish  to  thank  Ex.  Comp.  W.  G.  Cowan,  who 
ably  filled  the  office  of  Secretary  on  occasions  when 
Ex.  Comp.  Scott  was  unable  to  be  present. 

On  June  5th,  I  made  my  first  Official  Visit  to 
King  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  57,  Port  Colborne.  I  was 
introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  S.  Allen  and  received 
and  welcomed  by  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  G.  N.  Black,  First 
Principal  of  the  Chapter.  On  assuming  the  Sceptre  I 
complimented  them  on  the  excellence  of  their  Chap- 
ter quarters  which  is  one  of  the  finest  and  best 
equipped  in  the  District  and  having  no  liabilities 
but  material  assets  to  their  credit,  as  well  as  most 
efficient  officers,  speaks  well  for  the  future  of  this 
Chapter. 

The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  exemplified 
by  the  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  G.  N.  Black 
and  his  Officers  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  assist- 
ed by  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Cowan,  Ex.  Comp.  W.  A. 
Hicks  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  S.  Allen.  A  most  unfortu- 
nate occurrence  happened  during  the  degree  work, 
Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  Black,  about  the  middle  of  the  degree, 
was  compelled  to  attend  an  urgent  call  at  the  hospi- 
tal, at  which  time  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  S.  Allen  assumed 
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the  chair  and  completed  the  degree  with  credit  to 
himself  and  the  Chapter,  of  which  he  is  Scribe  E.  A 
most  pleasant  hour  was  spent  in  the  banquet  room, 
when  addresses  were  delivered  by  visiting  Com- 
panions and  the  Officers  of  the  Chapter,  and  would 
specially  mention  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  W.  G.  0.  Thomp- 
son, whom  I  have  known  for  years,  and  is  Second 
Principal  of  the  Chapter,  and  on  assuming  the  chair 
no  doubt  will  mean  an  element  of  increased  mem- 
bership for  this  Chapter. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  Mount  Nebo  Chap- 
ter, No.  76,  Niagara  Falls,  on  Friday,  October  17th, 
who  occupy  second  place  numerically  in  the  Dis- 
trict.

Stringer,  accom- 
panied by  Ex.  Comps.  Weare,  Couch,  Escott,  French 
and  Newns,  made  his  Official  Visit  to  my  Home 
Chapter  on  November  5th,  1928. 

The  Mark  Master  Degree  was  conferred  on  this 
occasion  by  Ex.  Comp.  Couch  and  his  Officers  on  a 
Master  of  Pathenon  Lodge,  No.  267,  a  native 
of  India  and  a  graduate  of  Oxford  and  Toronto  Uni- 
versities. The  work  was  done  in  an  efficient  manner, 
a  special  feature  being  used  at  the  Overseers' 
Chairs,  making  it  more  realistic,  and  the  officers 
were  ably  assisted  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Stringer  and  Ex.

After  the  Chapter  was  closed  we  retired  to 
banquet  room,  where  the  climax  of  a  real  visit  was 
culminated.

On  Monday,  November  18th,  1930,  I  made  my 
Official  Visit  to  Smithville  Chapter,  No.  240,  Smith- 
ville,  and  was  on  this  occasion  accompanied  by  about 
fifteen  Companions  of  my  own  Chapter. 

I  was  introduced  by  V.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  R.  Kelly 
and  received  a  most  cordial  welcome  on  behalf  of  the 
Officers  and  Companions  of  his  Chapter  from  Ex. 
Comp.  C.  A.  Merrit,  Z.,  and  after  Grand  Honors  as- 
sumed the  Sceptre. 

The  business  of  the  evening  was  then  proceeded 
with,  but  owing  to  the  fact  of  there  not  being  any 
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candidates,  I  am  very  sorry  to  state,  they  have  not 
made  any  progress  in  the  last  two  years,  which  no 
doubt  is  accountable,  from  the  fact  of  them  having  a 
very  limited  area  from  which  to  draw.

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal, 
who  has  frequently  graced  our  Convocations,  and  to 
the  numerous  Present  and  Past  Grand  Chapter  Offi- 
cers, I  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  one  for  their 
presence  and  co-operation. 

The  kind  and  fraternal  receptions  received,  the 
memory  of  happy  events,  the  many  close  friends 
made,  will  be  a  constant  reminder  of  the  pleasant 
year  spent  in  office. 

I  am  indebted  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Rynard,  Grand 
Superintendent  of  Toronto  East  District,  No.  8,  for 
his  wonderful  spirit  of  co-operation  and  geniality  in 
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the  exercise  of  our  official  duties,  enabling  me  to 
make  many  close  friends  and  associates  throughout 
the  District. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  inspections: — 
On  Thursday  evening,  March  13th,  a  reception 
was  held  by  my  own  Chapter — The  St.  Clair — in 
honour  of  my  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  the  Toronto  West  District.  About  200 
Companions  and  visitors  assembled  in  the  Free- 
masons' Hall,  College  St.,  and  accorded  me  an  en- 
thusiastic welcome.  During  the  course  of  the  even- 
ing, R.  Ex.  Comp.  I.  Finberg,  the  preceding  Grand 
Superintendent  of  this  District,  invested  me  with 
the  Regalia  of  office.  The  evening  concluded  with  a 
sumptuous  banquet  and  an  excellent  programme. 

Antiquity  Chapter,  No.  91,  Toronto. — My  first 
official  visit  was  to  Antiquity  Chapter  on  Wednes- 
day, March  26th,  being  accompanied  by  R.  Ex.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion my  report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  Georgian  District  for  the  year  1930. 

First,  I  wish  to  thank  the  representatives  of  the 
Chapter  in  the  District  for  electing  me  as  their 
Grand  Superintendent,  and  also  to  thank  those 
Companions  who  so  heartily  supported  me  during 
my  term  of  office,  and  to  the  M.  Ex.  the  Grand  Z.  for 
confirming  my  appointment. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp.  W.

I  visited  every  Chapter  in  the 
District  and  witnessed  degree  work  in  four.  The 
Chapters  in  this  District  are  feeling  the  effect  of  the 
depression,  but  all  are  hopeful  for  the  future. 

Manitou  Chapter,  No.  27,  Collingwood.— I 
paid  my  Official  Visit  to  this  my  Mother  Chapter  on 
November  28th.

Signet  Chapter,  No.  34,  Barrie. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  November  18th,  accompanied  by  several 
Companions  of  Manitou  Chapter.  I  was  presented 
by  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Shrubsole  and  Merrick,  and  most 
cordially  received  by  Ex.  Comp.  Ed.  Lewis,  Ex.  Z. 

There  were  no  candidates,  but  the  Degree  of  the 
H.R.A.  was  exemplified,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
degree  was  presented  called  for  but  little  criticism, 
the  officers  were  well  posted,  and  with  the  musical 
ritual  the  same  was  in  a  very  impressive  manner. 

The  Past  Z.'s  are  to  be  complimented  for  the 
support  they  give  their  First  Principal.  Signet 
Chapter  is  to  be  congratulated  on  their  new  Chapter 
room,  which  with  the  annex  and  banquet  hall,  is 
equal  to  anything  in  the  province. 

The  books  are  in  good  shape,  and  dues  well  paid 
up,  altogether  the  prospects  of  this  Chapter  are  very 
bright.  After  closing,  an  adjournment  was  made  to 
the  banquet  hall,  where  the  ladies  had  provided  an 
excellent  banquet,  to  which  full  justice  was  done. 
After  the  usual  toast,  everyone  went  home  satisfied 
that  a  profitable  evening  had  been  spent. 

Georgian  Chapter,  No.  56,  Owen  Sound.— I 
visited  this  Chapter  on  September  16th,  accompanied 
by  my  District  Secretary,  Ex.

F.  M.  Johnston,  the 
Ex.  Z.  There  was  no  degree  work,  but  from  what  I 
saw  of  this  Chapter,  Capitular  Masonry  is  safe  in 
Bracebridge,  for  although  owing  to  the  time  of  year, 
the  attendance  was  small,  there  is  evidence  of  great 
interest,  especially  among  the  younger  members. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  this  Chapter  on  the  excel- 
lent manner  in  which  the  books  are  posted,  the  Mark 
Book  is  a  credit  to  any  Chapter. 

Macpherson  Chapter,  No.  81,  Meaford. — I 
visited  Macpherson  Chapter  on  May  15th.  I  was 
accompanied  by  Ex.  Comps.  W.  P.  Dey,  F.  C.  Ben- 
dell and  Comp.  D.  Mclntyre.  I  was  introduced  by 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  G.  Bright,  and  received  a  most 
hearty  welcome  from  the  Ex.  First  Principal,  Ex. 
Comp.  A.  E.  Taylor. 

The  Chapter  was  called  off  and  a  lodge  of 
M.E.M.'s  opened,  and  the  Degree  of  M.E.M.  con- 
ferred on  two  candidates,  in  a  very  creditable  man- 
ner. Ex.  Comp.  Taylor  and  his  Officers  are  earnest 
in  their  endeavours  to  carry  out  the  work  in  accord- 
ance with  the  usages  and  customs  of  our  ancient 
Craft. 

The  books  and  finances  are  in  good  shape,  and 
the  prospects  seem  to  be  bright  for  the  future. 
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Amabel  Chapter,  No.  131. — On  Thursday, 
October  2nd,  I  visited  Amabel  Chapter,  accompanied 
by  Ex.

I  must,  in  the  first 
place,  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  representatives  at  Grand  Chapter  who 
honoured  me  by  electing  me  to  this  high  office.  It 
has  been  a  privilege,  and  pleasure,  to  be  permitted 
to  represent  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  and 
the  opportunity  afforded  of  visiting  and  fraternizing 
with  the  Companions  of  the  District  has  led  to  many 
happy  associations.  In  appointing  Companion  S.  J. 
Babe  to  be  District  Secretary  my  choice  proved  to 
be  a  very  happy  one,  and  he  has  consistently  carried 
out  his  duties  in  the  most  encouraging,  and  helpful 
manner,  being  with  me  on  almost  every  occasion  of 
an  official  nature,  and  where  on  the  one  or  two  occa- 
sions it  was  impossible  for  him  to  be  present,  Ex. 
Comp.  N.  W.  Purdy  ably  fulfilled  his  duties.  I  must 
also  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  Ex.  Comp. 
Frank  Proctor,  to  Ex.  Comp.  S.  A.  Northcott,  Ex. 
Comp.  Chapman,  Ex.  Comp.  Black,  Ex.  Comp. 
Alger,  and  Ex.  Comp.  Saunders,  as  well  as  many 
other  Ex.  Comps.  and  Comps.  of  Pentalpha  Chap- 
ter, who  took  every  opportunity  possible  of  accom- 
panying me  throughout  the  District;  nor  must  I 
forget  the  many  friends  from  other  Chapters  who 
were  so  frequently  found  at  official  visits,  no  matter 
at  what  distance  from  their  own  Chapters.

I  have  urged  that 
more  attention  be  paid  to  the  collecting  of  dues  so 
that  heavy  yearly  arrears  are  not  allowed  to  form, 
and  while  the  economic  situation  this  year  has  been 
difficult,  I  believe  there  should  be  some  improvement 
in  that  particular. 

Ionic  Chapter,  No.  168,  Campbellford. — My 
first  Official  Visit  was  paid  to  Ionic  Chapter,  No. 
168,  Campbellford,  and  was  throughout  a  most  en- 
joyable function.  Ionic  Chapter  had  the  distinction 
of  being  Instituted  on,  or  about,  March  17,  twenty 
years  ago,  and  celebrate  their  birthday  on  St. 
Patrick's  Day  in  each  year,  on  which  occasion  it  has 
been  the  custom  for  many  years  past,  for  the  Grand 
Superintendent  of  the  year  to  pay  his  Official  Visit. 
This  year  they  celebrated  in  the  usual  manner,  and 
Ex.  Comp.  A.  J.  Meyers,  the  First  Principal,  pre- 
sided in  a  very  capable  manner,  and  with  his  officers, 
conferred  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Degree  in  a 
particularly  pleasing  and  almost  word-perfect  cere- 
mony. Ex.  Comp.  S.  C.  Bonnycastle,  Second  Princi- 
pal, took  a  prominent  part  in  the  Degree  Work,  and 
in  a  manner  which  speaks  well  for  the  continuance 
of  the  work  of  the  Chapter.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  B.  Glover 
also  assisted  in  his  usual  capable  manner. 

The  books  of  the  Chapter  are  well  kept  and  in 
good  order,  and  the  Book  of  Marks  is  being  kept  up- 
to-date  by  Ex.  Comp.  P.  C.  Denyes,  who  is  a  very 
capable  and  efficient  Scribe  E. 

The  Chapter  is  well  supported  by  its  members,  as 
evidenced  by  the  attendance  at  the  meeting,  and  is  in 
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a  healthy  condition.  The  entertainment  in  the 
Banquet  Hall  was  of  a  very  high  order,  and  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  taking  part  in  it.  Several 
members  of  my  own  Chapter  accompanied  me  on 
this  occasion,  and  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Ionic 
Chapter. 

The  Chapter  Rooms  are  ample  and  well  fur- 
nished. 

Midland  Chapter,  No.  94,  Lindsay. — This 
Chapter  was  visited  on  Thursday,  April  17th,  the 
night  of  their  regular  meeting.  Despite  the  fact 
that  the  meeting  fell  on  the  night  before  Good  Fri- 
day, a  public  holiday,  there  was  an  excellent  attend- 
ance at  the  meeting.  The  Chapter  is  very  well 
located  in  a  well  appointed  Chapter  Room,  with 
ample  accommodation  for  preparation  room,  kitchen 
and  banquet  rooms.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Charlie  Davidson,  and  received  a  most  cor- 
dial welcome.  The  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  was 
conferred  on  two  candidates,  the  Degree  Work  being 
handled  by  Ex.  Comp.  Kennedy,  First  Principal,  in 
a  very  pleasing  manner,  and  he  was  well  supported 
by  his  Officers  and  Past  Principals. 

Midland  Chapter  has  jurisdiction  over  a  very 
large  territory,  and  has  some  difficulty  in  maintain- 
ing its  attendance,  largely  owing  to  this  fact,  but 
the  officers  are  capable  and  energetic,  and  show 
every  promise  of  successful  years  ahead. 

Davidson  is  the  very  efficient 
Scribe  E.  of  this  Chapter,  and  has  long  been  a  tower 
of  strength  to  them.  He  showed  the  true  spirit  of 
Masonry  on  this  occasion  by  filling  the  office  of 
Inner  Guard,  owing  to  the  absence  of  that  officer 
through  illness. 

Palestine  Chapter,  No.  249,  Bowmanville. — 
My  visit  to  this  Chapter  was  made  on  April  21st. 

Palestine  Chapter  is  the  "Baby  Chapter"  of  the 
District,  and  has  shown  remarkable  progress  since 
its  Institution.  They  have  added  eleven  members  to 
their  numbers  during  the  year,  and  at  the  present 
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rate  of  procedure,  will  soon  have  a  membership  in 
excess  of  that  of  some  of  the  older  Chapters. 

At  this  meeting  a  large  class  of  candidates  were 
in  waiting  for  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Degree, 
and  owing  to  an  unexpected  emergency  it  was  found 
necessary  to  confer  a  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  on 
one  candidate,  at  the  conclusion  of  which,  ten  candi- 
dates were  received  and  acknowledged  as  Most  Ex- 
cellent Masters.  Ex.  Comp.  G.  C.  Bonnycastle,  First 
Principal,  presided  in  a  very  acceptable  manner,  and 
conferred  the  obligations  following  which  Ex.  Comp. 
J.  Baker  and  Ex.  Comp.  E.  H.  Brown,  Second  and 
Third  Principals,  completed  the  degrees,  assisted  by 
Ex.  Comp.  J.  C.  Hoar.  I  was  able  to  warmly  con- 
gratulate the  Chapter  on  the  excellency  of  their 
work,  which  was  no  surprise,  as  they  have  been, 
since  their  institution,  under  the  tutelage  of  Ex. 
Comp.  Hoar,  who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  out- 
standing Ritualists  of  the  District. 

Comp.  J.  R.  Stutt  had  the  books  of  the  Chapter 
in  excellent  condition,  and  has  proved  a  very  capable 
Scribe  E.  A  very  enjoyable  hour  followed,  which 
brought  to  a  close  a  well  spent  evening. 

King  Darius  Chapter,  No.  134,  Cannington. — 
I  visited  King  Darius  Chapter  on  May  14th,  and 
received  a  most  cordial  and  hearty  welcome  from 
those  present.  I  was  accompanied  by  quite  a  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  Pentalpha  Chapter,  and  the 
evening  was  made  memorable  by  the  presence  of  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  Julius  W.  Rynard,  Grand  Superintendent 
of  Toronto  East  District,  No.  8,  whose  home  is  not 
far  away  from  Cannington.  There  was  also  present 

Charles  Davidson,  from  Midland 
Chapter,  Lindsay,  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Adair  and  Cotton 
from  Corinthian  Chapter,  Peterboro,  and  my  imme- 
diate predecessor  in  office,  R.  Ex.

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who  gave  the  pedestal  lecture  in  a  very  pleasing 
manner.  It  was  a  pleasure  on  this  occasion  to  meet 
Ex.  Comp.  Hardcastle,  and  other  visitors  from  St. 
John's  Chapter,  Cobourg.  The  books  were  in  the 
charge  of  Comp.  H.  Gale,  the  Acting  Scribe  E.  Comp. 
Gale  has  been  Treasurer  of  the  Chapter  for  many 
years,  and  stepped  into  the  breach  when  the  Chap- 
ter sustained  the  loss  of  Ex.  Comp.  Gordon  through 
death. 

Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  wonderful  hospitality 
shown  in  the  Banquet  Hall.  The  repast  served  was 
most  ample,  and  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  those  privi- 
leged to  be  present.  Chapter  quarters  are  extensive 
and  very  pleasing  fitted  up. 

Warkworth  Chapter,  No.  110,  Warkworth. 
— I  visited  this  Chapter  on  June  9th,  accompanied 
by  the  customary  contingent  of  Companions  from 
Oshawa,  and  despite  the  many  enjoyable  evenings, 
which  it  has  been  already  my  good  fortune  to  parti- 
cipate in,  was  doubly  impressed  by  the  hospitable 
nature  of  my  welcome. 

The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred  by 
Ex.  Comp.  Michaeljohn  and  his  Officers  and  Past 
Principals,  and  the  work  was  of  a  very  high  order, 
and  reflected  great  credit  on  those  participating. 
Two  excellent  candidates  were  exalted  and  expressed 
themselves  as  being  greatly  impressed  by  the 
solemnity  and  impressiveness  of  the  occasion.

"high  lights"  of  the  season  of  visitations.

Comp.  H.  S.  Allen,  the  capable  Scribe  E.  The  Chap- 
ter is  splendidly  housed,  and  in  excellent  circum- 
stances, being  one  of  the  few  Chapters  in  the  Dis- 
trict to  show  a  fairly  good  increase  of  members  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Pentalpha  Chapter,  No.  28,  Oshawa.— I  offi- 
cially visited  this,  my  own  Chapter,  on  the  evening 
of  October  7th,  and  was  cordially  welcomed  by  the 
Companions.

Purdey,  Scribe  E.,  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  manner  in  which  the  records  are  kept, 
and  received  the  commendation  of  the  District  Sec- 
retary. The  usual  festivities  in  the  Banquet  Hall 
were  most  enjoyable,  and  I  appreciated  very  greatly 
the  cordial  welcome  of  my  own  Chapter  members. 

Victoria  Chapter,  No.  37,  Port  Hope.— I  made 
my  Official  Visit  to  this  Chapter  on  October  10th,  a 
visit  which  I  had  been  looking  forward  to  through- 
out the  year,  as  some  of  my  closest  Masonic  friends 
are  members  of  this  Chapter.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Fred 
McMahon  acted  as  Director  of  Ceremonies,  and  was 
most  kind  in  his  remarks. 

Victoria  Chapter  has  been  experiencing  one  of 
those  periods  of  depression  which  occur  from  time 
to  time,  and  were  further  disorganized  through  the 
untimely  death  of  Ex.  Comp.  J.  W.  Saunders,  after 
a  lingering  illness.  There  was  no  candidate,  but  the 
ceremony  of  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Degree  was 
exemplified  by  Ex.  Comp.  O'Neil,  assisted  by  his 
officers  and  Past  Principals. 

Ex.  Comp.  Harold  Beattie  has  assumed  the 
duties  of  Scribe  E.,  and  under  his  capable  hands, 
and  with  the  continued  interest  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Mc- 
Mahon, and  other  Past  Principals,  no  doubt  need  be 
felt  of  Victoria  Chapter  becoming,  as  in  the  past, 
one  of  the  finest  Chapters  in  the  District. 

A  delightful,  hour  was  spent  in  the  Banquet  Hall 
renewing  old  acquaintances,  and  it  was  regrettable 
that  such  a  pleasant  evening  had  to  come  to  a  close. 
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Keystone  Chapter,  No.  35,  Whitby. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  on  the  evening  of  October  17th,  and 
received  a  particularly  hearty  welcome,  being  intro- 
duced by  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Jermyn,  and  received  by  Ex. 
Comp.  Robinson,  the  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter. 

I  witnessed  the  work  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch 
Degree,  conferred  by  Ex.  Comp.  Robinson  and  his 
Officers,  and  was  able  to  heartily  commend  the  char- 
acter of  the  work.  If  I  had  any  criticisms  to  offer 
it  was  that  more  use  might  have  been  made  of  the 
many  Past  Principals  belonging  to  this  fine  old 
Chapter.  Those,  who  did  take  part  of  the  work,  did 
so  in  a  very  commendable  way,  and  the  three  candi- 
dates who  were  exalted  must  have  received  a  deep 
impression  from  this  beautiful  ceremony. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  of  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  Jermyn  as  Scribe  E.  His  records  are  beauti- 
fully kept,  and  his  interest  in  the  Chapter  never 
fails.  The  hospitality  of  Keystone  Chapter  was 
again  evidenced  in  the  Banquet  Hall.  The  usual 
toasts  were  celebrated;  thus  bringing  to  a  close  a 
most  enjoyable  evening. 

The  Chapter  Rooms  are  very  conviently  arranged 
and  well  equipped. 

Corinthian  Chapter,  No  36,  Peterbobo. — My 
official  visit  to  this  Chapter  was  made  on  October 
24th,  and  I  again  received  a  most  hearty  welcome. 
The  regular  officers  of  the  Chapter  were  in  their 
chairs,  and  Ex.  Comp.  Couper  took  charge  of  the 
work.  I  again  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the 
Most  Excellent  Master  Degree  as  conferred  by  Ex. 
Comp.  Couper  and  his  Officers,  and  Past  Principals, 
and,  often  as  I  have  seen  this  work  conferred,  I 
must  confess  that  the  manner  in  which  it  was  pre- 
sented was  beyond  praise.  Every  officer  was  letter 
perfect  in  his  part  and  the  entire  ceremony  was  most 
impressive.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Adair  is  an  ideal  Scribe 
E.,  and  maintains  the  Chapter  Records  in  splendid 
shape. 

As  on  other  occasions  I  was  accompanied  by  a 
large  contingent  of  Companions  from  Oshawa,  al- 
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though  the  weather  was  stormy,  which  had  an 
adverse  effect  upon  the  attendance  from  the  sur- 
rounding district. 

The  Banquet  Hall  was  visited  later,  and  another 
memorable  evening  most  happily  concluded. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  48,  Cobourg.— I  offi- 
cially visited  St.  John's  Chapter  on  Tuesday,  Novem- 
ber 25th,  my  last  official  visit  of  the  year.  I  was 
most  cordially  welcomed  by  Ex.

C.  R.  Gummow  is  another  capable 
Scribe  E.,  who  has  given  faithful  service,  and  the 
District  Secretary  was  able  to  report  very  highly  on 
the  condition  of  the  Chapter  records. 

On  adjourning  to  the  Banquet  Hall,  the  custom- 
ary toasts  were  exchanged  and  the  evening  termi- 
nated most  happily. 

Other  functions  during  the  year  which  were  not 
definitely  official  visits,  were  not  so  numerous  during 
the  past  year  as  they  have  been,  mainly  owing,  I 
imagine  to  the  feeling  of  retrenchment  necessary, 
but  four  stand  out  to  which  reference  might  be 
made. 

The  first  was  a  gathering  held  in  the  Masonic 
Temple  in  Oshawa,  under  the  auspices  of  Pentalpha 
Chapter,  No.  28.  This  was  by  way  of  being  a  wel- 
come from  the  Chapters  of  the  District  to  their  new 
Superintendent,  and  I  was  greatly  touched  by  the 
evidence  of  esteem  and  cordial  affection  which 
seemed  evidence.  There  was  a  very  representative 
attendance  from  the  Chapters  of  the  District  and 
the  evening  proved  a  most  happy  one. 

The  second  occasion  was  the  annual  church  ser- 
vice held  under  the  auspices  of  Midland  Chapter,  No. 
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94,  Lindsay.  This  annual  service  has  been  a  cus- 
tom with  Midland  Chapter  for  many  years  past, 
and  on  this  occasion  was  well  attended,  and  was  a 
deeply  impressive  one. 

The  third  occasion  was  the  response  to  the  kind 
invitation  entered  by  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter,  No. 
145,  Toronto,  to  the  Chapters  of  Ontario  District, 
No.  10.  The  hospitality  of  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter, 
which  is  famed  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  was 
evidenced  on  this  occasion  in  no  uncertain  manner. 
A  distinguished  gathering  of  notables  of  the  Royal 
Craft  were  present,  including  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin 
Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Julius 
Rynard.  The  Chapters  of  Ontario  District,  with  the 
exception  of  the  ones  at  the  easterly  end,  being 
practically  all  represented.  A  most  enjoyable  even- 
ing was  spent  and  I  feel  grateful  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter  for  this  kindly 
entertainment  of  their  sister  Chapters. 

The  other  was  the  occasion  of  the  official  visit  of 
the  Grand  Superintendent  to  Succoth  Chapter,  Ux- 
bridge,  No.  135,  of  Toronto  East  District,  No.  8.  I 
was  happy  to  be  present  on  this  occasion  to  return 
the  courtesy  of  the  visit  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Rynard  at 
King  Darius  Chapter,  Cannington,  when  I  made  my 
official  visit  there. 

This  being  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Rynard's  own  Chapter, 
the  official  inspection  was  made  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A. 
Art.  Gray,  and  he  brought  with  him  to  the  gather- 
ing from  Toronto,  and  nearby  points,  a  very  dis- 
tinguished company  of  Present  and  Past  Grand 
Chapter  Officers.  It  was  a  most  memorable  gather- 
ing and  one  which  well  repaid  attendance  in  the 
happy  and  fraternal  spirit  in  which  all  took  part. 

During  the  year  the  District  has  suffered  some- 
what heavily  from  the  hand  of  the  Great  Reaper, 
notable  among  our  losses  being  that  of  Ex.  Comp.  J. 
T.  Gordon,  who  was  for  many  years  Scribe  E.  of 
Excelsior  Chapter,  No.  45,  and  Ex.  Comp.  J.  W. 
Sanders,  who  was  for  many  years,  and  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  Scribe  E.  of  Victoria  Chapter,  No. 
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44,  Port  Hope.  The  loss  to  these  Chapters  is  a  heavy 
one,  and  the  sympathy  of  the  entire  District  was  felt 
for  those  bereaved. 

Not  to  conclude  this  report  on  a  note  of  sadness, 
I  would  once  more  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
tending my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all 
those  who  contributed  to  making  this  year  a 
memorable  one  for  me.  Although  our  members  have 
not  increased  in  any  measure  I  still  feel  that  this 
year  has  been  a  successful  one,  and  that  the  roots  of 
Capitular  Masonry  are  firmly  implanted  and 
strongly  nourished,  and  I  look  for  greater  things  in 
the  years  to  come.

The  warm  welcome  extended  to  me,  and 
to  the  Companions  who  made  the  trip  with  me,  and 
the  very  impressive  manner  in  which  Ex.  Comp. 
Patterson  and  his  officers  conferred  the  Mark  Mas- 
ter Mason  Degree,  was  very  gratifying  to  me  as  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Z.,  and  I  am  sure  that 
the  candidate  will  always  remember  his  M.M.M. 

The  workings  of  this  Chapter  leaves  nothing  to 
be  desired,  the  First  Principal  being  well  skilled  and 
ably  supported  by  his  officers  and  Past  Z.'s.  The 
Chapter  Room  is  well  kept,  the  equipment  complete 
and  in  good  condition.  The  books  of  the  Scribe  E. 
are  in  order,  and  he  is  to  be  commended  for  his 
attention  to  his  duties.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  Companions,  including  a  large  number  of 
visitors,  at  the  working  of  the  Chapter,  as  well  as 
to  the  banquet  which  followed.  The  feature  of  the 
banquet  being  an  address  on  the  significance  of  the 
Mark  to  the  Craft,  illustrated  with  drawings  of 
ancient  devices  used  in  former  times.  The  address 
was  delivered  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  McPotts,  a  dis- 
tinguished member  of  Keystone  Chapter. 

Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  44,  Napanee. — I 
made  my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  May  14th, 
and  was  very  pleased  to  see  so  many  Companions  on 
hand,  some  of  them  having  come  ten  to  twelve  miles, 
through  a  big  rain  and  wind  in  order  to  be  present.

The  Chapter  room  is  of  good  size,  the  equipment 
is  in  good  condition  and  lots  of  it,  everything  for  the 
working  of  the  various  degrees  being  on  hand. 
The  supper  was  much  enjoyed,  the  fraternal 
spirit,  the  cordiality  and  the  hospitality  of  Madoc 
Chapter,  as  well  as  the  good  things  to  eat,  being 
much  appreciated  by  all  the  visitors.

The  officers  of  the  various  Chapters 
are  putting  on  the  work  not  only  according  to 
the  new  Ritual  but  also  in  a  dignified  and  impres- 
sive manner,  and  along  with  a  general  spirit  of  en- 
thusiasm among  the  Companions  of  the  District, 
prospects  for  the  coming  year  are  very  bright 
indeed. 

During  the  year  the  Companions  of  this  District 
were  afforded  the  opportunity  of  again  getting 
together  at  the  annual  church  parade,  held  in  Perth 
on  Sunday,  June  15th,  and  again  in  the  fall  at  the 
Chapter  of  Instruction  held  in  Pembroke  on 
October  23rd. 

We,  of  the  Ottawa  District,  look  forward  to  these 
Royal  Arch  gatherings,  which  I  might  say  have  be- 
come an  annual  event.  They  afford  us  the  oppor- 
tunity of  getting  better  acquainted  with  the  Com- 
panions of  the  sister  Chapters  and  have  a  wonderful 
effect  in  stimulating  the  interest  of  Capitular 
Masonry  throughout  this  District. 

1.  The  church  parade  held  in  Perth  on  Sunday, 
June  15th,  under  the  auspices  of  Prince  of  Wales 
Chapter,    No.  226,  over    one   hundred    Royal    Arch 
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Masons  assembled  to  attend  Divine  Service  at  the 
St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian  Church.  Companion  Dr. 
A.  H.  Scott,  the  Pastor,  delivered  an  eloquent 
sermon. 

2.  On  Thursday,  October  23rd,  a  Chapter  of  In- 
struction was  held  in  Pembroke,  when  over  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  Companions  gathered  at 
the  extreme  north  end  of  the  District  to  witness 
the  exemplification  of  the  three  degrees,  which  were 
put  on  by  the  officers  of  the  different  Chapters 
taking  part,  in  a  most  creditable  manner  and  worthy 
of  any  Chapter  of  Instruction.

A.  L.  Mc- 
Gregor for  his  valuable  services  as  Director  of 
Ceremonies,  and  to  the  officers  and  Companions  of 
Laurentian  Chapter  for  the   wonderful   manner    in 
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which  they  handled  all  the  details  and  worries  of 
acting  hosts  to  the  Companions  of  Ottawa  District 
on  this  occasion ;  thus  making  this  gathering  one  of 
outstanding  success,  and  further  stimulating  our 
object,  especially  in  this  part  of  the  District.

I  do  not  hesitate  in  saying,  that  with  the  fine 
group  of  officers  and  the  true  spirit  of  Companion- 
ship which  prevails,  that  1931  will  be  a  banner  year 
for  Laurentian  Chapter.

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  congratula- 
tions to  the  Scribe  E.'s  of  the  various  Chapters  of 
the  District.  I  found,  without  exception,  these 
Worthy  Companions  to  be  faithful  to  their  office, 
their  books  and  records  well  kept  and  corre- 
spondence answered  promptly. 

I  also  wish  to  mention  those  who  looked  after 
the  music  both  during  the  degree  work  and  at  the 
banquet  hour.  We  always  appreciate  their  efforts 
and  trust  that  all  Chapters  will  realize  the  import- 
ance of  arranging  good  musical  talent  whenever  pos- 
sible for  the  degree  work. 

I  cannot  help  but  mention  the  kindness  and  hos- 
pitality shown  myself  and  visiting  Companions  by 
all  the  Chapters  I  visited  and  those  pleasant  hours 
around  the  banquet  table,  the  recollections  of  which 
I  assure  you  will  be  treasured  the  rest  of  my  life. 

I  have  endeavoured  during  my  visits  to  en- 
courage inter-visiting,  not  only  by  the  Companions 
but  by  the  officers  of  various  Chapters.  I  firmly  be- 
lieve that  this  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  stimulating 
interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict.   I  would  like  to  see  each  Chapter  in  the  Ottawa 
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District  pledge  themselves  to  at  least  two  or  more 
visits  with  their  sister  Chapters  during  1931.  I 
mean  by  this  for  the  officers  of  one  Chapter  to  exem- 
plify a  degree  at  the  Chapter  visited.  The  results 
of  such  visits  on  the  officers  and  Companions  will 
have  far  reaching  effect. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  those  faithful  Companions  who  accompanied 
me  on  my  visits  and  if  you  could  realize  the  pleasure 
and  confidence  your  presence  gave  to  me  I  am  sure 
you  would  feel  repaid  for  any  sacrifice  you  under- 
went in  making  these  trips. 

Let  us  all  look  with  confidence  to  the  future  and 
endeavour  to  make  1931  a  banner  year  for  our 
Order.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.y  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report 
on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Dis- 
trict for  the  year  now  ending. 

In  doing  so  I  desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Companions  who  selected  me  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Superintendent,  and  also  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion for  the  assistance  and  courtesies  extended  to  me 
during  my  tour  of  the  District. 

The  Capitular  District  of  Algoma  comprises  the 
vast  districts  of  Thunder  Bay,  Rainy  River,  and 
Kenora.  It  extends  eastwards  from  the  boundary 
of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  approximately  six  hun- 
dred miles.  My  tour  provided  me  with  an  oppor- 
tunity of  viewing  some  of  the  scenic  wonders  of  this 
western  portion  of  the  Province  which  includes 
great  areas  of  forest,  lake,  and  mountain,  as  well  as 
some  beautiful  agricultural  sections.  A  District 
which  every  year  is  becoming  increasingly  popular 
with  tourists,  particularly  from  the  large  centres  of 
population  south  of  the  boundary. 

Although  few  in  number,  our  Chapters  are  situ- 
ated far  apart  and  in  some  instances  railway  com- 
munications are  not  convenient.  In  visiting  Atwood 
Chapter  at  Rainy  River,  an  automobile  trip  via 
Duluth  and  other  Minnesota  points  presented  itself, 
which  I  gratefully  accepted.  .The  distance,  about 
four  hundred  and  sixty  miles,  the  shortest  route  by 
auto,  was  much  greater  than  by  railway,  but  suited 
my  convenience  and  I  made  better  time,  as  the  rail- 
way operates  on  a  tri-weekly  service.  I  trust  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  all  territory  within  this 
District  will  be  connected  by  an  all-Canadian  High- 
way. 

With  one  exception,  I  visited  the  several  Chap- 
ters at  their  regular  Convocation.  In  all  the  Chap- 
ters the  officers  were  well  qualified  in  the  work ;  the 
degrees  were    performed  in    orthodox    manner;    a 
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spirit  of  comradeship  pervaded  the  meetings,  and 
the  future  outlook  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Algoma 
District  is  viewed  with  confidence. 

Following  is  the  order  of  my  visits  to  the 
Chapters : 

Golden  Chapter,  No.  90,  Kenora. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  May  16th.  Enroute  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  travelling  with  R.  Wor.  Bro.  B.  Cade,  D.D.G.M., 
who  was  visiting  a  Lodge  at  Dryden.  On  arrival  at 
Kenora  I  was  met  by  several  officers  and  Com- 
panions of  Golden  Chapter  who  arranged  for  hotel 
accommodation. 

In  the  evening  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Whitaker  and 
Ex.  Comp.  A.  G.  Stevenson  introduced  me  to  the 
Chapter,  and  on  its  behalf  the  First  Principal,  Ex. 
Comp.  T.  R.  Bull,  extended  a  cordial  welcome. 

The  M.M.M.  Degree  was  then  conferred  on  two 
candidates  in  a  very  able  manner  by  the  officers. 
The  advancement  was  particularly  appropriate  as 
the  candidates  were  father  and  son  from  Hawk 
Lake,  who  were  employed  in  one  of  the  most  exten- 
sive quarrying  operations  in  Canada. 

The  Chapter  Charter  was  draped  and  the  Com- 
panions were  somewhat  depressed  by  the  fact  that 
one  of  their  most  loved  members  and  one  well  known 
to  visitors  at  Grand  Chapter,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John 
Kerr  Brydon,  had  passed  to  the  Eternal  Temple, 
his  interment  having  taken  place  the  previous  day. 
He  was  a  Charter  member  and  was  active  in  forming 
Golden  Chapter  in  1883.  John  Kerr  Brydon  was 
one  of  the  bulwarks  of  Masonry,  and  although  he 
had  attained  the  age  of  83  years,  was  constant  in 
attendance  and  took  an  active  part  in  all  matters 
concerning  Chapter  work.  Eulogistic  references 
concerning  him  were  voiced  by  R.  Ex.  Comps.  F.  A. 
Campbell,  J.  Brenchley,  and  W.  Whitaker. 

The  records  of  the  Chapter  are  in  the  experienced 
hands  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  S.  Galloway. 

After  the  Chapter  closed  the  Companions  ad- 
journed to  the  banquet  hall,  where  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  hour  was  spent. 
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Before  leaving  Kenora  I  was  privileged  to  accom- 
pany a  number  of  brethren  to  view  the  C.P.R. 
Bungalow  Camps  and  a  few  of  the  thousands  of 
islands  and  enchanting  summer  homes  which 
abound  in  the  beautiful  "Lake  of  the  Woods/' 

Atwood  Chapter,  No.  149,  Rainy  River. — 
Situated  on  the  international  boundary  at  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Rainy  River  with  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods.  I  arrived  in  the  town  on  June  19th,  the  date 
of  their  regular  Convocation,  and  was  met  by  the 
First  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Mark  Barrett  and  V. 
Ex.  Comp.  W.  D.  Douglas,  who  very  kindly  enter- 
tained me  during  the  afternoon.  In  the  evening  I 
was  introduced  to  the  Chapter  by  V.  Ex.  Comp. 
Douglas  and  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  J.  K.  McBane  and  was 
tendered  a  very  cordial  reception. 

The  Chapter  was  "Called  Off  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  the  M.M.M.  Degree  on  two  candidates. 
The  degree  work  was  performed  in  a  very  creditable 
manner.  After  the  Chapter  was  resumed,  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  Douglas,  on  behalf  of  the  Companions,  pre- 
sented the  First  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  M.  Barrett, 
with  a  new  set  of  Regalia,  Constitution  and  By-laws, 
to  replace  the  original,  which  were  destroyed  last 
winter  when  he  unfortunately  lost  his  house  by  fire 
during  his  absence  from  home  at  a  Craft  Lodge 
meeting. 

After  the  Chapter  was  closed  adjournment  was 
made  to  the  banquet  hall,  where  the  ladies  had  pre- 
pared an  appetizing  repast. 

Short  addresses  were  given  by  Ex.  Comps.  Dr.  A. 
A.  Cameron,  L.  L.  Budreau,  and  Comp.  P.  D.  Craig. 
A  pleasant  and  profitable  evening  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Rainy  River  Chapter  is  the  smallest,  numerically, 
in  the  District.  The  population  from  which  to  draw 
candidates  is  limited  and  a  number  of  Companions 
are  employed  on  Railway  service,  which  prevents 
them  from  attending  Chapter  regularly.  However, 
the  available  officers  and  companions  deserve  credit 
for  the  conscientious  manner  in  which  they  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Chapter,  and  are  very  optimistic  as 
to  the  future  outlook. 
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Comp.  Victor  H.  Ricci  is  a  capable  Scribe  E., 
and  his  records  are  in  good  order. 

Albertan  Chapter,  No.  152,  Fort  Francis. — 
The  officers  very  kindly  consented  to  hold  an  Emer- 
gent Convocation  on  June  20th  to  suit  my  conveni- 
ence. R.  Ex.  Comp.  Barrett  and  Mrs.  Barrett  of 
Rainy  River  courteously  placed  their  automobile  at 
my  disposal  and  accompanied  me  to  Fort  Francis. 
The  Companions  had  considerately  reserved  a  room 
for  me  at  the  Rainy  Lake  Hotel,  which  at  that  time, 
the  commencement  of  the  tourist  season,  is  taxed  to 
capacity.  Fort  Francis  is  favourably  located  on  the 
Rainy  River,  where  it  forms  the  outlet  from  Rainy 
Lake.  It  is  connected  by  excellent  roads  to  the 
south,  and  a  road  is  now  under  construction  to  con- 
nect it  with  Kenora  and  the  proposed  Canadian 
Highway. 

At  6.00  p.m.  the  Chapter  tendered  a  banquet  at 
the  hotel,  which  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
the  Companions  and  visitors. 

The  Chapter  opened  at  7.30.  I  was  introduced 
by  R.  Ex.  Comps.  W.  W.  Wees,  and  W.  J.  Clark.  The 
First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  H.  F.  Wees,  delegated  to 
me  the  honour  of  receiving  the  following  dis- 
tinguished visitors:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  E.  Pool,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  and  present  Grand  Lecturer  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A. 
E.  Cantelon,  Grand  Scribe  of  the  same  Grand  Chap- 
ter; R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  F.  Dart,  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Manitoba;  Ex.  Comp.  Engelbloom,  of  Border 
Chapter,  International  Falls,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  M. 
Barrett,  of  Atwood  Chapter,  Rainy  River. 

The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  then  con- 
ferred on  candidates  by  officers  of  the  Chapter. 

Invitations  were  extended  to  members  of  Alber- 
tan Chapter  and  visitors  to  go  to  Warroad  the  next 
evening,  where  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Minnesota  would  be  in  attendance. 

Short  and  beautiful  addresses  by  one  so  well 
qualified  as  M  .Ex.  Comp.  Pool,  and  R.  Ex.  Comps. 
Cantelon  and  Dart  were  delivered.     This  Convoca- 
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tion  was  sufficient  to  convince  the  most  critical 
observer  that  Capitular  Masonry  in  Fort  Francis  is 
a  very  live  art.  The  sentiments  expressed  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  three  Grand  Chapters  reflected  the 
bonds  of  fellowship  which  exists  between  the  Com- 
panions on  either  side  of  the  border  adjacent  to  the 
frontier  of  your  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  Ontario.

I  made  my  official  inspection  of  the  Chapter  and  was 
introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comps.  E.  E.  Wood  and  A.  L. 
Frank.  The  Companions  extended  the  customary 
honours  due  to  a  Grand  Chapter  Representative. 

The  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred  on  candi- 
dates for  exaltation  by  officers  of  the  Chapter,  as- 
sisted by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  P.  Freed,  of  Shuniah 
Chapter,  who  beautifully  illustrated  the  charge,  ex- 
emplifying the  Masons'  progress  through  the  several 
degrees. 

The  officers  are  well  qualified  in  the  work,  and 
the  records  are  in  the  capable  custody  of  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  0.  Coles,  Scribe  E. 

A  pleasing  feature  of  the  Chapter  meetings  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  is  the  frequent  exchange  of 
visits  between  the  officers  and  Companions  of  the 
Fort  William  and  Shuniah  Chapters.  On  this  occa- 
sion a  number  of  visitors  were  present  which  added 
to  the  spirit  of  the  assembly. 

After  the  Chapter  closed  the  Companions  re 
paired  to  the  banquet  hall  where  a  pleasant  time 
was  spent  with  the  customary  toasts,  interspersed 
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with  song  and  story.   A  most  profitable  evening  was 
closed  with  the  singing  of  "Auld  Lang  Syne." 

On  December  5th  I  was  privileged  to  install  the 
officers  for  1931,  and  at  this,  as  at  all  the  Convoca- 
tions of  Fort  William  Chapter  which  I  have  attended 
during  the  past  year,  I  found  prevailing  a  spirit  of 
comradeship,  and  an  optimistic  outlook  for  the  future 
welfare  of  the  Chapter. 

Shuniah  Chapter,  No.  82,  Port  Arthur. — 
This  is  the  pioneer  Chapter  of  Algoma  District  and 
its  spirit  of  progressiveness  is  still  in  evidence.

On  April  2nd  Shuniah  Chapter  held  what  was 
designated  as  "Hornepayne  Day."  A  class  of  candi- 
dates journeyed  from  Hornepayne,  approximately 
three  hundred  miles,  and  the  M.M.M.  and  M.E.M. 
degrees  were  conferred  in  the  afternoon.  I  attended 
the  evening  ceremony  and  witnessed  the  inspiring 
spectacle  of  twenty  candidates  being  Exalted,  the 
ceremony  being  performed  by  officers  of  Shuniah 
Chapter  in  a  very  praiseworthy  manner. 

On  December  10th  I  had  the  privilege  of  in- 
stalling the  officers  for  1931,  and  have  therefore  had 
ample  opportunity  of  testifying  to  the  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  the  officers,  including  their  worthy 
Scribe  E.,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  P.  Freed,  perform  their 
various  duties. 
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In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  also  the  Companions 
of  Algoma  District  and  all  others  who  contributed  in 
making  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Superintendent  a  very  pleasing  function,  and  on  be- 
half of  my  successor  I  bespeak  the  same  generous 
courtesies  which  have  been  bestowed  upon  me.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

It  is  my  duty  to  submit  a  report  on  the  Condition 
of  Capitular  Masonry  as  I  observed  it  upon  the  occa- 
sion of  my  visits  to  the  Chapters  in  this  District, 
which  I  hereby  submit. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  report  a  net  gain 
of  one,  instead  of  a  loss,  which  might  reasonably 
have  been  expected  under  prevailing  conditions. 
This  result,  while  not  gratifying,  proves  that  the 
Chapters  are  active,  because  they  have  overcome  the 
losses,  through  death,  through  deaths  (11)  sus- 
pensions (13),  and  withdrawals  (4). 

When  you  can  enter  a  Chapter  Assembly  Room, 
see  a  smile  on  the  face  of  nearly  every  Companion, 
hear  the  laughter  caused  by  a  joke  among  a  small 
group,  see  others  willingly  assisting  in  some  last 
minute  adjustment  of  the  furniture  of  the  Chapter 
Room,  see  the  degrees  conferred  with  impressive 
solemnity  and  realize  that  they  collectively  expended 
$240.00  in  benevolence  during  the  year,  then  I  think 
I  am  safe  in  stating  that  Capitular  Masonry  in  Dis- 
trict No.  15,  is  on  a  solid  foundation,  such  are  the 
conditions  as  I  found  them. 

On  Thursday,  September  4th,  1930,  it  was  my 
privilege  to  assist  in  the  Dedication  of  the  Chapter 
Room  of  St.  John's  Chapter,  No*.  103,  in  the  Masonic 
Temple,  North  Bay.  This  impressive  ceremony  was 
performed  by  the  Most  Ex.  Grand  First  Principal,  W. 
G.  Price,  assisted  by  the  Grand  Second  Principal,  C. 
W.  Haentschel,  and  other  Grand  Chapter  officers. 

At  an  informal  luncheon  held  after  the  ceremony, 
the  Grand  First  Principal  and  Grand  Second  Prin- 
cipal gave  inspiring  addresses  to  the  Companions 
which  greatly  contributed  in  making  this  occasion 
one  which  will  remain  in  our  memories  for  some 
time  to  come. 
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The  following  day,  Friday,  September  5th,  1930, 
Algonquin  Chapter,  No.  102,  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
welcomed  the  Most  Ex.  Grand  First  Principal,  and 
once  again  I  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  assist- 
ing, together  with  other  Grand  Chapter  officers,  in 
dedicating  Chapter  Rooms  in  the  splendid  Masonic 
Temple  recently  erected  in  that  progressive  city. 
The  ceremony,  impressive  at  any  time,  was  rendered 
more  so  by  appropriate  music  of  choir  and  organ. 

My  first  official  visit  was  made  on  October  14th, 
1930,  to  Tuscan  Chapter,  No.  95,  Sudbury.  I  was 
greeted  on  arrival  by  Ex.  Comp.  A.  A.  Jackson  and 
other  Companions  who  took  me  on  a  Cook's  tour  of 
Sudbury  and  neighbourhood,  which  I  greatly  en- 
joyed. 

In  the  evening  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the 
officers  confer  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree,  the 
work  being  performed  in  a  most  creditable  manner 
and  this  satisfactory  condition  will  be  maintained  in 
the  future  judging  by  the  number  of  Past  First 
Principals  which  I  saw  present.  The  pleasure  of  the 
evening  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  James  A.  Orr,  who  at  the  age  of  82  is  a 
living  example  to  the  younger  members  in  his 
anxiety  to  promote  the  welfare  of  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry. All  the  Companions  were  delighted  that  he 
had  recovered  from  his  last  serious  illness  suf- 
ficiently to  be  present  and  enjoy  the  evening. 

I  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  District  when  I  say 
it  is  their  earnest  wish  that  he  will  be  able  to  be 
present  at  his  Chapter's  Convocations  for  some  years 
to  come. 

My  next  official  visit  was  made  on  Friday,  Novem- 
ber 7th,  1930,  when  I  again  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing the  officers  and  Companions  of  Algonquin  Chap- 
ter, No.  102.  The  work  of  the  evening  consisted  of 
exalting  three  M.E.M.'s  to  the  Supreme  Degree  of 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  This  degree  was  conferred  in 
such  a  sincere  and  dignified  manner  as  to  merit 
nothing  but  praise.  The  presence  of  so  many  Past 
First  Principals  proved  to  me  that  the  welfare  of 
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this  Chapter  will  be  protected  in  the  future  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past. 

Among  the  assets  of  this  Chapter  (not  included 
in  the  Financial  Statement,  because  his  true  value 
cannot  be  stated),  is  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  W.  Johnston, 
Scribe  E.  "Keep  up  the  good  work,  W.  J."  When  I 
arrived  I  said  "Happy  to  meet,"  and  on  leaving 
"Sorry  to  part,"  and  meant  every  word  of  it. 

The  Principals  and  Companions  of  my  own  Chap- 
ter, St.  John's,  No.  103,  North  Bay,  officially  received 
me  as  Grand  Superintendent  on  Thursday,  December 
4th,  1930.  The  Installation  and  Investiture  of  the 
newly  elected  officers  was  the  main  business  of  the 
evening,  and  after  the  regular  work  had  been  dis- 
posed of,  with  the  assistance  of  R.  E.  Comps.  J.  T. 
Lovell,  H.  J.  McAuslan,  B.  F.  Nott,  and  V.  Ex.  Comps. 
A.  Torrance  and  F.  C.  J.  Foster,  I  had  the  honour  of 
starting  the  officers  of  St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  103, 
on  the  1931  Highway,  which  I  am  sure  they  will 
travel  safely,  guided  by  the  Past  Principals. 

On  December  16th,  1930,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
spending  a  very  enjoyable  evening  with  the  Com- 
panions of  Pembroke  Chapter,  No.  58,  at  Mattawa. 
The  occasion  of  my  visit  happened  to  coincide  with 
the  Installation  and  Investiture  of  the  new  Principals 
and  officers,  so  it  was  my  privilege  to  act  as  Installing 
officer.  This  Chapter,  the  oldest  in  my  District,  has 
been  working  under  difficulties  for  a  number  of 
years,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  the  lumbering 
industry  has  moved  to  other  centres,  but  the  loyalty 
of  the  remaining  Companions  has  enabled  them  to 
carry  on  from  year  to  year  hoping  for  better  times, 
and  I  think  I  am  justified  in  saying  that;  from 
present  indications,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  Pem- 
broke Chapter  will  do  much  better  next  year  than 
last. 

The  officers  opened  the  Chapter  in  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree  and  after  the  Ceremony  of  Installation, 
I  occupied  the  rest  of  the  evening  by  explaining  some 
of  the  Symbolism  conected  with  that  degree. 
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Attendance  of  Companions  at  the  Regular  Con- 
vocations of  Chapters  in  this  District  is  not  as  good 
as  it  should  be.  Nothing  worthwhile  is  ever  easy  to 
obtain,  and  if  it  is  worth  while  it  is  worth  effort. 
There  is  no  man  living  who  cannot  do  more  than  he 
thinks  he  can  and  there  is  no  Chapter  of  R.A.M.'s  who 
cannot  create  more  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  if 
they  so  desire.  Interest  can  be  stimulated  by  ap- 
pointing  understudies  in  Degree  Work,  by  greater 
use  of  music  during  the  ceremonies,  and  by  talks 
on  the  Symbolism  of  the  Degrees,  particularly  the 
latter.  I  have  arrived  at  this  conclusion  by  the  re- 
ception of  the  short  talk  on  Royal  Arch  Symbolism 
which  I  gave  on  my  official  visits.  There  seems  to 
be  a  call  for  more  light,  we  have  the  "Floodlight" 
but  a  few  "Spotlights"  seem  to  be  desired  so  that  we 
can  see  clearer  and  understand  better  the  deep  sig- 
nificance of  Capitular  Masonry. 

In  allowing  me  to  act  as  Grand  Superintendent  of 
District  No.  15  for  the  past  year,  an  honour  has  been 
conferred  upon  me  which  I  sincerely  appreciate,  re- 
gretting only  that  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  give  the 
true  inspiration  which  this  high  office  requires,  but 
satisfied  that  I  gave  all  I  could.

I  had  previously  spoken  on  the  conditions 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Northern  Lights  Chapter,  No.  213.— I  had 
attended  a  very  good  meeting  of  this  Chapter  on 
September  16th,  arrangements  having  been  made 
for  a  visit  from  Abitibi  Chapter  and  Cochrane  Chap- 
ter, to  put  on  the  work  of  the  evening.

This  Chapter  has  had  a  very  successful  year,  books 
and  records  being  well  kept  by  Comp.  W.  R.  Thomp- 
son, Scribe  E. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Companions 
throughout  the  District  for  their  hearty  co-operation 
and  the  many  expressions  of  good-will  which  helped 
so  much  to  make  my  term  of  office  not  only  pleasant 
but  I  trust  profitable  to  the  District  as  a  whole.

There  are  two 
Chapters  showing  a  slight  decrease,  but  I  am  sure 
this  is  only  due  to  trade  depression,  and  next  year 
should  see  these  decreases  wiped  out  and  an  increase 
shown.

Dr.  C.  W.  Haentschel  for  his  kindness 
in  accompanying  me  during  my  visits  to  the  southern 
sections  of  the  District.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SCRIBE  E. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  herewith,  a  report 
of  the  official  and  semi-official  duties,  as  Grand 
Scribe  E. 

Many  visits  I  made  throughout  this  Jurisdiction 
socially,  and  others  assisting  in  the  formation  of 
new  Chapters  and  dedications;  I  note  the  apprecia- 
tion and  enthusiasm  of  the  Companions,  and  as  they 
make  new  ideals  to  stimulate  men  to  achievements  I 
would  suggest  they  remember  the  words  of  Horace 
Greely  who  once  said,  "Fame  is  a  vapor,  popularity 
an  accident,  riches  take  wings,  those  who  cheer  us 
to-day  may  curse  to-morrow — only  one  thing  endures 
— character."  "Let  the  building  of  character  be  their 
objective  or  motto." 

The  bright  outlook  which  promised  the  adoption 
of  our  Ritual  by  all  our  Sister  Canadian  Jurisdictions 
was  abruptly  brought  to  an  end  by  the  ruling  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  issuing 
an  Edict  forbidding  the  use  of  the  same,  in  that 
Jurisdiction.  This  leaves  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  using  their  former  work. 

Annual  Returns 

The  Annual  Returns  have  been  received  from  all 
the  Chapters,  as  well  as  the  report  of  the  officers. 

Receipts  from  Chapters 

From  the  Annual  Statement,  accompanying  this 
Report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  received  from 
Constituent  Chapters  for  the  past  year  in  fees  and 
dues,  amounted  to  $15,462.75,  and  with  the  interest 
on  investments  of  $4,502.90  make  a  total  of  $19,965.- 
65,  of  which  $1,418.30  belongs  to  1929.  The  whole  is 
fully  set  forth  with  the  disbursements  in  the  Report 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  Audit  and  Finance 
Committee. 
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In  the  matter  of  punctuality  with  returns,  I  fear 
I  cannot  congratulate  the  Chapters  as  a  whole  on  any 
perceptible  improvement.  Those  who  have  been 
markedly  prompt  in  the  past  years  are  still  careful 
to  live  up  to  their  reputation,  and  to  those  Scribes 
our  grateful  appreciation  is  due.  There  are  others, 
however,  but  this  is  another  story,  and  an  old  one. 
By  virtue  of  frequent  appeals,  I  endeavoured  to 
gather  in  all  but  fifteen  Chapters,  and  these  are 
showing  as  delinquent.  On  this  office  also,  the  duty 
falls  to  gather  in  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents, but  here  again  the  Scribes  E.  of  the  Con- 
stituent Chapters  are  the  cause  of  the  delay.  Every 
one  of  the  District  officers,  ascribed  to  the  one 
source,  the  blame  for  their  seeming  tardiness.  With 
every  desire  to  be  punctual,  the  reports  from  these 
officers  are  held  back'by  the  absence  of  the  informa- 
tion which  the  Chapter  Secretary  could  furnish  in  a 
few  minutes. 

Dispensations 

Applications  for  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand 
Z.'s  authority  to  permit  social  functions  and  to 
exercise  in  his  prerogative  as  privileged  by  the  Con- 
stitution, numbered  One  Hundred  and  twenty- two, 
and  this  year,  many  were  to  qualify  junior  officers 
for  advancement,  who  had  not  become  eligible  by  ser- 
vice in  the  next  lower  position.

On  June  15th,  I  requested  the 
Chapters  to  forward  a  list  of  1930  exaltations  not 
reported,  that  certificates  could  be  issued,  thereby 
dividing  the  work  of  the  year.  In  August  I  was  in- 
structed by  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  to  draw 
to  the  attention  of  the  Constituent  Chapter  (section 
224-231)  re  the  reception  of  applications  for  mem- 
bership. 

Conditions  of  the  Chapters 

Eighty-four  Chapters  show  a  loss. 

Sixty-eigiit  Chapters  show  a  gain. 

Sixteen  Chapters  end  the  year  without  loss  or 
gain,  and  even  though,  six  hundred  and  thirty-four 
members  were  dropped  for  N.P.D.  this  year,  I  do  not 
feel  that  this  was  at  all  an  unhealthy  loss.  In  some 
cases  the  loss  is  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  Scribes 
E.,  in  other  cases  it  is  due  to  the  large  number  who 
received  degrees  following-  the  war,  not  knowing 
just  why,  and  then  the  drive  put  on,  by  Chapters, 
and  a  number  of  those  who  failed  to  catch  the  real 
spirit  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

Exaltations  and  Losses 

Notwithstanding  these  adverse  conditions,  I  am 
able  to  announce  that  the  net  loss  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  Com- 
panions, and  the  same  is  again  partly  throug-h  the 
carelessness  or  indifference  of  the  former  Scribes  E. 
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in  not  reporting  their  deceased,  demitted  and  sus- 
pended, as  the  statistical  table  will  show.  Requests 
have  been  made,  that  reimbursement  be  made  to 
allow  for  the  amounts  paid  on  behalf  of  these 
"failures  to  report,"  and  I  trust  that  Grand  Chapter 
will  consider  their  request,  as  it  is  not  within  the 
powers  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  office  to  comply 
with  such  a  request. 

During  the  year  1930,  there  were  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-four  exaltations,  being  ninety-three  less 
than  the  previous  year  when  there  were  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven.  There  were  one  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  joinings,  being  fifty-four  more;  forty- 
four  restorations,  being  fourteen  less;  three  hundred 
and  thirteen  withdrawals,  being  thirty-eight  more; 
three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  deaths,  being  ten 
less;  and  six  hundred  and  thirty-four  suspensions, 
being  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  more. 

And  now,  my  Companions,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
report  my  stewardship,  you  entrusted  to  me  one  year 
ago;  the  duties  of  which  I  entered  upon  with  full 
consciousness  of  my  own  limitations,  following  my 
beloved  Brother,  and  I  trust  have  been  appreciated, 
and  I  thank  all,  for  their  help  in  making  the  work 
most  pleasant.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
ON  GRIEVANCES  AND  APPEALS. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  beg  to  present  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  Grievances  and  Appeals: 

1.  London  Chapter,  No.  150,  G.C.C.,  London,  vs. 
Comp.  Edwin  A.  Akiens. 

No  material  is  before  the  Committee  showing 
that  any  charge  has  been  laid  against  this  Com- 
panion, but  the  facts  in  the  case  are  to>  be  found  in 
the  1930  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge  at  page  328. 

The  Brother  has  been  summoned  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Board  of  General  Purposes  and  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  next  annual  meeting  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  be  expelled. 

London  Chapter  have  merely  passed  a  resolution 
as  follows:  'That  we  adopt  the  finding  of  the 
Brethren  of  Acacia  Lodge,  No,  580,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  re- 
specting the  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct  laid 
against  Companion  Edwin  Akiens,  and  that  he  be 
indefinitely  suspended  from  this  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ter." 

They  have  made  no  pretence  at  trying  the  Com- 
panion according  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  con- 
stitution respecting  trials  of  masonic  offences  and, 
therefore,  had  no  power  to  indefinitely  suspend  him. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  for  London  Chapter  to 
deal  further  with  the  case  as  Companion  Akiens  is 
now  under  suspension  by  Grand  Lodge  and  will 
finally  be  dealt  with  at  the  next  meeting  of  Grand 
Lodge. 

Subsection  7  of  section  208  of  the  constitution  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  governs,  and  is  as  follows : — 

"(7)  A  Companion,  who  has  been  suspended,  or 
expelled,  by  his  lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  or  Grand 
Lodge,  for  unmasonic  conduct  shall  also  stand  sus- 
pended from  his  Royal  Craft  privileges  while  the 
craft  discipline  continues  in  force." 
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2.  Port  Credit  Chapter,  No.  230,  G.C.C.,  Port 
Credit,  vs.  V.  Ex.  Comp.  David  H.  Cowling-. 

This  Companion  is  charged  with  unmasonic  con- 
duct involving  a  violation  of  section  19,  of  rule  one. 

The  charge  was  regularly  received  by  his  Chap- 
ter and  the  date  of  his  trial  fixed  and  the  Companion 
duly  notified  of  said  date.  Comp.  Cowling  wrote  the 
Scribe  E.  of  Port  Credit  Chapter  that  he  would  not 
be  able  to  attend  on  the  date  fixed  as  he  would  be 
away  on  his  trips  all  week  and  suggested  a  date 
which  would  suit  him  better. 

The  Chapter  evidently  thought  the  matter  was  of 
sufficient  importance  for  Com.  Cowling  to  attend  as 
notified  and  proceeded  with  the  trial. 

Ex.  Comp.  Harry  White,  First  Principal  of  the 
Chapter,  appointed  Ex.  Comps.  W.  E.  Millar  and  R. 
H.  Jamieson  and  Comp.  D.  J.  McPhee,  Scribe  E.  of 
the  Chapter,  to  take  the  evidence  of  witnesses  who 
could  not  be  heard  in  the  Chapter,  as  well  as  the  evi- 
dence of  Comp.  J.  H.  Prentice. 

V.  Ex.  Comp.  Chas.  H.  Hurgess  acted  as  prosecu- 
tor and  the  First  Principal  appointed  Comp.  J.  W. 
Pinchin  to  represent  the  accused  in  his  absence. 

On  the  evidence  being  taken  and  reported  to  the 
Chapter  a  ballot  was  taken  and  Comp.  Cowling 
found  guilty  by  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Com- 
panions. 

On  a  second  ballot  being  taken  20  voted  for  in- 
definite suspencion,  1  for  definite  suspension  and  1 
for  reprimand. 

By  a  third  ballot  the  Companions  voted  for  the 
expulsion  of  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Cowling  by  21  votes  to  1. 

The  result  of  the  trial  has  been  duly  communi- 
cated to  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Cowling  by  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  who  has  also  notified  the  accused  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  rule  61  respect- 
ing Masonic  trials,  to  appear  before  the  Executive 
Committee  at  7.30  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  the  24th  day  of 
February,  A.D.  1931,  at  room  307,  General  Brock 
Hotel,  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  be  expelled  for  his  offence. 
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He  has  appeared  before  the  Committee,  but  the 
Committee  agree  with  his  Chapter  that  he  should  be 
expelled  and  recommend  accordingly. 

3.  Re  Lawrence  Boyd. 

It  having  been  reported  to  the  M.E.  the  Grand 
Z.,  Walter  G.  Price,  that  serious  irregularities  had 
taken  place  concerning  the  admission  of  Bro.  L. 
Boyd  into  Capitular  Masonry,  he  appointed  a  Com- 
mission, composed  of  M.E.  Comp.  George  Moore, 
Hamilton;  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Kenneth  J.  Dunstan  and 
Comp.  J.  A.  Rowland,  Toronto,  to  enquire  into  all  the 
circumstances  connected  with  the  advancement  and 
exaltation  of  the  candidate  in  King  Cyrus  Chapter, 
No.  232,  G.C.C.,  Toronto,  and  to  report  to  him  their 
findings  and  recommendations. 

The  Commission  entered  upon  their  duties  and 
after  the  taking  of  a  great  deal  of  evidence  and  after 
the  most  exhaustive  investigation  find  as  follows : 

"Lawrence  Boyd  applied  for  admission  to  John 
Ross  Robertson  Lodge,  No.  545,  for  initiation.  The 
Lodge  made  the  usual  investigation,  satisfied  them- 
selves as  to  his  residence  and  character  and  accepted 
the  application.  Boyd  received  his  first  degree  on 
the  25th  day  of  February,  1930,  and  his  second 
degree  on  the  1st  of  April,  1930.  He  apparently  had 
some  intention  of  making  application  to  have  the 
third  degree  conferred  within  the  time  limit,  but  he 
was  told  that  the  application  would  not  likely  be 
granted  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  he 
would  have  received  his  third  degree  on  the  6th  of 
May,  1930.  A  notice  was  sent  out  by  the  Secretary 
of  John  Ross  Robertson  Lodge  about  the  middle  of 
April  instructing  him  to  appear  on  the  6th  of  May 
for  his  degree.  In  the  meantime  the  circumstances 
hereinafter  set  out  having  come  to  light,  the  Lodge 
was  instructed  to  withhold  the  degree  and  it  has  not 
been  conferred. 

"On  the  14th  of  April,  1930,  Boyd's  application 
was  balloted  on  in  King  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  232, 
G.C.C.,  and  accepted.  The  M.M.M.  Degree  was  com- 
municated to  him  in  the  ante-room  by  V.  Ex.  Comp. 
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Luttrell,  if  not  on  the  instructions,  at  least  with  the 
consent  of  the  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter,  Ex. 
Comp.  MacBeth.  That  same  evening  Boyd  received 
his  M.E.M.  Degree  in  the  Chapter  along  with  some 
other  candidates  in  the  presence  of  the  District 
Superintendent.  He  received  his  Royal  Arch  Degree 
on  the  18th  of  April,  1930,  in  Humber  Chapter,  No. 
246,  Weston,  who  conferred  it  at  the  request  of 
King  Cyrus  Chapter. 

Boyd's  application  to  the  Chapter  was  dated  the 
24th  of  April,  1930,  which  was  ten  days  after  the 
application  had  been  balloted  on  and  six  days  after 
he  had  received  his  Royal  Arch  Degree.  The  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  Boyd  and  also  by  V.  Ex.  Comp. 
Luttrell  as  his  proposer,  and  Ex.  Comp.  Marchment 
as  his  seconder.  There  is  a  reference  to  the  applica- 
tion in  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  King  Cyrus 
Chapter  held  on  the  10th  of  March,  but  the  Secre- 
tary has  noted  in  the  margin  of  the  Minute  Book 
"memo  only".  This  was  only  two  weeks  after  Boyd 
received  his  first  degree.  There  is  another  reference 
to  the  application  in  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  King  Cyrus  Chapter  held  on 
March  24th,  which  was  presented  to  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Chapter  on  April  14th.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  the  written  application  was  not  in 
existence  at  that  time.  Both  Boyd  and  Luttrell  say 
it  was  signed  after  Boyd  received  his  second  degree 
in  John  Ross  Robertson  Lodge,  which  was  on  the  1st 
of  April.  It  was  in  the  hands  of  King  Cyrus  Chap- 
ter for  ballot  on  the  14th  of  April,  but  it  was  not  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  in  time  to 
be  sent  to  the  Printer  when  the  summons  for  that 
meeting  was  being  printed.  The  evidence  shows  that 
the  contents  of  the  application  were  telephoned  by 
Ex.  Comp.  Marchment  from  Ex.  Comp.  Luttrell's 
office  at  the  Exhibition  Grounds  while  the  summons 
was  being  printed.  The  Printer  misunderstood  the 
name  over  the  telephone  and  Boyd's  name  appears 
on  the  summons  as  'Lloyd'.  It  is  quite  evident,  there- 
fore, that  the  application   must   have   been    signed 
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some  where  between  the  2nd  and  about  the  6th  of 
April. 

"Ex.  Comp.  Luttrell  admits  that  he  knew  when 
the  application  was  originally  signed  that  Boyd  had 
not  yet  received  his  third  degree.  He  says  that  it 
was  dated  ahead  so  as  to  give  him  time  to  get  his 
third  degree  before  it  was  acted  upon  and  that  he 
assumed  that  the  officers  of  the  Chapter  would  see 
that  it  was  not  acted  upon  until  the  proper  time.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  said  nothing  to  the  officers  of  the 
Chapter  about  it.  Both  he  and  Boyd  must  be  as- 
sumed to  have  known  when  Boyd  received  his 
degrees  in  the  Chapter  on  the  14th  of  April  that  the 
whole  thing  was  irregular  and  improper.  The  same 
remark  applies  to  the  conferring  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree  on  April  18th,  at  which  Ex.  Comp.  Luttrell 
was  present.  It  was  brought  out  in  evidence  that 
Boyd  subsequently  applied  for  and  received  his 
degree  in  the  Perceptory  and  the  Shrine  and  that 
Luttrell  sponsored  him  all  along  the  line.  While 
they  did  not  expressly  admit  it,  it  is  perfectly  evi- 
dent that  the  object  was  to  rush  Boyd  through  as 
quickly  as  possible  so  as  to  allow  him  to  get  his 
Shrine  degrees  before  the  meeting  in  June. 

"The  First  Principal  of  King  Cyrus  Chapter, 
Ex.  Comp.  MacBeth,  was  examined  in  reference  to 
the  whole  matter  and  his  recollection  was  not  very 
clear.  He  admitted,  however,  that  no  committee  had 
ever  been  appointed  to  report  on  the  application, 
that  they  had  not  thought  it  necessary  to  satisfy 
themselves  as  to  Boyd's  standing,  and  that  it  was 
not  an  uncommon  thing  in  King  Cyrus  Chapter  to 
place  on  the  circular  for  ballot  applications  which 
had  come  in  since  the  preceding  meeting  of  the 
Chapter  and  which,  therefore,  had  never  been  pre- 
sented and  referred  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution.  He  was  also  unable  to 
give  any  very  satisfactory  account  of  the  irregular 
procedure  in  reference  to  the  communication  of  the 
first  degree  in  the  ante-room.  He  did,  however, 
accept  responsibility  for  it  and  acquiesces  in  Ex. 
Comp.  Luttrell's  suggestion  that  he  was  aware  that 
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it  was  being  done  and  approved  of  it  so  as  to  qualify 
Boyd  to  take  his  place  in  the  class  on  the  same  even- 
ing for  his  second  degree.  It  was  quite  apparent 
from  his  evidence  that  he  was  not  familiar  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  or  with  the  duties  of 
his  office  and  in  this  matter  particularly  he  seems  to 
have  relied  to  a  very  large  extent  on  Ex.  Comp.  Lut- 
trell.  The  entries  in  the  Minute  book  referring  to 
Boyd's  application  were  clearly  false  and  it  is  quite 
evident  that  the  application  was  never  proposed  or 
discussed  either  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter  on 
March  10th  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  March  24th.  Ex.  Comp.  Marchment  was 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  he  must 
be  assumed  to  have  known  the  whole  story  of  the 
application  because  the  printing  of  the  circular  was 
held  up  until  the  information  in  connection  with  its 
application  could  be  sent  in,  and  it  was  he  who  ob- 
tained either  the  application  or  the  information  from 
Ex.  Comp.  Luttrell  and  'phoned  to  the  Printer. 

"So  far  as  Boyd  is  concerned  the  Committee 
unanimously  find  that  he  received  his  degrees  upon 
an  application  which  contains  statements  which 
were  false  to  his  knowledge,  and,  further,  that  he 
was  not  Masonically  competent  to  be  advanced  at  all. 
It  is  within  the  power  of  Grand  Chapter  to  deter- 
mine whether  he  is  to  be  continued  as  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Craft  or  the  whole  proceeding  is  to  be 
nullified.  In  view  of  the  serious  nature  of  the  case 
and  its  unusual  character  the  Commission  feel  that 
the  matter  of  his  standing  should  be  referred  to 
Grand  Chapter  to  deal  with  at  the  next  Annual 
Convocation. 

"The  Commission,  therefore,  recommend: 
"That  Boyd's  case  be  referred  to  Grand  Chapter 
to  be  dealt  with  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation  and 
that  for  that  purpose  the  papers  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  appropriate  committee  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  to  Grand  Chapter  thereon,  but  that  in 
the  meantime  the  Constituent  Chapers  be  notified 
not  to  receive  Boyd  or  to  permit  him  to  exercise  the 
privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and  that 
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the  fees  paid  by  him  for  his  advancement  be  paid 
over  to  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  dealt  with  as  Grand 
Chapter  shall  determine." 

The  Committee  have  carefully  reviewed  the  evi- 
dence taken  by  the  Commission,  as  well  as  their  find- 
ings as  to  the  facts,  and  recommend  as  follows : 

(1)  That  the  action  taken  by  the  M.  Ex.  the 
Grand  Z.  be  affirmed. 

(2)  That  it  be  declared  by  Grand  Chapter  that 
the  conferring  of  the  Mark  Master,  Most  Excellent 
and  Royal  Arch  Degrees  upon  Bro.  Lawrence  Boyd 
in  so  far  as  they  purport  to  admit  him  to  King 
Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  232,  G.C.C.,  or  to  Capitular 
Masonry,  are  and  always  have  been  null  and  void 
and  of  no  effect  and  that  he  did  not  thereby  become, 
and  is  not,  a  member  of  said  Chapter  and  has  never 
been  entitled  to  any  Grand  Chapter  right  or 
privilege. 

(3)  That  the  amount  paid  by  Bro.  Boyd  for  the 
Chapter  degrees  be  forthwith  returned  to  him.

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REPORT  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR 
MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Once  again  we  meet  in  Annual  Convocation  to 
fraternize,  to-  unify,  to  educate,  that  we  may  the 
better  display  the  beauties  of  this  great  institution, 
encourage  the  practice  of  its  virtues  and  disseminate 
the  true  Spirit  of  Brotherhood.  To  this  end,  we 
present  for  your  serious  consideration  a  review  of 
the  conditions  obtaining  within  the  jurisdictional 
confines  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

Despite  the  abnormal  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  outer  world,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this  juris- 
diction continues  to  pulsate  as  a  living  organism  of 
power  and  influence — a  guiding  star  in  a  sky  of  drift- 
ing and  ominous  storm  clouds.  Probably  never  in 
the  world's  history  have  distributed  conditions  been 
so  general.  It  seems  as  though  we  have  strayed  like 
lost  sheep — lost  in  a  materialistic  maze  of  great 
cities,  huge  buildings,  modern  machinery  and  mass 
production;  tangled  in  the  weeds  of  so-called  effi- 
ciency, high-pressure  business  and  ultra-modern  in- 
stitutions; poisoned  by  false  teachings  from  many 
and  varied  sources — teachings  heralded  and  enun- 
ciated as  new,  yet  old  as  the  hills  and  dating  back  to 
the  serpent  and  the  Garden  of  Eden. 

Truly,  the  world  seems  to  have  forgotten  the 
eternal  verities,  yet  do  we  see  the  silver  lining  in 
the  thought  that  the  age  of  miracles  is  not  yet  past. 
We  take  comfort  in  the  promise  that,  led  by  the 
guiding  hand  of  an  Almighty  Providence,  we  shall 
weather  this  man-made  storm,  cast  aside  the  shackles 
that  bind  us  to  unnatural  conditions,  and  reach 
forth  as  men  with  revived  hope  to  greet  the  dawn  of 
a  new  era  of  happiness  and  contentment, — the  ad- 
vent of  a  new  day  that  shall  re-establish  as  supreme 
that  Great  Power  which  alone  can  bring  order  out 
of  chaos  and  set  out  feet  in  that  path  which  leads  to 
greater  heights. 
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Amid  the  surge  of  depressing  commercialism 
and  social  insecurity,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  continues 
the  even  tenor  of  its  way — a  sanctuary  for  those 
who  are  seeking  rest  and  repose  from  the  uncertain- 
ties of  Life.  The  Royal  Craft  has  a  mission  to  fulfil 
and  it  is  in  the  fulfilment  of  this  mission  that  we 
find  its  greatest  usefulness.  In  the  rush  and  turmoil 
of  Life,  the  need  of  Toderance,  Kindness,  and 
Brotherhood  is  stronger  than  ever  before.  As  our 
scope  enlarges,  temptations  and  discouragements  in- 
crease, and  the  real  need  of  sympathy  in  the  stress 
of  everyday  affairs  grows  greater.  It  is  here  that 
the  active  army  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  may  redeem 
their  pledge  of  service,  here  we  may  take  our  stand 
against  the  powers  of  Poverty,  Hardship  and  Dis- 
trust, and  in  so  doing  prove  of  real  assistance  to 
those  about  us  who  are  struggling  to  keep  their  place 
among  their  fellowmen. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  that  we  read  in  the 
reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  that  Peace 
prevails,  enthusiasm  abounds  and  the  growing  in- 
terest manifested  in  recent  years  in  the  teachings, 
doctrines,  history  and  traditions  of  this  world-wide 
Order,  continues  unabated. 

The  predominating  features  and  developments  of 
the  past  year,  as  recorded  by  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents may  be  thus  epitomized: — 

1.  The  world-wide  spirit  of  depression  and  unrest. 

2.  The   steadfastness  of   Masonic  loyalty. 

3.  The   awakening  to  the   need   for   education. 

4.  The  exercise  of  that  cardinal  virtue  which  provides  our 
strongest  pillar. 

In  considering  these  vital  phases  of  the  year's 
activity,  we  are  constrained  to  say  that  those  things, 
those  organizations,  those  ideals  alone  endure  which 
are  right  before  God.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has 
come  down  to  us  through  the  storied  past,  gathering 
strength  with  each  decade  until  to-day  we  find  it 
firmly  established  in  the  hearts  of  man  and  support- 
ing every  movement  that  tends  to  keep  us  in  the 
course  of  good  citizenship  and  true  service.  We  may 
not  complete  our  work  in  the  Great  Temple,  but  by 
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a  rigid  observance  of  the  fundamental  principles,  so 
cut  the  timber  and  carve  the  stone,  that  the  work  of 
the  builders  of  to-day  may  compare  favourably  with 
the  achievements  of  the  past,  and  stand  as  an  in- 
spiration and  encouragement  to  all  who  may  follow 
in  our  footsteps.

The  figures  as  recorded  above  indicate  very 
clearly  that  notwithstanding  a  year  of  unusual  de- 
pression, Royal  Arch  Masonry  throughout  the  six- 
teen districts  continues  active  and  energetic.  With 
158  Chapters  and  25,904  enthusiastic  Royal  Crafts- 
men, we  have  an  army  of  workers  reminiscent  of 
those  days  when  our  early  brethren  with  trowels  in 
their  hands  and  swords  by  their  sides,  carried  on 
the  great  work  of  erecting  that  magnificent  edifice 
which  occupies  such  a  prominent  place  in  our 
Masonic  history. 

This  great  host,  the  counterpart  of  those  whom 
we  honour  in  our  ritualistic  work,  are  to  day  engaged 
in  an  even  greater  enterprise — something  more  defi- 
nite and  tangible — something  that  will  ever  with- 
stand the  onslaught  of  time — a  temple  of  love  and 
affection,  a  structure  of  human  character,  a  de- 
velopment of  human  sympathy,  an  increase  in  the 
spirit  of  Tolerancy  and  the  establishment  of  a  com- 
mon ground  upon  which  all  men  may  meet  to  honour 
and  respect  each  other. 
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Shall  we  measure  our  success  or  failure  by  the 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  ranks  of  this  great  army? 
True,  we  encourage  additions  to  our  ranks  and  there 
will  always  be  a  place  for  those  who  would  sojourn 
amongst  us  and  who  offer  their  assistance  in  the 
great  and  glorious  undertaking  that  constitutes  our 
labour  of  to-day.  Likewise,  there  will  always  be 
regret  at  any  decrease  in  our  number,  be  the  cause 
what  it  may — but  despite  the  fluctuation  of  numbers, 
the  work  so  well  begun  must  be  continued.  It  can- 
not be  completed  in  the  life  of  any  one  generation, 
but  like  a  living  torch  must  be  passed  from  hand  to 
hand,  a  responsibility  equally  shared  by  those  who 
labour  to-day  with  that  great  posterity  whose  head 
is  even  now  rising  above  the  horizon  of  this  day  and 
generation. 

Have  we  increased  in  numbers?  Does  it  matter 
as  long  as  we  show  a  definite  increase  in  wisdom  and 
knowledge,  and  a  greater  insight  into  the  real  aim 
and  object  of  this  venerable  society?  The  Masonry 
of  to-day  carries  an  appeal  to  those  who  would  de- 
velop all  the  best  traits  of  human  character.  If  we 
would  prosper  we  must  build  with  material  that 
carries  the  seal  of  quality.  Remember — the  race  is 
not  always  to  the  swift  but  rather  to  the  strong. 
While  we  recognize  no  distinction  of  rank  we  shall 
ever  pay  tribute  to  the  distinction  of  character, 
which  alone  can  determine  true  success  or  abject 
failure.  The  character  that  we  seek  to  build  tells  of 
small  duties  faithfully  performed,  of  self-denials, 
self-sacrifices,  of  kindly  acts  of  brotherly  love.  These 
are  the  qualifications,  these  the  tests  that  shall  sepa- 
rate the  gold  from  the  dross,  these  the  responsibili- 
ties which  alone  shall  blaze  the  trail  to  that  point  up 
yonder  which  in  our  dreams  we  have  named  True 
Success. 

The  Cardinal  Virtues 

"Let  shining  Charity  adorn  your  zeal, 
The   noblest   impulse   generous   minds   can    feel." 

In  the  desire  to  thoroughly  cover  the  activities 
of  the  past  twelve  months  let  us  not  omit  a  timely 
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reference  to  the  practice  of  those  truly  Masonic 
ornaments,  Benevolence  and  Charity.  While  mate- 
rial conditions  may  not  have  been  so  encouraging  as 
we  would  wish,  yet  during  the  past  year  we,  as  mem- 
bers of  this  great  Brotherhood,  have  enjoyed  many 
substantial  benefits.  We  live  in  the  midst  of  bless- 
ings, encompassed  by  the  wonders  of  Nature,  and  all 
the  beautiful  things  of  Life,  yet  the  tendency  in  these 
modern  days  is  towards  fault-finding  and  discontent 
rather  than  an  active  appreciation  of  the  great  gifts 
of  Health,  Happiness  and  Peace  which  surround  us. 
"Our  lines  are  cast  in  pleasant  places"  but  in  the 
strife  for  supremacy  in  the  busy  mart  of  everyday 
affairs  are  we  not  growing  utterly  insensible  to  the 
great  heritage  that  is  ours? 

All  that  is  highest  in  humanity  comes  through 
the  throb  of  the  human  heart  and  it  is  only  by  an 
appreciation  of  our  own  comforts  and  enjoyments 
that  we  may  learn  that  selfishness  has  no  place  in 
the  practice  of  good  Masonry,  and  that  unselfish  acts 
and  kindly  deeds  are  the  most  radiant  epoch  in  the 
biography  of  the  soul. 

Lean  not  too  heavily  upon  the  greatness,  the 
power  and  the  antiquity  of  our  Noble  Craft,  but 
rather  let  us  develop  new  forces  to  display  its  soul 
and  make  more  glorious  the  laurels  of  to-morrow. 

Actions,  not  words,  should  characterize  the  gen- 
erous impulses  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  if  there 
be  a  competitive  spirit  in  things  Masonic  surely  it  is 
demonstrated  in  the  zeal  of  our  Constituent  Chap- 
ters. Practically  all  have  laid  a  contribution  on  the 
altar  of  Christian  Charity,  many  have  undertaken  a 
definite  obligation  that  ensures  comfort  and  happi- 
ness to  those  unfortunates  who  have  sought  Masonic 
assistance  and  who  have  not  been  turned  away 
empty-handed. 

The  value  of  Benevolence  as  recorded  by  the 
Chapters  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  amounts  to  the 
splendid  sum  of  $5,355.00.  Your  Committee  is  con- 
vinced that  this  figure  is  but  a  fraction  of  the  total 
amount  that  might  well  be  credited  to  the  charity  of 
our  Companions  were  the  donations  of  the  individu- 
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al  members  included  in  the  annual  returns.  The 
vista  of  Masonic  usefulness  lies  before  us,  the  path 
of  individual  duty  is  clearly  marked  and  by  a  faith- 
ful attachment  to  that  duty  may  we  furnish  a  modern 
answer  to  the  ancient  cry  of  Cain — "Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?"  An  affirmative  reply  by  the 
adherents  of  this  great  institution  will  make  real 
some  echo  of  that  Divine  Harmony  heard  by  the 
Shepherds  of  old  as  they  kept  their  watch  'neath 
Syrian  skies — 

"Glory  to  God  in  the  Highest  and  on  Earth,  Peace 
Good-will  toward  men." 

Finances 

The  financial  position  and  fiscal  policies  of  Grand 
Chapter  do  not  come  within  the  purview  of  this 
Committee  other  than  in  their  relationship  to  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

A  careful  scrutiny  of  the  various  financial  state- 
ments leads  us  to  express  the  conviction  that  we  have 
much  for  which  to  be  grateful.  The  material  affairs 
of  Grand  Chapter  are  in  exceedingly  capable  hands, 
our  methods  business-like  and  our  investments 
sound.  Our  general  policy  is  sufficiently  conserva- 
tive to  inspire  within  us  a  feeling  of  confidence  in 
the  distinguished  craftsmen  who  so  ably  direct  our 
financial  affairs — all  of  which  speak  well  for  the 
future  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

But  what  of  the  individual  Chapters?  Do  condi- 
tions warrant  a  similar  expression  with  respect  to 
them?  Your  Committee  approaches  this  subject 
with  a  degree  of  diffidence,  knowing  that  the  matter 
of  finances  is  usually  considered  more  or  less  of  a 
family  affair.  A  chain  is  no  stronger  than  its  weak- 
est link,  is  a  truism  which  applies  very  forcibly  to 
the  Constituent  Chapters  that  compose  this  Grand 
Body.  As  a  weak  line  affects  the  whole,  so  a  weak 
Chapter  has  a  definite  bearing  upon  the  strength  and 
general  character  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  The  statis- 
tical reports  are  before  us  and  while  we  dislike  re- 
iteration we  are  compelled  to  say  that  in  our  judg- 
ment they  lack  the  elements  of  accuracy  so  necessary 
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in  reaching  a  general  conclusion  as  to  our  financial 
responsibility. 

Assets  of  $244,155.00  with  liabilities  of  $17,- 
897.00  at  once  attract  our  attention.  Surely  some 
effort  should  be  directed  towards  verification  of  these 
figures.  The  liabilities  are  undoubtedly  correct,  but 
we  cannot  place  the  same  reliance  in  the  assets. 
Highly  inflated,  unsound,  and  dangerous,  expresses 
our  opinion.  Inflated  through  failure  to  take  care  of 
yearly  depreciation  in  properties,  unsound  through 
neglect  in  furnishing  the  Chapter  auditors  with  an 
accurate  inventory  of  equipment  and  investments; 
and  dangerous  because  of  the  sense  of  false  security 
which  this  overwhelming  preponderance  of  assets 
over  liabilities  is  bound  to  engender  amongst  the 
members  of  our  Chapters. 

Your  Committee  strongly  recommend  that  Grand 
Chapter  issue  a  letter  outlining  a  safe  and  sound 
method  of  dealing  with  Chapter  finances.  A  form 
of  suggestion  which  may  bring  to  our  Chapters  some 
realization  of  the  need  of  reform  in  matters  of  this 
kind.  We  deplore  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  many 
Chapters  in  not  furnishing  the  Grand  Superinten- 
dents and  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  office  with  their 
annual  returns  within  the  prescribed  time.  This  is 
inexcusable  and  inconsiderate  as  these  days  are  seri- 
ous at  a  time  when  the  preparatory  work  for  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  is  occupying 
the  attention  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  the  Grand 
Superintendents,  and  the  Committee  charged  with 
the  responsibility  for  the  annual  review  of  Capitular 
affairs.  We  suggest  that  the  incoming  Grand  Super- 
intendents be  instructed  to  give  this  matter  preferred 
attention  during  the  coming  year. 

Again  we  record  a  tremendous  amount  out- 
standing in  dues.  This  totals  to— $36,756.00  and 
means  that  there  are  2,544  Companions  in  arrears. 
These  facts  speak  for  themselves  and  represent  a 
phase  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  that  causes  us  serious 
concern.  In  analyzing  the  reports  we  find  much 
food  for  reflection.  A  Chapter  of  over  700  members 
has  only  20  in  arrears — another  with  a  membership 
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of  85  reports  45  in  arrears.  Chapters  with  a  high 
assessment  have  less  arrearages  than  many  with  a 
small  annual  fee.  In  the  large  centres,  while  there 
appears  to  be  a  plentiful  supply  of  members  in 
arrears,  the  comparison  with  the  rural  districts  with 
fewer  members  and  more  reasonable  dues  is  very 
much  in  favour  of  the  urban  Chapters. 

These  conditions  suggest  that  much  depends  upon 
the  Scribes  and  Presiding  Officers.  Only  by  an  ener- 
getic attention  to  dues  may  be  hope  to  successfully 
cope  with  this  growing  evil.  Last  year,  we  left  with 
you  a  suggestion  that  Chapters  should  enrol  a  Com- 
mittee to  assist  the  Scribe  E.  in  the  collection  of 
arrearages  of  dues — that  Charity  should  prompt  the 
remission  of  dues  where  a  Companion  is  in  distressed 
circumstances, — that  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
rekindle  from  the  flickering  flame  of  enthusiasm  in 
the  recalcitrant  and  indifferent, — that  those  who 
can  and  will  not  meet  their  obligations  be  removed 
as  delinquent  from  the  books  of  the  Chapter, — that 
no  evasion  of  responsibility  should  be  offered  him 
who  is  in  a  position  to  settle  and  who  to  avoiod  sus- 
pension seeks  his  demit  with  an  endorsement  of  the 
outstanding  dues  thereon.  Suspension  should  be  the 
penalty  enacted  where  a  Companion  refuses  to  meet 
his  assessment  and  is  financially  able  to  do  so.  These 
are  as  barnacles  to  a  ship — they  retard  progress  and 
bring  the  Royal  Craft  into  discredit  in  the  eyes  of  all 
who  are  honest,  loyal  and  sincere.  We  again  em- 
phasize these  suggestions  in  the  hope  that  the  seed 
may  fall  on  fertile  soil,  and  the  adoption  of  one  or 
more  of  these  thoughts  may  awaken  the  negligent 
and  indifferent  and  lead  to  a  much  to  be  desired  im- 
provement in  the  financial  condition  of  our  Constitu- 
ent Chapters. 

Education  and  Instruction 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  during  the  past  year 
many  Chapters  of  Instruction  were  held.  In  this 
advanced  age  when  all  men  recognize  that  knowledge 
is  power,  there  is  a  definite  trend  towards  enlighten- 
ment in  all  things    pertaining   to    our    symbolism, 
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legends  and  landmarks.  <No  longer  are  the  Com- 
panions content  to  follow  the  ancient  usages  and 
customs  without  first  seeking  an  answer  as  to  their 
origin,  authenticity  and  their  application  to  the  lives 
within  the  portals  of  the  Craft  Lodge. 
Craft. 

Chapters  of  Instruction  are  conducive  to  a  uni- 
form interpretation  of  our  work,  while  addresses  on 
Masonic  subjects,  educational  gatherings  under  the 
auspices  of  Principals'  Associations,  and  reserch 
societies  are  doing  much  to  meet  this  condition  and 
to  satisfy  the  thirst  for  enlightenment  of  these  stu- 
dents of  Masonry. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  indi- 
cate that  these  distinguished  Companions  have 
sought  to  assist  this  great  educational  movement  by 
introducing  into  Chapter  meetings,  addresses  on  the 
lessons  and  principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  They 
have  reminded  their  Companions  that  the  Royal 
Arch  contains  a  wealth  of  moral  instruction  for  all 
who  delve  beneath  the  surface — at  the  same  time  ad- 
monishing them  to  keep  ever  before  them  the  sub- 
lime symbolism  and  primary  lessons  inculcated 
within  the  portals  of  the  Craft  Lodge. 

Therein,  we  as  Masons  are  taught  to  so  divide 
our  time  that  we  may  give  due  attention  to  our  duties 
to  God  our  neighbours  and  ourselves — that  renuncia- 
tion must  precede  all  spiritual  progress,  that  our 
lives  should  be  upright,  honest  and  moral,  that  pride 
and  arrogance  should  give  place  to  humility  and 
respect. 

All  other  lessons,  whether  in  our  Craft  Lodge  or 
Royal  Arch  Chapter,  are  but  an  amplification  of 
these,  the  basic  principles  of  Masonry.  These  consti- 
tute the  binding  power  of  our  moral  and  physical 
structure  without  which  our  Temple  of  Human 
Character  cannot  endure. 

Let  us  by  all  means  encourage  this  quest  for  a 
greater  knowledge  and  a  closer  intimacy  with  those 
moral  teachings  which  are  fundamental  and  which 
are  woven  into  the  very  woof  and  warp  of  the  fabric 
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that    binds    together  all   branches  of   this  Ancient 
and  Honourable  Fraternity. 

Grand  Superintendents 

The  representatives  of  the  Most  Excellent  the 
Grand  Z.  for  the  past  year  have  concluded  their 
labours,  they  have  rendered  an  account  of  their 
stewardship,  and  are  now  justly  entitled  to  their 
reward.  And  what  shall  we  offer?  The  dignity  of 
rank,  a  place  in  our  innermost  councils,  a  seat 
among  the  rulers  ?  These  are  generally  conceded  as 
just  compensation  for  Masonic  labour — but  is  there 
not  a  more  substantial,  a  more  tangible  reward  in 
that  great  joy  and  satisfaction  that  can  only  come 
to  a  man  through  the  consciousness  of  duty  well 
performed. 

Your  Committee  ventures  to  express  deep  appre- 
ciation for  the  splendid  work  of  these  zealous  and 
painstaking  officers,  and  to  assure  them  that  their 
labours  have  not  been  in  vain.  They  have  left  an 
indelible  imprint  upon  their  respective  districts,  and 
to  each  we  say —

The  world  at  large  demands,  and  rightly  so,  a 
course  of  personal  conduct  on  the  part  of  all  who 
profess  Masonic  principles  that  shall  be  in  keeping 
with  the  lofty  ideals  and  exalted  station  of  this 
great  moral  institution.  May  we  recognize  this  re-

And,  in  conclusion,  may  we  suggest  that  those 
barriers  which  for  centuries  have  divided  men  in 
their  religious,  social  and  academic  beliefs,  are 
grdually  weakening  under  the  great  pressure  of 
Masonic  influence,  which  aims  to  assimilate  all  men 
under  a  common  standard  that  shall  embrace  faith 
in  the  Omnipotent  author  of  the  Universe,  and  love 
for  all  mankind.

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REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  AD- 
DRESS OF  THE  GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Most  Excellent  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

The  address  of  M.E.  the  Grand  First  Principal 
contains  a  kindly  greeting  to  all  the  Companions  as- 
sembled and  also  to  the  hospitable  citizens  of  this 
historic  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  truly  a 
sacred  spot  in  the  hearts  and  memories  of  all  Cana- 
dians, a  spot  full  of  tragedy  and  romance,  beauty  and 
wonder.  We  therefore  heartily  join  the  Grand 
First  Principal  in  expressing  the  pleasure  we  feel 
in  meeting  in  Grand  Convocation  in  this  far  famed 
and  attractive  city. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sadness  that  we  note  the 
crossing  the  Bar  of  so  many  of  our  Companions  and 
we  join  the  Grand  First  Principal  in  sympathy 
with  those  who  have  been  bereaved. 

Your  Committee  note  with  satisfaction  the  com- 
ments made  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  regarding 
conditions  as  they  exist  in  our  Chapters,  as  seen  by 
himself  in  his  visits  among  them.  He  mentions  the 
seriousness  and  dignity  which  prevails  during  the 
work  and  the  absence  of  levity,  this  is  very  cheer- 
ing and  encouraging  and  we  hope  that  officers  will 
vie  with  each  other  in  an  endeavour  to  continue  the 
improvement  and  make  the  Convocations  more  in- 
viting and  attractive  to  the  members. 

Your  Committee  regret  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  Suspensions,  while  we  are  aware  that  this 
complaint  is  prevalent  in  almost  all  organizations 
yet  we  strongly  urge  the  officers  of  Chapters  to 
exert  themselves  to  the  utmost  in  an  effort  to  abate 
it. 

We  join  the  Grand  First  Principal  in  declaring 
for  more  careful  audits  of  the  business  of  our  Chap- 
ters, the  Companions  who  are  selected  to  serve  in 
that  capacity  should  have  a  knowledge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office  and  should  give  those  duties  -studious 
and  careful  attention.     The  question  of  competent 
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auditors  is  being  adopted  by  many  Masonic  bodies 
as  the  only  proper  course  whereby  prompt  and  re- 
liable reports  on  conditions  may  be  obtained. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  year  after  year  com- 
plaints are  made  by  Grand  Chapter  officers  of  the 
carelessness  of  Chapter  Scribes  E.  in  not  forward- 
ing their  returns  and  fees  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  at 
the  appointed  time.  It  would  appear  that  the  Grand 
Superintendents  might  make  it  their  special  business 
to  have  a  distinct  promise  from  the  Ex.  First  Prin- 
cipal of  every  Chapter  in  their  districts,  that  in 
future  the  returns  and  fees  will  be  in  the  office  of 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.  at  the  proper  time. 

We  note  the  kindly  mention  by  the  Grand  First 
Principal  of  the  necessity  for  economy  by  the  Chap- 
ters. There  is  no  desire  on  his  part  to  advise  what 
the  Chapters  shall  place  upon  the  supper  table,  but 
rather  a  word  in  due  season  which  will  lend  en- 
couragement to  the  idea,  that  the  more  simple  the 
collation  the  greater  will  be  the  Good  fellowship  and 
enjoyment. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  with  the  gratifying 
results  which  the  revised  Ritual  is  creating  in  our 
Chapters  that  both  old  and  young  members  appre- 
ciate its  beauty  and  power  of  attraction. 

Reference  is  made  by  the  Grand  First  Principal 
to  the  subject  of  Masonic  Education  and  your  Com- 
mittee agree  with  the  ideas  expressed  that  there 
should  be  more  enlightenment  and  instruction  given 
which  will  tend  towards  a  more  lively  interest 
among  our  members.  It  is  a  laudable  object  and 
worthy  the  consideration  of  Masons  generally.  We 
submit,  however,  that  no  hasty  action  should  be 
taken,  but  a  Committee  might  be  appointed  to  give 
full  consideration  and  report  to  Grand  Chapter  at 
the  next  Annual  Convocation. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  issue

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ALABAMA 

Woolsey  Finnell,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
George  A.  Beauchamp,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Third  Annual  Convocation 
was  held  in  Montgomery,  December  2,  1929.  Thir- 
teen Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  honoured  in  the 
Grand  East. 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lew  Lazarus. 

The  commissions  of  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  Manitoba  and  Tennessee  were  revoked  for  non- 
attendance  in  three  successive  years. 

The  biography  of  the  G.H.P.  shows  that  he  was 
Judge  of  Probate  to  January,  1927,  and  is  now 
Director  of  Highways  for  the  State.  He  served 
during  the  War  as  Commanding  Officer  of  the  501st 
Engineers  and  in  France  he  and  his  Corps  main- 
tained 100  miles  of  highway  and  built  50  miles  of 
roads  with  waterworks  plants  and  railroad  yards. 
He  was  decorated  with  the  French  Legion  of  Honour 
and  his  biographer  says  "none  know  him  but  to  love 
him." 

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  said  that  we  of  to-day 
are  proud  of  our  heritage,  that  in  the  early  days  it 
took  from  one  to  six  days  for  many  of  the  delegates 
to  go  from  their  homes  to  Grand  Chapter,  a  distance 
they  can  now  overtake  in  six  hours.  He  deplores  the 
loss  of  approximately  1,000  members,  due  as  he  says 
to  two  causes,  one  the  excitement  incident ,  to  the 
World  War  and  soon  thereafter;  two  the  financial 
condition  of  the  country.  Among  the  losses  there 
are  many  worthy  Companions  whom  we  cannot 
afford  to  lose: — 

"Each  one  of  us  is  responsible  for  the  talent  entrusted  to 
us.  We  must  not  be  found  wanting  and  we  will  not.  We  shall 
continue  to  sow  the  seed  of  Democracy,  Brotherly-Love  and 
Charity  in  order  that  future  generations  may  reap  bounteous 
harvests." 

John  W.  Lawrence,  of  Toronto,  was  recognized 
as  Grand  Representative  of  Alabama. 
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Grand  Chapter  contributes  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  Masonic  Home  and  that  work,  the  G.H.P.  says, 
"is  dearer  to  us  than  any  other  work  we  have." 

The  floods  in  South  Alabama  received  his  special 
concern  both  as  G.H.P.  and  as  Director  of  Highways 
for  the  State. 

He  speaks  highly  of  the  part  taken  by  Red  Cross 
and  Salvation  Army,  but  he  may  well  be  proud  also 
of  the  result  of  the  appeal  to  Masons  which  he  thus 
summarizes  in  connection  with  this  great  work  of 
philanthropy: — 

"From  these  appeals,  together  with  appeals  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Alabama,  together 
with  donations  from  the  Imperial  Council  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine  we  received  $16,076.48." 

He  calls  the  Washington  Monument  "the  mecca 
of  democracy." 

Under  the  Condition  of  Masonry  he  says: — 

"In  many  Chapters,  Companions  who  have  not  visited 
their  Chapter  for  years  are  waking  up  and  taking  real  interest 
in  their  duties. 

"Although  the  pendulum  that  indicates  acquisition  of  new 
members  has  swung  low,  indications  are  that  we  are  on  a 
firmer  foundation  than  for  many  years  and  that  our  future 
is  bright." 

A  Chapter  having  paid  over  $5,000  improperly 
to  a  Temple  building  fund,  the  appropriation  not 
being  regular,  the  Committee  on  Grievances  ruled : — 

"Whereas,  the  proceedings  of  said  Chapter  in  said  matter 
are  inimicable  to  right  relationship  of  one  Companion  to 
another  and  inequitable  to  the  Chapter  as  a  whole. 

"If  they  decline  or  refuse  to  refund  said  money  that  the 
same  be  reported  to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Blue 
Lodge  of  Alabama  for  such  action  as  he,  in  the  premises,  may 
determine. 

"Be  it  'resolved,  That  no  Chapter  can  appropriate  sub- 
stantially all  of  its  funds  without  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire 
membership  of  said  Chapter  except  for  current  expenses  and 
emergency  charity." 

James  M.  Frazer  was  elected  G.H.P. 
William    B.  Clemmons  filled    a  vacancy    in    the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  does  it 
well.    He  modestly  says  in  his  introduction : — 
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"I  cannot  bring  fame  to  Alabama  by  my  writings  but  I 
have  endeavoured  to  faithfully  record  such  items  as  seemed 
worthy  of  notice  by  my  Companions." 

He  quotes  in  his  review  of  Alberta: — 

"There  is  a  stream  that  we  all  must  cross, 
The  River  of  Human  Years; 
Out  from  the  hills  of  God  it  flows, 

And  on  to  the  shoreless  sea, 
When  the  noontide  sun  no  shadow  throws, 
And  time  is  eternity." 

He  says  that  detailed  reports  of  Grand  Superin- 
tendents of  Districts  have  little  general  value  but 
may  have  a  great  deal  of  local  value. 

Canada  is  appreciatively  reviewed,  and  of  the 
Grand  Z.  he  says : — 

"The  preface  of  the  volume  is  a  portrait  of  their  handsome 
Grand  Z.  in  all  his  high-priestly  regalia.  Companion  Edwin 
Smith  served  the  Grand  Chapter  so  wisely  and  so  well  that 
they  re-elected  him  for  another  term.  His  address  is  an 
interesting  document  and  shows  his  love  for  Capitular 
Masonry  and  his  activity  during  the  year  of  office. " 
Among  many  other  items  we  read: — 

"  'For  services  rendered'  he  recommended  the  appointment 
of  four  Companions  as  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chap- 
ters near  that  of  Canada.  In  this  lot  is  the  name  of  Com- 
panion John  W.  Lawrence  to  represent  Alabama.  This  Com- 
panion is  now  residing  in  Mexico. 

"A  cablegram  was  sent  to  His  Majesty  King  George  V. 
expressing  the  loyal  allegiance  and  loving  devotion  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

"Flowers  were  sent  to  Mrs.  Abraham  Shaw,  widow  of  a 
Past  Grand  Z.  living  in  Kingston,  to  show  that  her  husband 
was  not  forgotten  by  the  Companions. 

"They  use  the  word  'Scrutineers'  for  the  officials  conduct- 
ing the  election,  which  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  our  word 
'Tellers.'  " 

He  encouragingly  says  that  our  Correspondence 
Report  is  one  of  the  best  Capitular  Reviews  coming 
to  his  desk. 

North  Dakota,  always  fertile  in  ideas,  gives 
him  these  lines : — 

"Some  time,  when -all  life's  lessons  have  been  learned 
And  suns  and  stars  forevermore  have  set, 
The  things  which  our  weak  judgments  here  have  spurned — 

The  things  o'er  which  we  grieved  with  lashes  wet — 
Will  flash  before  us,  and  life's  dark  night, 
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As  stars  shine  most  in  deeper  tints  of  blue, 
And  we  shall  see  how  all  God's  plans  were  right, 
And  what  seemed  most  reproof  was  love  most  true." 

Commenting  upon  the  criticism  from  which 
Alabama  almost  universally  suffers  for  admitting 
Ministers  and  Rabbis  free,  the  Reviewer  says: — 

"Alabama  has  always  exempted  Ministers  from  fees  in 
the  Lodge  and  Chapter  and  it  is  considered  a  courtesy  and  not 
'Charity.'  " 

This  from  Washington: — 

"We  are  building  great  nations  of  free  men, 
We  are  building  a  race  to  endure — 
We  are  blazing  a  trail  for  the  children  of  men, 
A  Trail  where  the  footing  is  sure." 

Membership,  12,866.     Net  loss,  1,015. 

ALBERTA 

Frederick  S.  Selwood,  M.E.  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal. 

Clifford  R.  Wentzel,  R.E.  Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Calgary,  20th  March,  1929.  Five  Past  Grand  First 
Principals  adorned  the  Grand  East. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  answer 
roll  call. 

Grand  Z.  Adams,  of  British  Columbia,  and  Grand 
Z.  Joseph  F.  Yorke,  of  Saskatchewan,  were  received 
with  Grand  Honours  and  were  made  honorary  life 
members. 

From  the  fertile  and  fruitful  address  of  the 
Grand  First  Principal  we  make  the  following 
extracts:  — 

"I  am  happy  in  the  thought  that,  so  far  as  the  active  work- 
ings of  our  Constituent  Chapters  and  of  the  organization  of 
Grand  Chapter  are  concerned,  there  has  prevailed  a  fine  spirit 
of  harmony  and  co-operation.  May  the  Most  High  guide  us 
in  our  deliberations  to  the  end  that  new  designs  may  be  drawn 
on  the  trestleboard  showing  the  way  to  new  opportunities  of 
service  and  devotion. 

"We  will  all  bear  him  in  grateful  remembrance,  tinged 
with  sadness,  when  we'  recall  that  his  last  Masonic  labours 
were  exercised  during  our  last  Annual  Convocation  and  which 
came  to  a  fitting  close  in  the  masterly    presentation    of    the 
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Installation  Ceremony  in  which  he  had  long  greatly  excelled. 
I  know  it  was  a  source  of  deep  gratification  to  him  that  the 
lot  had  fallen  to  him  of  installing  into  office  his  long  time 
friend,  associate  and  companion,  your  present  Grand  First 
Principal. 

"In  regard  to  the  'Work'  I  think  I  may  say  it  has  been 
found  expedient  to  try  out  in  actual  demonstration  the  various 
points  requiring  elucidation  or  interpretation  before  adopting 
any  hard  and  fast  definitions.  I  would  therefore  recommend 
that  these  Committees  be  continued  in  office." 

The  Grand  Z.  made  many  visitations  in  his  own 
Jurisdiction  and  also  visited  North  Dakota  and 
Saskatchewan,  thereby  illustrating  the  growth  and 
development  of  closer  fraternal  relations  across  the 
borders. 

Among  his  rulings  we  find  the  following: — 

"I  ruled  that  this  Companion  was  automatically  suspended 
from  membership  in  Assiniboia  Chapter,  by  virtue  of  his  sus- 
pension by  Mizpah  Lodge,  duly  notified  to  Assiniboia  Chapter, 
notwithstanding  his  membership  in  the  Saskatchewan  Lodge." 

Foreign  Relations  are  thus  referred  to: — 

"It  has  seemed  to  me  that  a  splendid  opportunity  for 
increasing  the  fraternal  intercourse  between  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  has  not  been  seized  in  the  past  to  any  very  great 
extent.  I  refer  to  the  possibilities  for  increasing  intimacy  of 
fraternal  relations  that  might  arise  through  systematic  though 
not  necessarily  extensive  correspondence. 

"At  present  we  learn  of  what  is  going  on  in  other  Grand 
Bodies  only  through  the  reports  of  their  Annual  Proceedings 
and  these  reports  in  fact,  if  not  in  theory,  actually  come 
under  the  notice  or  study  of  very  few  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

Among  his  observations  we  quote: — 
"I  feel  that  it  cannot  be  too  often  urged  and  impressed 
upon  the  Representatives  of  the  Chapters  in  Grand  Chapter 
assembled,  or  in  any  other  way  they  may  be  reached,  how 
great  is  the  importance  of  the  First  Principal  and  the 
Scribe  E.  developing  the  very  best  of  team  work  and  also 
making  an  intensive  study  of  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  for  some  years  to  come  in  a  sparsely 
settled  country  such  as  Alberta,  every  encouragement  should 
be  given  to  Chapters  located  at  scattered  points  to  carry  on 
their  work  with  the  minimum  number  of  difficulties  so  far  as 
these  are  created  by  the  regulations  of  Grand  Chapter.  Ideal 
conditions  of  constitutional  practice,  and  ritualistic  work, 
which  may  be  very  well  looked  for  in  an  urban  centre  like 
Calgary  or  Edmonton  can  hardly  be  expected  from  a  Chapter 
located  on  the  outskirts  of  this  wide-spread  Jurisdiction. 
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"Doubtless  in  some  cases  the  financial  point  is  responsible 
for  loss,  but  I  believe  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  not  the 
amount  of  money  involved  for  dues  but  other  factors  resulting 
in  lack  of  interest  which  result  in  this  deplorable  wastage  of 
membership. 

"I  believe  it  would  be  to  the  decided  advantage  of  each  and 
every  Chapter  to  have  a  standing  committee  on  membership. 

"While  perhaps  at  this  time  it  would  not  be  desirable  to 
make  a  Chapter  ambulatory  throughout  its  territorial  Juris- 
diction for  all  purposes,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  it  would  be 
of  great  advantage  to  many  of  our  Chapters  if  they  could  be 
allowed  to  hold  meetings  of  Mark  Master  Mason  and  Most 
Excellent  Master  Lodges  in  other  Masonic  lodge  rooms  than 
the  one  in  which  they  regularly  meet.  This  would  have  the 
effect  of  creating  in  these  other  centres  a  definite  interest  in 
the  Chapter." 

Thus  he  well  concludes : — 

"It  seems  to  me  that  this  wide-spread  association  of 
Companions  who  are  working  together  with  common  aims  and 
objects  is  not  possessed  of  sufficiently  clear  understanding  of 
the  principles  and  philosophy  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  nor  of 
a  deep  enough  insight  and  appreciation  of  the  true  import 
and  meaning  of  our  beautiful  symbolism.  Briefly,  it  would 
seem  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  functioning  satisfactorily 
from  the  material  viewpoint  but  is  missing  some  of  the  higher 
spiritual  values. 

"In  endeavouring  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  opportunity 
to  inspire  in  the  hearts  of  the  Companions  of  this  Jurisdiction 
the  earnest  desire  for  a  richer  and  fuller  experience  of  the 
spiritual  values  of  our  beloved  institution.  This  aim  has 
been  pursued. 

"Happily  if  we  ourselves  succeed  in  some  slight  measure, 
we  may  thereby  be  yielding  our  contribution  to  the  upward 
and  onward  march  of  Masonic  progress  in  this,  the  latest  and 
greatest  century  of  human  achievement." 

The  Committee  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  mourning 
twenty-nine  Companions  who  have  passed  on, 
quote: — 

"Nearer  the  bound  of  life, 

Where  the  burdens  are  laid  down, 
Where  pilgrims  leave  the  cross, 
And  victors  gain  the  crown." 

This  verse  also  under  the  Memoriam  page  to 
Deceased  Companions  of  sister  Jurisdictions: — 

"It  bids  us  do  the  work  that  they  laid  down — 

Take  up  the  song  where  they  broke  off  the  strain; 
So  journeying,  till  we  reach  the  heavenly  town 
Where  are  laid  up  our  treasures  and  our  crown. 
And  dear  Companions  will  be  found  again." 
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James  R.  Flan  of  Calgary,  was  elected  Grand  Z. 

The  late  John  K.  Brydon,  of  Kenora,  a  venerable 
veteran,  was  at  the  date  of  these  Proceedings  the 
representative  of  Alberta.  Canada  is  represented  by 
Frederick  S.  Watson,  of  Edmonton. 

Five  Companions  in  all  prepare  the  Report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  all  of  them  outstanding 
men,  the  three  named  being  S.  H.  Middleton,  E.  G. 
Ironside  and  F.  S.  Selwood.  They  say  in  their 
introduction : — 

"There  is  at  least  one  phase  of  Masonry  found  the  world 
over — that  Masonry  holds  up  ideals  to  every  one  of  its  fol- 
lowers; and  ideals  are  like  stars,  you  cannot  touch  them  with 
your  hands,  but,  like  the  sailor,  if  you  follow  them,  they  will 
guide  you  to  your  port. 

"We  like  the  thought  that  a  Mason  in  any  country  will  find 
companions,  friends  and  a  home." 

Under  Alabama  they  refer  to  the  late  Grand  Sec- 
retary Roskruge  as  ripe  in  years  and  in  service  and 
treasured  in  the  hearts  of  his  Companions. 

This  from  California — 

"He  cites  one  instance  where  the  officers  were  not  as 
proficient  or  eager  to  do  their  work  as  they  might  have  been. 
However,  when  refreshments  were  passed,  he  noted  that  no 
one  called  for  substitutes.  The  present  problem  is,  not  so 
much  how  to  gain  new  recruits,  but  how  to  hold  those  we  have 
and  make  good  Masons  out  of  them." 

Canada  is  very  happily  reviewed  by  E.G.I,  and 
the  work  of  Kenneth  J.  Dunstan  received  a  merited 
tribute.    He  quotes :  — 

"Concerning  'Visitation'  he  has  this  to  say:  'Friendship  is 
the  medicine  of  life.  It  is  gold  which  does  not  rust.  It  has 
been  said  that  a  Mason  finds  in  every  clime  a  brother  and  in 
eveiy  land  a  home,  and  that  friendship  and  fraternal  regard 
must  not  be  confined  within  the  portals  of  a  Chapter  room/  " 

His  ruling  as  to  the  Masonic  Motor  Clubs  receives 
approval: — 

"As  a  daughter  discussing  our  Mother  Grand  Chapter's 
doings,  we  would  say  this  was  showing  sound  judgment.  Also, 
he  states  that  'A  summons  or  notice  of  meeting  should  not  be 
the  avenue  to  communicate  good  feelings  in  the  form  of  jokes 
or  comic  verse.  The  dignity  of  the  Order  should  be 
maintained.'  " 

This  sums  up  the  healthy  condition  of  Canada's 
Chapters  by  the  Reviewer: — 
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"It  was  reported  that  the  Chapter  meetings  were  charac- 
terized by  happiness  and  contentment,  with  evidence  of  thrifti- 
ness  and  prosperity. 

"To  voice  our  regard  for  the  Foreign  Correspondence 
Review  of  M.E.  Companion  W.  N.  Ponton  (one  who  can  put 
thoughts  into  words),  we  cannot  do  better  than  quote  Oregon's 
Reviewer." 

He  compliments  and  encourages  this  Reviewer 
by  quoting  from  Oregon  and  several  other  Jurisdic- 
tions who  are  good  enough  to  approve  of  our  work 
and  he  devotes  more  than  a  page  to  our  review, 
citing  the  phrase  of  Dr.  Kuhn: — 

"Better  wooden  limbs  than  wooden  heads." 

Georgia  attributes  the  loss  by  suspension  to  busi- 
ness depression  and  lack  of  fervency  and  zeal. 
This  from  Iowa: — 

"He  recommended,  and  Grand  Chapter  approved,  the  crea- 
tion of  a  Service  Committee  to  arrange  for  speakers,  outline 
talks,  prepare  lantern  slides,  gather  references  and  outline  a 
series  of  lectures,  in  order  to  stimulate  the  desire  for  'More 
Light.'  " 

We  read  under  Indiana: — 

"The  summer  is  past,  the  journey  is  ended;  the  com- 
plaints, the  aspirations,  the  reflections  of  the  serried  workers 
in  the  vineyards.  The  trial  has  come;  to-morrow  bringeth 
the  victory.  Our  eyes  are  lifted  to  the  hills  of  service  in 
educational  and  charitable  fields;  we  are  moving  now  with 
purpose,  where  before  we  huddled." 

New  York  gives  J.W.V.  the  following  oppor- 
tunity:— 

"There  was  resentment  in  some  Chapters,  and  a  regret, 
'that  the  thing  lacking  in  our  organization  is  a  practical 
philanthropic  work  or  goal.'  The  giving  to  brethren  of  'More 
Light'  and  communicating  to  them  the  ineffable  Masonic 
secret  is,  'great  work  in  itself  but  purely  individual  and  ethi- 
cal in  nature,  affording  no  means  of  concerted,  outward 
expression  such  as  those  who  best  assimilate  and  apply  those 
teachings." 

Immortality  finds  this  expression  under  the 
Oklahoma  review: — 

"Else  why  is  it  that  the  glorious  aspirations  which  leap 
like  angels  from  the  temple  of  our  hearts  are  forever  wander- 
ing unsatisfied?" 

The  Proceedings  of  General  Grand  Chapter  are 
also  reviewed  comprehensively. 

Membership,  2,800.     Net  decrease,  15. 
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ARIZONA

The  Fortieth  Annual  Communication  was  held  at 
Douglas,  February  11,  1930.  Eleven  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  added  strength  and  adornment  to  the 
Grand  East. 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
James  H.  Barrett. 

0.  Frank  Hart,  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  was  present  and  was  elected  an 
honourary  member. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  make 
the  following  extracts: — 

"I  claim  absolutely  no  credit  due  me  for  this  condition,  as 
it  is  due  solely  to  those  of  our  faithful  Companions  found  in 
every  Chapter,  who,  without  a  murmur  have  quarried  the 
rough  ashlar,  toiled  in  the  trenches  laying  the  foundation 
stones,  and  who  have  at  all  times  been  eager  to  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel,  many  of  whom  have  whispered  those 
comforting  words  of  encouragement  into  the  ears  of  their 
officers  which  have  spurred  them  on  their  way. 

"I  am  proud  of  all  our  Chapters  and  of  those  red  blooded 
Companions  who  are  toiling,  heart  and  mind,  in  the  rich 
treasure  strewn  mines  of  Masonry's  realm ;  bringing  the  blind 
by  a  way  that  they  know  not. 

"There  are  missing  at  this  time  from  among  our  midst, 
those  familiar  faces  of  our  faithful  Companions  who  have 
been  called  to  a  higher  sphere,  and  who  have  forever  laid 
aside  the  Crow-bar,  Pick-axe  and  Spade." 

On  the  occasion  of  his  visit  the  General  Grand 
Scribe,  Boyd  Jones,  made  some  excellent  remarks, 
among  them  the  following: — 

"He  is  a  most  energetic  and  conscientious  man  and 
Masonic  worker,  but  he  was  handicapped  by  what  has  been 
and  yet  is  more  or  less  apathy  for  one  reason  or  another  in 
certain  Chapters." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  visited  all  the  Chapters 
of  the  State,  travelling  to  do  so  several  thousand 
miles. 

There  seems  to  be  a  loose  method  of  accounting 
in  the  State  which  larger  Jurisdictions  would  not  put 
up  with.    The  Committee  say : — 
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"We  are  unable  to  check  the  interest  items,  due  to  the  fact 
that  no  dates  were  furnished  covering  the  interest  collected. 
Furthermore,  the  bonds  referred  to  were  not  checked  since 
they  were  not  available." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  thus  record  the 
deaths  of  Companions: — 

"In  this  hope  we  bid  our  Companions  who  have  passed  the 
Veil  God  speed,  commending  them  to  His  care,  Who  giveth 
rest,  peace  and  light  eternal." 

James  Claffey  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Haentschel  of  Haileybury,. 
represents  Arizona. 

Membership,  1,371.  Net  gain,  93.  Good  for 
Arizona ! 

ARKANSAS 

A.  J.  Russell,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

John  C.  Bone,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-first  Annual  Convocation  assembled 
at  Little  Rock,  March  4,  1930.  No  less  than  thirteen 
Grand  High  Priests,  the  veterans  of  whom  at  least 
are  outstanding  Capitular  figures  in  the  American 
Royal  Arch,  were  accorded  Grand  Honours. 

Canada  was  represented  by  Jeff  L.  Davis,  a  name 
of  some  significance. 

A  special  Convocation  to  institute  Fay  Hemp- 
stead Chapter  had  been  held  on  August  21,  1929,  in 
Little  Rock.  The  rule  against  naming  Chapters  from 
a  living  Companion  was  by  special  dispensation 
waived  in  this  honourable  instance. 

The  G.H.P.  referred  especially  to  Albert  Pike, 
J.  C.  Bone,  M.  P.  Olney  and  Fay  Hempstead,  the  last 
named  being  now  in  his  83rd  year,  active  and  alert, 
and  the  well  known  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Arkansas  since  1881.    What  a  record ! 

"I  want  to  specially  thank  you  for  your  loyalty  and  zeal 
in  assisting  me  in  checking  the  decline  in  membership  the  past 
few  years.  We  have  at  least  returned  to  normalcy.  We  yet 
have  some  perplexing  problems,  however. 

"As  we  read  the  current  history  of  Capitular  Masonry  as 
reflected  year  by  year  in  the  Reports  of  the  Committees  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  in  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
we  take  a  pardonable  pride  in   the  fact  that    Arkansas    has 
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produced  some  of  the  most  illustrious  Masons  in  the  history 
of  the  world." 

The  suggestion  of  fixing  a  different  season  of  the 
year  for  Convocation  than  inclement  February  was 
considered. 

The  Proceedings  of  Canada  are  acknowledged. 

The  G.H.P.  names  as  defaulters  many  Chapters 
who  did  not  respond  to  his  personal  correspondence 
and  administers  this  reprimand,  which  all  who  read 
should  heed: — 

"A  Chapter  in,  one  sense  of  the  word  is  a  business  institu- 
tion, at  least  it  cannot  long  exist  if  it  disregards  important 
communications  from  its  high  officers.  It  is  really  a  flagrant 
disregard  of  well  recognized  duty  when  an  officer  of  a  Chapter 
receives  a  communication  and  neglects  to  answer  it.  I  can 
hardly  suggest  a  remedy.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  such 
Chapters  make  but  few  if  any  exaltations;  that  they  have 
many  suspensions  for  nonpayment  of  dues;  that  they  are 
always  late  with  their  reports  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  thereby 
constituting  a  Chapter  that  is  a  liability  rather  than  an  asset. 

"However,  on  the  other  hand,  Chapters  that  have  a  mind 
to  work  have  made  great  strides." 

His  conclusion  appeals  to  heart  and  head: — 

"In  the  evening  of  life,  toward  which  we  are  all  approach- 
ing— that  period  when  we  should  be  reaping  our  greatest 
pleasures — we  may  be  experiencing  our  saddest  disappoint- 
ments by  reflecting  upon  lost  opportunities  in  the  days  when 
we  were  lithe  and  spry. 

"Let  us  not  wait  until  our  capacity  to  do  good  has  faded 
and  gone  to  say  a  cheering  word  to  those  who  are  hungry  and 
deserving  of  a  kindly  nod,  a  bouquet  of  flowers  or  the  price 
of  a  penny." 

"I  could  speak  of  yonder  brother 

As  a  man  it's  good  to  know; 
And  perhaps  he'd  like  to  hear  it, 

As  he  journeys  here  below. 
I  could  tell  the  world  about  him 

And  his  virtues  all  recall, 
But  at  present  he  is  living, 

And  it  wouldn't  do  at  all; 
So  I'm  waiting,  yes,  I'm  waiting, 

Till  the  spark  of  life  is  fled; 
Ere  I  raise  my  voice  to  praise  him 

I  must  know  that  he  is  dead. 

I  appreciate  the  kindness 
That  he's  often  shown  to  me, 
And  it  will  not  be  forgotten 
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When  I  speak  his  eulogy. 
I  should  like  to  stand  in  public 

And  proclaim  him  'friend  of  mine'; 
But  that  isn't  customary, 

So  I  give  the  world  no  sign 
Of  my  love  for  yonder  brother, 

Who  has  often  helped  me  here; 
I  am  waiting  ere  I  praise  him, 

Till  I  stand  before  his  bier." 

The  Memorial  Committee  thus  reported: — 

"We  recall  the  friendships  of  many  years  being  thus 
severed,  but  there  is  still  the  Mason's  Hope  that  beyond  this 
life  there  is  yet  another,  and  that  the  friendships  here  begun 
ripen  and  continue  in  that  fuller  and  grander  life  that  is  to 
be." 

At  the  banquet  served  by  the  new  Fay  Hemp- 
stead Chapter  the  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  elo- 
quent address  on  "The  Chapters'  Greatest  Need": — 

"It  is  the  purpose  of  Masonry,  in  all  its  various  phases,  to 
make  us  better  citizens,  better  neighbours  and  better  men.  It 
teaches  us  to  be  helpful  one  toward  the  other. 

"There  is  nothing  new  in  the  suggestion  that  each  passing 
generation  thinks  that  the  younger  generation  are  lacking  in 
the  fundamentals  of  the  past;  that  current  conditions  require 
reform  and  correction.  This  has  always  been  true  and  doubt- 
less will  forever  remain,  the  same.  This  thought  suggests  that 
old  poem,  which  I  am  sure  most  of  you  have  already  heard, 
entitled  'My  Grandsire.' 

"  'My  grandsire,  from  his  house  of  logs, 

Declared  that  things  were  going  to  the  dogs, 

His  grandsire  viewed  the  world's  worn  cogs 

And  thought  that  things  were  going  to  the  dogs.' 

"We  are  not  unmindful  that  it  is  possible  to  be  over- 
zealous  along  these  lines.  Much  harm  could  be  done  by  being 
too  exacting.  This  is  just  as  true  in  the  Chapter  as  in  other 
fraternities. 

"He  is  no  Companion  just  because  he  pays  his  dues,  wears 
a  badge  or  a  ring  or  some  other  adornment.  There  is  much 
more  to  Companionship  than  these  general  outward  displays. 
If  a  Companion  does  not  occasionally  visit  his  own  or  some 
other  Chapter,  perform  some  kind,  benevolent,  charitable  act; 
aid  the  officers  and  Companies  in  conferring  the  degrees; 
educate  and  instruct  less  informed  Companions;  attend  busi- 
ness communications — he  is  a  Drone  among  busy,  active  Com- 
panions, enjoying  privileges  and,  it  may  be,  receiving  benefits 
for  which  he  has  not  worked. 

"There  are  literally  thousands  who  are  just  as  sincere,, 
just  as  faithful,  efficient  and  devoted  to  duty,  as  ever  lived  in 
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any  age.    God  grant  that  their  kind  may  increase.    We  need 
them." 

0.  E.  Williams  was  elected  G.H.P.  and  in  his 
biography  we  note  that  he  has  followed  the  record  of 
so  many  Masonic  leaders,  having  been  first  a  teacher 
and  afterwards  (and  now)  a  lawyer  of  eminence. 

After  work,  refreshing  companionship  was 
enjoyed  with  cordiality  and  good  fellowship  prevail- 
ing. Thus  ends  the  record  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Fred.  M.  Elliott,  of  Prescott,  represents 
Arkansas. 

The  Correspondence  Review  is  by  the  veteran, 
Mark  P.  Olney,  who  puts  his  personality  into  every 
page  he  writes.  From  his  introductory  remarks  we 
take  these  worthy  sentences: — 

"The  two  absorbing  topics  again  for  the  year  are  the  Penn 
matter  of  what  to  do  with  visitors  who  have  not  had  the 
Past  Masters  Degree  and  the  question  of  suspensions  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  The  remedies  are  just  about  as  varied  in 
one  case  as  the  other.  Believe  that  the  synopsis  of  one  of  the 
reviewers  is  well  taken  when  he  says  that  Masonry  is  not 
alone  in  this  dearth  of  membership  and  goes  ahead  to  show 
that  all  fraternal  bodies  are  suffering  and  we  least  of  all. 

"The  question  of  inefficient  secretaries  comes  in  for  some 
of  the  cause,  the  lack  of  interest  and  organization  on  the  part 
of  the  High  Priest  for  perhaps  more. 

"Where  the  officers  are  alive  to  their  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities and  the  members  doing  their  part,  the  Chapters  are 
not  suffering  losses.  One  Grand  High  Priest  has  summed  the 
whole  thing  up  and  suggests  some  worthwhile  remedies.  Have 
efficient  officers." 

Under  British  Columbia  he  speaks  of  Canadian 
Grand  Chapters  in  nattering  terms:— 

"They  are  gaining  there  even  on  a  small  membership, 
while  so  many  of  our  folks  in  the  states  are  losing  in  mem- 
bership. 

"While  not  a  member  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  they 
are  in  sympathy  with  the  work  and  no  doubt  will  attend  in 
large  numbers  the  session." 

He  puts  his  hand  on  the  tender  spot  under 
California : — 

"Says  also  that  the  direct  responsibility  is  on  the  local 
High  Priest.  Says  it  may  also  be  because  the  Chapter  has 
nothing  constructive  in  line  of  work.  There  are,  what  he 
terms,  lazy  Chapters." 
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In  the  review  of  our  Jurisdiction  he  epitomizes 
the  biography  of  Edwin  Smith  and  comments  upon 
his  energy  in  travelling  16,000  miles  in  visitations. 
He  speaks  of  the  new  Ritual  and  of  our  cable  to 
King  George.  He  thus  in  friendly  fashion  en- 
courages this  Reviewer: — 

"The  review  is  by  William  N.  Ponton. 

"He  says  in  speaking  of  those  at  the  round  table:  'If  we 
see  aught  amiss  we  have  eyes,  but  we  have  also  eyelids,  and 
are  to  each  other's  virtues  very  kind,  to  each  other's  fault  a 
little  blind.  May  our  readers  be  of  a  like  mind.'  How 
thoughtful  and  yet  how  kind.  He  quotes  freely  from  both 
the  G.H.P.  and  myself  and  is  most  kind  in  his  words.  Says 
some  call  my  effusions  telegraphic  but  says  they  seem  to  reach 
the  spot." 

This  ruling  under  Kentucky  review: — 

"He  ruled  they  all  had  to  vote  on  a  candidate  for  the 
degrees  but  not  for  an  office." 

From  Michigan  these  wise  words: — 

"The  failure  of  responsible  officers  to  co-operate,  and  lack 
of  knowledge  and  insight  to  the  meaning  of  the  degrees 
sought  to  be  conferred;  failure  to  impress  the  lessons,  too 
much  time  used  conferring  the  degrees  making  the  meetings 
drag. 

"This  recurs  practically  to  the  High  Priest  himself  and  if 
he  is  of  the  proper  stuff  he  will  make  his  Chapter  go  and  if 
not  it  will  fail.  This  is  one  of  the  best  resumes  of  the  condi- 
tions it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  read  this  year.  Made 
one  decision  which  is  that  a  Mason  who  has  been  expelled  by 
his  lodge  and  appeals  the  decision  to  Grand  Lodge  is  a  Chap- 
ter Mason  under  charges  and  not  entitled  to  visit." 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

William  T.  Phillips,  M.E.  Grand  Z. 

John  W.  Prescott,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Twelfth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Vancouver,  18th  June,  1930.  Four  Past  Grand  Z.'s 
present,  among  them  Canada's  own  Grand  Repre- 
sentative, M.E.  Comp.  H.  H.  Watson. 

Grand  Z.  Burgess,  of  Saskatchewan,  was  cor- 
dially welcomed. 

Grand  Chapter  declined  to  follow  Grand  Lodge 
in  meeting  at  Powell  River  on  account  of  difficulties 
of  transportation,  etc.,  but  next  year  their  meeting 
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will  precede  that  of  Grand  Lodge  on  June  17,  1931, 
at  a  place  to  be  fixed. 

Two  cordial  communications  from  the  Earl  of 
Cassillis  are  acknowledged  by  the  Grand  Z.  Also 
the  invitation  received  by  him  from  Canada,  which 
he  was  not  able  to  accept. 

Throughout  his  visits  he  has  been  much  struck 
with  the  earnestness  and  sincerity  displayed  by  the 
officers  and  the  dignified  and  impressive  manner 
which  he  found  everywhere  evinced. 

He  hopes  that  B.C.  Grand  Chapter  will  be  ade- 
quately represented  at  the  Triennial  of  General 
Grand  Chapter  in  Tacoma. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  six  Districts 
reported  fully. 

Grand  Registrar  Samuel  Fea  again  makes  an 
interesting  contribution  to  the  history  of  the  British 
Columbia  Royal  Craft,  taking  for  his  chief  subject 
William  Downie,  who  was  Z.  forty  years  ago,  about 
whom  he  narrates  several  anecdotes. 

Among  the  correspondence  and  telegrams  re- 
ceived was  one  from  the  B.C.  Representative,  Martin 
J.  Pleschinger,  of  Massachusetts,  which  is  unique: — 

"The  Talmud  says  that  when  a  man  once  asked  Shami  to 
teach  him  the  Law  in  one  lesson  Shami  drove  him  away  in 
anger.  He  then  went  to  Hillel  with  the  same  request.  Hillel 
said:  'Do  unto  others  as  you  would  have  others  do  unto  you. 
-This  is  the  whole  law;  the  rest  merely  commentaries  upon  it.' 
By  this  same  token,  I  send  my  compliments  to  the  dis- 
tinguished Excellent  Companions  of  your  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
with  sincere  best  wishes  for  a  progressive  and  productive 
Annual  Convocation." 

A  fine  portrait  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  in  full 
Regalia  adorns  the  Proceedings. 

Recognition  of  Queensland  was  unanimously 
accorded. 

E.  P.  Allen  was  elected  Grand  Z. 

Many  pages  are  worthily  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  the  fraternal  dead  of  their  own  and 
sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  an  anthology  of 
appropriate  poetry  adds  to  the  value: — 

"For  this  we  know:  our  loved  and  dead,  if  they  should  come 
this  day, 
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Should  ask  us,  'What  is  life'?  not  one  of  us  could  say. 
Life  is  a  mystery  as  deep  as  ever  breath  can  be, 
Yet,  oh,  how  sweet  it  is  to  us,  this  life  we  love  and  see. 
Nothing  is  known,  but  we  believe  that  God  is  overhead; 
And  as  life  is  to  the  living,  so  dead  is  to  the  dead." 

Two  pages  are  devoted  to  our  own  late  Comp. 
Henry  T.  Smith  and  a  fine  photogravure  of  his  well 
known  face  is  reproduced.  All  may  not  know  that 
the  late  Grand  Scribe  E.  was  born  at  London,  Eng- 
land, July  11,  1859. 

Another  memorial  page  has  this  verse: — 

"To  plan  us  new  surprises  beyond  death — 
New  spaces  and  new  goals 
For  the  adventure  of  ascending  souls. 

"Be  brave,  0  heart,  be  brave; 
It  is  not  strange  that  man  survives  the  grave; 
'Twould  be  stranger  thing  were  he  destroyed 
Than  that  he  ever  vaulted  from  the  void." 

E.  M.  Carleton,  of  Toronto,  represents  British 
Columbia. 

A  full  roster  of  the  membership  of  constituent 
Chapters  is  printed  by  British  Columbia. 

A  portrait  of  General  Grand  High  Priest  Charles 
Clark  Davis  precedes  the  Reviews,  which  again  are 
in  the  capable  hands  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  J.  W. 
Prescott,  wjio  refers  in  his  Foreword  to  New  Zea- 
land re-establishing  friendly  relations  with  Scot- 
land and  to  the  reunion  of  the  two  Grand  Chapters 
in  Queensland  as  the  outstanding  British  events  of 
the  year.  The  intervisitations  of  the  four  western 
Provinces  are  commended,  but  he  goes  further  under 
Alberta,  saying: — 

"The  Jurisdictions  south  of  the  boundary  line  are  assist- 
ing in  the  development  of  a  strong  bond  of  fraternal  relation- 
ship,  and  presiding  officers,  often  accompanied  by  members 
of  their  official  staffs,  make  regular  visits  north  and  south." 

He  does  not  spare  the  rod  in  speaking  of  Arizona 
and  trusts  that  there  will  not  be  many  reports  of  the 
kind  given  where  the  Grand  Chapter  has  been  some- 
what neglected  during  the  year.  To  drive  home  his 
admonition  he  quotes:  — 
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"Alibis  here,  ay,  alibis  there; 

Alibis,  alibis — filling  the  air! 

Excuses  for  failure;  for  making  a  'flop', 

Clear  from  the  office  boy  up  to  the  top ! 
'Didn't  have  time,"  or  'it  couldn't  be  done' ; 

Sidestepping  jobs  that  were  never  begun! 

Duties  neglected,  with  sorrowful  sigh; 

Putting  them  off  with  the  old  alibi." 

Canada,  1930,  is  fully  and  fraternally  reviewed. 
He  speaks  of  our  522  delegates  present,  of  the  great 
energy  and  personal  sacrifice  displayed  by  Grand  Z. 
Edwin  Smith.  He  describes  the  medallion  veterans' 
jewel  with  approval  and  cites  the  Grand  Z.'s  rulings 
as  to  Masonic  insignia  on  automobiles  and  dis- 
approves of  meetings  held  by  the  light  of  the  moon, 
summing  up  thus: — 

"Tireless  effort  marked  his  term  of  office,  and  the  sad 
event  in  the  death  of  his  brother,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  caused 
him  to  redouble  his  energies  by  undertaking  the  work  of  that 
office  in  addition  to  his  own  duties." 

An  incident  that  will  be  remembered  is  thus 
recorded: — 

"The  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  enable  a  zealous 
Companion  to  submit  a  number  of  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution. After  several  further  amendments  to  the  amend- 
ment had  been  suggested,  all  were  declared  lost.  However, 
he  did  succeed  in  getting  a  provision  for  appointing  officers 
to  vacancies  passed." 

How  can  this  Reviewer  thank  Comp.  Prescott 
sufficiently  for  his  appreciation  thus  expressed: — 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  the  delightful 
work  of  Companion  Ponton — and  delightful  his  ideas  really 
are — placed  together  in  delicate  phraseology,  enkindling  in- 
spiration in  the  mind  of  every  reader — what  words  could  more 
inspire  universal  fraternal  affection  than  the  opening  para- 
graph of  his  report. 

"Being  the  Historian  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
Companion  Ponton  takes  a  lively  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Historian  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia,  Rev. 
Dr.  S.  Fea,  which  he  classes  as  of  great  value." 

We  are  interested  to  read  under  the  review  of 
England  that  a  matter  of  urgency  was  brought  for- 
ward for  the  consecration  of  a  new  Chapter  at  Con- 
stantinople and  also  for  one  at  Jerusalem.  Thus 
spreads  the  far  flung  brother  line!

Under  Georgia,  of  the  late  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McHan 
he  says: — 

"No  more  lovable  soul  ever  walked  among  us,  and  no  man 
more  nearly  gave  his  life  for  his  beloved  Masonry  than  he." 

This  stirring  call  from  Illinois  may  well  be 
broadcast: — 

"Transform  a  dirge  into  a  paean.  'Friendship  cheers  like 
a  sunbeam;  charms  like  a  good  story;  inspires  like  a  great 
leader;  binds  like  a  chain  of  gold;  guides  like  a  holy  passion.' 
We  are  prone  to  make  our  friendships  rather  exclusive  and 
on  our  own  level.  Phillips  Brooks  says  we  ought  to  have 
friends  at  least  in  three  companies. 

"1.  Those  better  and  higher  than  ourselves,  to  arouse 
our  ambitions  toward  better  things. 

"2.     Those,  our  equals,  that  we  may  learn  self-respect. 

"3.  Those  weaker,  more  lowly,  that  we  may  learn  the 
meaning  of  real  sympathy. 

"Let  each  Chapter  decide  on  a  plan;  then  HAVE  A  MIND 
TO  WORK  AND  BUILD  THE  WALL. 

"It  is  the  personal  opinion  of  the  writer  that  if  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  to  have  our  Canadian  Companions  confer 
their  Royal  Arch  Degree  during  the  coming  Tri-ennial  the 
largest  auditorium  in  the  city  would  be  needed  to  hold  the 
crowd.  I  offer  this  as  a  suggestion  to  those  in  charge  of  the 
programme." 

Ireland  faced  by  a  striking  portrait  of  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  H.  C.  Shellard,  Grand  Secretary  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  Grand  Registrar  of  Grand  Chapter,  fur- 
nishes in  restrospect  most  interesting  reading.  We 
reproduce : — 

"Two  hundred  years  ago  Freemasonry  was  practised  on 
Erin's  green  isle  by  men  well-known  for  their  devotion  to  the 
cause,  manuscript  copy  of  the  lectures  was  unknown,  the 
work  being  taught  orally. 

"That  the  lighter  side  of  gatherings  was  not  neglected  is 
found  in  the  following  section  from  a  by-law : 

"  'No  song  shall  be  called  for  but  from  the  chair,  any 
brother  called  on  and  who  cannot  sing  must  stand  up  and 
make  his  apology.' 

"Another  regulation  says : 

"  'No  member  be  allowed  on  any  account  to  remain  after 
12  o'clock,  as  over  late  hours  seldom  fail  of  bringing  the  Insti- 
tution into  disgrace  as  well  as  disturbing  the  harmony  of 
domestic  felicity.'  " 

More  pages  are  devoted  to  New  York  than  to 
any  three  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  worthily  so. 
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He  quotes  in  full  the  wonderful  address  of  Grand 
Chaplain  Broughton,  whom  he  thus  introduces: — 

"Rev.  Charles  D.  Broughton,  an  eminent  divine  and  a  dis- 
tinguished Freemason,  is  performing  useful  service,  not  only 
for  the  Freemasons  of  his  home  State,  but  for  all  members  of 
the  Craft,  wherever  dispersed,  if  they  will  but  learn. 

"  'This  shall  be  the  corner-stone 

Which  the  builders  threw  away, 
But  was  found  the  only  one 
Fitted  for  the  arch's  stay/ 

"  'When  storm  blasts  rage 
And  lives  in  peril  lie, 
God  of  the  universe,  stand  by. 

"  'When  life  ebbs  low 

And  death  is  drawing  nigh, 
God  of  eternity,  stand  by.' " 

We  learn  under  Scotland,  1931,  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Scotland  was  organized  in  1817,  and  this 
is  the  ideal  of  that  world-wide  Grand  Jurisdiction : — 

"We  should  concentrate  on  advancing  the  quality  of  our 
work,  and  increase  our  usefulness  in  keeping  constantly  be- 
fore us  the  high  ideals  which  the  Most  High  has  caused  to 
be  handed  down  to  us  through  this  Order  of  Masonry." 

A  picture  of  an  old  Masonic  Hall  in  the  northern 
wilds  of  British  Columbia  closes  the  volume  with 
this  eulogium  upon  the  pioneer  labours: — 

"True  to  their  light  in  Freemasonry,  their  first  duty  was 
to  erect  a  place  for  meetings — a  rough  wooden  structure, 
scantily  furnished,  but  dedicated  to  the  Glory  of  God  and  the 
service  of  Mankind,  where  Freemasonry  was  taught." 

Membership,  2,847.    Net  increase,  30. 

CALIFORNIA 

Angus  Leonard  Cavanagh,  M.E.  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Thomas  A.  Davies,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-sixth  Convocation  was  held  in  Oak- 
land, April  8,  1930.  This  describes  the  flag  cere- 
mony:— 

"The  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  presented  the  Flag  of 
our  Country  at  the  Altar,  the  Companions  all  joined  in  sing- 
ing 'My  Country  Tis  of  Thee'  and  renewed  their  pledge  of

allegiance,  after  which  the  Flag  was  escorted  to  its  appro- 
priate place  in  the  East." 

G.H.P.  Cavanagh  is  most  appropriately  the 
Grand  Representative  of  Canada  as  he  was  born  in 
Elmira,  Ontario.  He  has  always  been  an  education- 
alist, attaining  the  highest  positions  as  Principal  and 
Executive  Officer.  He  was,  his  biographer  says,  well 
equipped  with  experience  to  know  what  service  a 
parent  body  could  best  render.  He  substituted  a 
filial  relationship  for  a  correspondence  acquaintance. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  five  sur- 
vivors of  the  Earthquake  and  Fire  of  1906  were 
received  with  special  marks  of  honour.  What  about 
the  "still  small  voice?"  Why  perpetuate  the 
tragedy? 

The  G.H.P. 's  address,  as  was  to  be  expected,  is 
educational  and  inspiring.  From  his  introduction 
we  take  these  paragraphs: — 

"We  come  to  renew  acquaintances,  to  drink  again  from 
this  fountain  of  enthusiasm,  to  winnow  the  harvest  of  the  year 
that  has  passed,  and  in  the  wisdom  of  mutual  counsel,  to 
plan  for  the  year  which  is  about  to  begin. 

"No  business  head  ever  had  a  more  conscientious  board  of 
directors  and  I  might  add  that  no  high  school  principal  ever 
had  a  more  loyal  faculty." 

He  pays  a  worthy  tribute  to  Grand  Corre- 
spondent Willoughby  and  through  him  to  all 
Reviewers: — 

"Perhaps  the  hardest  worked  Committee  of  all  is  that  on 
Correspondence.  We  are  particularly  fortunate  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  Chairman,  Companion  Willoughby.  A  review  of 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United 
States  shows  that  he  is  the  outstanding  correspondent  of 
them  all.  His  reports  are  referred  to  at  length  and  with 
many  complimentary  remarks.  His  report,  which  will  be 
found  in  the  printed  Proceedings,  deserves  most  careful  read- 
ing, and  I  recommend  it  to  every  Companion  as  a  source  from 
which  to  learn  of  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

He  believes  in  and  has  taught  the  association  of 
groups  of  Chapters  together,  saying  regarding  this 
co-operative  system: — 

"I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  California  is  the  one 
state  which  has  the  real  solution  to  the  problem  and  is  put- 
ting it  into  operation. 
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"The  realization  that  no  Chapter  can  successfully  live  to 
itself  alone ;  that  each  Chapter  owes  something  to  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  general;  and  that  the  welfare  of  all  Chapters 
should  be  of  interest  to  each  one  and  particularly  to  the 
stronger  Chapters  seems  to  have  originated  here.  This  larger 
vision,  which  makes  us  a  family  of  Chapters  with  mutual 
interests,  has  resulted  in  developing  a  greater  interest  in 
Capitular  Masonry  in  California  than  has  existed  for  a  long 
time  and  promises  much  for  the  future. 

"My  contact  with  the  Chapters  during  the  past  year  con- 
vinces me  that  our  present  favourable  condition  is  largely  due 
to  the  associations  of  Chapters,  and  as  this  movement  spreads, 
as  it  gives  every  evidence  of  doing,  the  condition  of  the  Craft 
will  continue  to  improve. 

"A  somewhat  different  problem  presents  itself  in  the  case 
of  isolated  Chapters.  The  secret  of  success  with  them  is  a 
close  association  with  the  Lodges  of  that  District.  There 
can  be  no  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  Chapters,  wherever 
located,  maintaining  an  active  interest  in  the  Lodges  on  the 
one  hand  and  the  Council  and  Commandery  on  the  other  to 
their  mutual  profit. 

"Much  favourable  publicity,  greatly  extended  influence, 
keener  interest  of  the  members,  proficiency  in  the  Ritual, 
better  work  and  more  of  it;  these  are  some  of  the  tangible 
results  of  this  movement." 

He  added  these  stirring  words  in  one  of  his 
many  communications  to  the  Royal  Craft  during  the 
year: — 

"The  growth  in  membership  of  a  Chapter  may  be  furthered 
by  three  different  lines  of  effort: — 

"First,  and  most  important,  we  should  preserve  our  mem- 
bership rolls  intact  so  far  as  that  is  possible. 

"Second,  we  should  be  alert  for  candidates  who  would  be 
desirable  members. 

"Third,  we  should  be  alert  for  members  of  Chapters  in 
other  Jurisdictions  who  are  now  residents  of  California  and 
who  should  become  interested  in  and  a  member  of  a  Califor- 
nia Chapter." 

He  reports  a  zealous  Companion  who  has  col- 
lected together  a  number  of  original  invocations  and 
prayers  suitable  for  Chapter  dinners  and  meetings 
which  he  offers  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  publish  at  his  own  expense.  He  issued 
the  usual  circular  during  "Public  Schools  Week" 
and  urged  support.  He  says  that  leadership  rather 
than  directorship  is  necessary.  He  approves  of 
music  with  the  Degrees  and  speaks  thus  of  the 
"American  Rite": — 
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"We  are  coming  to  see  that  the  Chapter  has  a  real  place 
in  the  American  Rite.  The  place  it  will  occupy  will  be  the 
place  which  it  deserves. 

"It  is  my  hope  that  the  leaders  of  the  three  American  Rite 
Bodies  in  California  may  unite  in  a  conference  to  consider 
the  welfare  of  the  American  Rite  and  to  work  out  a  plan 
whereby  the  three  bodies  might  supplement  each  others' 
efforts." 

But  surely  they  do  not  monopolize  the  Rite.  The 
world  universal  is  large  and  fertile. 

He  makes  a  suggestion  worth  considering  with 
regard  to  part  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree: — 

"In  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  there  is  a  situation  which  in 
my  opinion  is  a  serious  handicap  and  at  the  same  time  un- 
necessary. This  is  the  interruption  while  the  candidates  are 
sent  out  with  the  working  tools. 

"My  suggestion  here  is  not  to  eliminate  the  discoveries 
entirely,  but  to  make  this  preliminary  to  the  degree." 

He  was  an  assiduous  visitor  to  the  Chapters  and 
presents  interesting  details  of  each  new  experience. 
He  travelled  15,000  miles.  He  advocates  a  forward- 
looking  constructive  programme  of  which  the  factors 
ought  to  be : — 

"Full  time  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  closer  programme  of 
supervision,  growth  of  additional  associations,  conservation 
of  the  membership,  and  the  development  of  enthusiastic  and 
capable  leaders." 

Team  work  characterized,  he  says,  the  whole 
year. 

The  " Committee  on  American  Rite  of  Free- 
masonry" says: — 

"The  function  of  this  Committee,  despite  its  formidable 
name,  is  simply  to  see  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  the  booklet,  'To  the  Master  Mason  Desiring 
Further  Knowledge',  and  that  it  is  being  used  constructively." 

California  does  not  approve  of  the  abolition  of 
the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  saying: — 

"Your  Committee  therefore  believes  that  California  is  the 
one  State  where  the  functions  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  are  performed  in  an  ideal  and  proficient  manner,  and 
that  it  is  the  last  State  in  the  American  Jurisdictions  in 
which  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  should  be  abolished." 

Samuel  A.  Clarke  was  elected  M.E.  G.H.P. 
Suggestions  from  different   Chapters  were   in- 
vited, and  this  came  from  South  Pasadena: — 
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"Truth  has  come  to  each  of  us  in  flashes — in  the  quiet  of 
the  night — in  the  vastness  of  the  desert — under  the  stars— in 
the  midst  of  the  boundless  sea. 

"We  find  that  our  candidates  have  responded,  have  shown 
a  real  interest.  Companions  hav  been  willing  to  desert  the 
card  table  and  the  smoking  room  to  hear  these  talks  and  to 
engage  in  discussions  concerning  these  matters. 

"It  has  created  an  interest  in  itself  which  no  other  organi- 
zation can  create,  and  has  justified  for  all  time  its  existence 
as  the  modern  successor  of  the  Ancient  Mysteries." 

A  list  is  given  of  the  clandestine  Chapters  and 
clandestine  pennies  or  tokens  in  the  various  States. 

Joseph  Whyte  Rogers,  Toronto,  represents  Cali- 
fornia. 

Arthur  A.  Willoughby  wields  a  potent  pen  in  his 
reviews.  In  his  introduction  he  repeats  his  admoni- 
tion that  stern  measures  would  have  to  be  adopted 
if  the  apparent  unceasing  flow  of  suspensions  and 
net  losses  was  to  be  dammed  up.  He  includes  Smith's 
of  Canada  among  the  best  addresses  of  the  year.  He 
says  that  only  nine  Jurisdictions  show  a  gain. 

Under  Alabama's  review  we  read: — 

"A  dispensation  was  granted  to  one  Chapter  to  mortgage 
its  property  to  help  build  a  Masonic  Temple.  Looks  like  bad 
practice  unless  Chapter  would  have  interest  in  title  to 
property." 

And  this  under  Arizona: — 

"He  gently  chicled  this  Chapter  for  such  a  fat  treasury 
and  a  skinny  list  of  candidates." 

British  Columbia  receives  this  comment  and 
commendation :  — 

"The  record  of  the  work  of  the  Grand  Z.  showed  him 
worthy.  Would  that  some  of  our  Grand  Jurisdictions  could 
import  some  of  these  enthusiasts  to  replace  the  alibi  lodge 
politicians  who  are  out  to  grab  off  the  honours  omitting 
honest  service  after  they  are  acquired.  There  has  been  too 
much  of  this  the  past  few  years  at  a  time  when  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  has  needed  capable,  enthusiastic  leadership.  Any 
Grand  who  tells  he  is  thankful  for  the  honours  but  didn't 
mention  that  he  embraced  the  opportunity  to  do  some  con- 
structive work  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  can  be  put  down  in 
the  political  class. 

"Is  the  game  worth  the  candle?  Asking  a  person  to  give 
five  to  ten  years  of  our  present  busy  lives  to  going  through 
the  offices  looks  to  be  a  safe  limit." 
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We  appreciate  his  remarks  on  Canada,  including 
his  verdict  on  analysis  of  members  present,  that  it 
was  not  a  good  showing.  Too  many  proxies.  Of  our 
Grand  Z.  he  says: — 

"One  of  the  best  records  of  the  year  in  any  Jurisdiction. 
Comp.  Smith  took  his  job  seriously  and  the  results  speak  for 
themselves.  Would  there  were  more  of  his  type  in  Capitular 
service." 

;Oomp.  Gardiner's  report  has  these  words  of 
praise: — 

"The  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry  reported  Masonry 
in  that  Jurisdiction  was  active,  virile  and  energetic.  The 
committee  made  an  excellent  and  comprehensive  report." 

We  appreciate  his  treatment  of  our  reviews: — 

"The  most  elaborate  correspondence  report  of  the  year  is 
always  found  from  this  Jurisdiction,  by  Comp.  Ponton.  He 
writes  in  a  friendly,  interesting  vein  throughout.  California 
is  given  gracious  treatment  in  five  pages  of  excellent  comment 
on  our  San  Diego  meeting.  The  use  of  the  expression  'Ameri- 
can Rite'  caused  a  query,  but  that  should  give  our  Canadian 
Companions  no  concern  as  they  are  a  part  and  parcel  of  our 
system  of  degrees." 

With  regard  to  Scotland  and  New  Zealand  we 
read  under  England : — 

"It  does  not  seem  right  and  fair  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  New 
Zealand  that  such  practice  should  obtain.  The  Charters  were 
granted,  however,  so  Scotland  is  not  the  only  offender  against 
the  moral  right  at  least  of  each  Jurisdiction  to  be  secure  in  its 
domain." 

Idaho  gives  occasion  for  some  interesting 
remarks : — 

"Of  such  is  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry.  His  description 
of  the  M.E.M.  Degree  as  rendered  by  Pocatello  Chapter  is 
fine.  The  officers  in  robes  are  led  in  by  18  Brothers  in  becom- 
ing robes  to  martial  music,  seven  voices  are  singing  and  seven 
brass  instruments  are  being  played.  The  Chapter  takes  the 
day  off  for  all  four  degrees. 

"The  G.L.  made  a  recommendation  that  it  should  not  be 
deemed  appropriate  to  use  the  funds  of  a  Chapter  for  any 
outside  organization.  This  doubtless  is  a  lefthanded  compli- 
ment for  the  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  plan  of  spending  large 
sums  of  Capitular  moneys  for  the  De  Molay." 

Minnesota  evidently  believes  in  wholesale 
exaltations:  — 

"Minnesota  has  the  lid  off  on  class    initiations,  as    it    is 
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recorded  that  one  class  for  the  Royal  Arch  contained  36  and 
another  one  45.  California  permits  not  to  exceed  12  at  one 
occasion." 

Some  wise  words  under  New  Zealand: — 

"Until  New  Zealand  will  throw  out  the  foolish  restriction 
against  Chapter  members  having  equal  privileges  on  going 
through  the  chairs,  she  will  not  find  much  sympathy  in  her 
struggle  against  the  Scottish  invasion.  Scotland  does  not  have 
such  a  restriction,  with  the  result  that  her  Grand  Chapter 
there  is  making  good  progress." 

He  stirs  up  something  under  Saskatchewan:  — 
"New  York  was  not  alone  in  pulling  some  rich  stuff  as 
Grand  Chapter  was  called  off  to  bring  in  a  'Brother'  to 
address  the  assemblage.  Well,  in  North  Dakota  they  bring  a 
woman  in  during  Grand  Chapter,  so  maybe  we  hadn't  better 
complain  any,  but  it  looks  to  be  stretching  things  to  bring  in 
those  not  inside  the  fold.  Grand  Chapters  should  be  for 
Companions  alone." 

He  closes  his  review  with  a  general  summary  of 
dispensations  out  of  the  ordinary,  and  of  decisions, 
and  makes  some  general  observations  including  the 
following: — 

"Oue  Quebec  Chapter  has  three  brothers  filling  the  three 
principal  chairs. 

"Arkansas  Chapter  under  dispensation  had  its  Charter 
arrested.     'Howcum?' " 

"Pennsylvania  spent  $1,500  entertaining  D.V.'s  from  other 
Jurisdictions.  Maybe  that's  the  reason  there  are  so  many 
there. 

"Maine  and  Texas  Grievance  Committees  only  ones  having 
work  to  do." 

Membership,  26,756.  California  is  one  of  the 
few  States  showing  a  gain.  Their  net  gain  was  290, 
thus  responding  to  leadership. 

COLORADO 

Corbin  E.  Robison,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

William  W.  Cooper,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary- 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Denver,  September  19,  1929.  A  splendid  array  of 
fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  encouraged  all  in 
fidelity. 

The  roll  of  deceased  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
was    called   by   the   Grand    Secretary,    the    G.H.P. 
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responding"  to  each  name  with  the  date  of  death,  a 
worthy  memorial  custom. 

Stanley  C.  Warner  duly  represented  Canada. 

We  make  the  following  extracts  from  the 
G.H.P.'s  thoughtful  address : — 

"I  love  to  work  in  Masonry  and  one  of  the  chief  reasons 
is  because  I  like  the  men  I  work  with  and  I  want  to  know 
more  and  more  of  them. 

"I  predict  that  when  you  turn  back  in  the  years  to  come, 
when  the  shadows  of  evening  surround  you,  you  will  declare 
that  your  life  has  been  only  lived  to  the  full  to  the  extent 
that  you  have  lived  up  to  the  principles  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  and  have  continued  your  search  for  divine  truth; 
all  else  will  seem  cheap  and  tawdry,  as  sounding  brass  or 
tinkling  cymbal  on  the  threshold  of  the  Great  Beyond." 

One  decision  may  be  found  of  interest: — 

"  ACompanion  whose  dues  are  paid  to  December  31,  1928, 
in  March,  1929,  requests  a  dimit  to  join  another  Chapter 
having  changed  his  residence.  Our  by-laws  says  'dues  are  due 
and  payable  in  advance.'  Should  we  grant  it  on  payment  of 
three  months'  dues,  or  should  be  collect  the  full  year,  and  if 
the  latter  should  we  rebate  nine  months? 

"My  interpretation  is  that  if  the  member  has  paid  his  pro- 
portion of  the  year's  dues  up  to  the  time  when  his  application 
for  dimit  was  present  to  the  Chapter,  he  has  complied  with 
our  Statutes. 

"We  should  not  only  be  loyal  to  the  Craft  but  as  brother 
Masons  be  loyal  to  each  other.  To  be  in  truth  a  brother  with 
all  that  word  implies  on  the  street,  in  the  business-world,  and 
in  the  Lodge  room. 

"If  there  is  a  member  that  you  cannot  accept  as  a  brother, 
then  you  have  fallen  down  in  the  use  of  that  only  protection 
of  Masonry,  the  ballot,  but  when  you  have  admitted  a  worthy 
member  within  your  doors  treat  him  as  a  Companion  and 
Brother." 

The  Colorado  Soldier  Masons'  War  Relief  Fund 
was  merged  in  the  Benevolent  Fund  by  a  friendly 
action  being  brought  in  the  Courts  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Control  to  transfer  the  fund  in  order  to 
"co-ordinate  all  our  charitable  work."  It  amounted 
to  something  like  $68,000  in  all. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  visited  all  the  51  Chapters 
in  the  Jurisdiction  at  least  once  and  gives  an  inter- 
esting and  startling  analysis  on  the  proficiency  and 
want  of  proficiency  of  the  officers,  as  to  which  he 
comments:  — 
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"Chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  of  other 
Jurisdictions  occasionally  comment  on  the  information  con- 
veyed in  this  table;  some  speculating  how  a  Chapter  could 
exist  when  no  principal  officer  could  confer  any  part  of  any 
degree,  and  others  being  honest  enough  to  state  that  similar 
conditions  could,  no  doubt,  be  found  in  their  own  constituent 
Chapters  if  search  were  made." 

Sidney  A.  Knill  was  elected  G.H.P.  His 
biographer  says  of  him: — 

"He  can  always  be  depended  upon  to  do  the  right  thing  at 
the  right  time." 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  gave  a  long  and 
touching  report,  from  which  we  make  this  brief 
extract: — 

"Nothing  to  him  falls  early,  or  too  late. 
Our  acts  our  angels  are,  or  good  or  ill, 
Our  fatal  shadows  that  walk  by  us  still." 
"Their  spirits  carry  on.     They  are  not  dead.     They  have 
fullfilled  their  duties  to  God  and  man." 

General  Grand  High  Priest  Davis  addressed 
Grand  Chapter,  saying: — 

"The  General  Grand  Chapter  was  formed  in  1797  in  the 
East,  and  it  is  composed  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Grand 
Chapters  of  forty-five  of  our  states.  Pennsylvania,  Virginia 
and  Texas  are  not  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  Masonry,  is  pretty  nearly  a  law  unto  itself;  they 
do  not  join  anything,  although  they  are  very  friendly  and 
they  send  their  delegates  or  send  representatives  usually  to 
our  General  Grand  Chapter  as  visitors.  Texas  is  particularly 
friendly.  It  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter. 

"We  are  an  advisory  body;  we  assume  no  authority  over 
your  Grand  Chapter,  you  are  authority  for  yourselves.  There 
is  now  a  membership  of  900,000  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter.  We  have  15  Chapters  outside  of 
the  United  States  that  are  chartered  from  the  General  Grand 
Chapter." 

The  new  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  this  evangel  :— 

"I  want  to  admonish  each  of  you  to  go  home  and  make 
yourself  a  self-appointed  committee  of  one  to  instill  enthusi- 
asm into  your  local  Chapter." 

An  old  favourite  was  revived  when  a  jewel  was 
presented  to  the  retiring  G.H.P. : — 

"Long,  long  may  my  heart  with  such  memories  be  filled, 

Like  the  vase  in  which  roses  have  once  been  distilled; 

You  may  break,  you  may  shatter,  the  vase  if  you  will, 

But  the  scent  of  the  roses  will  cling  to  it  still." 
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Dr.  James  McC.  Potts,  of  Stirling,  represents 
Colorado. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  W.  Woodward  writes  his  sixth 
review  and  thus  sums  up  the  general  situation  from 
his  point  of  view: — 

"It  would  seem  that  the  after  effects  of  the  World  War 
should  be  worn  away  by  now,  if  they  were  the  real  cause 
for  so  many  suspensions.  The  long  and  constantly  increasing 
list  of  all  kinds  of  groups  and  societies  formed  for  every 
conceivable  purpose,  and  working  for  members  from  every 
conceivable  source  undoubtedly  has  very  much  to  do  with  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  many  of 
the  states.  About  all  we  can  do,  in  the  writer's  opinion  is 
to  sit  still  and  not  rock  the  boat,  and  above  all  things  to 
remember  that  we  are  members  of  the  oldest  and  greatest 
fraternity  known  to  mankind,  and  it  behooves  us  to  conduct 
its  affairs  with  dignity.  That  means,  when  boiled  down,  that 
jazz  does  not  get  us  anywhere  and  modern;  advertising 
methods  are  not  for  us." 

As  to  dispensations  under  Alberta: — 

"Only  when  necessity  and  the  well-being  of  our  Order 
demands,  should  this  power  be  exercised." 

This  is  worth  while  from  British  Columbia: — 

"He  deserves  particular  commendation  for  putting  a 
quietus  on  such  high  pressure  methods  as  the  reducing  of 
fees  temporarily. 

"Our  Canadian  Companions  have  the  true  spirit  of 
Masonry,  as  was  evidenced  in  the  address  of  their  Representa- 
tive at  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  Denver,  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Henry  H.  Watson,  when  he  said,  referring  to  the 
old  ceremonies  and  traditions:  "Did  you  ever  find  a  situation 
that  the  Freemasonry  which  those  old  fellows  established, 
laying  the  foundation  deep  and  broad,  would  not  cover?  If 
you  tear  away  these  old  fashioned  things  you  have  not  any- 
thing left  in  Masonry  that  is  worth  keeping." 

He  favourably  reviews  our  Proceedings  and  thus 
refers  to  the  Grand  Z.'s  address: — 

"Under  the  head  of  'Selection  of  officers,'  we  quote  a 
paragraph  which  is  worthy  of  very  careful  consideration." 

As  to  our  holding  our  own  in  membership  he 
says: — 

"A  net  increase  in  membership  of  fifty-eight  is  reported. 
Not  large  but  very  much  better  than  the  losses  which  are 
noted  in  so  many  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters." 

He  appreciates  our  approval  of  his  own  ' 'decided 
opinions"  as  expressed  in  our  review  last  year. 
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Connecticut  review  furnishes  an  interesting- 
paragraph: — 

"Instead  of  one  final  authority  as  to  the  rendition  of  the 
work,  which  is  the  case  when  there  is  a  Grand  Lecturer,  there 
will  be  nine  different  authorities  and  quite  possibly  nine  varia- 
tions of  the  work,  which  does  not  make  for  harmony.  In  our 
Colorado  experience  we  have  found  that  the  money  used  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  has  done  more  to  bring 
about  uniformity  of  work  and  been  more  satisfactory  gener- 
ally than  almost  any  other  expense  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

England  is  brief  but  to  the  point: — 

"It  would  seem  that  our  English  Companions  have  been 
to  some  extent  infected  with  the  American  idea  of  mass 
production,  a  Committee  on  General  Purposes  reporting  that 
it  had  come  to  their  knowledge  that  in  some  Chapters  a  large 
number  of  candidates  had  been  exalted  at  one  and  the  same 
time.  They  deemed  this  practice  undesirable  and  while  they 
recommended  no  positive  legislation  they  recommended  very 
strongly  that  all  Chapters  should  limit  their  exaltations  to 
three  at  one  and  the  same  time." 

Indiana  opens  up  this  potentiality: — 

"One  of  the  advantages  of  being  a  reporter  on  corre- 
spondence is  that  sometimes  we  do  succeed  in  starting  a  little 
discussion  which  is  very  often  a  mutual  advantage  and  gives 
a  clearer  insight  on  matters  which  probably  have  not  been 
fully  understood." 

He  does  not  believe  in  Committees  on  member- 
ship and  says,  under  Michigan,  that  it  is  the  Secre- 
tary's duty  to  receive  and  collect  all  monies,  that  he 
should  perform  that  duty  and  not  "pass  the  buck" 
to  a  Committee  or  anyone  else. 

North  Dakota  and  Stockwell  always  suggest 
something  stimulating: — 

"We  agree  that  times  are  changing  rapidly  and  new 
methods  and  new  ideas  are  much  in  the  ascendant,  but  we 
have  stated  elsewhere  and  still  firmly  believe  that  the  strength 
of  Freemasonry  lies  in  its  conservatism.  If  the  inherent  virtue 
of  the  institution  will  not  sustain  it  and  nourish  it  in  the 
future  as  it  has  in  the  past,  then  its  work  is  accomplished  and 
all  the  innovation  imaginable  will  not  promote  its  growth." 

This  on  Freemasonry  under  Wisconsin: — 
"Membership  in  any  Masonic  body  is  entirely,  or  should 
be  entirely,  voluntary,  and  a  brother  or  Companion  should  be 
privileged  to  withdraw  if  for  any  reason  he  sees  fit." 

Membership,  7,596.    Net  loss,  155. 
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CONNECTICUT 

Lewis  C.  Hull,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

George  N.  Delap,  M.E.  Grand  Treasurer. 

George  A.  Kies,  M.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

A  special  Convocation  was  held  on  May  12th,  the 
day  before  the  Annual,  at  Hartford  for  the  follow- 
ing purpose: — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  was  called  from  labour  to  refresh- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  Lodge  of  Past  Masters, 
for  work  and  instruction!." 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Convoca- 
tion was  held  at  Hartford,  May  13,  1930,  with 
twenty-one,  a  record  number,  of  Grand  High  Priests 
present  in  the  old  familiar  trysting  places. 

George  N.  Delap  faithfully  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  New  York,  Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Virginia,  New 
Hampshire,  Maine  and  Quebec  foregathered  at  this 
hospitable  centre. 

The  G.H.P.  opened  his  address  with  these 
words: — 

"To  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  whose  distinguished 
Companions  have  'gone  before'  we  extend  fraternal  sympathy. 
The  list  includes 

CANADA 
Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E. 
Born  July  11,  1859  Died  May  29,  1929." 

Since  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil he  has  made  all  the  visits  assigned  to  him  and 
therefore  has  now  officially  visited  every  Chapter  in 
the  State,  a  fine  record.  Among  his  other  visitations 
was  that  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  under 
M.W.  Bro.  Sturges,  well  known  in  Belleville. 

This  is  one  of  his  decisions: — 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  Ex.  High  Priest  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Chapter.  However,  the  Master  of  a  Lodge 
may  permit  any  brother  to  confer  the  degrees,  in  his  presence, 
in  the  Lodge.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  is  a  favour 
conferred  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Master." 

This  his  conclusion: — 

"I  appreciate  more  than  I  can  tell  the  opportunity  you 
have  given  me  'to  do  good  and  dispense  light  and  truth',  the 
friendships  formed  and  the  fellowship  enjoyed." 
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Here  is  a  new  and  useful  Committee: — 

"The  Committee  on  Delinquencies  called  attention  to  four 
Chapters  which  were  unrepresented  at  the  1929  Boll-Call. 
Extenuating  circumstances  appearing,  all  four  were,  by  vote, 
excused." 

Arthur  F.  Lewis  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  G.H.P.  favoured  the  abolition  of  the  office  of 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  as  uselessly  adding 
another  year  for  line  officers  to  reach  the  top,  but  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended  that  no 
change  be  made. 

This  Reviewer  has  always  used  the  word  "con- 
stituent" as  applied  to  the  unit  Lodges  and  the  unit 
Chapters,  and  Connecticut  is  adopting  the  change  by 
Legislation: — 

"On  motion  of  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  it  was 
"Voted:    That  whenever  the  word  'subordinate',  as  applied 
to  a  Chapter  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  is 
used  in  the  Grand  Chapter  By-Laws  it  be  stricken  out  and  the 
word  'constituent'  be  substituted." 

A  roster  of  the  members  of  constituent  Chapters 
covers  pages  72  to  251  of  the  Proceedings. 

Harvey  J.  Milne,  of  Kingston,  represents  Con- 
necticut. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  numbers  580,  a 
fine  record. 

George  A.  Kies,  P.G.HJ?.,  presents  his  twenty- 
second  Annual  Review  of  other  Grand  Chapters. 

In  his  introduction  he  quotes  some  ancient  his- 
tory of  80  years  ago,  which  is  ever  new,  from  the 
address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Giddens  in  1851. — 

"But,  Companions,  in  our  prosperity,  in  our  rejoicings, 
it  may  be  well  for  us  to  remember  that  the  hour  of  prosperity 
is  frequently  the  hour  of  danger.  The  fairest  flower  fre- 
quently produces  the  deadliest  poison.  Elated  by  success,  we 
too  often  become  careless  and  neglectful  of  the  means  by 
which  success  was  acquired,  and  by  which  alone  its  continu- 
ance can  be  secured.  To  this  source  may  be  mainly  attributed 
most  of  the  adverse  circumstances  to  which  our  institution 
has  from  time  to  time  been  subjected.  The  doors  of  our 
Lodges  and  Chapters  have  sometimes  swung  too  easily  upon 
their  hinges.  The  Tiler  has  been  too  often  found  sleeping  at 
his  post.  We  are  apt  to  forget  Companions,  that  the  strength 
of  every  society,  more  especially  this  of  ours,  lies  in  the 
Character  and  intelligence,  not  in  the  number  of  its  members. 
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Let  this  truth  be  inscribed  in  indelible  characters  over  the 
High  Priest's  Sanctuary  in  every  Chapter,  and  all  will  be 
well." 

This  note  on  Ireland  is  interesting: — 

"We  have  seen  it  stated  that  the  R.A.  in  Ireland  is  based, 
not  upon  the  Zerubbabel  legend,  but  upon  the  discoveries  in 
the  time  of  King  Josiah.  A  perusal  of  II  Kings,  Chapter  22, 
would  show  that  the  only  important  discovery  was  that  of  the 
Book  of  the  Law,  found  in  'the  house  of  the  Lord.'  " 

He  too  is  optimistic  with  regard  to  loss  of 
members: — 

"In  spite  of  our  present  eclipse,  which  at  least  relatively 
has  occurred  after  every  past  war,  is  your  reported  unjusti- 
fied in  optimistically  predicting  that  ultimately  we  shall 
return  to  normalcy,  and  all  will  be  well? 

"Action  is  always  followed  by  reaction." 

His  reviews  have  character  and  personality 
stamped  all  over  them.    We  read  under  Alabama : — 

"This  is  simply  another  example  of  the  craze  everywhere 
for  building  costly  temples  without  adequate  financial  provi- 
sion. Like  all  other  fevers,  it  will  abate  and  cool  off.  But  in 
the  meantime,  as  is  the  case  in  parts  of  Connecticut,  the 
onerous  financial  burdens  will  continue  for  more  than  a  gen- 
eration. Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  following,  which  strikes 
us  as  only  partial  alleviation: 

"  'That  no  Chapter  can  appropriate  substantially  all  of  its 
funds  without  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  membership  of 
said  Chapter  except  for  current  expenses  and  emergency 
charity.' 

"Under  New  York,  he  gives  Larry  Lee  this  little  dig: 

"He  asks  'whence  comes  the  authority  or  precedent  for 
introducing  the  Grand  Patron  of  the  Eastern  Sari?  I  guess 
it  was  because  it  happened  to  be  Companion  Lawrence  H. 
Lee  and  he  is  Past  Grand  and  Every-thing-else,  so  we  got  the 
habit  of  introducing  him.  I  don't  think  it  has  been  done 
since,  and  probably  not  before,  that  one  time." 

This  from  Alberta : — 

"He  frankly  opines  that  dignified  solicitation  for  members 
is  not  alone  entirely  proper  but  that  it  is  even  the  duty  of 
every  Companion  to  propagate  the  desirability  of  obtaining 
the  Capitular  Degrees" 

California  produces  these  comments: — 

"He  recommended  abolition  of  that  useless  monarchical 
relic,  the  office  of  Deputy  G.H.P. 

"He  casually  but  correctly  enunciates:  'The  highest  con- 
ception of  Masonry  is  service.' 

"A  necessary  revision  of  the  constitution  was  entrusted 
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solely  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  They  will  probably  get  a 
more  satisfactory  job  than  if  it  were  referred  to  a  mixed 
committee." 

Under  Canada  he  calls  the  adress  of  Grand  Z. 
Edwin  Smith  ' 'meaty." 

On  other  activities  advocated  by  the  Grand  Z.  he 
thus  comments: — 

"The  Grand  Z.  granted  permits  to  confer  degrees  in 
Masonic  Halls  im  towns  adjacent  to  Chapters.  Unlike  some 
G.H.P.'s  in  the  United  States,  he  sensibly  believes  in  this 
practice  as  likely  to  ultimately  result  in  new  Chapters. " 

He  notes  that  Comp.  Delap  always  writes,  ex- 
tending the  greetings  of  Connecticut.  He  makes 
laudatory  remarks  of  Comp.  Gardiner's  Report  on 
Capitular  Conditions.  He  calls  thi  s  Reviewer  in 
friendly  fashion  ''good  Comp.  Ponton"  and  says  that 
he  gives  Connecticut  his  habitually  cordial  and  can- 
did survey,  and  thus  refers  to  our  remarks  as  to  0. 
Frank  Hart: — 

"Of  0.  Frank  Hart,  the  energetic  G.G.M.  of  the  G.G.  Coun- 
cil, he  notes:  'Who  appears  to  be  everywhere.'  Correct  and 
then  some." 

Under  District  of  Columbia  we  read: — 

"Although  some  G.H.P.'s  have  shown  reluctance  to  allow- 
ing such  procedure,  he  permitted  a  Maryland  Chapter  to 
confer  the  R.A.  in  Washington  according  to  the  Maryland 
Ritual.  Well,  why  not?  When  a  young  Mason,  we  were 
advised  to  embrace  every  opportunity  to  visit  in  outside  juris- 
dictions and  to  critically  compare  their  work  with  our  own. 
In  this  instance,  it  would  simply  seem  to  be  a  case  of  'the 
mountain  coming  to  Mahomet.'  " 

In  the  review  of  England  and  Wales  he  says: — 
"Save  for  the  customary  liberal  benevolent  and  annuity 
grants,  we  find    nothing    noteworthy.     As    they    'have    the 
money',  the  Board  was  empowered  to  again  increase  the  maxi- 
mum \>f  the  individual  annuity  grants  to  from  £50  to  £70." 

He  refers  at  length  to  Dean  Brownrigg's  able 
address  on  the  relation  of  our  Craft  to  Religion,  and 
also  gives  this  full  paragraph  to  the  English  identifi- 
cation of  the  Craft  with  the  Royal  Arch:— 

"As  showing  the  practical  and  intimate  connection  between 
the  Symbolic  and  R.A.  Degrees,  especially  stressed  by  the 
English  point  of  view,  the  report  on  which  the  above  action 
is  based  notes  that  the  R.A.  'is  not  a    separate   degree',  but 
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'completes  the  Third  Degree.'  Also  the  Chapter  takes  the 
name  and  number  of  the  Lodge  to  which  it  is  attached.  We 
admire  the  English  viewpoint,  even  though  in  the  United 
States  we  practically  ignore  it  except  as  an  abstract  pro- 
position." 

He  is  on  intimate  terms  with  most  of  the  Scribes 
of  the  United  States,  especially  those  who  go  to  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  and  thus  under  Idaho  ban- 
ters one  of  them: — 

"  'Misery  loves  company.'  In  view  of  the  gibes  handed  us 
because  of  our  confusing  the  terms  Lodge  and  Chapter,  we 
gloatingly  note  that  Knepper  twice  referred  to  the  'General 
Grand  Commandery,  at  Tacoma.'  George,  we  paternally  ad- 
vise prudence  in  your  potations." 

A  word  for  culture  and  agriculture  under 
Indiana  shows  how  human  he  is: — 

"He  confesses  to  being  a  'dirt  farmer',  which  raises  him 
even  higher  in  our  estimation,  for  we  are  all  basically  de- 
pendent upon  the  farmer.  Poor  farmer!  He  is  constantly 
combatting  adverse  conditions.  If  he  is  lucky  enough  to  reap 
a  full  crop  in  spite  of  parasites,  extremes  of  wet  and  drouth, 
high  cost  of  fertilizer,  etc.,  the  cost  of  marketing,  transporta- 
tion, etc.,  robs  him  of  the  major  part  of  the  proceeds.  This 
is  simply  a  regretable  fact  and  every  man  jack  of  us  should 
be  persistently  interested  in  bringing  about  better  conditions. 
How  fortunate  it  is  that  natural  conditions  prevent  the 
farmer  from  'striking.'  " 

New  Jersey  produces  something  practical : — 
"He  tersely  but  correctly  notes:  'Good  business,  a  budget.' 
We  assume  that,  as  an  axiomatic  fact,  no  individual  can  go 
on  an  even  financial  keel  without  a  well  planned  budget.  By 
the  same  token,  every  organization  has  equal  or  more  need 
of  one." 

A  short  Canadian  paragraph  under  North 
Dakota: — 

"Several  Canadian  visitors  spoke  of  the  amicable  relations 
and  unity  of  sentiment  among  English-speaking  nations.  We 
heartily  approve,  but  it  is  no  news." 

He  encourages  a  discouraged  Nova  Scotian  in 
these  words: — 

"While  he  reports  some,  but  slow,  advance,  the  Grand 
Archivist  regrets  his  inability  to  offer  'tangible  evidence  of 
substantial  progress.'  Keep  at  it,  sonny,  and  you  may  at 
times  gather  worthwhile  nuggets." 

He  and  Sam   Helm,  of  Texas,  always   exchange 
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aggressive  "compliments"  as  the  following  under  the 
Texas  review  will  indicate: — 

"The  review  of  many  other  Jurisdictions  but  which  is  not 
so  much  a  review  as  an  opportunity  for  S.  J.  H.  to  express 
his  theories.  Like  the  Frenchman,  'if  the  facts  don't  agree 
with  the  theories  why  so  much  the  worse  for  the  facts.'  Do 
warts  become  cancers? 

"There  is  quite  a  good  deal  of  'guff'  in  the  review  but 
because  the  ideals  are  high  some  of  the  'guff'  is  good.  For 
instance  a  backbone  is  necessary  to  the  average  body  and 
about  it  something  may  be  built. 

"There  must  be  a  knowledge  of  the  Ritual  as  an  introduc- 
tion to  the  symbolism,  but  in  our  mind  while  one  can  get  the 
Ritual  there  are  but  few  with  power  to  get  all  of  the  symbol- 
ism. It  is  the  old  argument  of  faith  and  works.  In  Masonry, 
as  in  everything  else,  it  is  not  what  we  do  or  say,  but  what 
we  are,  which  counts.  The  reviewer  has  a  'V  pen,  at  times 
vitriolic  and  often  voluminous  and  we  hope  that  sometime  it 
will  also  be  valuable." 

"He  criticizes  everyone  who  eats,  in  fact,  he  reminds  us  of 
a  P.G.H.P.  of  Connecticut  who  under  the  obsolete  marking 
system  gave  'A'  for  work  when  the  supper  was  baked  beans 
and  'B'  or  'C  if  it  were  turkey. 

"Under  Wisconsin  we  quote  in  re  De  Molay,  'I  am  not 
accustomed  to  reviewing  Masonic  (?)  barnacles.'  He  says 
some  more  things  not  entirely  appreciative  of  the  work  of  the 
De  Molay.  The  boys  are  going  somewhere.  We  had  better  do 
more  for  them  and  talk  less  about  modern  youth." 

Membership,  16,657.    Net  loss,  143.

The  Sixty-seventh  Convocation  was  held  in 
Wilmington,  15th  January,  1930. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  acted  and 
were  acted  upon  through  the  Grand  Chapter. 

P.G.H.P.  Charles  Hammel,  of  New  York,  was 
presented.  He  genially  represented  by  proxy  the 
General  G.H.P. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut  and  West  Vir- 
ginia were  also  welcomed  and  gave  instructive  talks 
to  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  present. 
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On  his  courtesy  visits  the  G.H.P.  says  he  was 
most  graciously  received  and  royally  entertained. 

Under  Condition  of  the  Fraternity  he  emphasized 
the  necessity  that  "we  must  all  put  our  shoulders 
to  the  wheel."    This  applies  in  Canada. 

George  S.  Scott  is  the  honoured  Repersentative 
of  Canada  and  was  duly  present. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials 
we  take  these  two  paragraphs: — 

"Since  time  was  and  as  long  as  time  shall  be  the  children 
of  men  will  continue  to  join  that  endless  procession  of  souls 
for  whom  time  is  swallowed  up  in  eternity.  Here  we  are 
trammeled  and  fettered  by  physical  limitations.  These  bodies 
so  magnificently  conceived,  so  marvelously  made,  so  miracu- 
lously sustained — these  temples  for  the  indwelling  of  the 
divine  spirit,  must  crumble  and  return  to  the  dust  from  which 
they  have  sprung,  for  only  thus  may  the  spirit  return  to  God 
who  gave  it.  Thus  to  believe  is  the  only  consolation  that  is 
ours  for  the  loss  of  our  Companions." 

William  0.  Wingate  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  roster  of  Chapters  was  given  in  full. 

Alfred  C.  Larter,  of  Toronto,  has  the  honour  of 
representing  Delaware. 

All  standing  Resolutions  and  recent  decisions  of 
Delaware  Grand  Chapter  furnish  four  interesting 
pages.    This  is  one: — 

"Order  High  Priesthood. — The  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware 
makes  it  obligatory  that  every  High  Priest  elect  must  first 
become  an  Anointed  High  Priest  before  he  can  regularly  offi- 
ciate as  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter." 

As  to  the  above  we  can  only  ask  why?  Surely 
Freemasonry  is  free  masonry. 

Thomas  J.  Day  presents  his  fourteenth  Annual 
Review,  again  a  model  of  comprehensive  conciseness. 

We  read  under  Arkansas: — 

"He  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  a  home 
for  aged  Masons  but  as  a  start  has  already  been  made  by  the 
Grand  Lodge;  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  to  whom  this  was 
referred  recommended  that  the  incoming  Grand  Council  be 
appointed  a  Committee  to  collaborate  with  the  Grand  Lodge." 

And  this  under  Calif orina: — 

"If  our  Secretaries  are  so  overburdened  that  they  cannot 
attend  to  the  collection  of  dues  let  us  give  them  committee 
assistance  so  that  delinquents  may  be  seen  and  their  dues 
collected." 
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Canada  gets  good  greeting.  With  reference  to 
the  presence  of  so  many  distinguished  visitors,  and 
the  history  of  Kingston,  he  notes  as  of  general  in- 
terest : — 

"We  note  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  that  the  first 
actual  record  of  Royal  Arch  work  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
occurred  in  Kingston,  7th  of  June,  1795." 

He  approves  of  the  Grand  Z.'s  remarks  as  to 
financial  conditions  and  quotes: — 

"The  dues  should  provide  funds  for  maintenance  and 
operating  expenses,  and  the  exaltation  fee  should  be  placed  in 
the  capital  account  to  build  up  a  reserve  fund  for  equipment, 
benevolence  and  other  emergent  calls  upon  our  finances." 

He  makes  a  long  and  worthy  extract  from  Comp. 
Gardiner's  Report  on  Capitular  Masonry,  and  he 
acknowledges  our  "liberal"  review. 

He  quotes  under  Georgia  this  tribute  to  G.H.P. 
Swain: — 

"He  is  great  because  he  serves.  His  contribution  has  been 
constant  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  Altar  of  Masonry. 

"His  affectionate  memory  will  have  an  abiding  place  in 
the  hearts  of  his  Companions  throughout  time." 

This  from  his  Quebec  review  is  full  of  thought: — 

"Souls  are  built  as  temples  are, 
Based  on  Truth's  eternal  law, 
Sure  and  steadfast,  without  flaw, 
Through  the  sunshine,  through  the  snows, 
Up  and  on  the  building  goes ; 
Every  fair  thing  finds  its  place, 
Every  hard  thing  lends  a  grace, 
Every  hand  may  make  or  mar." 

Under  Tennessee  he  dives  into  the  gastronomic 

and  illustrates  by  a  specimen  menu  as  follows: —

The  Order  of  Anointed    High    Priesthood    duly 
met. 

Membership,  1,887.    Net  loss,  98.

The  Sixty-third  Convocation  was  held  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  the  12th  February,  1930.  Nine  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  testified  their  loyalty  by  their 
presence. 

Canada  was,  as  she  always  is,  faithfully  repre- 
sented by  Lucien  G.  Yung,  who  is  also  Grand  Visitor 
and  Lecturer. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  who  has  filled  a  pulpit 
in  Washington  since  1904,  and  who  was  a  Padre 
Overseas  as  Y.M.C.A.  Secretary  during  the  World 
War,  delivered  what  we  would  anticipate  and  expect, 
a  thoughtful  and  appealing  address  from  which  we 
are  privileged  to  make  the  following  extracts: — 

"We  have  come  to  another  milestone  on  our  Masonic 
journey,  and  we  tarry  a  bit  to  look  back  upon  the  path  we 
have  been  privileged  to  walk. 

"Standing  at  the  threshold  of  the  year  with  a  vision  of 
the  service  which  might  be  rendered,  there  was  a  feeling  of 
courage  and  anticipation  as  we  faced  the  future. 

"Life  has  been  finer  and  better  because  of  their  friend- 
ship ;  we  have  looked  a  bit  deeper  into  the  hearts  and  entered 
a  bit  more  fully  into  the  lives  of  our  Companions  and  we 
have  found  it  good. 

"It  has  been  said  that 

Life  is  a  count  of  losses  every  year." 

All  the  Chapters  were  visited,  but  as  now  in  our 
Grand  Lodge,  joint  visitations  were  arranged. 

A  Chapter  having  given  several  Degrees  in  one 
night,  including  the  Royal  Arch,  this  decision  was 
made  and  was  afterwards  emphasized  by  the  Juris- 
prudence Committee: — 

"No  more  than  one  convocation  may  be  held  on  the  same 
day  to  confer  more  than  one  degree  upon  the  same  candidate 
unless  one  of  the  degrees  be  that  of  Past  Master.  I  held  that 
the  Companion  was  illegally  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch  Degree 
and  directed  that  he  be  re-obligated  in  that  degree." 

The  condition  of  the  Fraternity  as  to  member- 
ship appears  from  this  record: — 

"I  am  glad  that  the  loss  is  less  than  that  of  the  preceding 
year.    We  began  the  year  with  6,138  members  on  our  rolls  and 
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came  to  the  end  of  the  year  with  6,003,  a  net  loss  of  135  as 
against  a  loss  of  172  in  1928." 

As  to  this  he  adds  these  appealing  words: — 

"If  the  Chapters  are  made  attractive  by  intelligent  plan- 
ning and  if  their  officers  accept  whole-heartedly  and  under- 
standing^ the  duties  and  responsibilities  which  their  leader- 
ship entails,  the  brethren  of  the  Lodges  will  feel  that  Capitular 
membership  offers  them  something  worth  while  and  will  knock 
at  our  doors.  The  responsibility  of  a  High  Priest  is  an  ever- 
present  one.  It  is  not  to  be  assumed  only  once  in  every  two 
weeks  when  the  stated  convocations  occur.  To  be  successful, 
the  High  Priest  should  give  daily  thought  to  his  duties,  should 
be  able  to  enthuse  his  associate  officers  and  companions  and 
should  plan  carefully  and  wisely  for  the  efficient  promotion 
of  those  activities  which,  properly  carried  on,  constitute  the 
difference  between  a  live,  successful  organization  and  a  dead 
or  indifferent  one. 

"It  is  not  the  part  of  wisdom  to  sit  idly  by  nursing  the 
belief  that  the  inherent  righteousness  of  Freemasonry  will  in 
itself  provide  a  remedy." 

Acting  on  his  suggestion  the  installation  cere- 
monies were  much  shortened. 

The  High  Priests'  Association  gave  him  great 
assistance:  — 

"Of  necessity,  their  work  was  team  work  of  the  highest 
order  and  has  left  an  impress  on  Capitular  affairs  which  will 
long  remain  as  a  monument  to  their  industry  and  effective- 
ness." 

The  United  Masonic  Temple  project  on  Temple 
Heights  is  progressing  slowly. 

This  is  his  worthy  and  benedictional  con- 
clusion : — 

"Whether  or  not  the  sum  total  of  our  knowledge  has  been 
increased,  may  we  be  able  to  say  with  the  poet  Moore: 

"  'When  time  who  steals  our  years  away 
Shall  steal  our  pleasures,  too, 
The  memory  of  the  past  will  stay 
And  half  our  joys  renew,' 

and  feel  with  Virgil  that  'Perhaps  the  remembrance  of  these 
things  will  prove  a  source  of  future  pleasure.' 

"  'The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee; 

The  Lord  make  His  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious 

unto  thee; 
The  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  thee,  and  give  thee 
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The  Triennial  Convocation  of  General  Grand 
Chapter  will,  they  hope,  be  held  in  Washington.  As 
a  matter  of  record  the  Committee  say  that  Denver 
spent  $7000  in  entertaining  the  1927  Triennial  there. 

L.  Whiting  Estes  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Robert  W.  Clewlo  represents  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  W.  W.  Jermane, 
P.G.H.P.,  an  experienced  journalist  and  statesman, 
gives  us  glimpses  of  and  comments  on  the  Proceed- 
ings of  our  sister  Jurisdictions, 

He  says  in  his  masterly  way  in  his  intro- 
duction:— 

"There  is  one  fact  which  stands  out  like  the  nose  on  one's 
face:  In  Grand  Jurisdictions  where  the  members  of  constitu- 
ent Chapters,  awakened  by  the  threat  of  danger,  have  gone  to 
work,  and,  in  addition  to  bringing  in  petitions,  have  increased 
the  membership  by  reinstatements  and  affiliations,  satisfac- 
tory conditions  exist. 

"This  means  the  personal  touch,  without  which  no  impor- 
tant results  affecting  humankind  can  be  attained." 

"M.  E.  Companion  Core,  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence 
Committee  for  the  Pennsylvania  Grand  Chapter,  tells  how 
certain  city  officials  and  business  men  of  Pittsburgh,  a  number 
of  years  ago,  were  alarmed  because  of  heavy  earth  slides — 
the  result  of  abnormal  rains — covering  railroad  tracks  and 
doing  much  damage  to  other  property.  General  Goethals  had 
just  returned  from  the  building  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  the 
interested  people  of  Pittsburgh  called  him  to  that  city  for 
consultation.  He  looked  at  the  damage  that  had  been  done, 
and  then  remarked  laconically:  'Let  her  slide;  then  haul  it 
away.' " 

The  pessimism  of  the  Arkansas  G.H.P.  does  not 
strike  any  responsive  chord  in  our  colleague,  who 
says: — 

"Complaining  is  about  the  worst  way  in  the  world  to  bring 
about  a  return  to  normality.  Blessed  are  those  who  now  can 
understand  that  behind  a  frowning  Providence  there  is  always 
a  smiling  face.  We  can  not  see  it,  however,  as  long  as  our 
eyes  are  closed." 

Under  British  Columbia  he  favours  the  holding 
of  Grand  Chapter  on  the  day  prior  to  the  annual  of 
Grand  Lodge  and  in  the  same  city. 

Canada  is  briefly  and  succinctly  reviewed,  our 
colleague  saying  about  us: — 
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"Early  in  his  annual  address,  the  Grand  Z.  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  first  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  Ontario  was 
organized  at  Kingston  away  back  in  1795.  As  new  Grand 
Chapters  were  set  up,  the  territory  has  been  reduced  until  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  now  confined  almost  entirely  to 
Ontario;  but  it  continues  to  be  the  largest  and  most  prosper- 
ous of  that  country,  with  an  influence  for  good  that  increases 
as  the  years  go  by. 

"The  condition  of  the  membership  is  matched  by  the  con- 
dition of  the  treasury.  The  Grand  Chapters  of  the  Dominion 
have  not  been  as  badly  hurt  by  the  post-war  slump  as  have 
those  of  the  United  States.  Because  that  has  been  true, 
recuperative  power  has  been  greater. 

"The  important  point  is  that,  during  a  period  of  very 
hard  times  generally  for  Masonry  in  North  America,  the 
Chapters  of  the  Dominion  as  a  whole  are  able  to  make  reports 
that  are  encouraging." 

He  kindly  says  of  us: — 

"He  writes  a  good  review,  and  it  is  filled  with  interesting 
information  well  assorted  and  presented." 

Under  Illinois'  review  he  speaks  of  our  firm 
foundation  on  the  solid  rock  as  follows: — 

"Freemasonry,  the  oldest  of  existing  organizations  of  its 
kind,  has  a  hold  in  the  United  States  that  cannot  be  loosened. 
More  than  95  per  cent,  of  the  Masons  of  the  world  are  to  be 
found  here.  Its  wealth,  in  cash  and  real  estate  and  invest- 
ments runs  far  into  the  hundreds  of  millions. 

"If  new  social  and  economic  conditions,  exerting  them- 
selves mightily  since  the  war,  are  to  do  substantial  harm  to 
American  fraternal  organizations  as  a  whole,  the  harm  to 
Freemasonry  will  be  far  less  than  to  all  the  others.  We 
have  background,  a  tradition,  a  history  and  a  record  of  help- 
fulness to  humanity  which  of  itself  would  keep  us  going." 

Again,  under  Montana,  he  urges  the  contempo- 
raneous meetings  of  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Chapter: — 

"  'If  all  the  Grand  Masonic  Bodies  should  be  brought 
together  during  the  same  week,  all  Masonry  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  would  be  benefitted.'  It  is  my  belief  that  it  would, 
and  I  hope  the  necessary  changes  of  dates  will  be  made.  This 
practice  is  common  to  a  good  many  of  the  states,  with  good 
results. 

"Masons,  like  the  common  run  of  folks,  are  not  always, 
nor  even  usually,  logical." 

This  his  conclusion :  — 
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"I  had  no  thought,  when  this  work  began,  that  it  would  be 
practicable  for  me  to  keep  it  up  for  ten  years;  but  here  is  the 
tenth  output,  seemingly  showing  that  any  doubt  I  may  have 
had  was  without  foundation.  The  work  is  exceedingly  inter- 
esting and  has  many  compensations;  but  the  demands  on  a 
busy  man  are  such  as  make  it,  at  times,  very  burdensome."

Hall,  6th  November,  1929,  at  which  we  note  the 
presence  of  Sir  Alfred  Robbins,  Lt.-Col.  the  Hon. 
George  Monckton-Arundell,  D.S.O.,  and  Rev.  Canon 
Fitz william  J.  C.  Gillmor,  T.D.,  the  latter  two  having 
been  recent  and  most  welcome  visitors  to  us  in  Can- 
ada. Also  Herbert  F.  Manisty,  K.C.,  President  of 
the  Committee  of  General  Purposes,  and  W.  John 
Songhurst,  so  long  and  intimately  associated  with 
Quatuor  Coronati  Lodge;  Sir  George  M.  Boughey, 
Bt.,  for  many  years  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Colonial 
Institute;  Lionel  Vibert,  the  Masonic  writer,  and 
many  other  names  familiar  in  our  mouths  as  houses- 
hold  words. 

Grand  Chapter  was  "opened  in  Antient  and 
Solemn  form." 

Warrants  for  seven  new  Chapters  were  granted, 
the  last  named  being  in  Madras. 

Quarterly  Convocation  holden  5th  February, 
1930,  Lord  Ampthill,  Pro  First  Grand  Principal,  pre- 
siding. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  General  Purposes 
showed  £2,408  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England,  Law 
Courts  Branch. 

As  usual  the  removal  of  several  Chapters  was 
sanctioned  by  Grand  Chapter,  the  last  one  being 
Semper  Paratus  of  Manchester. 
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Twelve  warrants  for  new  Chapters  were  granted. 

A  short  address  was  given  by  E.  Comp.  Song- 
hurst  entitled  "Some  Notes  on  the  Royal  Arch"  for 
which  he  was  thanked. 

Quarterly  Communication  holden  7th  May,  1930, 
Lord  Ampthill,  Pro  First  Grand  Principal,  presiding. 

In  addition  to  Canon  Gillmor  we  note  the  presence 
at  this  Convocation  of  Admiral  J.  B.  Eustace,  a  sea- 
faring Companion  who  knows  Canada  well  and  who 
endeared  himself  to  all  on  his  last  visit  to  our  Grand 
Lodge  in  July. 

We  also  note  the  presence  of  Lt.-Col.  Hamilton- 
Wedderburn,  O.B.E.,  who  visited  us  some  years  ago 
and  left  a  fine  impression. 

The  Duke  of  Connaught  acknowledged  birthday 
wishes  on  reaching  his  80th  anniversary  and  also 
wrote  a  personal  letter  to  Lord  Ampthill,  from  which 
we  make  this  extract: — 

"Most  deeply  did  I  appreciate  your  words,  which  went  to 
my  heart,  and  showed  me  how  great  was  the  loyalty  of  all  the 
Brethren  towards  their  Grand  Master.  In  sending  you  all  my 
fraternal  greeting,  I  thank  you  for  this  mark  of  your  per- 
sonal feelings  towards  myself,  to  which  you  have  so  adequate- 
ly given  expression." 

Among  those  whom  the  committee  had  the 
melancholy  duty  to  report  as  dead  were  the  Chief 
Justice  of  Burma  and  E.  Comp.  Sir  T.  Willes  Chitty, 
Bart,  K.C.,  Grand  Registrar. 

Eleven  new  Chapters  were  warranted.  Many 
Grand  Chapters  were  permitted  to  remove,  the  first 
one  being  Eastern  Star  Chapter  from  Hotel  Cecil, 
which  is  now  in  process  of  demolition. 

The  accounts  show  total  receipts  of  £21,411,  a 
goodly  sum. 

We  note  in  the  long  list  of  contributions  of  Chap- 
ters the  following  names : — Strong  Man,  Royal  York, 
Doyle's  of  Fellowship,  Foundation  of  Unanimity, 
Amphibious,  Rock  (Trichinopoly),  Kandy,  Newera 
(Ceylon),  Aldershot  Camp,  Montreal  (Maidstone), 
Milnes  (South  Africa),  Swan  of  Avon  (Stratford), 
Hale,  Hale,  (Cheshire),  Haven  of  Peace,  Leverhulme 
(Port  Sunlight),  Angelus  (Surbiton).    The  last  two

Among 
the  distinguished  and  well  known  names  of  members 
present  are  noted,  Arthur  Cecil  Powell  (Bristol),  Sir 
Alfred  Bobbins,  Lt.-Col.  Crofton  Edward  Pym 
Sankey,  D.S.O.,  (Kent),  William  J.  Songhurst,  Lt.- 
Col.  Henry  K.  Hamilton-Wedderburn,  O.B.E.,  (whom 
we  do  not  forget) . 

The  General  Board  reported  the  issue  in  three 
months  of  798  Mark  Certificates  and  256  Royal  Ark 
Mariner  Certificates. 

Warrants  for  new  Lodges  were  issued  to  Corn- 
wall, Lancashire,  Rhodesia  and  Queensland. 

The  Annuity  Fund  was  raised  as  to  annuity 
grants  from  £60  to  £80  and  from  £50  to  £70. 

The  Pro  Grand  Master  put  the  motion  thus : — 

"Before  I  put  the  motion,  does  any  Brother  wish  to  ask 
any  question  on  this  point?  I  think  it  seems  rig-ht,  as  we 
have  the  money,  that  we  should  be  able  to  increase  our 
annuities  in  cases  where  it  is  desirable.  It  does  not  follow 
that  in  all  cases  it  will  be  necessary,  but  where  it  is  necessary, 
in  either  old  or  new  cases,  the  Board  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  increasing-  the  annuities  if  it  thinks  fit.  The  motion 
was  put  and  carried." 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  3rd  Decem- 
ber, 1929.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Rt.  Hon. 
Lord  Aldenham  was  present,  also  Sir  John  Sandeman 
Allen  and  one  who  has  lately  been  with  us  in  Canada, 
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Rev.  Canon  Fitzwilliam  John  Carter  Gillmor,  Pro. 
Grand  Master  of  Berks  and  Oxon. 

H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Connaught  was  re-nominated 
by  W.  Bro.  John  Foster  Vesey  Fitzgerald. 

Six  Warrants  for  new  Lodges  were  issued,  one  in 
Leicester  Square,  one  in  Bloemfontein. 

The  Royal  Ark  Council  was  granted  warrant  at- 
tached to  Cinderella  Lodge,  Transvaal,  a  quaintly 
suggestive  name. 

The  Board  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Trac- 
ing Board: — 

"It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  General  Board 
that  many  Lodges  are  not  in  possession  of  the  Tracing  Board 
of  the  Mark  Degree.  They  would  like  to  remind  Lodges  that 
the  Tracing  Board  forms  part  of  the  Lodge  furniture  and 
should  be  displayed  at  the  Junior  Warden's  pedestal  immedi- 
ately the  Lodge  has  been  opened,  and  reversed  at  the  closing 
of  the  Lodge." 

Prizes  were  awarded  to  a  boy  and  a  girl  for 
diligence  and  progress  from  the  various  pupils  on  the 
Fund  who  were  being  educated  during  the  scholastic 
year. 

Quarterly  Communication  4th  March,  1930.  On 
the  Throne  Deputy  Grand  Master  Lord  Aldenham. 

Among  the  names  of  those  present  we  note  Sir 
Philip  Colville  Smith  representing  Cornwall,  Brig.- 
Gen.  William  Henry  Sitwell  representing  North- 
umberland, The  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Frederick  Pollock,  Bart., 
P.C.,  K.C.,  Past  Grand  Warden. 

A  telegram  was  sent  to  Earl  Stradbroke  ex- 
pressing sympathy  in  his  illness. 

The  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  proclaimed  the 
Duke  of  Connaught  duly  re-elected. 

Among  the  reappointments  to  office  we  note  that 
of  Rt.  Wor.  The  Duke  of  Devonshire,  K.C.M.G.,  as 
Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Derbyshire,  and  Rt. 
Wor.  Bro.  Rev.  Canon  Fitzwilliam  John  Carter  Gill- 
mor, Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Berks  and  Oxon. 

With  regard  to  the  new  premises  this  record  is 
made: — 

"The  Board  has  to  report  that  having  been  definitely  in- 
formed by  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  whom 
Mark  Masons'  Hall  belongs,  that  under  the  Million  Memorial 
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Building  Scheme  it  will  be  impossible  to  afford  accommoda- 
tion for  the  Headquarters  of  the  Mark  Degree  and  that  the 
existing  lease  will  not  be  renewed,  it  became  a  matter  of 
urgency  to  obtain  a  suitable  site  on  which  to  build  new 
premises. 

"It  is  fully  realized  what  a  number  of  financial  calls  have 
been  made  on  all  Brethren  recently,  but  I  feel  sure  that  the 
importance  and  necessity  of  having  a  home  of  our  own  as 
the  Headquarters  of  Mark  Masonry  will  be  appreciated  by 
you." 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  3rd  June, 
1930.  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Lord  Ampthill  was  present  and 
acted  as  Grand  Senior  Warden. 

We  note  such  striking  names  as  Sir  Algernon 
Tudor-Craig,  George  William  Horatio  Nelson. 

Loyal  and  dutiful  greetings  were  sent  to  the 
King. 

The  Jubilee  Jewel  was  awarded  to  King  Charles 
the  Martyr  Lodge,  Tunbridge  Wells,  Kent. 

New  regulations  with  regard  to  the  salutes  are 
certainly  new  to  us.  Most  Worshipful  Brethren 
eleven,  Present  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters  nine, 
other  Rt.  Worshipful  Brethren  seven. 

The  Pro  Grand  Master  reported  £11,000  had  been 
written  off  the  debt  incurred  in  purchasing  the  new 
site. 

The  pleasant  relations  between  the  Craft  Lodges 
and  Mark  Master  Masons  is  thus  spoken  of  by  the 
Pro  Grand  Master: — 

"I  would  like  to  point  out  that  we  are  here  by  invitation 
of  Craft  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  very  much  appreciate  the 
friendly  feelings  which  they  have  always  shown  towards  us 
by  giving  us  the  opportunity  of  meeting  here;  but  we  are 
here  as  their  guests,  and  we  know  that  the  matter  of  housing 
has  been  very  carefully  considered  by  them;  I  think  they  had 
hoped  to  be  able  to  provide  accommodation  for  us  in  their 
new  buildings." 

At  the  same  time  we  at  this  distance  cannot 
realize  why  it  was  not  possible  to  make  provision  for 
the  Mark  Master  Masons  in  the  new  Peace  Memorial 
premises  which  we  supposed  to  be  all-embracing  and 
universal. 

The  various  Grand  Officers  were  then  proclaimed, 
among  them  Right  Honourable  George  Edward  John 
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Mowbray,  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  and  Right  Honourable 
Alban  George  Henry  Baron  Aldenham. 

Among  the  Grand  Stewards  we  note  a  name  that 
surely  must  be  of  long  descent — W.  Bro.  Robert 
Relton  de  Relton  a  Ababrelton. 

The  Pro  Grand  Master  said  at  the  close  of  the 
meeting : — 

"It  gives  us  very  great  honour  and  pleasure  to  have  had 
the  Most  Worshipful  Pro  Grand  Master  of  the  Craft,  Lord 
Ampthill,  acting  as  Senior  Grand  Warden  during  the  earlier 
part  of  this  evening's  proceedings.  We  all  welcome  his 
presence  here  to-night;  and  I  must  also  remind  you,  Brethren, 
that  he  is  Pro  Grand  Master  of  the  Craft,  and  I  am  Pro 
Grand  Master  of  the  Mark  Degree,  under  the  same  Grand 
Master,  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  I  should 
like  to  propose  the  following: — 'That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
be  accorded  to  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  for  so 
courteously  and  generously  placing  the  Temple  of  Freemasons' 
Hall  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master 
Masons,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  Annual  Festival  this 
day.' " 

GEORGIA 

William  B.  Graham,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

Augustus  G.  Miller,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Eighth  Convocation  was 
held  at  Macon,  April  30,  1930. 

The  Proceedings  are  all  printed  at  the  Masonic 
Home  Print  Shop  and  do  credit  to  the  boys  and  girls, 
whose  work  thus  finds  fruition. 

Most  Puissant  General  Grand  Master  0.  Frank 
Hart  said  of  G.G.H.P.  Davis  in  one  of  his  usual  bril- 
liant addresses: — 

"You  know  he  is  a  man  over  seventy-five  years  of  age  and 
while  active  and  aggressive,  still  the  calls  upon  his  time  are 
enough  to  sap  the  energy  out  of  a  much  younger  man,  and  I 
know,  for  during  my  tenure  of  office  I  have  travelled  more 
than  seventy-five  thousand  miles,  and  if  you  do  not  believe 
that  is  tiresome,  try  it. 

"Only  recently  have  we  begun  to  get  away  from  this 
lehargy  which  has  almost  throttled  many  of  our  subordinate 
Lodges,  Chapters  and  Councils,  but  thanks  be  to  God  we  are 
rapidly  regaining. 

"If  there  is  pessimism  existing,  get  rid  of  it.  The  old  ship 
has  safely  ridden  the  storm  of  doubt  and  the  harbour  with  all 
its  brightness  is  beckoning  you  on." 
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P.G.H.P.  Early  H.  Johnson,  in  response  to  the 
greetings  received  by  him  as  a  Line  Officer  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  said  characteristically: — 

"I  just  cannot  lose  the  opportunity  of  telling  a  little  story. 
It  seems  that  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin  had  been  invited  to  at- 
tend some  high  function  in  England.  During  one  of  the  big 
meetings,  he  was  paged,  'His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Wis- 
consin.' He  said  nothing.  Pretty  soon  he  was  again  paged, 
'His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,'  and  still  he  remained 
quiet.  Presently  someone  recognizing  him,  touched  him  on  the 
arm  and  said,  'Bishop,  they  are  calling  for  you.'  'I  know  it,' 
said  he,  'but  let  them  call  again;  I  just  like  to  hear  it  said.' 
So  it  is,  my  Companions,  and  I  have  most  thoroughly  appre- 
ciated the  remarks  of  my  good  friend  and  Companion  Jeffries, 
and  I  just  wish  I  could  hear  him  say  all  those  nice  things 
again." 

A  fine  address  was  delivered  by  Bert  Malone,  one 
of  the  Home  boys  now  entered  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  and  certainly  if  all  the  product  of  Georgia's 
Home  and  schools  are  like  him,  the  quality  and 
calibre  must  be  fine.  He  thus  concludes  his  address 
to  Grand  Chapter  in  recess : — 

"Immortal  words,  'All  that  I  am  or  hope  to  be,  I  owe  to 
my  darling  mother.'  I  was  unfortunate  in  losing  my  mother 
when  I  was  five  years  old  and  my  father  when  I  was  eight. 
You  took  me  in,  though,  and  have  been  a  father  and  mother 
to  me.  What  a  good  substitute  you  have  been,  and  if  some 
day  our  Heavenly  Father  should  choose  to  let  me  be  of  some 
little  benefit  to  mankind,  I  will  gladly  attribute  the  credit  to 
Georgia  Freemasonry." 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  strengthened, 
encouraged  and  adorned. 

Charles  R.  McCord  duly  represented  Canada. 
The  G.H.P.  thus  opened  his  address: — 

"That  Providence  which  has  thus  preserved  our  lives,  and 
through  whose  munificent  ministries  our  numerous  and  varied 
wants  have  been  supplied,  demands  our  adoring  gratitude. 
Therefore,  Companions,  lifting  our  thoughts  and  affections 
far  above  the  'Holy  Royal  Arch'  which  we  have  raised,  let  us 
repeat:  'For  He  is  good,  for  His  mercy  endureth  forever.'  " 

He  is  much  interested  in  education  and  the  Home 
and  says: — 

"The  greatest  piece  of  constructive  work  by  this  Grand 
Body  is  that  being  done  through  its  Educational  Loan  Fund. 
We  may  build  homes  to  care  for  the  bodily  comforts  of  our 
young  people,  we  may  build  hospitals  to  relieve  their  suffer- 
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ings,  but  through  the  money  appropriated  for  the  education 
of  the  young  men  and  women  of  Georgia  we  are  building 
character. 

"More  and  more  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  Home  are  desir- 
ing to  prepare  themselves,  through  advanced  training,  for  life, 
after  they  have  completed  their  high  school  work  and  left  the 
Home." 

A.  G.  Miller,  the  Grand  Secretary-Lecturer,  gave 
a  comprehensive  report. 

This  of  the  Masonic  Home  and  its  products: — 
"If  the  Masonic  Home  had  done  nothing  more  than  to  give 
Vera  Lancaster  Oxley  to  Georgia  Masonry  and  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  she  lives,  it  would  have  more  than  justified 
its  existence.  May  many  more  such  girls  be  turned  out  by 
that  institution  to  adorn  society  as  she  is  doing." 

Charles  L.  Bass  was  elected  G.H.P. 

This  Reviewer  values  very  much  his  post  as 
Grand  Representative  of  Georgia. 

P.  T.  McCutchen  presents  his  sixth  annual  and 
thus  characterizes  his  own  good  work: — 

"I  have  sought  to  give  salient  facts,  how  others  have 
handled  problems  that  also  confront  Georgia  Companions,  and 
have  made  little  comment  in  so  doing.  Still,  a  newspaper 
squibster  is  compelled  to  ease  in  a  remark  or  two  now  and 
then." 

From  the  review  of  Arkansas  we  take  this  gloomy 
outlook  for  which  Georgia  is  not  responsible: — 

"We  stand  on  the  watchtower  looking  over  a  condition  of 
chaos  and  lawlessness  that  challenges  every  red-blooded 
American  and  Mason  to  the  task  of  meeting  this  avalanche 
of  immorality  and  crime." 

Surely  we  need  to  rub  our  eye-glasses! 

This  from  California's  review  may  be  worth 
reproducing,  and  he  compliments  this  Reviewer  by 
quoting: — 

"Let  us  broaden  our  horizon  and  enlarge  our  experiences 
with  the  vision  circumspective  'beyond  the  hills  of  home/ 
More  and  more  we  realize  individually  what  a  pillar  of 
strength  and  confidence  to  a  community  is  the  existence  of  an 
active  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  and  collectively  what  a  produc- 
tive influence  for  creative  good  and  for  permanent  peace  must 
be  those  million  members  of  the  Royal  Craft  if  loyal  to  the 
royal  in  themselves." 

Canada  receives  comprehensive  notice.  He  thus 
describes  our  meeting  at  Kingston : — 
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"Welcome  to  the  Grand  Chapter  was  heartily  accorded  in 
an  address  by  Mayor  Craig,  after  which  a  small  army  of  dis- 
tinguished guests  were  received  with  appropriate  honours, 
and  the  Grand  Z.  plunged  into  his  address,  giving  full  detail 
of  a  constructive  year's  labours,  touching  also  on  Capitular 
history  in  the  Dominion,  in  his  many  visitations  traveling 
16,000  miles, 

"Reports  of  District  Superintendents  indicated  that  the 
Chapters  generally  were  in  fine  condition,  efficient  in  work, 
and  full  of  optimism  and  enthusiasm." 

Under  holding  Chapters  in  adjacent  towns  this 
comment  was  made: — 

"Requests  such  as  this  should  be  encouraged  as  much  as 
possible,  for  in  some  of  these  small  towns  or  villages,  where 
proper  facilities  exist,  it  may  be  the  means,  at  some  future 
date,  of  having  new  Chapters  found  there." 

We  thank  him  for  his  encouragement  given  to 
this  Reviewer: — 

"Companion  Ponton  again  submitted  his  usual  able  and 
entertaining  Capitular  Correspondence.  This  opening  para- 
graph indicates  the  character  of  his  superb  reviews. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  is  proud  of  this  Grand 
Representative  and  would  be  delighted  to  welcome  him." 

District  of  Columbia  is  fertile  in  working 
ideas: — 

"A  High  Priests'  Association  meets  monthly  and  seems  to 
be  doing  much  toward  'dispensing  true  Masonic  light.' 

"The  Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures  asked  that  the 
words,  'Grand  Royal  Arch  Word'  be  changed  to  'the  Great 
and  Sacred  Name,'  and  that  was  adopted." 

Kentucky  and  Georgia  Chapter  Masons  are 
strong  in  the  support  of  their  Homes : — 

"Reports  on  'Our  Homes'  show  that  the  heart  of  Kentucky 
Masonry  holds  big  place  for  the  needs  of  indigent  Masons, 
widows,  and  children." 

New  Zealand  always  excites  the  interest  of 
Reviewers: — 

"A  spirited  discussion  arose  over  a  proposition  to  amend 
the  Constitution  so  that  any  Companion  may,  by  merit  and 
ability,  be  elected  as  First  Principal  of  his  Chapter— as  it 
should  be." 

A  gentle  little  "High  Priest"  touch  or  thrust 
under  Utah: — 

"Four  postulants  were  divested  of  $10.00  of  their  substance 
and  were  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.  Bibles  were  presented  to  the  four 
admitted  the  year  before." 

Membership,  15,438.    Loss,  692. 
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IDAHO

The  Twenty-second  Convocation  convened  in 
Masonic  Temple  at  Blackf  oot,  13th  May,  1930.  Thir- 
teen Past  Grand  High  Priests  reviving  their  youth 
by  contact  with  the  younger  Brethren. 

General  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  Clark  Davis 
was  a  welcome  guest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  emphasizes  in  his  ad- 
dress the  enterprise  and  hospitality  of  Pocatello 
Chapter,  who  welcomed  him  and  other  distinguished 
guests  twice  during  the  year. 

A  little  touch  of  the  romance  of  nature  is  found 
in  the  following: — 

The  early  start  was  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  us  to 
attend  the  first  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Utah,  which  was  convened  in  an 
aspen  grove  at  sunrise  on  the  summit  of  the  Wasatch  range 
of  mountains.  The  session  of  the  Grand  Council  was  neces- 
sarily short,  although  reports  were  received,  committees  ap- 
pointed, officers  elected  and  installed,  Companion  Davis  acting 
as  Installing  Officer. 

"Time  will  not  permit  the  recounting  of  all  the  honours 
and  fraternal  courtesies  extended  to  us  by  the  good  Com- 
panions of  Utah.  Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  our  greeting  was 
most  cordial  and  sincere.  Our  entertainment  was  generous 
to  a  marked  degree,  and  the  pleasure  afforded  us  by  our  visit 
to  them  will  ever  be  a  happy  memory." 

Among  his  decisions  we  find  that  a  Companion 
who  was  suspended  for  cause  by  his  Lodge,  which 
action  automatically  suspended  him  in  his  Chapter, 
was  without  action  of  the  Chapter  save  a  noting  on 
the  records,  restored  to  membership  on  being  rein- 
stated by  his  Lodge. 

The  G.H.P.  went  on  an  extensive  tour  of  the 
whole  Jurisdiction,  which  he  vividly  describes. 

In  his  conclusion  he  sums  up  his  work  thus: — 
"Some  five  thousand    miles  have  been  travelled  over   the 
mountains  and  plains  of  this  fair  State. 

"An  almost  incredible  number  of  letters  have  been  written 
personally,  and  I  have  sought  every  opportunity  to  impress 
upon  the  officers  and  members  that  the  Grand  Chapter  is 
keenly  interested  in  their  welfare. 
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"Our  Grand  Lecturer,  who  accompanied  me  on  the  long 
journey,  has  brought  to  me  a  newer,  fuller,  richer  realization 
of  the  real  meaning  of  the  words:  Brother,  Companion, 
Friend." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  appear. 

Membership,  2,591.     Net  loss,  94. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  winds  up  his  report  with 
the  following  verses: — 

"  Tis  not  the  goal  that  makes  you  great ; 
Tis  not  the  medal  you  may  win; 
'Tis  not  the  cup  or  silver  plate, 

To  tell  the  struggles  you've  been  in, 

That  shall  count  your  real  worth, 

For  cheats  sometimes  the  prizes  claim; 

The  proof  of  merit  on  this  earth 

Is  the  way  you  play  the  game. 

"No  matter  what  the  fame  or  prize, 
How  rich  the  victor's  share, 
No  happiness  in  conquest  lies 
Unless  your  battle  has  been  fair." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  quote: — 

"Thou  hast  but  taken  up  thy  lamp  and  gone  to  bed. 
I  stay  a  little  longer,  as  one  stays 
To  cover  up  the  embers  that  still  burn." 

A  memorial  service  was  held  on  the  second  day 
with  great  ceremony  thus  described: — 

"Upon  reaching  the  East  they  turned  inward  until  the 
Royal  Arch  banner,  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  the 
Grand  High  Priest  had  passed  through  the  lines;  then  each 
officer  marched  to  his  respective  station.  The  assembly  being 
seated,  the  following  anthem  was  sung: 

"  'Before  the  hills  in  order  stood, 

Or  earth  received  her  frame, 

From  everlasting  Thou  art  God 

To  endless  years  the  same.'  " 

The  Grand  Chaplain's  invocation  contained  the 
following: — 

"For  the  benefactors  and  pillars  of  our  most  holy  Order 
from  the  ancient  time  until  now ;  and  especially  for  these  thy 
servants  of  our  brotherhood  whom  we  now  commemorate,  and 
who,  having  departed  this  life  in  thy  faith  and  fear,  have 
passed  from  their  sojourning  in  this  early  vineyard  to  receive 
wages  in  the  Supreme  Chapter  on  High." 
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Edward  R.  Chrisman  was  elected  G.H.P. 
The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  report: — 

"We  recommend  that  the    following    question    be    incor- 
porated in  the  petition  for  the  degrees  or  for  membership : 
"  'When  and  where  were  you  made  a  Master  Mason?' " 

A  watch  instead  of  a  jewel  is  Idaho's  gift  to  her 
retiring  Grand  High  Priests: — 

"May  its  every  tick  remind  you  of  this  occasion,  ever  re- 
membering that  now  you  are  well  watched  and  that  it  may 
always  be  a  pleasure  for  you  to  wear  it." 

Then  a  list  of  memory  pages: — 

"Beyond  the  sunset's  crimson  bars, 
Beyond  the  twilight  and  the  stars, 
Beyond  the  midnight  and  the  dark, 
They  have  sailed  on  into  the  dawn  of  that  to-morrow 
Where  hearts  shall  find  the  end  of  sorrow 
And  love  shall  find  its  own." 

W.  H.  G.  Garrioch,  of  Ottawa,  represents  Idaho, 
and  Charles  Hartung  represents  Canada. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  in  the  capable 
hands  of  Frank  G.  Burroughs,  who  says  in  his 
Foreword: — 

"I  am  handicapped  in  following  such  an  illustrious  pre- 
decessor. Companion  Knepper,  who  handled  this  job  for 
many  years,  has  left  the  Jurisdiction  and  his  loss  is  irrepa- 
rable. He  possessed  a  brand  of  sardonic  humour  and  critical 
interpretation  that  can  only  be  duplicated  by  himself." 

Arkansas  Grand  High  Priest's  mournful  ulula- 
tion  of  woe  receives  this  comment  from  our  piquant 
colleague: — 

"Migosh!  That's  certainly  awful.  We  didn't  know  that 
things  were  quite  so  bad.  Companion  Moore  should  come  out 
to  Idaho  and  see  real  natural  bloom  on  rosy  cheeks  of  our 
Idaho  maidens. 

He  quotes  British   Columbia's  comment  in  his 

review: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  was  very  brief  in  his  address, 
'leaving  verbal  pyrotechnics  for  others,  he  being  a  working 
man.'  " 

This  from  California: — 

"He  thinks  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  is  a 
'useless  appendage,'  and  he's  not  lonesome  in  his  'thinks. 

"When  Companion  Reese  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
he  was  at  home  critically  ill  and  most  of  his  year  was  spent 
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in  convalescence.  The  thought  persists  that  if  a  sick  nuan 
could  write  such  a  message  as  this  is,  so  forceful,  so  relevant, 
so  entirely  good,  what  could  he  do  if  he  were  really  well?" 

Canada  is  satisfyingly  reviewed: — 

"The  portrait  of  the  Grand  Z.  shows  a  very  dignified  and 
good-looking  gentleman  and  he  wears  his  multiplicity  of 
collars  and  badges  with  graceful  equanimity. 

"The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular 
masonry  contained  nuggets  of  thought  worth  recording. 

"The  review  is  by  William  Nisbet  Ponton.  This  is  his 
foreword. 

"Companion  Ponton  is  the  only  Reviewer,  so  far  as  we 
have  observed,  who  found  enough  in  Idaho's  doings  to  make 
a  three-page  review.     Thanks." 

This  comment  under  Colorado: — 
"Don't  know  whether  we  like  the  idea  of  Colorado  in 
printing  the  list  of  names  of  Companions  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  Many  of  these  will  doubtless  want  to  come 
back  when  better  financial  conditions  obtain.  One  hundred 
and  sixty  Companions  were  thus  advertised." 

This  under  Delaware.  Our  confrere  evidently 
enjoys  himself: — 

"A  wonderful  picture  of  Companion  Long  adorns  the 
frontispiece.  Idaho's  Reviewer  last  year  commented  upon  the 
'good  looks'  of  his  predecessor,  so  I  suppose  I  can  do  no  less 
for  Companion  Long — even  if  it  hurts." 

This  prescription  will  bear  reproduction  from  the 
review  of  Indiana: — 

"Only  one  foreign  Jurisdiction,  so  far  as  the  figures  are 
given,  shows  a  loss.  It  seems  to  be  an  American  ailment, 
needing  an  American  remedy.  Some  soporifics  and  a  few  mild 
laxatives  have  been  administered;  but  it  will  require  the 
calomel  and  blue  mass  of  heroic  endeavour  to  loosen  up  the 
chronic  trouble.  And  don't  expect  the  High  Priest,  or  the 
'over-paid'  Secretary,  to  get  you  a  cure;  for  there  will  not  be 
a  cure  until  the  right  kind  of  leaders  are  found  for  each 
Chapter  and  a  membership  sufficiently  inspired  and  enthused 
to  follow  that  Leader.  Get  a  bellweather  and  follow  the 
tinkle.    Get  me?    FOLLOW;  and  follow  through." 

A  little  delicate  satire  under  Nebraska: — 

"There's  a  little  plaintiveness  in  this  and  he  goes  on  to 
say: 

"  'After  careful  consideration  we  ordered  that  the  advance 
copies  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  be  not  printed 
with  a  saving  of  $84.' 

"Which  just  comes  under  the  head  of  too  bad,  because  the 
Companions  doubtless  like  to  see  the  review  before  they  get  a 
chance  to  sight  the  volume  of  Proceedings.  Anyway,  eighty- 
four  dollars  is  eighty-four  dollars." 
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As  to  entertaining  Grand  Chapter  we  read: — 
"Better  adopt    tlie  Idaho  plan,  which  gives    to  the    host 

Chapter  a  fund  to  use   for  expenses    of   entertaining  Grand 

Chapter." 

ILLINOIS 

Edward  E.  Core,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

James  E.  Jeffers,  R.E.  Granad  Secretary. 

The  Eightieth  Convocation  convened  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  of  the  La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago,  24th  Octo- 
ber, 1929. 

From  the  invocation  of  Grand  Chaplain  Shirey 
we  take  these  two  impressive  thoughts: — 

"Since  Thou  hast  given  us  so  much  Thou  hast  a  right  to 
expect  much  in  return  from  us.  We  would  not  disappoint 
Thee.  We  would  be  truly  Thy  Noblemen  to-day  and  in  every 
day, — Just  and  upright,  clean  of  mind  and  lips  and  hands. 

"May  our  Nation  and  all  Nations  of  the  world  feel  the 
strength  of  our  manhood,  and  the  purity  of  our  purpose  as  it 
stands  unwaveringly  against  all  crime,  and  injustice,  and  law- 
lessness, and  all  that  is  base  and  low." 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  strengthened 
the  presiding  Officer  and  Companions. 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
Fred.  W.  Soady. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest,  who  was 
present,  said: — 

"I  think  these  interstate  visitations  are  a  wonderful  thing." 

The  G.H.P.  began  by  saying  that  he  had  sensed 
keenly  the  responsibilities  devolving  upon  him  and 
adds: — 

"How  well  I  have  succeeded  or  how  far  short  of  reaching 
the  coveted  goal  'Success'  shall  be  left  to  you  for  decision." 

Of  the  Home  and  the  Royal  Arch  Memorial  Hos- 
pital and  the  farm  connected  therewith  he  well 
says: — 

"This  institution  is  indeed  a  magnificent  one,  serving  two 
hundred  and  thirty  aged  Masons  and  their  dependents  with 
all  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  a  modern  home,  excellent 
hospital  facilities  for  those  requiring  such  attention  and 
beautiful  surroundings.  A  farm  that  is  an  example  of 
scientific  management  and  an  institution  that  should  be  the 
pride  of  every  Mason." 
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The  Inspectors  of  27  Districts  reported  briefly 
and  succinctly. 

Membership  89,396.  Net  decrease,  1,565.  As  to 
this  deplorable  condition  see  comment  later  on. 

David  S.  Davidson  who  was  born  in  Scotland  and 
had  spent  some  years  in  Canada,  was  elected 
G.H.P. 

Then  came  an  oration  by  Grand  Chaplain  Shirley 
which  was  entirely  out  of  the  common  run  of  plati- 
tudinous addresses.  We  give  the  following  illustra- 
tion of  his  impressive  style: — 

"We  Masons  are  more  than  commonplace.  Would  that 
High-Grade  men  were  more  commonplace  than  they  are. 
Coleridge  sometimes  became  somewhat  boresome.  He  said: 
'Lamb  did  you  ever  hear  me  preach'?  Lamb  answered  like  a 
man  who  stuttered — just  a  little,  like  a  man  who  was  partially 
cured — so  that  he  could  order  Chrysanthemums  before  they 
withered — 'I — I  —  n —  never  h —  h —  heard  you  do  anything 
else.'  Now  I  am  very  sure  I  am  not  supposed  to  preach  to 
you.  So  what  shall  I  talk  about?  A  young  minister  was  in 
trouble  in  his  first  pastorate.  He  wrote  his  uncle  about  it — 
'Dear  Uncle:  I  am  in  trouble.  I  don't  know  what  to  preach 
about.  If  I  preach  on  history  there  is  Professor  Historicus 
who  will  be  sure  to  trip  me  up.  If  I  talk  about  science  Pro- 
fessor Scie'ntificus  will  take  me  to  task.  So  what  shall  I  do'  ? 
His  uncle  wrote  him:  'Son,  try  the  Bible  on  them.  They  prob- 
ably don't  know  much  about  that.'    Yet  I  hesitate  here. 

"If  our  State,  or  any  part  of  it,  runs  rampant  after  any 
foolishness  the  shame  is  to  us.  May  I  be  permitted  to  press 
this  business  of  co-operation  in  a  great  task  of  this  great 
strategic  day.  Kipling  wrote  many  wise  and  great  things. 
One  of  them  is  'The  Wolf  and  the  Pack.'  In  this  he  says: 
'And  the  strength  of  the  Pack  is  the  Wolf.'  That's  his  way  of 
saying  that  the  success  of  the  Pack  depends  on  the  strength, 
the  daring,  the  tenacity,  of  each  wolf.  And  that  is  true  of 
organizations  as  well  as  wolves.  Only  strong,  noble,  high- 
class  individual  men  ever  bring  anything  to  pass  in  any  order 
or  party.  But  a  little  later  Kipling  changes  it  about  and  says : 
'The  strength  of  the  Wolf  is  the  Pack.'  One  of  the  'Tradi- 
tional Old  Man's  sticks'  is  easily  broken.  But  the  whole 
bundle  resists  the  best  efforts  of  the  strongest  man." 

"It's  great  to  say  'Good-morning'! 
It's  fine  to  say  'Hello'! 
But  better  still  to  grasp  the  hand 
Of  loyal  friend  you  know! 
A  look  may  be  forgotten ! 
A  word  misunderstood! 
But  the  touch  of  the  human  hand 
Is  the  pledge  of  Brotherhood"! 
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"Here  is  the  place  where  Little  Arthur  knelt  to  say  his 
prayers  that  first  night.  The  other  boys  guyed  him.  Tom 
Brown  took  it  all  in.  Then  he  picked  up  one  boot  and  sent  it 
with  sort  of  an  inspired  aim  to  the  place  that  it  would  do  the 
most  good  and  said :  'Now  if  any  other  fellow  wants  the  other 
boot  he  knows  how  to  get  it.'  'Now,'  said  the  conductor  of 
the  party,  'it  has  been  easier  for  English  boys  to  say  their 
prayers  ever  since  that  evening.' 

"Blessed  is  the  man,  be  he  in  Rugby,  or  Chicago,  or  in 
any  other  place  who  makes  it  easier  for  men  and  boys  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  Most  High  God." 

"Thou  must  thyself  be  true 
If  Thou  the  truth  wouldst  teach." 

Grand  Master  Mullen  made  an  excellent  speech, 
the  keynote  of  which  was  that  "Friendship  is  beyond 
speech." 

Joseph  J.  Shelley,  of  Toronto,  is  the  worthy 
representative  of  Illinois. 

We  note  in  the  roster  of  Chapters  that  Belleville, 
No.  106,  is  one  of  the  constituents  of  Illinois. 

The  Report  on  Fraternal  Relations  is  again  pre- 
pared by  that  excellent  man  and  Mason,  Everett  R. 
Turnbull,  P.G.H.P.,  from  whose  striking  introduc- 
tion and  rallying  call  we  take  the  following: — 

"When  Zerubbabel  and  his  associates  had  completed  the 
second  Temple  the  people,  for  a  short  time,  were  very  zealous 
and  conformed  strictly  to  the  law,  but,  after  a  few  years, 
many  of  the  leaders  married  foreign  wives,  and  other  nations 
interfered  until  religious  affairs  were  at  a  very  low  ebb. 
One  day  a  man  named  Nehemiah  heard  some  men  talking 
about  the  miserable  condition  of  the  Jewish  nation  and  their 
capital.  Fired  with  zeal  he  obtained  permission  to  go  to 
Jerusalem  and  attempt  to  restore  the  city  and  revive  interest 
in  religious  worship.    His  first  move  was  this: 

"  'I  went  out  by  night — and  viewed  the  walls  of  Jerusalem 
which  were  broken  down  and  the  gates  thereof  were  consumed 
by  fire. 

"  'And  the  rulers  knew  not  whether  I  went,  or  what  I  did.' 

"First,  he  located  the  trouble  and  afterwards  went  to  the 
people  with  a  remedy: 

"  'Come,  let  us  build  up  the  wall  of  Jerusalem,  that  we  be 
no  more  a  reproach.' 

"  'And  they  said,  Let  us  rise  and  build.  So  they  strength- 
ened their  hands  for  the  good  work.' 

"A  little  further  on  he  tells  us : 

"'So  we  built  the  wall;— for  the  people  had  a  mind  to 
work.' 
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"It  required  a  man  with  a  will  to  do  and  a  vision  to  locate 
the  trouble  to  enthuse  the  people  but — it  required  all  the 
people  to  complete  the  work — not  Nehemiah  and  a  few  asso- 
ciates only.  Our  present  day  Nehemiahs  have  located  the 
trouble  and  told  us  the  way  to  remedy  it.  Now  it  is  for  the 
entire  membership  to  rise  up  and  say — 'Come  let  us  build/ 
Not  the  High  Priest  and  Secretary  alone  but  all  the  members. 
There  must  be  as  much  interest  shown  in  trying  to  save  the 
delinquent  member  as  there  was  in  getting  his  petition.  If 
we  are  to  overcome  this  menacing  condition  we  must  all  'have 
a  mind  to  work.'  We  must  take  for  our  rule  and  guide  the 
old  motto,  'All  for  one,  and  one  for  all.'  " 

Of  Arizona's  Roskruge  our  colleague  says: — 

"Having  lived  as  he  did  he  'wrapped  the  drapery  of  his 
couch  around  him  and  laid  down  to  pleasant  dreams.'  " 

Connecticut  always  furnishes  something  worth 
while  and  this  go-as-you-please  style  of  opening,  our 
Reviewer  took  from  information  furnished  him  by 
the  late  C.  H.  Smart,  who  was  a  native  of  New 
England: — 

"George  A.  Kies,  Grand  Secretary,  walked  in  about  10 
a.m.,  with  'faltering  step  and  slow,'  a  bundle  of  books  and 
papers  under  his  arm  and  a  lead  pencil  over  his  left  ear, 
arranged  his  paraphernalia  upon  the  table,  nodded  at  Grand 
High  Priest  Edward  A.  Klatte  as  if  to  say,  'I  am  ready —  let 
her  go,  Gallagher' — in  other  words,  'Start  your  fireworks' — 
and  that  officer  at  once  opened  the  Grand  Chapter  in  ample 
form,  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain." 

North  Carolina  and  Allen  of  course  give  ample 
material  for  comment: — 

"That  there  have  been  weaknesses,  no  one  has  denied. 
Boom  times  never  cure  weaknesses;  stringency  always  does. 
The  bright  lights  of  the  show  day  when  the  band  is  playing 
and  there  is  glitter,  and  when  King  Humbug  rules,  never 
produce  introspection ;  but  it  was  Whittier  who  sang — 

"  'Stand  still,  my  soul  in  the  silent  dark; 
I  would  question  thee.' 

"And  it  is  well  for  any  institution  to  stand  in  the  stillness 
sometimes  and  take  inventory  of  its  very  soul  of  souls.  Thus 
it  is  with  us.    We  shall  emerge  better  and  fitter." 

Alberta  again  receives  by  far  the  longest  review. 
Space  only  permits  one  paragraph: — 

"He  also  discussed  'that  excellent  virtue  we  term 
LOYALTY,'  showing  how  the  citizens  of  the  British  Empire 
had  been  loyal  to  their  beliefs  from  the  days  of  King  Arthur 
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to  the  present  time  and  advised  his  Companions  to  prove  their 
loyalty." 

From  British  Columbia  review  we  take  the 
following: — 

"It  is  the  personal  opinion  of  the  writer  that  if  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  to  have  our  Canadian  Companions  confer 
their  Royal  Arch  Degree  during  the  coming  Tri-ennial  the 
largest  auditorium  in  the  city  would  be  needed  to  hold  the 
crowd.  I  offer  this  as  a  suggestion  to  those  in  charge  of  the 
programme. 

"The  five  District  Superintendents  were  given  the  title  of 
Right  Excellent  for  services  rendered.  This  means  exactly 
what  it  says — 'services  rendered.'  Officers  in  this  Jurisdiction 
do  not  automatically  acquire  titles  by  virtue  of  appointment." 
Canada  is  treated  on  a  favoured  nation  basis: — 
"The  Address  of  Welcome  by  the  representative  of  the 
local  Chapter,  Ancient  Frontenac  and  Cataraqui,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  Kingston  is  the  home  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Canada  and  gave  some  facts  that  will  be  inter- 
esting to  Illinois  Companions. 

"A  cable  was  sent  to  the  King  wishing  him  renewed  health 
and  strength  and  pledging  loyal  allegiance  and  loving  devo- 
tion to  his  throne  and  person. 

"The  Capitular  Correspondence  is  again  from  the  fluent 
pen  of  Companion  Ponton.  No  Canadian  who  has  read  this 
report  can  plead  ignorance  of  Capitular  conditions  throughout 
the  world.  Illinois  was  given  generous  and  favourable  men- 
tion.    He  concluded  with  an  appeal  for  unity  in  Masonry: 

"  'Let  us  strengthen  the  grip  of  hands  and  hearts  across 
the  Seas — across  the  Lakes.  Royal  and  Master  Craftsman- 
ship is  co-operative." 

This  from  England: — 

"The  word  'distance'  has  a  very  different  meaning  in  India 
from  what  it  does  in  England  or  in  this  country.    He  said : 

"  'I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  the  length  of  one  Dis- 
trict is  as  far  as  from  here  (London)  to  Moscow.' 

"This  would  be  equivalent  to  having  a  Chapter  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  in  an  Illinois  District.  Another  phase  of  the 
'distance'  question.  They  consecrated  a  Chapter  in  Burma 
with  only  eleven  members  but: 

"  'They  elected  seventeen  Companions  as  joining  members, 
and  said  that  qualified  Companions  would  come  from  Manda- 
lay  and  Colombo — a  mere  twenty-four  hours'  journey — to  see 
them  through  their  early  stages,  and  we  saw  no  reason  to 
differ  from  their  view ;  but  I  think  I  have  said  enough  to  show 
that  it  is  not  surprising  if  ritual  takes  rather  diverse  forms.' 
"  'A  mere  twenty-four  hours'  journey'  just  to  be  neigh- 
bourly and  help  out  a  little.  This  at  their  own  expense 
because  our  English  Companions  know  nothing  about  mileage 
and  per  diem."

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IOWA 

Chester  H.  Eckles,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Orvis  F.  Graves,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-sixth  Convocation  opened  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  17th  October,  1929.  Sixteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  foregathered  in  the  Grand  East  to  aid 
in  celebrating  the  seventy-fifth  Anniversary  of  the 
foundation  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Among  the  distinguished  visitors  is  a  new  title 
for  us,  Eminent  Grand  Generalissimo,  Knights 
Templar  of  Iowa  (we  do  not  deal  in  such  superla- 
tives in  Canada),  and  representatives  of  Wisconsin, 
South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  R.  and  S.  Masters,  Ne- 
braska, Missouri,  General  Grand  Chapter,  North 
Dakota  and  Grand  Master  Dewey  of  Iowa,  all 
assembled  to  do  honour  to  the  celebration  of  the 
Anniversary. 

The  General  High  Priest,  in  acknowledging  the 
welcome  accorded,  said: — 

"We  are  neighbours  with  only  the  Mississippi  River  for  a 
partition  fence  as  it  were,  many  of  your  people  came  from 
Illinois,  our  occupations  and  aims  in  life  are  much  the  same, 
we  visit  back  and  forth  as  one  great  family  Masonically  and 
otherwise,  which  is  as  it  should  be." 

E.  W.  F.  Holler  represented  Canada  at  the  Altar. 
The  G.H.P.  thus  addressed  new  members: — 

"To  those  of  you  who  are  making  your  first  visit  to  this 
Grand  Chapter,  I  hope  you  will  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the 
meeting,  form  new  friendships,  and  be  prepared  to  carry  on 
this  work  in  future  years." 

Under  Necrology  he  touchingly  said: — 

"We  drop  the  everlasting  sprig  of  acacia  to  our  invisible 
Companions,  who  have  been  changed  in  God's  own  way  and 
at  his  bidding,  and  we  hope  and  pray  that  they  have  now 
been  lifted  to  that  sublime  degree  of  comradeship." 

As  to  loss  of  members  and  the  remedy  he  speaks 
out  in  open  meeting  in  words  that  burn  into  the 
hearts  of  all  that  have  not  been  doing  their  indi- 
vidual duty:  — 

"We  were  still  losing  members;  and  after  careful  study  of 
the  Chapters,  I  am  not  at  all  surprised  at  the  result,  but  I  am 
surprised  that  this  Grand  Body  will  permit  any  subordinate 
Chapter  to  hold  a   Charter  and   completely  control  a  large 
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territory,  when  the  officers  of  that  Chapter  could  not  give  any 
one  of  the  four  degrees. 

"We  have  a  few  High  Priests  that  seem  to  hold  their  office 
for  honour  only;  to  you  few  in  this  apparent  class,  there  is  no 
honour  due.  We  also  have  a  few  Secretaries  that  should 
resign  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  Regardless  of  how  efficient 
he  may  have  been  in  the  past,  he  is  now  a  liability  instead  of 
an  asset,  and  the  Chapter  gets  the  blame  for  his  neglect. 

"You  do  not  need  to  modernize  Masonry,  but  a  number  of 
the  Chapters  do  need  to  modernize  the  method  of  conducting 
the  affairs  of  their  Chapter. 

"We  could  worship  God  in  an  old  run-down  church,  but 
we  don't,  we  make  our  place  of  meeting  as  attractive  as  pos- 
sible. We  could  live  in  homes  that  are  not  modern,  but  we 
won't,  we  strive  to  equip  our  homes.  A  dozen  dealers  tried  to 
interest  you  in  a  car.  If  these  methods  are  good  for  our 
church  and  our  home,  why  not  for  Capitular  Masonry?  Adver- 
tise in  a  dignified  way,  make  a  salesman  of  yourself  by  telling 
some  Brother  Mason  what  your  Chapter  has  to  offer  him,  and 
last  but  not  least,  don't  disappoint  him  after  you  get  the  peti- 
tion, give  him  the  type  of  work  that  he  has  a  right  to  expect, 
treat  him  with  respect  and  show  him  every  consideration  pos- 
sible. In  fact,  cement  him  so  close  in  your  organization  that 
he  will  feel  that  it  is  a  privilege  to  be  a  member.  If  ten  Com- 
panions in  each  Chapter  would  conscientiously  do  these  things, 
the  Grand  Chapter  would  double  its  membership  in  five  years 
and  a  great  many  of  the  worries  of  your  Grand  Officers  would 
be  eliminated." 

Referring  to  a  successful  get  together  meeting  at 
Des  Moines  he  encouragingly  says: — 

"We  need  more  of  such  meetings  throughout  the  State; 
they  are  flavoured  with  progressiveism,  they  drive  away 
depression,  create  good  fellowship  and  form  'team  work.' 

The  Secretaries'  Guild  is  a  fertile  factor  of 
work: — 

"It  is  well  worth  the  time  and  expense  to  meet  with  the 
Guild,  you  gain  a  broader  knowledge  of  the  conditions  existing 
over  the  State,  you  profit  by  the  experiences  of  other  members 
working  in  the  same  capacity,  you  aid  others  by  proposing 
plans  that  have  proven  successful  in  your  local  territory." 

Charles  A.  Schlichter  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  Necrology  Committee  present  a  report  far 
out  of  the  ordinary,  using  for  text  and  context  these 
lines: — 
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"Believing,  in  the  midst  of  our  afflictions, 
That  death  is  a  beginning,  not  an  end, 

We  cry  to  them,  and  send 
Farewells,  that  better  might  be   called  predictions, 
Being  foreshadowings  of  the  future,  thrown 

Into  the  vast  unknown." 

"Nature  cannot  endure  desolation  and  death." 
"Life  is  ever  lord  of  death." 

"As  a  shaft  that  is  sped  from  a  bow  unseen  to  an  unseen 

mark, 
As  a  bird  that  gleams  in  the  firelight,  and  hurries  from  dark 

to  dark, 
As  the  face  of  a  stranger  who  smiles  as  we  passed  in  the 

crowded  street, 
Our  life  is  a  glimmer,  a  flutter,  a  memory,  fading,  yet  sweet." 

Then  follows  a  long  and  most  interesting  report 
of  the  ceremonies  attending  the  observance  of  the 
75th  Anniversary  of  Iowa  thus  introduced: — 

"At  the  hour  of  two  P.M.,  the  Officers,  Members  and 
Representatives  comprising  the  Grand  Chapter,  together  with 
the  Representatives  of  all  the  other  Masonic  State  Grand 
Bodies,  their  families  and  friends  sojourning  in  Cedar  Rapids, 
assembled  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Masonic  Temple." 

Grand  Chaplain  Fraser  uttered  this  invoca- 
tion:— 

"0  God,  we  beseech  Thee,  guard  our  souls;  sustain  our 
bodies ;  exalt  our  senses ;  direct  our  course ;  regulate  our  man- 
ners; bless  our  undertakings;  fulfill  our  petitions;  inspire  us 
with  holy  thoughts;  pardon  what  is  past;  rectify  what  is 
present ;  order  what  is  to  come." 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  in  acknowledging 
the  welcome  quoted  that  beautiful  tribute  to 
Music: — 

"Now  to  my  enraptured  ear 
Let  one  sweet  song  be  given, 
May  music  soothe  me  last  on  earth 
And  greet  me  first,  in  heaven." 

G.H.P.  Eckles  made  an  eloquent  address: — 

"And  I  ask  you — what  are  we  doing  for  the  boy  and  girl 
that  is  travelling  at  this  breath-taking  pace? 

"Friends,   there   is  no  neutral  ground   on  this  question." 

P.G.G.P.  Cogswell  recounted  some  of  the  events 
of  the  past:  — 

"A  very  unusual  event  occurred  during  the  history  of  this 
Grand   Body  which   has  no  parallel   in  this   or  many  other 
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states.  We  have  with  us  to-day  Charles  A.  Dewey,  Present 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa.  He  followed, 
after  many  years,  his  illustrious  father,  Almon  R.  Dewey, 
who  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  both  Grand  High 
Priests,  likewise  both  presided  as  Judge  on  the  bench  and 
also  both  lawyers,  a  history  very  unique  and  whom  we  are 
glad  to  honour." 

P.G.H.P.  Masters  introduced  the  eternal  quest, 
"What  of  the  Future?" 

"As  Royal  Arch  Masons  we  have  drawn  freely  upon  the 
prophecies  of  Haggai,  Jeremiah  and  the  other  prophets  to 
point  our  morals  and  to  adorn  our  Capitular  teachings.  Since 
that  period  of  history  the  gift  of  prophecy  has  been  almost 
wholly  denied  to  us  mortals,  the  nearest  approach  being  the 
doggerel  of  Mother  Shipton  uttered  in  1488,  some  excerpts 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

"  'Carriages  without  horses  shall  go 
And  accidents  fill  the  world  with  woe, 
Around  the  world  thoughts  shall  fly 
In  the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 

"  'Under  the  water  men  shall  walk, 
Shall  ride,  shall  sleep,  shall  talk, 
In  the  air  men  shall  be  seen 
In  white,  in  black,  in  green. 
Iron  in  the  water  shall  float 
As  easy  as  a  wooden  boat. 

"  'The  world  to  an  end  shall  come 
In  nineteen  hundred  twenty-one.' 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  lines  were  originally 
written  441  years  ago  and  that  every  prophecy  has  come  true 
except  that  contained  in  the  last  line." 

But  there  are  other  prophesies  founded  on  Holy 
Writ  of  which  he  says: — 

"When  the  rulers  and  the  people  of  the  iniquitous  Jewish 
nation  were  at  the  height  of  their  folly  'God  sent  to  them  by 
his  messengers,  rising  up  betimes  and  sending  because  he  had 
compassion  upon  his  people  and  upon  his  dwelling  place.' 
Companions,  God  is  still  sending  his  messengers  to  you  and  to 
me,  exhorting  us  to  be  faithful." 

Probably  the  address  of  the  day  was  given  by 
Grand  Master  Dewey.  Space  only  permits  two 
extracts: — 

"We  are  living  in  an  experimental  age  of  government  in 
this  United  States,  wherein  we  are  trying  as  individuals,  and 
without   supervision  by   a   King  or  an   Emperor,   to  run   a 
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country  by  ourselves,  and  retain  unto  ourselves  the  greatest 
degree  of  liberty  consonant  with  an  orderly  scheme  of 
government. 

"But  the  increased  standard  of  living,  the  wealth  accrued 
from  advancement  in  science  and  invention,  and  the  liberality 
of  our  laws  in  protecting  the  rights  of  the  individual,  all  have 
encouraged  moral  delinquencies  and  immoral  practices  that 
threaten  society  and  even  our  government  itself. 

"Don't  be  discouraged!  Keep  up  the  work!  I  assure  you 
that  teaching  moral  principles  to  the  men  of  the  nation  is  as 
important  an  undertaking  as  is  education  along  other  lines, 
and  a  very  necessary  complement  thereto." 

Louis  Block  represented  the  Scottish  Rite,  but 
the  following  extracts  should  appeal  not  merely  to 
the  Scottish  Rite  but  also  to  Masons  of  whatever 
rank  or  status  they  may  be:— 

"There  have  come  into  existence  of  late  a  number  of 
societies  calling  themselves  'Masonic'  which  are  really  and 
truly  not  such.  In  a  way  they  do  our  ancient  institution  more 
harm  than  do  the  clandestine  organizations.  These  last  are 
open  and  frank  fakes  and  frauds.  Your  barnacle  society,  the 
so-called  'side  order'  however,  claims  to  be  Masonic  when  it  is 
not  so.  By  basing  its  qualifications  for  membership  upon 
Masonic  memberships,  it  seeks  to  crawl  under  the  cover  of 
the  historically  high  reputation  of  our  fraternity. 

"The  zealots  who  espouse  the  cause  of  these  side  organiza- 
tions seem  to  have  so  little  respect  or  reverence  for  the  very 
institution,  membership  in  whose  ranks  they  make  a  prere- 
quisite for  joining  their  own  order.  Their  candidate  chasers 
invade  the  sanctity  of  the  lodge  room,  interfere  with  the 
workers,  make  the  candidate  feel  the  degree  work  is  but  of 
passing  importance,  a  matter  of  mere  incident  on  the  way  to 
the  'real  thing.'  Treating  the  Blue  Lodge  Degrees  as  mere 
stepping  stones,  they  tread  beneath  ruthless  feet  the  beautiful 
flowers  of  the  ritual,  in  a  mad  effort  to  rush  the  candidate 
into  their  fold.  Before  the  apprentice  is  dry  behind  the  ears 
he  is  harangued,  and  pestered,  brow-beaten  and  bulldozed, 
into  joining  their  gang  and  'having  a  good  time.'  The 
immemorial  dignity  and  decorum  of  the  lodge  is  disturbed." 

"Neither  rite  should  ask  any  odds  or  coddling,  from  the 
other,  nor  try  to  excuse  its  own  shortcomings  by  complaining 
of  the  success  of  the  other. 

"Those  of  us  who  belong  to  both  rites  know  how  essentially 
alike  are  our  aims,  purposes  and  ideals,  regardless  of  varia- 
tions in  our  forms,  ceremonies  and  rituals,  and  that  even 
these  are  more  nearly  alike  than  one  would  suspect." 


68  APPENDIX 

The  Grand  Matron  of  the  Eastern  Star  quoted : — 

"Use  well  the  moment;  what  the  hour 
Brings  for  thy  use  is  in  thy  power; 
Like  the  star 
That  shines  afar, 
Without  haste  and  without  rest, 
Let  each  man  wheel  with  steady  sway 
Round  the  task  that  rules  the  day 
And  do  his  best." 

General  G.H.P.  Davis  paid  this  deserved  compli- 
ment to  Iowa: — 

"Your  Library  has  a  national  if  not  a  world-wide  repu- 
tation as  the  best  Masonic  Library  in  the  world  and  the  best 
conducted  for  the  benefit  of  all  Masons  wherever  dispersed." 

Of  the  Temple  of  Masonry  generally,  P.G.H.P. 
Lawrence,  in  regard  to  the  builders  of  olden  days 
and  the  Temple,  said: — 

"In  the  words  of  our  Brother  Charles  Rand  Kennedy, 
'We  must  understand  that  it  is  no  dead  pile  of  stone  and 
unmeaning  timber,  but  it  is  a  living  thing.  Do  you  observe 
the  pillars  of  it,  going  up  like  the  brawny  trunks  of  heroes, 
its  bulwarks,  strong,  impregnable.  The  faces  of  little  children 
laugh  out  from  every  corner  stone,  the  beautiful  spans  and 
arches  of  it  are  the  joined  hands  of  the  brotherhood  and  up 
in  the  heights  and  spaces  are  inscribed  the  numberless  musings 
of  all  the  dreamers  of  the  world.  Do  you  realize  that  it  is 
yet  building?  Building  and  built  upon?  Listen,  do  you  hear 
it?  Listen  once  again,  sometimes  in  the  silence  of  the  night- 
time one  may  hear  the  tiny  hammerings  of  the  brethren  at 
work  in  the  dome,  the  Brethren  who  have  climbed  ahead. 
And  so  we  pray 

"  '0  Father,  grant  them  love  divine 
To  make  this  mystic  Temple  thine 
When  wasting  age  and  wearying  strife 
Have  sapped  the  leaning  wall  of  Life 
When  old  age  gathers  over  all 
And  the  last  tottering  pillars  fall 
Take  the  poor  dust  thy  mercy  warms 
And  mould  it  into  Heavenly  forms.'  " 

Iowa  is  represented  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Ed.  Lankin, 
of  Toronto. 

Edward  M.  Willard,  P.G.H.P.,  again  reviews 
fifty-five  Proceedings  of  Grand  Chapter. 

These  features  of  his  introduction  are  of  in- 
terest : — 
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"It  will  be  observed  that  the  net  gain  in  membership  is 
rapidly  diminishing. 

"There  are  eighteen  Grand  Chapters  of  the  United  States, 
including  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa,  using  the  revised  ritual 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

"There  are  eighty-seven  clandestine  Royal  Arch  Chapters 
in  the  United  States  including  the  one  in  Iowa. 

"The  germ  of  unrest  is  prevalent  throughout  the  United 
States  in  all  organizations,  and  we  are  no  exception. 

"With  the  passing  of  time,  conditions  are  continually 
changing.  The  ingenuity  of  man  is  bringing  about  variable 
changes  in  our  modes  and  conditions  of  life. 

"Courage  to  come  out  in  the  open  and  declare  for  all 
things  that  are  right  and  help  enforce  and  uphold  the  arm 
of  the  law,  ever  striving  to  bring  the  wrongdoer  to  justice. 

"The  officers  of  a  Chapter  may  attend  the  Convocations 
and  put  forth  every  effort  to  make  the  meetings  worth  while, 
but  to  do  so,  they  must  have  support  of  the  membership." 

He  concludes  with  these  inspiring  lines: — 

"Whoever  you  are,  be  noble; 
Whatever  you  do,  do  well ; 
Whenever  you  speak,  speak  kindly; 
Give  joy  wherever  you  dwell." 

Alberta  receives  the  longest  review  from  our 
colleague.  We  all  find  good  matter  there.  He 
quotes: — 

"The  citizen  or  Mason  on  great  occasions  knows  and  obeys 
the  voice  of  his  calling,  whether  it  appeals  to  a  base  or  noble 
passion.  The  clarion  call,  'Sons  of  France,  away  to  glory' 
aroused  their  dominant  passion.  And  one  October  morning 
in  Trafalgar  Bay,  there  was  another  appealing  cry:  'England 
expects  every  man  will  do  his  duty.'  A  call  re-echoed  and 
intensified  to-day.  Sons  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  'awake  to 
glory' — action!  'Royal  Arch  Masonry  expects  every  Com- 
panion will  do  his  duty.'     As  Browning  says: 

"  'It  takes  a  soul  to  move  a  body; 

It  takes  a  high-souled  man  to  move  the  masses,  even  to  a 
clearer  sky.' 

"And  may  your  prayer  be  that  of  the  Greek  sailor,  which 
has  been  preserved  for  us  by  Seneca: 

"  '0  God,  you  may  save  me  if  you  will ;  you  may  sink  me  if 
you  will;  you  may  break  me  if  you  will. 
But  whatever  happens,  I  will  always  keep  my  RUDDER 
TRUE.'  " 
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This  from  British  Columbia  links  us  together : — 
"In  that  great  gathering  of  Royal  Arch  Masons — a  gath- 
ering representative  of  every  state  in  the  Union — the  voice  of 
British  Columbia  expressed  in  terms  of  sincerity  its  fraternal 
regard  and  affection  for  those,  who  like  its  own  members,  are 
banded  together  to  work  for  the  betterment  of  mankind." 

Canada  is  reviewed  with  a  friendly  and  fraternal 
touch.    We  make  the  following  extracts: — 

"The  Grand  Z.  visited  Royal  Arch  Chapters  in  every  sec- 
tion and  a  number  of  Lodges  and  Councils.  A  splendid  record. 
He  also  visited  other  Grand  Chapters  and  regretted  that  he 
could  not  visit  more.  But  he  felt  that  the  Chapters  of  his 
Grand  Jurisdiction  came  first.  Right  you  are,  my  Companion. 

If  more  Grand  Z.'s  or  Grand  High  Priests  would  emulate 
your  example  a  better  showing  could  be  made  among  the 
Chapters.  I  trust  that  our  visits  have  not  been  in  vain,  but 
that  'as  we  sow  so  shall  we  reap.' 

"Select  those  who  will  give  service.  He  asks  the  officers  of 
the  Constituent  Chapters  to  enter  into  the  spirit. 

"The  Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry 
report  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  within  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion is  active,  virile,  and  energetic,  appreciative  of  its  privi- 
leges, conscious  of  its  duty,  loyal  to  its  traditions,  and  ready 
and  willing  to  discharge  its  obligations  and  responsibilities." 

Again  the  Scottish  Rite  looms  large  in  his  treat- 
ment of  Illinois:  — 

"I  am  somewhat  familiar  with  the  teachings  of  the  various 
Scottish  Rite  Degrees  and  I  say  without  any  reservation  that 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree  contains  the  most  vital  teaching  of 
any  degree  in  either  system.  The  degree  of  Mark  Master 
comes  next  in  importance." 

He  gives  a  third  suggestion  under  Michigan  to 
account  for  losses,  and  other  Grand  High  Priests 
make  similar  comments,  the  tendency  apparently 
being  throughout  the  United  States  to  shorten  the 
Degree  work: — 

"The  third  condition,  which  accounts  for  some  of  the  lack 
of  interest  as  evidenced  most  usually  by  lack  of  attendance, 
is  that  too  much  time  is  consumed  in  conferring  of  the 
degrees." 

The  Minnesota  review  furnishes  this: — 

"To  do  my  best  and  let  that  stand, 
A  record  of  my  brain  and  hand. 
And  then,  should  failure   come  to  me, 
Still  hope  and  work  for  victory."

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KANSAS

The  Sixty-fifth  Convocation  was  held  in  Topeka, 
February  17,  1930. 

General  G.H.P.  Davis  with  Deputy  General 
G.H.P.  John  W.  Neilson,  (himself  a  Kansas  man,) 
and  visitors  from  Colorado'  and  South  Carolina  were 
welcomed. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  answered 
present  to  Roll  Call. 

Canada  was  presented  by  Roy  H.  Clossen,  who  is 
loyal  to  the  royal  in  himself. 

Forty-nine  Grand  Representatives  were  present, 
a  good  record. 

G.H.P.  Nye,  in  his  introductory  address,  well 
said: — 

"During  the  past  year,  many  problems  have  presented 
themselves  with  which  I  was  not  familiar,  and  I  have  on 
several  occasions  been  compelled  to  counsel  with  those,  who 
through  long  experience  have  become  proficient  in  the  Laws 
and  customs  of  the  Order. 

"Here  the  principle  of  brotherly  love  is  instilled  in  our 
hearts,as  we  labour  in  our  search  for  the  true  Light.  Having 
attained  that  Light  we  are  cemented  together  in  the  strongest 
possible  bond  of  brotherhood." 

He  refers  to  having  commissioned  A.  P.  Goering, 
of  Hamilton,  to  represent  Kansas. 

He  finally,  after  a  personal  visit  and  due  con- 
sideration, waived  statutory  time  to  receive  and 
ballot  on  a  member  who  three  years  ago  had  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  and  was 
stationed  in  Sumatra.  On  his  return  home  for  ten 
days  he  was  allowed  to  receive  the  Capitular  De- 
grees but  the  G.H.P.  adds: — 

"After  satisfying  myself  that  everything  was  as  repre- 
sented I  granted  the  Dispensation.  In  this  connection  I.  wish 
to  state  that  I  would  not  have  granted  this  Dispensation  under 
any  circumstances  had  the  applicant  been  stationed  in  the 
United  States." 

InTiis  conclusion  he  appeals  for  loving  service: — 

"True  we  may  not  always  think  as  a  unit,  but  we  all  can 
act  as  a  unit,  and  show  that  brotherly  love,  which  after  all, 
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is  the  real  essence  of  all  Masonic  principles.  A  well  known 
writer  of  our  day  recently  said,  that  Love  is  the  noblest  word 
in  the  English  language,  but  one  of  the  most  abused.  Let  us 
as  Masons  translate  that  true  spirit  of  brotherly  love  into 
action  at  all  times,  and  in  every  way  among  our  brethren." 

All  reports  were  handed  into  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary in  time,  a  fine  illustration  of  what  co-opera- 
tion can  accomplish. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  ventures  to  give  this  word 
of  admonition  to  Grand  High  Priests  and  recognizes 
the  claims  of  the  smaller  Chapters: — 

"Because  a  Companion  is  honoured  by  being  elected  to  this 
office  but  once  in  a  lifetime  and  then  only  for  twelve  months, 
there  is  the  temptation  to  attend  the  larger  Chapters  where 
he  will  be  gorgeously  received,  royally  entertaind,  sumptuously 
banqueted  and  have  a  good  time  in  general.  However,  I  am 
persuaded  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  who  will  make  the 
sacrifice  necessary  to  attend  several  of  these  meetings  will  be 
amply  rewarded  while  still  in  office  and  after  his  retirement 
will  be  remembered  as  the  one  Grand  High  Priest  who  showed 
his  interest  in  the  small  chapters." 

The  report  on  Necrology  is  indeed  a  philosophic 
document;  these  sentences  may  illustrate: — 

"Masonry  does  not  exist  for  the  gloomy  purpose  of  anti- 
cipating the  solemn  close  of  our  mortal  course;  the  ritual  of 
that  occasion  may  be  reviewed  in  another  sphere. 

"It  is  our  high  privilege  at  this  time  to  achieve  a  firmer 
growth,  toward  that  undated  but  not  the  less  sure  season 
when  the  flower  shall  NOT  wither,  nor  the  fruit  be  NOT 
lost,  but  shall  find  favour  with  the  husbandman  and  be  found 
worthy  as  have  these  our  predecessors." 

Otto  R.  Souders  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Many  In  Memoriam  pages  form  the  centre  of  the 
volume,  the  general  and  gracious  dedication  being 
thus  worded: — 

"Fraternally  and  Affectionately  Dedicated  to  the  Memory 
of  those  Companions  who,  during  the  past  year,  have  passed 
through  the  Fourth  Veil  into  the  presence  of  the  Eternal 
Grand  Council." 

Albert  K.  Wilson,  the  veteran  chairman  of  Cor- 
respondence, and  with  Allen,  the  statistician  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  says  in  his  introduction  to  his 
reviews: — 

"When  compared  with  the  corresponding  table  presented 
last  year  it  will  be  observed  that  the  net  loss  this  year  is  more 
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than  double.  The  largest  net  loss  in  any  one  jurisdiction  last 
year  was  less  than  1,000  while  this  year  it  will  be  observed 
that  this  number  is  exceeded  by  three  Jurisdictions. 

"In  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  and  an  analysis  of  the 
probable  causes  for  the  conditions  existing  in  Capitular 
Masonry  to-day  this  writer  finds  nothing  has  developed  to 
change  the  situation,  but  on  the  other  hand  he  feels  that  the 
lack  of  interest  of  those  who  are  elevated  to  the  position  of 
Grand  High  Priest  is  increasing  each  year,  and  as  intimated 
in  this  report  heretofore,  this  phase  is  undoubtedly  largely 
accountable  for  the  increasing  losses." 

He  is  greatly  struck  with  Alberta  and  makes 
many  interesting  citations,  of  which  we  reproduce 
one: — 

"To  discover  a  Temple  4,000  years  old,  which  had  been 
buried  for  centuries,  is  sufficiently  exciting;  but  when  that 
Temple  is  a  shrine  in  ancient  Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  where 
Abraham  himself  may  have  worshipped,  the  discovery  becomes 
a  sensation.  Archaeologists  who  unearthed  this  long-buried 
shrine  at  Ur,  in  Babylonia,  only  last  winter,  date  it  about  2000 
years  B.C.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  Abraham  knew  this 
Temple  in  his  youth,  and  there  he  may  have  tried  to  find  GOD. 

"In  the  inner  Temple  they  there  found  the  Holy  of  Holies, 
and  in  the  centre  thereof  was  an  Altar,  approached  by  im- 
pressive broad  steps,  each  lighted  by  a  torch.  I  am  simply 
mentioning  this  in  order  to  show  that  in  the  centuries-old 
story  of  Freemasonry  may  we  not  well  pause  for  a  moment 
to  recall  the  meaning  of  the  lessons — the  significance  of  its 
teachings — that  all  our  degrees  keep  equal  step  with  the  un- 
folding of  the  mysteries? 

"Yea,  Masonry  is  old,  yet  eternally  young." 
California's  words  on  lazy  Chapters,  and 
emblems  for  Chapter  Masons,  are  treated  at  length, 
the  emblems  referred  to  being  for  those  whose  mem- 
bership has  continued  over  a  period  of  half  a  century 
and  who>  are  thus  enabled  to  display  some  outward 
evidence  of  their  long  service. 

Canada  is  favoured  by  many  and  long  reproduc- 
tions from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  and  others, 
thus  introduced : — 

"We  regret  to  note  the  absence  of  our  Grand  Representa- 
tive at  this  interesting  Convocation.  This  same  comment  was 
offered  in  our  report  one  year  ago.  Might  we  venture  to 
suggest  that  their  M.E.  Companion,  the  Grand  Z.,  consider 
the  advisability  of  recommending  some  other  Companion  for 
this  important  office." 

My  friend,  there  was  a  valid  excuse. 
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He  especially  refers  to  the  selection  of  our  Officers, 
and  also  the  advice  given  by  the  Grand  Z.  to  officers 
as  to  their  responsibilities  and  opportunities.  Comp. 
Gardiner's  outstanding  report  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  is  also  largely  used.  Of  it  he 
says: — 

"Under  'Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry'  the  committee 
presented  a  very  well  prepared  report  on  this  subject  and  if 
space  permitted  we  would  reproduce  the  report  in  full." 

He  generously  calls  this  Reviewer  "distinguished 
and  competent"  and  quotes  our  Foreword  of  last 
year's  review,  adding: — 

"His  review  of  our  Proceedings  is  so  very  complete  that 
even  our  own  Companions  could  be  fully  advised  as  to  the 
transactions  of  our  Grand  Chapter  at  the  Convocation  without 
even  reading  our  own  Proceedings." 

Under  the  report  on  England,  1929,  he  is  espe- 
cially interested  in  the  discussion  on  Western  Aus- 
tralia and  also  on  the  address  given  on  "The  Relation 
of  our  Craft  to  Religion",  both  of  which  are  repro- 
duced at  length. 

This,  under  Florida,  from  one  who  knows  and 
who  does  not  approve  of  the  increased  issue  of 
Rituals: — 

"Having  had  a  reasonable  amount  of  experience  along  this 
line  the  writer  feels  that  it  is  a  serious  mistake  for  a  Grand 
High  Priest  to  make  a  recommendation  of  this  kind  without 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  keeping  track  of  these  books.  One  ritual  should 
be  sufficient  for  any  Chapter." 

We  quote  a  verse  from  the  review  of  Georgia: — 

"Press  bravely  onward,  not  in  vain 
Your  generous  trust  in  human  kind; 
The  good  which  bloodshed  could  not  gain 
Your  peaceful  zeal  shall  find." 

We  trust  that  by  citation,  under  Illinois,  on  the 
report  of  Obituaries  he  does  not  intend  to  approve 
of  the  modernistic  style  which  is  rather  shocking  in 
such  a  dignified  and  consolatory  connection.  To  il- 
lustrate our  point  we  quote  three  verses  of  this  "pre- 
cious" production:  — 

"So  many  men  are  lying  down,  that  one  more  death  cuts 
little  grass;  we  lost  some  bulwalk  of  the  town,  and  hardly 
pause  to  say,  'Alas!' 
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"A  silken  banner  we  would  fling  half-masted  o'er  the  city- 
hall;  and  we'd  have  hired  a  band  to  spring  the  justly  famous 
march  in  'Saul.' 

"Ah,  me,  what  is  one  merchant  prince*  when  dead  men 
strew  the  blood  stained  globe?  What  can  the  proper  grief 
evince,  or  paw  around  and  tear  his  robe? 

"In  his  deep  grave  we'll  lay  him  down,  with  naught  of 
pomp  or  circumstance;  and  then  we'll  hustle  back  to  town,  to 
hear  the  latest  news  from  France." 

It  sounds  like  Chicago. 

Membership,  20,154.  Net  loss,  1,154,  the  great- 
est in  the  history  of  Grand  Chapter. 

KENTUCKY 

W.  0.  Rigney,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
G.  Allison  Holland,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  Convocation  was 
held  in  Louisville,  October.  15,  1929,  and  was  opened 
in  ample  form  on  the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

Kentucky  again  scores  as  chief  among  all  Grand 
Jurisdictions  in  having  present  in  love  and  loyalty 
twenty-five  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  This  is  not 
merely  a  fine  example,  but  a  marvelous  record  of 
longevity  and  of  duty  done. 

G.H.P.  Rigney  took  his  duties  seriously,  but  did 
not  take  his  pleasures  sadly.  He  appeals  to  us  all 
by  his  earnestness  when  he  says : — 

"I  have  heard  said  of  me  that  I  took  the  work  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  seriously.  I  bow  gratefully  to  you  and  accept 
the  compliment.  It  has  been  truly  said  by  Lippincott,  a  great 
Masonic  writer,  in  speaking  of  the  two  classes  of  orders  of 
Masonry,  that  the  symbolism  of  the  Temple  presents  itself  in 
a  connected  and  continuous  form: 

"  To  the  Master  Mason,  the  Temple  of  Solomon  is  the 
symbol  of  life;  to  the  Royal  Arch  Mason,  the  Temple  of 
Zerubbabel  is  the  symbol  of  the  future  life.  To  the  former, 
his  Temple  is  the  symbol  of  the  discovery  of  truth;  and  thus 
the  circle  is  completed  and  the  system  made  perfect.' 

"Your  Grand  High  Priest  is  figuratively  the  human  oracle 
of  that  discovery. 

"No  fraternal  institution  in  America  has  had  higher  ideals 
and  has  worked  more  consistently  toward  the  success  of  those 
ideals.  Nowhere  is  there  a  greater  institution  than  the 
Masonic  Widows  and  Orphans'  Home,  which  I  have  visited 
during  the  past  year  and  feel  an  increasing  pride  at  the  won- 
derful success  accomplished  by  our  brethren.     Neither  can  I 
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forget  the  splendid  Old  Masons'  Home.  It  is  doing  a  great 
work  for  the  old  Masons  of  Kentucky  and  it  is  an  honour  and 
a  credit  to  the  institution  of  Masonry." 

He  divided  his  Jurisdiction  into  eleven  Congres- 
sional Districts.  We  suppose  it  is  based  upon  the 
political  division  of  the  State. 

The  "final  word"  is  spoken  by  Comp.  Rigney  on 
meetings  by  the  light  of  the  moon,  about  which  there 
was  a  gleam  of  romance:  — 

"In  these  days  of  electric  lights,  automobiles,  with  their 
tremendous  lights,  to  say  nothing  of  flash  lights  and  fire 
flies,  Chapters  ought  to  have  their  meetings  according  to  the 
calendar  and  with  no  regard  to  whether  the  moon  is  violating 
the  prohibition  laws  and  gotten  full  or  not.  The  purposes  for 
which  the  moon  was  used  in  olden  days  have  long  since  passed 
away,  except  those  little  engagements  arranged  by  Cupid 
which  still  work,  but  not  so  frequently  as  in  former  times. 
The  following  Chapters  have  their  time  of  meeting  arranged, 
so  to  speak,  'in  the  moon.'  " 

A  Chapter  having  voted  $25.00  to  purchase 
chairs  for  a  High  School  were  told  that  they  must 
first  show  that  their  own  affairs  were  in  order,  debts 
paid  and  rent  provided  for,  and  there  was  added 
this  admonition  which  they  should  take  to  heart: — 

"It  is  a  mistake  in  my  judgment  for  a  Chapter  to  contri- 
bute money  toward  the  furnishing  of  a  High  School  building. 
Those  things  are  handled  by  general  taxation  and  are  not 
matters  for  Masonic  charity.  Then  again,  $25.00  would  not 
go  very  far  in  the  matter  of  furnishing  a  High  School  build- 
ing, and  while  a  Chapter  has  the  literal  right  to  appropriate 
its  money  as  it  wishes  after  proper  provisions  have  been 
made  for  its  own  expenses,  at  the  same  time,  if  it  has  more 
money  that  it  can  use,  it  would  be  well  to  contribute  it,  as  I 
have  said,  to  the  Homes." 

Grand  Secretary  Holland's  report  is  a  model.  He 
treats  of  every  topic  which  was  transacted  through 
his  office  and  separates  the  work  into  clear  cut  para- 
graphs covering  many  pages.  He  is  encouraging  in 
one  respect  at  least:  — 

"It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  Chapters  that  last  year  were 
lagging  behind,  leaving  us  to  believe  that  possibly  they  would 
not  go  further  another  year,  have  this  year  been  the  first  to 
report  and  pay  dues." 

Hugh  Moore  was  elected  G.H.P. 
The  Committee  on  Homes  added  to  the  praise 
given  by  the  G.H.P.  the  following: — 
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"The  Home  is  really  a  home  and  no  man  there  was  prob- 
ably ever  better  housed  or  entertained  in  a  nicer  manner  than 
the  guests  of  that  Home.  We  comment  upon  the  magnitude 
and  control  of  the  Home  to  the  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Kentucky  and  submit  this  as  our  report,  with 
the  expression  of  opinion  that  no  two  Masonic  Homes  any- 
where, are  better  managed  and  controlled,  or  in  better 
condition." 

John  Graham,  of  London,  represents  Kentucky 
and  Canada  is  represented  by  A.  Gordon  Sulser, 
who  was  duly  present  at  Roll  Call. 

The  veteran  William  W.  Clarke,  whose  penetrat- 
ing eyes  are  the  features  of  the  frontispiece  of  our 
colleague's  report  on  the  "Doings  of  Other  Grand 
Chapters,"  (an  appropriate  title)  again  presides. 

Under  Alabama  we  read: — 

"We  should  use  every  effort  to  see  that  intelligent  and 
sympathetic  methods  are  employed  to  instill  into  the  minds 
of  these  newcomers  the  true  knowledge  and  spirit  of  our 
national  institutions,  and  that  those  who  refuse  to  become  a 
part  of  our  national  life  be  returned  to  the  countries  from 
which  they  came. 

"There  are  too  many  un-Americans  in  the  United  States." 

This  from  Alberta : — 

"Give  mind  to  match  the  glory  of  the  gift. 
Give  great  ideals  to  bridge  the  sordid  rift. 
Between  our  heritage  and  our  use  of  it." 

He  says  that  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  of 
Canada  is  of  much  historic  interest,  and  quotes  at 
length.  He  adds  that  "his  observations  are  worthy  of 
very  serious  thought." 

Comp.  Gardiner's  Report  on  Capitular  Masonry 
is  commented  on  and  his  cumulative  characteristics 
"active,  virile,  energetic,  appreciative,  loyal,  ready 
and  willing"  are  quoted  by  this  and  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

He  is  kind  enough  to  call  this  Reviewer  "the 
Prince  of  Reviewers,"  but  surely  except  perhaps  in 
the  Royal  Craft  no  one  aspires  to  such  royal  dignity 
at  such  a  democratic  Round  Table  as  ours.  He  cites 
our  Foreword,  and  adds  this  interrogative,  "Could 
it  be  better  said?"  We  must  leave  our  readers  to 
judge. 
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We  read  under  his  review  of  New  Mexico  this 
call  to  action : — 

"I  feel  very  keenly  that  the  Companions  should  be  alive  to 
the  membership  situation  and  should  meet  the  situation  face 
to  face.  Our  Ancient  Brethren  wrought  in  both  operative 
and  speculative  Masonry.  To  this  I  am  inclined  to  add  that 
present  day  Capitular  Masons  work  largely  in  retrospective 
Masonry." 

Our  colleague  reviewer  has  the  art  of  finding  and 
reproducing  striking  paragraphs.  He  does  this 
under  Tennessee: — 

"Masonry  is  not  only  a  theory,  but  practice,  not  only  his- 
tory, but  life,  not  only  organization,  but  helpfulness,  not  only 
resolution,  but  practical  sympathy." 

"Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds 
Our  hearts  in  true  Masonic  Love 
This  fellowship  of  Kindred  minds 
Is  like  to  that  above." 

Membership,  16,992.    Net  loss,  851. 

LOUISIANA 

Guy  W.  Hopkins,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
John  A.  Davilla,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-third  Convocation  convened  in  New 
Orleans,  February  4,  1930.  Nine  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  gave  encouragement  and  counsel  to  the 
younger  members. 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  was  commendably 
brief.    We  read: — 

"In  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  assigned  to  each  Grand 
Officer  a  group  of  Chapters  over  which  he  should  exercise 
personal  supervision  without  the  hope  of  fee  or  reward." 

He  made  several  recommendations  which  are 
worthy  of  attention: — 

"A  matter  which  I  deem  of  particular  importance  is  the 
deplorable  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  esoteric  work  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  of  the  various  Chapters  throughout  the  State. 
This  condition  I  find  to  be  almost  universal. 

"Some  of  our  Sister  Jurisdictions  have  been  confronted 
with  a  similar  situation,  and  have  adopted  a  plan  similar  to 
the  one  in  use  by  our  own  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights 
Templar,  i.e.,  annual  inspections  by  duly  qualified  inspectors. 
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General  Grand  High  Priest  Davis  was  accorded 
grand  honours  and  addressed  Grand  Chapter. 

Relief  is  administered  by  and  through  Louisiana 
Relief  Lodge,  \No.  1,  in  conjunction  with  Grand 
Lodge.  Grand  Secretary  Davilla,  having  been  asso- 
ciated therewith  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
on  his  retirement,  under  By-Laws,  this  worthy 
recognition  is  recorded : — 

"At  our  next  quarterly  meeting,  Brother  Davilla  was  pre- 
sented with  a  handsome  traveling  set  on  the  part  of  the 
lodges  of  New  Orleans,  as  a  token  of  appreciation  of  his 
practically  twenty-four  years  of  service  in  our  interest." 

During  the  year  the  Lodge  handled  329  cases. 

John  W.  Armstrong  duly  represented  Canada. 

Frank  M.  Milliken  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Then  followed  many  pages  of  the  rosters  of  Chap- 
ter members,  and  also  the  memorials  to  the  dead, 
from  one  of  which  we  take  this  appealing  verse: — 

"The  silver  circle  of  their  service  sweet 
Is  their  memorial,  shining  and  complete. 
For  them  no  slow  decline,  no  long  delay; 
God  knew  the  signal  hour,  the  better  way, 
And  called  them  home,  while  it  was  day." 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills,  of  Kingston,  repre- 
sents Louisiana. 

Herman  J.  Duncan  presents  his  first  report,  suc- 
ceedingly  Comp.  Davilla,  who  for  nine  years  has  been 
the  valued  contributor  to  Royal  Arch  knowledge.  His 
successor  thus  refers  to  him : — 

"He  has  been  proclaimed  by  many  a  Correspondent  of 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions  as  a  pleasing  writer,  a  master  of 
the  art  of  selecting  the  important  and  interesting  things  from 
the  many  Proceedings  of  other  Grand  Chapters,  a  sound 
Masonic  scholar,  and  a  capable  reviewer.  He  gave  up  this 
work  of  his  own  accord,  and  his  decision  left  a  vacancy  hard 
to  fill.  We  regret  lack  of  the  necessary  seven  league  literary 
boots  to  follow  in  the  footprints  left  by  Companion  Davilla  in 
the  Capitular  sands  of  time." 

He  notes  some  things  needed  and  makes  an 
entirely  new  and  comprehensive  suggestion  which 
may  be  worth  considering.  Perhaps  Grand  Chapters 
might  group  themselves  as  do  constituent  Chapters 
in  these  modern  days  of  closer  contact: — 
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"The  duplication  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  many  Corre- 
spondents. The  lack  of  any  means  or  method  to  bring  to  all 
the  Companions  of  our  own  Grand  Chapter  all  of  the  things 
of  Capitular  interest. 

"Many  of  these  correspondents  are  limited  as  to  space, 
and  must  perforce  pick  and  choose  their  material  with  care, 
omitting  much  of  importance.  Most  of  them  are  underpaid, 
and  do  the  work  largely  as  a  labour  of  love.  If  all  or  several 
of  the  Grand  Chapters  could  only  get  together  and  have  a 
common  report  on  correspondence  prepared  by  a  single  Com- 
panion, a  more  comprehensive  report  could  be  secured  for  all 
at  less  expense  than  at  present,  and  the  reporter  could  be 
paid  more  nearly  what  his  material  is  worth. 

"If  aMasonic  circulating  library  could  be  worked  out,  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  could  make  reference 
to  these  things,  and  the  Companions  could,  for  a  nominal  sum, 
obtain  the  original  to  read." 

He  reviews  many  Grand  Chapters  and  as  far  as 
they  go  he  notes  that  the  excess  of  losses  over  gains 
is  7,539.  This  startling  amount  would  be  increased 
by  other  Grand  Chapters  not  reviewed. 

A  little  fiscal  "touch  up"  under  Alabama: — 

"The  amount  of  $200.00  is  budgeted  for  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  Contingent  Fund,  and  in  comparison  with  this  small 
fund  is  $250.00  for  expenses  of  delegates  to  the  George 
Washington  Masonic  National  Memorial  Association.  With 
such  a  heavy  loss  in  membership,  Alabama  could  well  afford 
more  for  "Home  Missions,"  though,  of  course,  it  is  none  of 
our  business  how  they  spent  their  money." 

British  Columbia's  review  contains  this  nugget 
of  praise: — 

"One  wonders  why  the  Canadian  Chapters  continue  to 
grow,  while  those  in  the  U.S.A.  are  not  faring  so  well.  Comp. 
Adams  gives  us  a  reason.  'Vitality  and  energy  of  the  officers 
of  the  various  Chapters.  Widespread  accuracy  in  the  work. 
Good  management.'  " 

We  can  best  characterize  his  friendly  review  of 
Canada  by  making  the  following  extracts: — 

"Upon  totaling  his  mileage,  he  had  covered  more  than 
16,000  miles,  but  the  Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Grand 
First  Principal  expressed  the  hope  that  it  was  not  intended 
as  a  competitive  mark  to  be  aimed  at  in  the  future.  M.E. 
Comp.  Smith  must  be  a  hard  worker,  and  evidently  he  is  held 
in  high  esteem  by  the  Canadian  Companions,  for  they  re- 
elected him  as  their  Grand  First  Principal. 

"This  Grand  Chapter  is  a  migratory  body. 
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"Among  the  dispensations  granted,  we  find  three  given  to 
confer  the  Capitular  Degrees  on  disabled  brethren,  two  being 
minus  left  arms,  and  the  third  with  a  right  hand  and  arm 
paralyzed.  This  was  entirely  contrary  to  Louisiana  practice, 
though  the  writer  believes  that  opportunity  should  be  given 
such  unfortunate  brethren  to  find  the  true  word,  to  complete 
the  circle  of  perfection,  and  to  be  knighted.  However,  we 
believe  that  the  law  should  be  such  that  dispensations  should 
not  be  necessary  in  order  for  a  Chapter  to  confer  degrees  in 
such  cases.  The  law  should  fix  the  necessary  physical  qualifi- 
cations, and  whatever  the  law  says  should  be  final.  The  law 
should  say  that  either  maimed  brethren  may  receive  the  Capi- 
tular Degrees,  or  that  they  shall  not.  In  the  one  event,  dis- 
pensations would  not  be  necessary;  in  the  other,  dispensations 
would  be  beyond  the  power  of  the  presiding  officer. 

"Grand  Scribe  E.  makes  a  business-like  report. 

"Of  all  the  Correspondence  Reports  reviewed,  we  believe 
the  pages  presented  by  Comp.  Ponton  cover  the  work  of  the 
reviewer  in  the  greatest  detail." 

Connecticut  and  Kies  never  fail  to  furnish  sug- 
gestive thought: — 

"Companion  Kies  has  a  very  keen  conception  of  things  of 
Capitular  interest,  and  unerringly  picks  the  grain  from  the 
chaff.  When  he  runs  across  something  that  is  good,  but  too 
long  to  copy,  he  says,  'Come  to  the  office  and  read  it/  In 
writing  this  report,  we  have  often  felt  like  using  that  expres- 
sion, but  would  it  not  be  better  to  say,  'Write  to  the  office, 
and  get  it  to  read'?  In  other  words,  would  it  not  be  a  great 
idea  to  have  a  sort  of  Masonic  circulating  library  to  get  such 
good  reading  around  to  the  Companions"? 

Under  England  he  presents  both  sides  of  a  much 
debated  question: — 

"The  recognition  was  of  the  same  form  as  that  extended 
Western  Australia.  Of  course  charters  were  granted  the  two 
new  Chapters.  It  is  the  way  of  the  tenacious  English  bull- 
dog, and  if  we  may  be  so  bold  as  to  venture  an  opinion,  we 
might  say  that  we  fully  understand  the  reasons  for  that  old 
tea  party  held  in  Boston  some  years  ago.  But  England's 
justification  of  themselves  is  interesting,  and  we  quote  some 
of  the  remarks  of  the  President  of  the  Committee  of  General 
Purposes." 

Physical  qualifications  are  still  discussed,  under 
Georgia,  this  time  in  an  original  way : — 

"One  of  the  G.H.P.'s  decisions  was  that  a  Brother  having 
artificial  limbs  (leg  and  foot)  may  receive  the  degrees  of 
Capitular  Masonry  'if  such  limbs  do  not  interfere  with  his 
meeting  our  requirements.'  Query:  what  are  the  require- 
ments, and  who  passes  on  them?  To  paraphrase  the  old 
Scottish  Masonic  Poet  Laureate,  'a  foot's  a  foot,  for  a'  that.' 
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"Right  here,  let  it  be  said  that  our  Cracker  Companions 
do  not  like  our  physical  qualification  law." 

New  South  Wales  comes  in  for  much  well 
deserved  commendation: — 

"We  find  a  photograph  of  M.E.  Companion  Neville  W. 
Montagu,  Grand  Z.,  and  we  mention  the  fact  because  of  all 
the  pictures  of  Grand  First  Principal's,  Grand  Z.'s,  and 
Grand  High  Priests  which  we  have  seen,  this  one  is  the  most 
dressed  up  of  them  all.  In  his  right  hand  is  a  carved  sceptre 
with  castellated  top,  some  four  feet  long.  All  that  is  needed 
to  complete  the  picture  is  a  crown  or  headpiece  of  some  kind. 

"There  is  something  intriguing  about  the  Proceedings 
from  the  Southern  Cross,  something  that  seems  to  beckon 
one  to  the  South  Seas.  An  hour  or  so  perusing  the  written 
document,  and  one  has  an  insatiable  desire  to  start  on  a  trip 
across  the  Pacific.  Everything  is  so  utterly  foreign,  and  yet 
there  is  an  undercurrent  of  true  Capitular  companionship 
running  through  the  whole  book  that  makes  one  feel  that  he 
would  receive  a  true  brotherly  grip  should  he  land  in  Sydney." 

"Colloquialisms  abound.  The  banquet  hall  is  called  the 
'South.'  And  we  find  where  one  Past  Grand  Principal  was 
given  a  'Gold  Albert/  which  the  dictionary  informs  us  is  a 
certain  kind  of  watch  chain  named  after  the  late  Prince  Con- 
sort of  Queen  Victoria." 

Here  is  an  olive  branch  suggestion  under  New 
Zealand: — 

"They  are  tenacious  of  what  they  think  to  be  right,  and 
you  must  give  them  credit  for  that. 

"Frankly,  it  would  seem  that  a  wonderful  opportunity 
presents  itself  to  our  General  Grand  Chapter  to  act  as  a 
mediator  between  New  Zealand,  England,  and  Scotland." 

He  uses  vigorous  phraseology  under  Wyoming, 
saying  that  Grand  Chapter  passed  a  By-Law  "with 
teeth  in  it." 

Membership,  8,305.     Net  loss,  627. 

MAINE 

Perley  C.  Dresser,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Charles  B.  Davis,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifth  Convocation  was 
held  at  Portland,  May  6,  1930. 

Twelve  of  the  fourteen  living  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  honoured  by  and  honoured  Grand 
Chapter  by  their  presence. 
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Distinguished  guests  from  many  Grand  Juris- 
dictions were  welcomed  with  Maine  hospitality. 

From  the  biography  of  the  G.H.P.  which  pre- 
cedes the  transactions,  we  take  the  following 
sentences:  — 

"As  our  Most  Excellent  once  said,  'My  life  has  been  de- 
voted to  the  real  estate  game  and  Masonry.  Circumstances 
would  make  first  one,  and  then  the  other,  uppermost,  but  I 
have  tried  to  put  the  best  in  me  into  both.'  " 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  James  A. 
Richan,  P.G.H.P. 

The  Annual  address  of  the  G.H.P.  was  most  in- 
teresting even  though  it  dealt  with  discouraging 
circumstances,  which  are  being  met  bravely: — 

"The  average  attendance  for  the  year  was  twenty,  and  the 
average  attendance  at  the  inspections  was  forty-three.  One 
less  than  last  year  in  each  case.  The  uncollected  dues  amount 
to  over  $20,000.00,  which  is  altogether  too  high.  Let  us  strive 
to  make  Capitular  Masons  and  not  simply  try  to  increase  our 
membership." 

A  ruling  that  is  frequently  given  in  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  is  here  recorded: — 

"Chapter  Funds  cannot  be  taken  from  the  treasury  of  any 
Chapter  for  any  such  purposes  as  it  is  not  strictly  and 
exclusively  Masonic." 

Grand  Secretary  Davis  reports  that  the  average 
Chapter  membership  is  over  262.  We  respectfully 
submit  that  this  is  too  large  numerically  and  does  not 
always  secure  the  best  results. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  quote: — 

"The  hand  of  the  King  that  the  sceptre  hath  borne, 
The  brow  of  the  Priest  that  the  mitre  hath  worn, 
The  eye  of  the  sage  and  the  heart  of  the  brave 
Are  hidden  and  lost  in  the  depths  of  the  grave." 

Queensland  was  recognized  and  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives will  be  exchanged. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  which  has  the 
splendid  membership  of  783,  held  a  successful 
meeting. 

Marshal  E.  Sherwood,  of  Woodstock,  represents 
Maine. 
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The  Masonic  Secretaries'  Association  met  and 
were  encouragingly  addressed  by  Bro.  McCausland 
of  the  Massachusetts  Association. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  Review  continues 
to  be  ably  conducted  by  our  veteran  colleague,  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Thomas  H.  Bodge. 

Alabama  had  to  tighten  its  disciplinary  require- 
ments in  this  regard: — 

"Be  it  Resolved,  That  no  Chapter  can  appropriate  sub- 
stantially all  of  its  funds  without  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire 
membership  of  said  Chapter  except  for  current  expenses  and 
emergency  charity." 

The  following  from  the  review  of  Alberta: — 

"Under  'Rulings'  we  learn  dual  membership  in  Lodges  is 
permitted  but  suspension  in  a  Lodge  automatically  suspends 
in  the  Chapter.  A  member  of  two  Lodges,  being  suspended 
for  non  payment  of  dues  in  one  Lodge  was  declared  suspended 
in  the  Chapter  though  he  still  remained  in  good  standing  in 
the  other  Lodge." 

Maine  and  Colorado  are  thus  compared: — 
"Under  Colorado  we  learn  'one  of  the  Council   must  be 
present  or  there  is  no  meeting.'    In  Maine  a  Past  High  Priest 
can  open  in  the  absence  of  any  Council  Officers." 

Canada,  1929,  is  well  reviewed.  M.E.  Comp. 
Sherwood  responded  for  Maine.  Comp.  Edwin 
Smith's  address  is  well  analyzed  and  apparently  his 
suggestion  of  Chapters  proceeding  to  adjacent  towns 
and  villages  as  a  means  of  having  new  Chapters 
formed,  is  approved.  This  regarding  our  Grand 
Superintendents : — 

"The  reports  of  the  seventeen  Grand  Superintendents  cov- 
ered one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pages  and  gave  a  very  defi- 
nite recital  of  conditions  with  frequent  recommendations." 

He  is  kindly  interested  in  our  Review: — 
"Again  Comp.  Ponton,  whom  we  so  pleasantly  recall  as 
visiting  us  a  few  years  ago,  prepared  the  review  of  sister 
Jurisdictions,  and  again  a  rare  treat  is  in  store  for  those  who 
will  read  his  report  of  two  hundred  and  forty-five  pages.  His 
observations  are  often  sage,  even  epigrammatic." 

This  from  the  review  of  Indiana  refers  to  a 
matter  which  has  arisen  in  connection  with  several 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  Intervisitations  are  becoming 
more  frequent: — 
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"I  do  not  know  whether  the  distinctions  between  conferring 
Degrees  out  of  the  State  by  Indiana  Chapters  and  having 
them  exemplified  in  the  State  by  Chapters  from  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  was  intentional  or  not  but  the  fact  remains." 

Manitoba  is  conservative: — 

"Comp.  Parton  does  not  like  the  idea  of  changing  the 
Ritual  all  the  time,  and  intimates  strongly  most  of  the  desire 
is  on  the  part  of  those  who  know  the  least  about  it." 

A  difference  between  Massachusetts  and  Maine 
is  interesting  to  note: — 

"I  find  this  which  I  think  peculiar  to  Massachusetts: 
"  'In  Massachusetts  the  business  of  the  Chapter  may  be 
transacted  in  any  of  the  Degrees,  with  the  exception  of  elec- 
tion and  installation  of  Officers  and    Visitation    of    Grand 
Officers,  which  must  be  on  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.' 

"I  had  supposed  all  business,  except  conferring  the  first 
three  Degrees,  must  be  while  open  on  the  Royal  Arch  Degree." 

Nebraska's  Chapter  existing  for  De  Molay  only, 
received  this  wise  comment: — 

"At  this  distance  it  would  seem  a  Chapter  which  had  no 
work  for  four  years  and  could  not  get  a  quorum  to  meet  the 
Grand  High  Priest  is  expending  its  energy  in  a  wrong  direc- 
tion if  sponsoring  and  aiding  some  society  altogether  apart 
and  foreign  to  Masonry." 

Virginia  always  furnishes  food  for  thought — 

"Comp.  Heath  is  opposed,  as  we  have  noted,  to  orders, 
clubs  or  societies  with  Masonic  membership  as  a  prerequisite, 
and  his  admiration  for  the  ancient  landmarks  and  customs 
is  unbounded.     More  power  to  him! 

In  this  conclusion  Comp.  Bodge  points  out  the 
true  endeavour  of  the  Correspondent,  namely,  to 
outline  the  salient  points  with  friendly  comment. 
His  conclusion  is  touching. — 

"I  try  to  explain  the  difference  between  our  customs  and 
laws  and  those  of  other  Jurisdictions,  when  such  exists,  but 
that  does  not  necessarily  mean  we  are  right  and  others  wrong ; 
rather  it  is  to  bring  out  the  difference  and  get  the  readers  to 
thinking." 

"Last  year  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  nine  correspondents 
who  were  writing  when  I  commenced  were  still  doing  the 
work;  during  the  year  two  of  them  have  laid  down  the  pen; 
one  wished  to  be  relieved  of  the  task,  and  the  other  died  in 
harness  with  his  work  partially  completed.  How  true  it  is 
'The  workman  dies,  but  the  work  goes  on.'  "

The  Seventh  Convocation  was  held  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple,  Winnipeg,  5th  February,  1930. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  D.  Lawrence  is  Grand  His- 
torian. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  North  Dakota,  Min- 
nesota and  Saskatchewan  were  welcomed. 

The  G.H.P.  of  North  Dakota:— 

"Referred  to  meeting  of  the  delegates  at  the  Peace 
Conference  now  being  held  in  London,  and  of  the  high  im- 
pression created  in  United  States  of  our  Sovereign  the  King 
in  his  masterly  address  at  the  inauguration  of  this  great 
meeting." 

The  Grand  Scribe  of  Minnesota: — 

"Hoped  that  the  ideals  of  Masonry  would  lend  to  the 
furthering  of  this  great  World  Peace  Movement." 

Here  was  a  graceful  allusion  by  Grand  Z.  Yorke 
of  Saskatchewan: — 

"The  Grand  Chapters  of  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  were 
practically  twins.  The  birth  took  place  in  Toronto  on  the 
same  day,  but  he  would  admit  that  Manitoba  was  the  first  to 
be  born,  just  by  a  few  minutes." 

To  the  Grand  Z.  he  paid  this  compliment: — 
"His  lovely    manner,  his    easiness  of    approach    and    his 
understanding  of  his  duties  marked  him  as  a  most  outstand- 
ing figure  in  our  Order." 

Grand  Z.  Reid  in  his  address  will  strike  a  re- 
sponsive chord  in  the  following: — 

"I  speak  with  sorrow  of  the  decease  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp. 
Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada.  Those  of  us  who  belonged  to  the  Royal  Craft  when 
Manitoba  formed  part  of  that  Jurisdiction  knew  him  and 
recognized  his  fine  qualities. 

"Companions,  the  sending  of  flowers  to  funerals  is  a  beau- 
tiful and  expressive  way  of  showing  our  feelings,  and  one 
which  I  trust  we  will  always  have,  but  let  us  ever  remember 
not  to  keep  all  the  flowers  until  after  we  have  lost  a  friend, 
but  rather  let  us,  metaphorically  speaking,  give  some  of  them 
to  him  during  his  lifetime,  and  not  leave  ourselves  cause  for 
regret  by  waiting  until  he  has  gone  from  us  without  ever 
having  learned  how  highly  we  appreciated  him  whilst  he  was 
with  us." 


APPENDIX  87 

Again  we  quote    with    regard    to    international 
visitations:  — 

As  regards  those  interchanges  of  courtesies  with  our  Com- 
panions of  the  United  States,  I  believe  that  they  must  assist 
to  a  certain  extent  in  bringing  about  the  condition  when 

"  'Nation  with  nation,  land  with  land, 
Unarmed  shall  live  as  comrades  free; 
In  every  heart  and  brain  shall  throb 
The  pulse  of  one  fraternity." 

Under  his  recommendations  we  read: — 

"Comp.  Parton's  'Fraternal  Correspondence'  is  possibly  not 
read  by  our  Companions  to  the  extent  which  it  deserves,  I 
believe  it  very  advisable  that  at  least  a  synopsis  of  it  should 
be  made  by  a  Companion  of  each  Chapter  and  read  at  one 
of  its  Convocations. 

"I  have  frequently  tried  to  show  the  intimate  manner  in 
which  our  Craft  and  Royal  Craft  are  connected,  and  take  this 
one  more  opportunity  to  point  out  that  the  beginning  of  in- 
struction in  Capitular  Masonry  is  in  our  Craft  and  as  Master 
Masons  we  should  see  that  this  is  attended  to ;  the  carrying  of 
instructions  to  a  further  point  is  in  the  Royal  Craft  and  as 
Royal  Arch  Masons  it  is  our  duty  to  attend  to  this  also. 

"Let  us  remember  that  nothing  is  more  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  any  country  than  good  citizenship,  and  that  this 
virtue  is  consistently  taught  in  Freemasonry.  Masonry  is 
organized  Brotherhood  and  is  a  proof  that  men  can  work  best 
for  humanity  when  banded  together." 

This  from  his  conclusion: — 

"In  Freemasonry  we  are  builders  and  should  all  try  to 
keep  on  building,  though  it  may  at  times  seem  difficult  and 
slow : 

"  'Build  me  a  temple,'  the  Master  said, 
'Fashion  each  block  with  care ; 
Stones  for  my  house  I  have  placed  at  hand, 
More  will  be  furnished  at  your  demand, 
See  that  you  build  it  as  I  have  planned — 
Build  it  surpassing  fair.'  " 

Receipts  for  the  year  were  reported  as  $2,369. 

From  the  very  full  report  of  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  District  No.  1  we  take  the- following:— 

"I  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  much  better  if  the  visit- 
ing Chapters  would  attend  as  instructors  assisting  the  vari- 
ous officers  in  their  parts  of  the  degree  work  rather  than 
doing  the  work  and  allowing  the  Chapter  Officers  to  be  merely 
lookers  on." 
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A  communication  from  Grand  Z.  Edwin  Smith  is 
acknowledged. 

Membership,  1,820.     Net  gain,  29. 
The  Committee  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  quote  some 
appropriate  poetry: — 

"These  crumbling  walls,  and  rafters  low, 
Soon  shall  they  be  forsaken  quite, 
And  a  far  journey  we  shall  go, 
And  we  must  travel  light. 

"So  die,  as  tho'  your  funeral 
Ushered  you  through  the  doors  that  led 
Into  a  stately  banquet  hall, 
Where  heroes  are  banqueted." 

"Isa.  33:17  reads,  'Thine  eyes  shall  see  the  King  in  his 
beauty,  they  shall  behold  a  far  stretching  land.'  " 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  and  Wor.  Bro.  W.  D.  Lawrence  de- 
livered a  eulogy  on  the  late  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  Gerald 
Pennefather,  who  was  one  of  the  few  remaining  "be- 
loved physicians."  Just  one  paragraph  is  illumi- 
nating:— 

"For  forty  years  he  practised  as  a  physician  in  the  rural 
districts  of  this  Province.  For  thirty  years,  mid  storm  and 
wind  and  rain,  in  fair  weather  and  foul,  over  the  hills,  and 
through  the  valleys,  along  the  Cypress  River,  he  answered  the 
call  of  sick  and  distressed  humanity.  I  wonder  how  many  of 
us  realize  to-day,  what  a  wealth  of  sacrifice  and  service,  was 
symbolized  by  the  life  of  a  country  doctor  in  Manitoba,  forty 
years  ago,  before  the  days  of  roads,  automobiles,  telephones 
and  hospitals.  Ian  McLaren's  beautiful  character  in  'The 
Bonnie  Brier  Bush,'  Doctor  McClure,  was  such  a  man;  Dr. 
Pennefather  was  another." 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
F.  W.  Brownell,  who  in  a  short  address  said: — 

"Goodwill  depends  upon  right  attitudes  and  deliberate  pur- 
pose of  individuals,  groups,  peoples  and  nations  to  see  and 
find  the  better  way  and  never  give  up  until  such  way  is 
found." 

W.  M.  Bentley  was  elected  Grand  Z. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  in  the 
friendly  hands  of  John  Parton,  who  says  in  his 
introduction: — 

"It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  more  than  one  of  the  corre- 
spondents south  of  the  line   has  commented  on  the  fact   that 
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this  decrease  does  not  apply  throughout  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  the  British  Empire." 

In  his  review  of  Arizona  he  makes  a  gastronomic 
comment: — 

"The  G.H.P.  gives  a  full  account  of  visitations.  Generally 
he  seems  very  well  satisfied,  but  in  one  instance  he  reports — 

"  'A  banquet  was  served  at  6.30  at  which  I  counted  63 — 
it  was  a  wonderful  feed,  and  perhaps  that  may  account  for 
the  fact  that  I  could  only  count  45  present  at  the  stated  Con- 
vocation at  8  o'clock.' " 

He  speaks  of  the  first  Grand  Chapter  for  Upper 
Canada  as  having  been  held  in  Kingston  in  Febru- 
ary, 1818,  and  records  that  Grand  Chapter  has  met 
in  Kingston  four  times.  He  quotes  as  to  Edwin 
Smith's  choice  of  officers: — 

"Simply  because  a  Companion  is  'hail  fellow  well  met'  is 
not  sufficient  to-day  to  warrant  his  elevation." 

He  says  that  the  Grand  Superintendents  show 
that  the  holders  of  this  important  office  have  follow- 
ed the  best  traditions  of  their  predecessors  in  their 
care  and  zeal.  He  pays  a  friendly  tribute  to  Richard 
H  .Spencer.  He  is  all  too  kindly  encouraging  in  his 
remarks  about  this  Reviewer, — who  gratefully  ap- 
preciates them  nevertheless: — 

"Comp.  Ponton  continues  his  masterly  and  exhaustive  re- 
view of  correspondence,  and  shows  no  signs  of  'working  him- 
self out.'  He  is  an  adept  at  picking  out  the  points  of  real 
interest  and  presenting  them  in  interesting  and  very  readable 
terms." 

District  of  Columbia  furnishes  always  a  fertile 
field  for  Reviewers: — 

"We  have  gradually  accumulated  a  certain  amount  of 
acquaintanceship  with  a  number  which  have  from  year  to 
year  stood  out  from  among  the  others.  We  have  no  wish  to 
say  anything  deprecatory  of  other  Grand  Chapters  but  we 
cannot  help  commenting  on  the  particularly  high  calibre  of 
the  successive  G.H.P.'s  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

"It  is  quite  possible  that  other  G.H.P.'s  could  have  done 
as  well,  but  Comp.  Dickey's  address  is  not  chittered  and 
broken  up  with  all  kinds  of  detail,  but  goes  serenely  on  from 
beginning  to  end,  full  of  fine  thoughts,  helpful  suggestions 
and  really  interesting  comments." 

Under  England  and  Wales  (Mark  Master 
Masons)  we  read: — 
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"The  list  of  members  present  gives  one  an  impression  of 
reading  an  excerpt  from  Debrett.  There  are  so  many  dis- 
tinguished names  that  we  give  up  the  idea  of  mentioning  any. 

"The  giving  of  'Past  Rank'  seems  to  be  one  method  of  con- 
ferring honour  on  brethren  who  have  deserved  it,  and  also 
'promotions'  in  'Past  Rank.'  " 

Georgia  has  about  the  longest  review  and  in- 
cludes these: — 

"In  commenting  on  'delinquent  Chapters'  of  which  he  says 
'we  have  too  many'  he  places  the  cause  usually  to  ninety  per 
cent,  'inefficient  secretary,'  and  ten  per  cent,  to  the  inactivity 
of  the  High  Priest.  Now  we  think  that  that  is  rather  rough 
on  the  secretary.  After  all,  the  High  Priest  runs  the  Chapter, 
not  the  Secretary. 

"Broken  up  as  they  are  with  all  kinds  of  detail  and  with 
committee  records  and  verbatim  correspondence  of  various 
kinds  (all  of  which  might  very  well  have  been  given  at  the 
end  of  the  address  as  addenda)  the  natural  sequence  of  his 
comments  is  entirely  lost.  We  do  not  think  Grand  Chapters 
should  cease  insisting  on  the  G.H.P.  including  such  matters 
over  his  signature  and  thus  allow  him  an  opportunity  for  some 
self  expression;  and  considering  the  calibre  of  most  of  those 
who  reach  the  G.H.P.'s  chair,  we  believe  this  would  be  all  to 
the  good  of  the  Order." 

The  urge  to  shorten  Proceedings  in  the  Ritual 
expresses  itself  under  many  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
The  Manitoba  Reviewer  points  out  one  trouble. 
Masonry  abhors  a  vacuum: — 

"In  our  own  Jurisdiction  this  same  fault  has  often  oc- 
curred. 'Loss  of  time  between  sections  of  degrees.'  The  side- 
benchers  sit  and  wait  during  robing  periods,  which  ought  to 
last  ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  but  which  we  have  known  to  last 
half  an  hour  or  more,  mainly  because  of  lack  of  organization 
on  the  one  hand,  and  another  lack  commonly  called  'lackadaisi- 
calness';  first  this  Companion  Officer  lights  a  pipe,  and  chats 
with  another  who  does  likewise,  and  then  another  couple  get 
together  and  chat  away,  utterly  oblivious  of  those  Com- 
panions who  can  only  sit  around  and  wait  the  pleasure  of 
those  whose  duty  it  is  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  so  the  time 
goes  on  and  by,  and  no  wonder  that  side  benchers  get  'fed 
up.'  However  excellently  the  work  may  be  performed,  in  the 
meantime  the  rank  and  file  have  got  tired  of  waiting,  and  it 
loses  its  freshness." 

This  is  well  said  under  North  Carolina: — 

"Personally,  we  prize  the  jewels  of  past  Masonic  rank 
which  we  have  received  from  our  Brethren  and  Companions 
considerably  more,  despite  their  lack  of  mere  utilitarian  value, 
than  anything  else  we  may  have  received ;  the  sentimental  ap- 
propriatness  is  greater  than  any  thought  of  ordinary  'use.' " 
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Just  a  closing  thought  under  Wyoming  review: — 
"  'The  Canadian  Jurisdictions  are  outstanding  exceptions.' 
"May  we   suggest  his   reading   of   Comp.   Repath's   com- 
ments, already  referred  to  by  us?    In  Canada  we  do  not  have 
the  number  of  Masonic  excrescences  he  refers  to!" 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Winthrop  J.  Cushing,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

Raymond  T.  Sewall,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  in  Ionic  Hall, 
Masonic  Temple,  Boston,  March  12,  1929. 

In  the  first  place  we  note  the  presence  of  the 
three  Grand  Chaplains,  all  upstanding  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  namely,  Rev.  Paul  Sterling,  Rev.  Frederick 
W.  Hamilton  and  Rev.  Dudley  H.  Ferrell.  The  last 
two  have  visited  us  in  Canada. 

The  names  of  the  Past  Grand  High  Priests  are 
names  to  charm  with — Pollard,  Sr.,  Prince,  Van 
Valkenburgh,  Chipman  and  Pollard,  Jr. 

The  Grand  Representative  of  Canada,  D.  Henry 
Childs,  was  duly  present. 

Among  the  guests  was  a  Representative  of  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

Judge  Stone  gave  a  most  interesting  address 
upon  Heredity  and  its  relation  to  crime,  a  talk  differ- 
ent from  any. that  had  ever  before  been  presented  to 
Grand  Chapter. 

210  were  present  at  this  Quarterly  meeting. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  June  11,  1929, 
the  same  officers  being  present. 

At  the  close  a  banquet  was  served  and  Palestine 
Commandery  Orchestra  entertained  the  company  in 
harmony. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  September  10, 
1929,  at  which  much  business  was  transacted  and 
G.H.P.  Cushing  launched  his  proposed  plan  for  the 
education  of  children  of  deceased  or  dependent 
Masons,  saying:  — 

"Be  sure  to  emphasize  very  strongly  the  fact  that  Masonic 
Service  was  an  important  factor  in  the  activities  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 
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"Briefly,  the  plan  provides  for  further  advancement  in  the 
education  of  children  of  deceased  or  dependent  Masons  who 
may,  or  may  not,  have  received  their  preliminary  learning 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa- 
chusetts." 

An  address  was  delivered  on  Air  Transportation 
and  Airports. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-first  Annual  Con- 
vocation was  held  December  10th  in  Boston  and  at 
the  first  day's  session  all  the  Degrees  were  exempli- 
fied by  the  Grand  Chapter  Exemplification  Team, 
the  G.H.P.  resigning  the  East  to  Companion  Ross 
who  presided. 

Then  followed  a  rich  array  of  distinguished 
guests,  who  as  far  as  possible  were  presented  by  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  their  respective  Grand 
Chapters — Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  Ohio,  Ver- 
mont, Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania  and  from  other  Grand  Bodies  of 
Massachusetts.  Verily  the  cup  of  Massachusetts 
hospitality  overflows. 

This  from  the  striking  memorial  to  the  late 
Lorenzo  Luther  Green: — 

"A  man  of  infinite  patience  and  painstaking,  as  the  exact- 
ness of  his  work  testifies,  he  gave  his  best  to  that  to  which  he 
had  set  his  hand.  The  soul  of  reverence,  yet  not  pious,  nor 
'o'er  gude,'  a  man  of  broad  sympathies  who  could  enter 
freely  into  the  rational  pleasures  of  life,  a  true  man  and  a 
true  Mason." 

The  G.H.P.  introduced  his  address  by  referring 
to  those  who  had  passed  the  eternal  veils  during  the 
year,  quoting: — 

"There  was  the  Door  to  which  I  found  no  Key, 
There  was  the  Veil  through  which  I  could  not  see. 
Some  little  talk  awhile  of  Me  and  Thee 
There  was. — and  then,  no  more  of 
Thee  and  Me." 

As  to  necessary  vigilance  in  selection  the  G.H.P. 

wisely  says: — 

"If  this  is  done,  and  a  preferred  class  are  admitted  to 
membership,  a  class  consisting  of  brethren  who  believe  with 
us  that  we  are  organized  for  a  noble  and  glorious  purpose, 
shall  we  not  be  infinitely  better  equipped  to  carry  on  the 
work  that  lies  ahead?" 
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Comp.  Cushing  believes  in  the  personal  equation 
and  his  list  of  visitations  covers  many  pages. 

Grand  Chapter  aids  in  the  maintenance  of  Juni- 
per Hall,  of  which  he  says: — 

"Massachusetts  Masons  should  be  proud  of  this  Institution 
that  so  ably  seconds  the  activities  of  our  Masonic  Home  at 
Charlton. 

"It  is  apparent  that  if  the  Hospital  is  to  serve  its  purpose 
and  maintain  the  high  standard  expected  of  it,  a  sufficient 
endowment  fund  must  be  created." 

A  new  medal  has  been  struck  by  Massachusetts 
for  distinguished  service  like  our  British  Order 
D.S.O.  and  the  G.H.P.  thus  introduced  it:— 

"We  have  had  prepared  a  medal  to  be  known  as  the  Paul 
Revere  Medal  of  Distinguished  Capitular  Service,  and  it  is 
our  purpose  to  bestow  this  jewel  upon  such  Companions  as 
have  rendered  to  Chapter  Masonry  in  Massachusetts,  dis- 
tinguished service,  that  they  may  know  that  their  labours  are 
appreciated  and  held  sacred  by  us. 

The  first  presentation  was  to  M.E.  Arthur  G.  Pollard,  our 
well  beloved  Senior  Past  Grand  High  Priest." 

Four  more  Paul  Revere  medals  were  granted  to 
those  distinguished  Brethren  who  were  thus  intro- 
duced:— 

"Excellent  Companions  Arthur  D.  Prince,  John  J.  Van 
Valkenburgh,  Curtis  Chipman  and  Harry  G.  Pollard." 

"The  present  occasion  furnishes  a  most  favourable  oppor- 
tunity for  us  to  publicly  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  that  these  gentlemen,  following  the  light  kindled  by 
that  great  Patriot  and  Mason,  have  made  for  the  good  of  the 
Order." 

The  proposed  educational  programme  is  being 
gradually  evolved  through  a  skilled  Committee: — 

"The  Grand  Commandery  and  the  Scottish  Rite  are  doing 
a  noble  and  glorious  work  in  assisting  worthy  boys  and  girls 
to  receive  a  college  education  and  with  the  knowledge  that 
there  is  a  large  group  of  younger  people  who  need  some  kind 
of  vocational  or  business  training  and  advice  to  fit  them  for 
the  battle  of  life,  we  believe  that  the  Grand  Chapter  is  offered 
the  splendid  opportunity  of  perfecting  the  programme  of 
education  sponsored  by  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

"We  recommend,  therefore:  That  a  Standing  Committee 
consisting  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  one  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  be 
established  for  the  purpose  of    furnishing    supervision    and 
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educational  assistance  to  such  children  of  Master  Masons 
under  college  age,  as  are  being  given  financial  aid  by  the 
Board  of  Relief  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts." 

With  this  benediction  he  closes  his  address: — 

"May  the  Sovereign  Grand  High  Priest  have  you  in  His 
holy  keeping,  and  may  His  works  be  carried  to  fulfillment 
through  the  teachings  of  His  Disciple  whose  servants  we  are." 

Grand  Master  Dean  made  a  delightful  speech, 
linking  up  the  Craft  and  the  Royal  Craft,  saying: — 
"You  have  done  something  to  help  these  young  people, 
these  people  who  are  going  to  be  the  ones  to  carry  on  in  the 
future.  We  are  helping  to  mold  their  character,  we  are  help- 
ing them  to  battle  life's  problems,  and  giving  them  the  best 
equipment  that  we  can,  and  taking  the  place  of  the  fathers 
who  have  gone. 

"Your  Grand  High  Priest  has  very  wisely  put  certain 
restraining  provisions  in  this  programme  so  that  you  might 
build  slowly  but  surely. 

"I  think  it  is  very  gratifying  here  in  Massachusetts,  the 
co-operation  of  our  Masonic  Bodies  working  with  the  Grand 
Lodge.  .Here  you  have  a  complete  programme,  which  is 
made  up  of  separate  programms  without  any  interlocking,  but 
working  towards  a  harmonious  whole." 

Comp.  Cushing  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

Massachusetts  is  represented  by  D.  G.  Mcintosh. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
R.E.  Comp.  Raymond  T.  Sewall,  who  in  pleasing  and 
narrative  form  reveals  to  us  each  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tions which  he  has  mentally  visited. 

The  education  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  is  much 
commented  upon  and  we  read  under  California: — 

"The  Committee  on  Capitular  Education  reported  that  it 
had  issued  monthly  pamphlets,  each  containing  a  letter 
endeavouring  to  encourage  educational  work  in  the  Chapters, 
and  one  or  more  articles  on  Capitular  Masonry." 

Our  colleague  is  encouragingly  cordial  in  his 
review  of  Canada.  He  speaks  of  the  gracious  words 
of  welcome  we  received  in  Kingston. 

He  refers  to  the  work  of  the  17  Grand  Superin- 
tendents with  this  comment:  — 

"These  Reports  ini  turn  were  received  by  a  Committee 
appointed  to  report  upon  the  'Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry.'  Thus  it  appears  that  a  most  thorough  inspection 
into  the  affairs  of  the  Craft  throughout  this  extensive  Juris- 
diction is  kept  up." 
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He  praises  the  Grand  Z.  for  his  activities.  He 
speaks  of  our  prosperity  financially  and  of  our 
benevolence. 

He  is  most  kind  in  his  reference  to  this  Reviewer 
and  quotes  both  the  Foreword  and  the  Afterword 
of  our  last  review  nearly  in  full. 

A  comparison  between  Idaho  and  Massachusetts 
(and  a  mental  one  with  Canada)  will  be  of 
interest : — 

"  'Article  XII.  In  case  a  member  is  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  he  shall  be  declared  by  the  High  Priest 
reinstated  to  membership  upon  payment  of  all  arrearage  due 
at  the  time  of  his  suspension.' 

"In  Massachusetts  such  action  would  automatically  rein- 
state him  at  any  time  within  a  year  of  date  of  suspension, 
after  which  time  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter present  at  the  Convocation  at  which  action  is  taken,  is 
required,  and  after  all  past  dues  are  paid  or  remitted." 

Speaking  under  Illinois  of  Past  High  Priests 
being  members  but  not  being  entered  on  the  mailing 
list,  his  comment  will  appeal  to  all: — 

"An  organization  should  be  controlled  by  its  active  mem- 
bership and  it  would  seem  that  a  member  is  entitled  to  notifi- 
cations of  the  body  of  which  he  is  legally  a  member.  Of  what 
use  is  the  membership  if  the  member  does  not  participate  in 
the  deliberations  of  the  body?" 

Senior  Grand  High  Priest  Pollard  of  Massa- 
chusetts is  now  in  his  88th  year,  enjoys  remarkable 
good  health  and  is  still  active  in  Masonic  duties. 

Nova  Scotia's  ruling  that  a  Chapter  must  close 
on  whatever  Degree  they  were  working  and  resume 
labour  on  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  thus  contrasted 
or  compared  with  Massachusetts: — 

"In  Massachusetts  the  business  of  the  Chapter  may  be 
transacted  in  any  of  the  Degrees,  with  the  exception  of  elec- 
tion and  installation  of  officers  and  Visitation  of  Grand  Offi- 
cers, which  must  be  on  the  Royal  Arch  Degree." 

Like  all  Massachusetts'  work,  the  Reviews  are 
clear  and  comprehensive. 

Membership,  40,932.    Net  loss,  608. 
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MICHIGAN

Charles  A.  Conover,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-second  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Kalamazoo,  May  21,  1930. 

18  Past  Grand  High  Priests  entered  in  a  body 
and  were  introduced  by  the  Dean  of  that  distinguish- 
ed group,  Lou  B.  Winsor. 

Then  followed  New  York,  Indiana,  Wisconsin, 
Canada  (Edwin  Smith  and  Oliver  Elwood),  together 
with  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Masonic  Bodies 
in  Michigan. 

Pennsylvania  and  the  General  Grand  High  Priest 
dropped  in  afterwards  and  were  separately  received. 

A  beautiful  and  historic  gavel  was  presented  to 
the  G.H.P.  by  Ishpeming  Chapter.  It  had  formed  part 
of  the  original  White  House  when  burned  by  the 
British  in  1814.  With  the  presentation  came  these 
words : — 

"And  now  our  High  Priest  will  place  in  your  hands  this 
gavel  and  with  it  I  admonish  you  to  use  the  greatest  of  all 
human  attributes,  the  badge  of  friendship  and  the  human 
touch. 

"  'For  shelter  is  gone  when  the  night  is  o'er,  and  bread  lasts 
only  the  day, 
But  the  sound  of  the  voice  and  the  touch  of  the  hand, 
Sing  on  in  the  soul  alway.'  " 

G.H.P.  Trebilcock  uses  most  picturesque  language 
throughout  in  his  address.  He  speaks  of  having  to 
"open  wide  a  heart  full  of  gratitude."  He  speaks  of 
the  "spontaneous  spirit  of  co-operation,"  and  of  "the 
sweetness  of  the  atmosphere  created  by  your  genial 
and  indulgent  attention"  and  therefore  he  says  he 
addresses  Grand  Chapter  with  "a  deep  wholesome 
fraternal  spirit."   We  read  further: — 

"In  bringing  these  facts  to  your  attention,  it  is  not  my 
purpose  to  gather  together  all  the  elements  of  darkness,  with 
any  idea  of  casting  a  spell  of  gloom  over  our  fraternal 
future;  but,  I  am  merely  emphasizing  a  condition  that  should 
be  given  serious  thought  and  consideration  by  each  and  every 
Companion. 

So  with  this  condition  prevailing  in  general  throughout  the 
fraternal  world,  we  must  look  beyond  our  local  institutions 
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to  find  the  fundamental  cause  for  our  ever  increasing  de- 
pression. I  am  wondering  what  effect  the  changing  industrial, 
economic  and  social  conditions  of  our  country  have  had  upon 
the  psychological  mind  of  the  average  person  toward  fra- 
ternalism. 

"The  luxuries  of  a  short  time  ago  are  necessities  to-day. 
Many  things  are  essential  to  domestic  happiness  to-day  that 
were  not  essential  a  decade  ago  and  they  are  bound  to  affect 
the  economic  resources  of  the  individual. 

"Among  them  has  been  the  general  term  'indifference.' 
I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  this  opinion,  to  the  extent  that 
it  is  the  largest  contributing  factor. 

"In  the  meantime,  let  us  keep  the  machinery  in  perfect 
condition. 

"The  loss  of  membership  is  established  by  the  facts. 
Such  a  loss  affects  the  superstructure  and  can  easily  be  re- 
paired, when  you  and  I  fulfill  our  Masonic  duties  as  they 
should  be  fulfilled.  The  loss  of  faith  is  indeed  an  irreparable 
one.     We  dare  not  lose  faith." 

This  pleasing  tribute  to  our  late  Henry  T. 
Smith:— 

"We  also  sympathize  in  the  loss  of  Companion  Henry  T. 
Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.  Companion  Smith  was  an  honorary 
member  of  our  Grand  Chapter  and  our  Grand  Representative 
near  Canada.  On  his  several  visits  to  us,  he  endeared  him- 
self to  us  and  we  shall  miss  his  presence,  but  feel  grateful 
for  the  inspiration  that  he  left  with  us." 

Dispensations  were  granted  with  a  liberal 
hand : — 

"In  granting  the  many  dispensations  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  I  took  into  consideration  the  conditions  and 
difficulties  that  many  of  the  Chapters  were  experiencing  in 
their  endeavor  to  complete  the  required  numbers  for  Royal 
Arch  degree  work  and  to  maintain  interest  in  their  respective 
Chapters." 

Just  one  ruling : — 

"What  uathority  has  High  Priest  of  Palestine  Chapter 
over  Palestine  Order  of  DeMolay?  High  Priest  has  no 
authority  except  advisory  capacity. 

He  appointed  Walter  G.  Price,  our  Grand  Z.,  Grand 
Representative  of  Michigan. 

He  speaks  with  pride  of  Camp  Rademaker  which 
205  had  attended  during  the  past  year  and  with  re- 
gard to  which  the  Committee  on  the  Camp  further 
say: — 
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"The  Camp  has  not  been  properly  advertised.  My  ad- 
vertising campaign  this  year  covered  a  period  of  six  weeks 
only. 

"I  recommend  the  age  limit  be  removed.  This  would  make 
a  flexible  arrangement  which  would  tend  to  increase  attend- 
ance. 

"The  Camp  should  be  used  in  its  development  of  character 
and  comradeship  to  its  fullest  extent." 

Canada  was,  as  always,  faithfully  represented  by 
Charles  A.  Conover. 

Membership,  46,161.  Net  loss,  726.  Average 
membership  of  Chapters,  278. 

Warner  K.  McSween  was  elected  M.E.G.H.P. 

Most  interesting  is  the  reproduction  of  a  page  of 
plates  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Chap- 
ter held  in  Kalamazoo  in  1915  showing  the  three  sons 
who  succeeded  the  three  fathers  in  the  same  office 
and  were  all  in  office  in  that  year — McGregor,  Watts 
and  Conover. 

Both  Edwin  Smith  and  Oliver  Elwood  entertained 
the  members  very  pleasantly  and  extended  congratu- 
lations and  greetings. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  for  the  fourth  time  in 
the  friendly  and  competent  charge  of  Harry  L.  Izor, 
P.G.H.P.  As  to  the  general  objects  of  the  Reviews 
and  the  statistics  that  he  has  encountered  and  the 
remedies  suggested  for  the  slump,  he  speaks  fully 
and  freely  in  his  Foreword : — 

"We  have  summarized  the  figures  of  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions in  the  States  and  present  it  herewith  in  'round  num- 
bers.' Including  Michigan  in  the  'finals/  forty-two  States 
show  a  gross  loss  in  membership  of  approximately  20,500; 
decrease  in  exaltations,  approximately  4,800;  increase  in  sus- 
pensions, approximately  1,700.  Only  nine  Grand  Jurisdictions 
show  a  net  gain,  with  an  approximate  figure  of  1,000.  The 
total  net  loss  of  the  other  thirty-three  States  is  approximately 
10,500. 

"  'Education'  is  always  essential  and  has  its  value.  Un- 
fortunately, though,  efforts  along  this  line  only  too  often  are 
akin  to  the  message  from  the  pulpit  delivered  to  a  few  of  the 
faithful,  while  those  who  should  be  reached  are  conspicuous 
by  their  absence,  as  per  exhibit  of  vacant  pews. 

"This  brings  us  to  the  subject  of  'Leadership,'  and  with 
it  our  desire  to  'second  the  motion.'  It  could  not  possibly  be 
more  fittingly  emphasized  than  in  the  words  of  Robt.  A. 
Woods,  P.G.H.P. 
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"It  is  high  time,  Companions,  that  we  sit  up  and  take 
notice.  The  day  of  talking  platitudes  is  past.  Stop  the  chaff 
about  ridding  the  Order  of  the  fish-out-of-water  World  War 
acccretions,  and  that  other  sweet  morsel  that  quality  and  not 
quantity  is  what  we  want.  Get  down  to  bed  rock.  What  is 
really  the  matter  with  us?  Is  it  altogether  High  Life,  with 
its  automobiles,  radios,  phonographs,  picture  shows,  golf  and 
luncheon  clubs,  etc.?  Is  it  the  failure  of  the  poorly-paid  Sec- 
retary to  do  all  the  work  and  get  in  all  the  money?  Rather, 
is  it  not  the  lack  of  proper  Leadership?  The  kind  of  leader- 
ship that  enthuses,  inspires,  leads?  Give  me  a  Chapter  with 
a  real  Leader,  and  I'll  show  you  a  Chapter  with  a  net  gain 
in  members,  every  time.     It  can  be  done. 

"Don't  mistake  me ;  these  Leaders  are  not  to  do  the  whole 
work;  it  is  for  them  to  enthuse,  inspire  the  members,  to  lead 
them  'in  paths  they  have  not  known.' 

"Get  a  Leader,  a  General,  who  can  fill  his  army  with  fire 
and  zeal,  who  can  lead  the  assault,  who  can  do  things  worth 
while,  and  watch  him  bring  home  the  bacon.  Get  rid  of  your 
figurehead  officers,  the  fellows  that  'just  want  to  be  a  past 
high  priest,'  and  install  the  fellow  that  knows." 

British  Columbia's  interest  in  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  is  thus  commended : — 

"His  foreword  expresses  much  interest  in  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  to  be  held  in  Tacoma.  This  attests  to  the 
neighbourly  feeling  that  exists  in  British  Columbia. 

California  by  open  vote  having  decided  in  favor 
of  Degrees  being  conferred  at  Grand  Chapter,  our 
colleague  adds : — 

"It  has  been  our  contention  for  some  long  time  that  if  the 
wishes  of  the  constitutent  Chapter  representatives  were  com- 
plied with  that  degree  work  would  always  be  a  part  of  Grand 
Chapter.  This  is  the  first  time,  however,  that  we  have  seen 
it  proven  by  popular  vote." 

He  courteously  reviews  Canada,  referring  to  our 
host  of  distinguished  visitors,  our  statistics  for  the 
Kingston  meeting,  and  adds  one  more  to  the  merited 
tributes  to  the  late  Henry  T.  Smith: — 

"Comp  Smith  visited  Michigan  at  Lansing  in  1929,  ac- 
companying his  brother,  Edwin  Smith,  the  Grand  Z.  In  fact 
he  has  graced  the  Michigan  Annuals  with  his  presence  for 
several  years,  endearing  himself  to  many  Companions  through 
acquaintance  and  friendships  thus  formed.  It  is  with  pro- 
found sorrow  that  we  announce  his  death,  which  occurred 
within  two  weeks  after  he  returned  to  Toronto.  Canada  has 
lost  a  pillar  of  strength  in  Masonry  and  its  citizenship. 
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A  word  or  two  also  in  praise  of  Edwin  Smith : — 

"Surely  he  has  merited  the  confidence  reposed  in  him. 
There  are  few,  if  any,  addresses  in  our  reviews  this  year 
on  the  same  plane  with  Comp.  Smith's.  Among  his  official 
acts  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  he  permitted  degrees  to  be  con- 
ferred upon  brothers  who  were  crippled." 

Comp.  Gardiner's  Condition  of  Masonry  Report  is 
largely  quoted  from  as  expressive  of  "good 
thoughts."  We  do  indeed  respond  gratefully  to  his 
appreciation  of  our  efforts  as  Reviewer: — 

"We  have  previously  enthused  over  Canada's  Capitular 
Correspondence  as  written  by  talented  and  gifted  Ponton. 
We  are  indeed  delighted  to  again  greet  him.  As  for  the 
Review  before  us,  it  is  a  treasure  book.  'Afterword'  is  a 
message  that  should  appeal  to  one  and  all." 

Illinois  as  the  big  Jurisdiction  has  shortened  the 
time  that  arrears  can  be  carried  and  he  approves : — 

"He  emphasized  his  belief  that  two  years  should  be  the 
maximum  to  carry  delinquents.  Agreed,  Comp.  Core,  and  its 
just  too  bad  that  such  agitation  was  not  brought  into  the 
limelight  several  years  ago. 

From  Manitoba : — 

"We  live  in  deeds,  not  years; 
In  thoughts,  not  breaths." 

A  little  badinage  under  New  York : — 

"Referring  to  the  writer,  Comp  Briggs  makes  our  given 
name  read  'Henry.'  If  its  a  dinner  bell,  we'll  respond  to  any 
old  name.     In  black  and  white,  though,  we  prefer  Harry." 

This  is  informative  from  New  Zealand: — 

"It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  the  aforesaid  discussion,  that 
New  Zealand  specifies  the  Chapter  as  'Mark,  Excellent,  and 
R.A.  Degrees,  and  it  can  give  permission  to  operate  what  are 
known  as  the  Ark  Mariner  and  Red  Cross  Degrees  as  well.' 
The  Grand  Chapter  declares  in  its  constitution  that  it  does 
not  recognize  or  consider  the  degree  of  Past  Master." 

MINNESOTA 

William  E.  Pool,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
John  Fishel,  M.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Sixty-eighth  Convocation  was  held  in  St. 
Paul,  October  8,  1929.  Thirteen  outstanding  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  co-operated. 
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Canada  was  duly  represented  by  J.  Arthur 
Jensen. 

The  G.H.P.  thus  calls  to  action  the  Companions, 
especially  the  new  ones,  in  his  annual  address: — 

"This  Convocation  will  demand  of  each  of  you  your  best 
thought  and  deliberation,  for  what  you  do  here  will  not  be 
limited  in  its  results  to  an  hour  or  a  day  but  will  affect  the 
welfare  of  Capitular  Masonry..  I  have  garnered  so  few  of 
the  ripened  sheaves  of  enduring  accomplishment." 

As  to  decisions  generally  he  thus  comments  from 
an  experience  most  of  us  have  shared : — 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  many  questions  are  asked  not 
really  for  information,  for  I  believe  that  the  average  High 
Priest  or  Secretary  can  read  and  understand  our  language, 
but  that  they  might  have  an  authoritative  statement  from  one 
who  is  supposed  to  know,  to  show  to  certain  Companions 
which  we  find  in  every  Chapter  who  are  inclined  to  want  to 
argue  every  point." 

There  is  a  rebellion  all  along  the  line  against 
tampering  with  the  Rituals: — 

"I  hope  that  it  will  be  many  years  before  any  one  conceives 
it  to  be  his  duty  to  again  try  to  make  any  change  in  our 
Ritual." 

He  grows  sincerely  eloquent  as  he  recounts  the 
meeting  in  which  northern  Canada  shared  with  the 
Border  States  their  fraternal  felicity,  and  gives  both 
in  prose  and  poetry  this  aspiration,  to  which  we 
say  Amen ! — 

"And  my  Companions  when,  you  stop  to  consider  that  on 
this  occasion  the  citizens  of  these  U.S.  and  the  citizens  of 
Canada  were  met  around  our  common  altar,  and  our  'OLD 
GLORY'  and  the  colours  of  Canada  were  prominently  dis- 
played in  our  Chapter  room,  I  believe  that  the  cause  of  uni- 
versal peace  has  been  advanced  one  more  step. 

"  'We  two  are  one 

In  spirit  and  in  speech, 
While  wisdom's  at  the  helm 
There  can  not  be  a  breach. 

"  'We  two  are  one 

Abreast  we  stand  for  right. 
Aloft  we  hold  the  torch 
Of  Freedom's  holy  light. 

"  'We  two  are  one 

And  so  shall  ever  be, 
Not  by  man  made  laws 
But  by  God's  divine  decree.' 
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"  'Three  thousand  miles  of  border  line — two  nations  side  by 

side; 
Each    strong    in    common    motherhood    and    Anglo-Saxon 

pride; 
Yet  each  the  haven  and  the  home  for  all  of  foreign  birth, 
And  each  their  final  fusion  point — the  melting  pot  of  earth. 

"  'Three  thousand  miles  of  border  line — nor  fort  nor  armed 

host 
On  all  this  frontier  neighbour-ground,  from  east  to  western 

coast ; 
A  spectacle  to  conjure  with — a  thought  to  stir  the  blood 
A  living  proof  to  all  the  world  of  faith  in  brotherhood.'  " 

Like  every  Grand  High  Priest  he  has  something 
to  say  as  to  the  suspensions  N.P.D.  and  he  is  frank 
and  earnest  and  positive.  He  leads  up  to  it  by 
speaking  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  and  of 
drones  in  the  royal  hive: — 

"The  ceremony  creates  a  mental  atmosphere  that  serves  as 
a  background  for  the  High  Priest  as  long  as  he  discharges 
the  function  of  that  office. 

"It  means  much  to  be  an  anointed  High  Priest  and  this 
degree  emphasizes  in  a  splendid  manner  the  importance  of 
this  call  to  service. 

"Unfortunately  there  are  in  our  State  a  few  Chapters 
'Who  toil  not  neither  do  they  spin/  but  rather  keep  other 
Chapters  from  toiling  in  that  they  retain  jurisdiction  over  a 
territory  rich  in  opportunities  for  membership  and  service. 

"Serious  effort  has  been  made  to  try  to  make  these  Chap- 
ters function  and  again  show  signs  of  life.  Nearly  every 
man  you  meet  belongs  to  from  one  to  a  dozen  lodges  in  addi- 
tion to  service  clubs  and  various  commercial  organizations. 
No  man  can  divide  his  time  and  attention  among  all  of 
these  and  still  give  any  worthwhile  service  to  any  one  of  them. 
When  we  spread  out  our  efforts  too  thin  something  must 
suffer. 

"Let  us  use  the  arbitrary  method  of  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues  only  as  a  court  of  last  resort." 

"Leadership  cannot  be  briefly  defined.  The  sources  and 
kinds  of  attributes  to  leadership  are  as  numerous  as  the 
blades  of  grass.  Ambition  is  the  salvation  of  men  worth 
while,  and  the  lack  of  it  the  curse  of  90%  of  us.  Ambition 
sets  the  mark.  Be  energetic  but  see  that  your  energy  is  well 
directed.  Misdirected  energy  in  any  walk  of  life  can  only 
produce  disaster. 

"A  Chapter  with  a  large  membership  may  accomplish 
small  things.  A  Chapter  with  a  small  membership  may  ac- 
complish gigantic  things. 
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"No  Royal  Arch  Chapter  is  going  to  be  bigger  than  the 
man  at  the  head  of  it." 

"King  Solomon  was  not  noted  for  the  number  of  Temples 
which  he  built  but  for  the  quality  of  the  one  he  built." 

Stop  and  listen  to  his  wise  words: — 

"Masonry  is  not  meant  for  cold  souls  and  narrow  minds. 
"My  Companions,  be  strong. 

"  'We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift; 
We  have  heavy  work  to  do,  and  loads  to  lift; 
Shun  not  the  struggle — Face  it  'tis  God's  gift.'  " 

Membership,  16,908.  Net  loss,  172. 

Among  the  distinguished  guests  present  was 
J.  C.  Walker  Reid,  First  Grand  Principal  of  Mani- 
toba. 

W.  R.  Van  Housen  was  elected  M.E.  G.H.(P. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Oliver  Elwood  who  has  the 
financing  of  our  Grand  Chapter  in  his  supervising 
care,  represents  Minnesota. 

iComp.  Charles  S.  Schurman  presents  his  eighth 
Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  doughtily 
defends  his  use  of  the  term  "foreign."  In  his  Fore- 
word he  speaks  of  the  losses  as  now  requiring  action 
and  not  simply  endurance  in  inaction  in  these 
words: — 

"It  seems  to  us  that  the  condition  needs  to  be  met  with 
serious  thought  and  some  constructive  planning  which,  no 
doubt,  will  in  time  unfold  a  better  understanding  of  how  to 
turn  the  tide  and  place  the  institution  again  upon  a  solid 
basis." 

Alberta  again  scores  in  receiving  the  longest 
review: — 

"The  By-Laws  of  the  original  Rhode  Island  Grand  Chap- 
ter contained  the  following  provision:  'THAT  NO  BROTH- 
ERS SHOULD  BE  ELIGIBLE  TO  BE  BALLOTED  FOR  TO 
RECEIVE  THE  HONOURS  OF  THE  CHAPTER  *  *  * 
until  he  had  been  a  Master  Mason  for  two  years  *  *  *  and 
who  had,  during  this  time  of  being  a  Brother,  shown  by  a 
regular  attendance  at  lodge  and  other  occasions,  THAT  HE 
IS  A  REAL  FRIEND  TO  THE  HONOUR  AND  PROS- 
PERITY OF  THE  CRAFT." 
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The  Knights  Templar  organization  is  again  held 
up  as  an  example  under  Arizona : — 

"His  recommendationi  was  for  the  creating  of  a  Standing 
Committee  on  Suspensions  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  co- 
operate with  the  Secretary  in  the  collection  of  dues,  following 
the  lead  of  the  Grand  Encampment." 

His  review  of  Canada  speaks  of  the  great  wel- 
come accorded  at  Kingston,  of  the  number  of  dis- 
tinguished visitors  who  were  entertained.  It  also 
analyzes  the  address  of  Grand  Z.  Edwin  Smith. 
Summing  up:  — 

"We  are  impressed  with  the  thought  that  Comp.  Smith 
was  an  intelligent  and  painstaking  officer,  and  that  he  was 
active  in  the  interests  of  Grand  Chapter." 

He  is  greatly  impressed  with  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  Superintendents  and  quotes  from  one  of 
them: — 

"In  one  of  the  reports  we  note  that  the  Superintendent 
gives  his  impression  of  his  duties,  and  it  is  so  sensible  that 
we  reproduce  a  paragraph: 

"  'During  my  different  inspections  any  criticisms  that  I 
deemed  necessary  to  offer  were  of  such  a  nature  as  I  felt 
would  be  instructive  and  constructive,  rather  than  destruc- 
tive, and  I  have  been  led  to  hope  that  they  have  been  received 
by  the  Companions  in  the  same  friendly  spirit  in  which  they 
were  extended  to  them.  On  each  of  my  visits  I  endeavoured 
to  make  the  occasion  one  of  instruction  as  well  as  of 
inspection.' 

"It  must  be  gratifying  to  a  presiding  officer  to  have  offi- 
cials who  so  conscientiously  and  efficiently  discharge  the 
duties  of  inspection  without  charge  to  the  Grand  Chapter." 

Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  has,  he  says,  many  constructive 
suggestions. 

We  must  apologize  for  the  length  of  his 
chivalrous  reference  to  ourself  as  we  think  our 
Canadian  and  Scottish  friends  will  be  interested: — 

"Now  we  come  to  the  'Captiular  Correspondence  and  Re- 
view,' and  while  the  volume  thus  far  has  been  very  entertain- 
ing this  holds  for  us  the  greater  interest,  for  Comp.  Ponton 
is  a  past  master  in  this  field,  and  his  work  is  excellent  even 
when  he  is  pulling  the  tail  feathers  from  this  scribe  as  to  the 
peculiar  methods  of  Scotland  in  the  territorial  possessions  of 
the  Empire.  In  the  review  of  England  on  another  page  of 
this  report  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  have  given  a  very 
clear  exposition  of  conditions  which  we  confess  not  heretofore 
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to  have  fully  understood,  and  we  have  no  apologies  to  make 
for  that  in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  suspects  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Local  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland, 
and  who  was  one  of  the  parties  to  the  correspondence  in  the 
controversy,  did  not  understand  it  either.  Nor  can  we  con- 
ceive of  Companions  in  Queensland  who  would  want  to  stick 
to  the  peculiar  arrangements  of  Scotland  and  England  when 
they  have  a  Grand  Chapter  in  the  Province.  The  system  is 
bad  in  that  it  is  conducive  of  just  such  estrangements  as  are 
evident  in  Queensland  and  other  of  the  Australian  colonies. 
But  that  is  their  business. 

"We  do  not  believe  there  will  ever  be  harmony  while  this 
double  Capitular  supervision  exists.  Perhaps  some  day  we 
may  see  eye  to  eye  with  Comp.  Ponton  as  to  Scotland  and 
England  in  Australasia,  but  we  fear  that  it  is  a  good  way  off. 
If  Scotland  or  England  really  desired  to  do  so  they  could  clear 
themselves  of  the  Chapters  under  the  Southern  Cross  as 
easily  as  they  have  eliminated  themselves  from  Canada,  and 
Canadians  are  not  one  whit  less  loyal  to  the  Mother  Country 
than  those  Australasians  who  are  endeavouring — perhaps  not 
as  wisely  as  they  might — to  establish  Royal  Arch  Masonry  on 
a  basis  of  local  control. 

"Comp.  Ponton's  report  is  easily  the  most  exhaustive  and 
probably  as  well  written  as  any  that  come  to  our  table.  We 
have  been  intensely  interested  in  it,  and  lay  it  aside  with  a 
genuine  regret  that  we  cannot  do  it  better  justice  in  the  limits 
to  which  these  reports  must  necessarily  be  confined,  although 
Grand  Chapter  has  set  no  limits  on  us.  His  'Afterword'  we 
reproduce  in  full." 

Again  the  question  of  the  employment  of  women 
in  the  offices  of  Grand  Secretaries  comes  up  under 
Connecticut: — 

"Commenting  on  the  law  of  Montana  requiring  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  employ  only  males  in  his  office  Comp.  Kies 
says: 

"  'Your  reporter  has  two  women  assistants,  and  we  are 
convinced  that  in  their  line  of  work  they  are  more  efficient 
than  men.  While  it  is  obvious  that,  in  constituent  bodies, 
women  should  not  be  employed,  since  they  would  perforce  get 
improper  information,  this  does  not  hold  good  in  the  office 
of  a  Grand  Secretary.' 

"There  is  at  least  a  chance  for  an  argument  on  that  ques- 
tion, and  we  are  with  Montana.  Women  know  altogether  too 
much  about  Masonry  without  being  in  Grand  Secretary's 
office." 

The  little  difference  between  this  Reviewer  and 
our  colleague  as  to  Scotland's  loyalty  to  her  sons 
under  the  Southern  Cross  has  again  this  refer- 
ence:— 
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"At  the  risk  of  seeming  to  make  this  review  too  long  we 
want  to  quote  a  paragraph  under  Scotland,  and  without 
desiring  to  be  argumentative  we  commend  it  to  Comp.  Ponton 
of  Canada: 

"  'Obviously  what  Scotland  should  do,  as  these  dependencies 
become  independent,  is  to  withdraw  and  leave  them  to  them- 
selves. But  it  has  stoutly  refused  to  do  so.  In  consequence, 
the  reputation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  is  none  too 
good  anywhere.'  " 

With  regard  to  England's  two  new  Chapters  in 
New  Zealand  he  says  after  very  fairly  quoting  the 
English  point  of  view  at  length : — 

"The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  petitions  granted.  We 
do  not  see  how  the  action  can  be  criticized,  and  yet  we  can  see 
that  the  harmony  of  the  Companions  in  New  Zealand  may  be 
strained  as  it  has  been  in  other  places  under  similar 
circumstances." 

Ancient  history  from  the  records  of  Indiana  for 
1859  is  most  interesting,  as  are  the  comments  of 
the  Reviewer:  — 

"  'That  any  one  who  does  not  believe  in  the  entire  agree- 
ment of  the  principles  of  Masonry  with  the  teachings  of  the 
Bible,  is  disqualified  from  being  a  Mason,  either  for  want  of 
faith  in  the  Bible  or  moral  perception  to  comprehend  the 
teachings  of  Masonry.' 

"Shall  we  suppose  that  the  Companions  of  these  other  days 
were  'narrower'  than  we  of  to-day?  Their  ideals  were  higher 
we  are  afraid." 

As  to  recommendation  of  the  creation  by  Grand 
Chapter  of  Iowa  of  a  Service  Committee  our  out- 
spoken colleague  says:  — 

"The  creation  of  more  machinery  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  a  lot  of  High  Priests  who  do  not  know  how  to  use  it." 

The  debated  subject  of  Knights  Templar  appear- 
ing in  Chapters  even  with  their  aprons  over  their 
uniform,  receives  short  shrift  at  the  hands  of 
Maine  and  Minnesota: — 

"Under  several  heads  we  note  that  Comp.  Bodge  is  not 
very  enthusiastic  about  Knights  Templar  with  their  plumes 
and  swords  strutting  around  the  Chapter  room.  Who  started 
this  foolishness?" 

As  to  the  personnel  of  the  Grand  High  Priests 
and  the  ideal  man  for  the  position,  we  read  in  the 
review  of  Montana: — 
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"Only  men  of  large  mental  calibre  should  be  entrusted' 
with  the  leadership  of  the  Capitular  hosts;  men  like  the  late 
Dr.  Kuhn,  who  was  full  of  vision  and  magnetism;  men  who 
can  think,  plan,  and  carry  out  designs  into  which  the  keystone 
shall  be  the  binding  headstone. 

"It  is  out  of  reflections  such  as  this  that  some  day  some- 
thing will  be  evolved.  We  are  not  quite  satisfied  now,  and 
that  dissatisfaction  will  prod  us  on  till  we  accomplish  what 
we  think  ought  to  be  done." 

From  his  conclusion  we  take  these  paragraphs, 
believing  with  Comp.  Schurman,  we  trust,  that 
problems  only  exist  in  order  to  be  solved: — 

Throughout  the  discussions  of  matters  admittedly  perplex- 
ing there  runs  a  seeming  vein  of  optimism  which  we  do  not 
see  much  foundation  for.  We  are  not  pessimistic,  but  it  will 
take  constructive  thought,  energy  and  ability  to  bring  back 
Capitular  Masonry  to  the  position  it  occupied  a  few  years 
ago." 

MISSISSIPPI 

Robert  W.  Hinton,  Jr.,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Edward  L.  Faucette,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-second  Convocation  convened  in 
Clarksdale,  18th  March,  1930.  Canada  was  loyally 
represented  by  Leon  S.  Lippincott. 

The  G.H.P.  struck  a  note  of  hopeful  optimism  but 
we  are  afraid  that  afterwards  he  was  disappointed 
as  the  returns  did  not  bear  out  this  sanguine  para- 
graph :— 

"I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  unlike  last  year  our 
membership  has  shown  an  increase,  for  Which  I  am  thankful 
and  want  to  bestow  the  credit  where  it  is  due  and  thank  the 
High  Priests  and  their  loyal  assistants  for  so  readily  going 
to  work  last  summer  after  my  appeal  was  made  for  every 
Chapter  to  put  through  one  more  class  than  they  did  the 
year  before.    Your  personal  efforts  saved  the  day." 

He  takes  a  great  personal  interest  in  the 
Columbus  Home  and  recommends  that  a  combination 
Victrola  and  Radio  be  furnished  for  educative  and 
entertainment  purposes. 

Grand  Lecturer  Carter  presented  a  detailed  re- 
port from  which  the  appended  paragraphs  are  prob- 
ably applicable  in  most  Jurisdictions : — 

"Life  is  too  complex  and  the  demands  on  the  time  and 
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attention  of  men  too  manifold  to  expect  a  few  Companions 
to  devote  all  spare  time  to  Masonic  activity. 

"Each  working  team  will  become  better  and  better  because 
it  will  have  more  work  to  do,  be  more  enthusiastic,  and  by- 
comparison  with  other  working  teams,  have  more  incentive 
to  keeping  themselves  perfected." 

Membership,  7,156.     Decrease,  193. 

In  the  memorial  to  P.G.H.P.  Cullens  we  read  this 
fine  tribute: — 

"A  good  name  is  rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches." 
"In  these  tense  times  of  business  activity  when  the  art  of 
friendship  is  not  cultivated  as  formerly  it  is  refreshing  to 
meet  a  man. 

"His  Masonic  career  throughout  was  one  of  faithfulness, 
service  and  honour.  'A  light  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.' 
The  light  of  his  life  shining  forth  from  the  hilltop  of  faithful 
service,  loving  sympathy,  and  consistent  living,  shall  extend 
far  beyond  this  vision." 

I.  J.  Scharff  was  elected  G.H.P. 

At  the  date  of  the  Proceedings  which  we  review 
Dr.  John  J.  Farley,  of  Belleville,  was  the  Representa- 
tive of  Mississippi.  He  has  passed  away  during  the 
year. 

Comp.  H.  C.  Yawn  presents  his  fifth  review  and 
puts  into  it  his  personality. 

In  the  report  on  Arizona  we  read : — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  wonders  if  the  period  of  depres- 
sion has  not  about  reached  the  peak,  and  the  pendulum  about 
ready  to  swing  back." 

In  that  on  Arkansas  we  find : — 

"It  will  do  more  than  anything  else  to  sitmulate  an  inter- 
est among  Chapter  Masons.  It  will  give  them  something  to 
work  for — a  worthwhile  programme  that  will  stop  aimless 
wandering,  and  lead  the  steps  of  the  Companions  towards 
a  definite  goal." 

This  from  the  review  of  California: — 

"There  stands  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Genoa  a  magnifi- 
cent statue  erected  to  Christopher  Columbus.  At  the  bottom 
is  this  inscription: 

"  'There  was  one  world; 
Let  there  be  two, 
And  there  were  two.' 
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"The  late  Chauncy  Depew,  in  paying  tribute  to  Cyrus  W. 
Field,  the  man  who  laid  th«  Atlantic  cable,  relates  that  Mr. 
Field  said: 

"  'There  are  two  worlds; 
Let  there  be  one, 
And  there  was  one.' 

"Masonry  in  like  spirit  represents  a  truth,  a  principle,  a 
movement,  whose  aim  it  is  to  link  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
in  a  better  understanding  and  idealism  for  the  mutual  good 
of  all." 

In  his  friendly  treatment  of  Canada  he  speaks  of 
the  interesting  historical  facts  in  connection  with 
our  Kingston  gathering.  He  comments  upon  the 
Grand  Z.'s  dispensations  covering  physical  defects 
as  "rather  liberal."  He  makes  quotations  from  the 
Grand  Z.'s  address  which  he  says  are  in  his  judg- 
ment applicable  to  any  Chapter.  He  speaks  of  the 
work  of  our  Grand  Superintendents  thus : — 

"We  were  much  impressed  with  the  voluminous  and  yet 
detailed  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents.  These  reports 
show  much  time  employed  in  giving  instruction  and  in 
analyzing  fully  the  situation  in  each  district." 

And  is  kindly  encouraging  as  to  this  Reviewer's 
work,  for  which  we  thank  him : — 

"Companion  Ponton  again  submits  the  Correspondence 
Report.  There  is  in  his  foreword  a  mingling  of  little  posey 
snatches  of  beautiful  fraternal  colorings,  glints  from  the 
shining  vestige  of  charity,  and  running  through  it  all  golden 
threads  of  humility.  Thus  is  formed  a  beautiful  fabric,  which 
serves  as  a  canvas  upon  which  is  painted  a  splendid  Review." 

New  York's  Reviewer,  George  E.  Briggs,  rallies 
or  jollies  him  upon  his  poetic  predilections,  which  he 
does  not  mind  one  bit.  This  Reviewer  has  been 
similarly  "joshed."   He  says : — 

"Then  from  his  prosaic  mind  and  plodding  pen  comes  the 
boasted  and  self  gratulatory  statement:  'He  found  no  poetry 
in  New  York  to  copy.'  Too  bad,  Companion  Briggs,  that  you 
deliberately,  designedly,  and  with  malice  aforethought  denied 
this  scribe  the  indulgence  of  his  all  powerful  and  dominating 
penchant." 

This  old  favourite  from  North  Carolina : — 

"And  the  stately  ships  go  on 
To   the  haven  under   the  hill, 
But  O  for  the  touch  of  a  vanished  hand 
And  the  sound  of  a  voice  that  is  still." 
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NEBRASKA

The  Sixty-third  Convocation  was  held  in  Omaha, 
December  4th,  1929.  From  the  prayer  of  invocation 
when  this  Grand  Chapter  opened  we  take  this  in- 
spirational thought: — 

"For  innumerable  bounties,  inestimable  joys,  inexpressible 
mercies  and  salutary  guidance  through  a  thousand  varied  ex- 
periences, we  reverently  bless  and  worship  Thee. 

"Thou,  who  art  ever  the  same  and  whose  years  know  no 
end,  we  are  now  about  to  garner  another  year  into  Thy  store- 
house, and  to  plant  a  new  year  for  an  abundant  ingathering." 

Again  illustrating  the  fidelity  and  longevity  of 
the  West,  no  less  than  sixteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  graced  the  Grand  East. 

Distinguished  guests  from  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  Colorado  and  Iowa  were  welcomed. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  at  the  opening  for 
deceased  Grand  High  Priests,  a  worthy  custom. 

The  memorial  prayer  closes  with  this  senti- 
ment : — 

"And,  at  last  when  earth's  darkness  of  doubt  shall  be 
transformed  into  the  transcendent  light  of  infinite  truth, 
may  the  twilight  of  our  own  lives  be  brightened  by  sunrise 
rays  from  the  other  shore,  where  in  perpetual  joy  those  loved 
and  lost  awhile  await  our  coming." 

The  address  of  G.H.P.  Villars  was  comprehensive. 
We  excerpt  the  following  characteristic  sentences : — 

"Capitular  Masonry  in  Nebraska  is  on  solid  rock  and  I 
think  we  need  have  no  fear  for  the  future. 

"Many  reasons  are  given  for  the  general  loss  of  member- 
ship in  all  organizations,  but  to  me  the  outstanding  need  to- 
day is  Leadership;  Leadership  that  enthuses,  leads,  inspires. 
Point  out  a  Chapter  with  a  real  leader,  I'll  show  you  a 
Chapter  with  an  active  and  increasing  membership,  every- 
time.  Companions,  it  is  done  every  year.  Get  rid  of  that 
fellow  who  'just  wants  to  be  a  Past  High  Priest,'  a  figure 
head;  elect  the  fellow  that  'knows  his  onions,'  who  itches  for  a 
fight;  he  will  lead  his  Companions  round  by  round  up  the 
ladder  of  success." 
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Lebanon  Chapter  has  not  held  an  election  for 
some  time  but  still  clings  to  its  charter  for  this 
stated  reason  (or  excuse) : — 

"From  information  obtained  it  seems  that  the  only  'reason' 
the  Companions  desire  to  retain  their  Chapter  is  the  fact  that 
the  Chapter  is  sponsoring  the  De  Molay  boys." 

They  have  been  advised  to  consolidate. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  consider 
a  suitable  date  to  which  to  change  the  time  of  meet- 
ing of  Grand  Chapter. 

Grand  Chapter  is  stated  to  have  every  reason  to 
feel  proud  of  the  Masonic  Home  to  which  it  con- 
tributes. There  are  now  60  children,  all  well  and 
happy,  and  the  stock  on  the  prosperous  farm  is  all 
registered  and  pedigreed. 

Membership,  8,336.   Net  loss,  49. 

Fred.  G.  Bosshammer  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Clemens  A.  Spellman  represented  Canada  and 
Nebraska  is  represented  by  W.  J.  Potts,  of  Trenton. 

P.G.H.P.  George  N.  R.  Browne  is  the  Foreign 
Correspondent  and  he  attains  brevity  combined  with 
fullness. 

Under  California  he  quotes  "the  highest  concep- 
tion of  Masonry  is  service." 

Under  the  review  of  Canada  our  colleague  notes 
the  change  from  R.  H.  Spencer,  of  Trenton,  to  W.  J. 
Potts  of  the  same  place  as  Grand  Representative. 
He  notes  the  unusual  coincidence  of  the  double 
Brotherhood  of  First  Grand  Principal  and  of  Grand 
Scribe  E.  Other  comments  in  the  Review  are  as  fol- 
lows and  will  interest  our  Companions : — 

"We  note  that  since  1894  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
has  had  no  Past  Masters'  Degree  which  places  them  in  the 
same  category  as  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  in  so 
far  as  their  members  visiting  in  many  other  Jurisdictions  is 
concerned.  And  we  imagine  that  it  worries  them  even  less 
than  it  does  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania. 

"There  are  many  opinions  as  to  the  Ritual,  so  many  in 
fact,  that  it  seems  impossible  to  have  a  universal  rite.  But 
after  all,  it  is  just  such  a  thing  as  a  difference  in  opinion  that 
makes  this  world  go  round  so  successfully  in  a  commercial 
and  political  way  and  it  is  only  when  those  opinions  are  so 
radical  that  serious  trouble  arises  and  we  have  a  war." 
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As  to  our  Review  he  says : — 

"This  can  be  done  by  printing  advanced  copies  of  the  re- 
port at  a  very  little  more  cost  and  these  reports  can  be  dis- 
tributed at  the  annual  convocation  to  those  present,  or  mailed 
to  those  interested. 

"If  they  get  as  big  an  inspiration  from  their  annual  'feeds' 
as  we  of  Nebraska  do,  they  are  going  some,  for  they  have 
two. 

"William  N.  Ponton  again  writes  the  review  in  his  very 
comprehensive  manner.  His  work  shows  that  he  not  only 
reviews  the  proceedings  but  he  also  reviews  the  reviews  and 
gives  to  his  readers  much  which  is  really  worth  reading  from 
the  comments  of  the  various  reviewers." 

He  notes  the  reference  to  Comp.  Finney  under 
Georgia,  well  known  as  "the  Apostle  of  the  Merry 
Heart." 

This  from  the  review  of  Kentucky : — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  recommended  that  each  Chapter 
secure  a  Penny  upon  which  was  impressed  the  name,  number 
and  location  of  the  individual  Chapter — or  "Jewish  Half 
Shekel."  Just  where  he  finds  authority  for  recommending  a 
half  shekel  we  are  unable  to  suggest  for  we  were  taught  that  a 
half  shekel  was  twenty-five  cents,  not  a  penny." 

Of  course  Comp.  Allen,  of  North  Carolina,  re- 
ceives a  tribute,  but  this  time  not  of  the  common 
type:— 

"We  like  to  read  Companion  Allen's  reviews  because  he 
'goes  not  as  the  farm  boy  picking  cotton,  down  one  row  and 
up  the  next,  omitting  nothing;  but  rather  as  the  honeybee 
gathering  food  for  the  winter,  penetrating  to  the  center  of  a 
promising  blossom  here,  and  there,  and  in  the  distance,  at 
our  pleasure,  recognizing  no  duty  to  linger  at  those  points 
which  offer  least  of  pabulum  or  that  which  is  not  to  our 
taste." 

NEVADA

The  Fifty-seventh  Convocation  was  held  at  Reno, 
10th  June,  1930.  This  is  a  small  Jurisdiction 
numerically  but  strong  on  poetry  and  Past  Grand 
High  Priests— fourteen  of  whom  reported  for  duty 
and  were  honoured  at  the  altar. 
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Distinguished    visitors    from    California    were 
greeted  and  were  made  honourary  members. 
The  Flag  reception  is  thus  described: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  ordered  the  Grand  Captain  of  the 
Host  to  retire,  make  the  usual  alarm,  and  escort  Old  Glory  to 
the  Altar.  The  national  flag  salute  was  given  by  the  Com- 
panions, after  which  the  first  verse  of  'America'  was  sung. 
The  Flag  was  then  placed  in  the  Grand  East." 

Charles  L.  Fulstone  represented  Canada. 

Letters  of  greeting  were  received  from  many 
Grand  Representatives. 

The  G.H.P.  opened  his  address  by  referring  to 
the  loss  of  those  who  have,  he  says,  been  "called 
from  labour  to  refreshment."  He  pointed  out  that 
we  all  "await  alike  the  inevitable  hour." 

Here  is  one  of  his  practical  recommendations: — 

"I  recommend  that  at  the  annual  election  in  Chapters,  the 
Excellent  High  Priest  inquire  of  each  officer  elected  as  soon 
as  the  result  of  the  ballot  is  announced  if  he  will  accept  the 
office,  with  the  understanding  that  an  affirmative  reply  from 
the  officer  elected  is  to  be  accepted  as  a  promise  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office." 

As  he  began,  so  he  closses  hopefully: — 

"From  my  observations  I  feel  safe  in  stating  that  Capitu- 
lar Masonry  is  at  the  threshold  of  a  revival  that  will  termi- 
nate in  a  great  and  lasting  upbuilding  of  the  York  Rite." 

A  line  educational  fund  of  $1,387  is  being  ad- 
ministered by  loans  made  to  needy  students. 

The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Nevada  sent 
lovely  flowers  from  their  gardens  to  ornament  the 
Grand  East. 

James  D.  Wallace  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest, 
and  Frank  R.  King  Grand  Secretary  to  fill  his 
father's  place.    The  sire  lives  in  the  son. 

Grand  Orator  Coleman  delivered  a  masterful 
address  of  which  it  is  said: — 

"In  an  eloquent  manner  he  lifted  the  veil  of  Superstition 
and  Ignorance,  and  urged  all  true  Masons  to  be  ever  in  search 
of  the  Truth— True  Masonic  Light." 

Membership,  670.     Net  gain,  24. 

Many  memorial  pages  flowing  over  with  appro- 
priate poetry,  adorn  the  book  of  Proceedings.  Here 
is  one  verse  and  one  bit  of  beautiful  prose: — 
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"Life  is  the  unbelievable;  but  now 
That  this  Incredible  has  taught  us  how, 
We  can  believe  this  all-imaginary  Power 
That  breathed  the  Cosmos  forth  as  a  golden  flower, 
Had  potence  in  His  breath 
To  plan  us  new  surprises  beyond  death — 
New  spaces  and  new  goals 
For  the  adventure  of  ascending  souls." 

"In  Remembrance  of  the  Companions  beloved  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Nevada  who  in  the  year  past  have  heard  the  call 
to  pass  within  the  vail.  Elsewhere  are  writ  their  names  on 
the  Records  of  this  Convocation,  but  more  deeply  on  the 
Tablet  of  the  living  hearts  of  those  who  remember." 

A  fine  anthology  of  poetry  is  found  in  the  tribute 
to  the  late  Grand  Secretary  King.    We  quote: — 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done! 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ; 
The  battle  fought,  the  victory  won, 
Enter  thy  Master's  Joy ." 

"A  brilliant  and  sincere  attorney  his  victories  at  the  Bar 
were  many,  his  friends  among  all  walks  of  life  were  legion. 

"A  hearty  smile,  a  pleasant  joke,  a  sincere  grasp  of  the 
hand.  There  is  a  catch  in  the  throat  and  tears  will  not  be 
held  back  when  we  think  of  that  good  face  that  was  always 
letting  the  sunshine  through." 

The  names  of  those  who  have  been  ushered  "into 
the  Ever  Morning  Land"  follow  with  this  verse:— 

"When  I  am  gone, 
If  some  true  man,  or  buoyant-hearted  soul 
May  stop  beside  my  grave  and  read  the  scroll, 
And  reading,  think  of  how  I  cheered  the  weak, 
And  helped  the  sick  and  weary  climb  the  bleak 
And  jagged  stones  to  rest  and  hope  anew, 
Or  shielded  aught  from  stormy  winds  that  blew, 
Then  will  my  living  have  been  right,  indeed, 
Replete  with  greatness,  in  a  world  of  need — 
When  I  am  gone." 

John  F.  Marr,  of  Guelph,  represents  Nevada  with 

us. 

The  Capitular  Review  was  evidently  prepared 
before  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  Frank  D.  King 
passed  away.  It  is  a  model  of  concentration  and  is 
preceded  by  a  page  of  statistics  which  show  the  aver- 
age members  per  Chapter  in  the  United  States  gen- 
erally 236.  In  Nevada,  the  lowest  of  them,  71.  Mas- 
ter  Masons  who   are  Royal  Arch   Masons  in   the 
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United  States  generally  28.92%.  Royal  Arch  Masons 
who  are  Knights  Templar  in  the  United  States  gen- 
really  48.11%. 

This  from  Arizona: — 

"He  urged  that  each  Chapter  have  a  real,  live,  and  snappy 
team  coached  to  perform  the  degree  work,  feeling  that  degree 
work  properly  exemplified  will  improve  Chapter  attendance." 

The  pessimism  of  the  G.H.P.  of  Arkansas  pro- 
duces another  comment: — 

"He  seems  to  think  that  the  young  people  and  the  Church 
have  gone  to  blazes,  and  in  forceful  language  explains  condi- 
tions as  he  believes  them  to  exist." 

British  Columbia's  review  contains  the  following 
encouragement : — 

"He  admonished  the  members  to  bend  their  energies  in  the 
direction  of  bringing  into  Chapters  those  members  of  the 
symbolic  lodges  whose  standing  and  manner  of  life  entitles 
them  to  obtain  that  exalted  Degree  which  rounds  off  and 
completes  the  education  conveyed  in  the  sublime  Degree  of  a 
Master  Mason." 

Canada  at  Kingston  is  touched  in  friendly 
fashion.  He  speaks  of  our  Divine  Services,  and  of 
permission  given  to  Chapters  to  proceed  to  properly 
equipped  adjacent  Masonic  Halls.  He  quotes  with 
evident  approval  the  words  of  Edwin  Smith  that 
local  Chapter  dues  should  provide  funds  for  main- 
tenance and  operating  expenses.  He  says  that  the 
Smith  brothers  were  again  elected  to  guide  the  Craft 
in  Canada  and  he  will  no  doubt  learn  with  regret, 
shared  by  us  all,  of  the  death  of  the  late  Henry  T. 
Smith. 

He  is  kind  and  encouraging  with  regard  to  our 
review,  which  he  says  is  beautifully  written  and  a 
model  report  in  every  way.  We  thank  our  friend  and 
colleague  who  has  gone. 

And  this  from  Idaho  about  the  only  true  knowl- 
edge that  is  power : — 

"In  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  we  are  sworn  to  obey  them, 
and  in  order  to  obey  we  must  have  a  knowledge  of  what  they 
contain,  A  KNOWLEDGE  which  very  few  members  possess." 
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NEW  HAMPSHIRE

The  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Convocation  was 
held  in  Concord,  May  20,  1930.  Nine  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  adorned  the  Grand  East. 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
Arthur  M.  Dunstan. 

Many  distinguished  visitors  foregathered  in  har- 
mony and  concord,  guests  of  Grand  Chapter,  from 
Maine,  Vermont,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Massachu- 
setts, Rhode  Island,  Pennsylvania,  Quebec,  South 
Carolina,  and  the  Grand  Master.  This  Reviewer  re- 
members with  great  pleasure  his  hospitable  recep- 
tion in  Concord  in  the  good  old  days. 

The  G.H.P.  says:— 

"We  cannot  attend  these  assemblies,  year  after  year, 
without  forming  many  attachments." 

Under  Constituent  Chapters  and  Lodges  he  thus 
speaks  and  encourages  to  action: — 

"I  have  felt  that  the  lack  of  interest  and  consequent  loss 
of  membership  was  due  to  the  multiplicity  of  outside  attrac- 
tions, but  the  feeling  now  comes  to  me  that  we  are  not  show- 
ing a  sufficient  interest  in  our  brethren  of  the  Blue  Lodge. 
Many  of  them  are  ready  to  join  our  numbers  if  we  but  give 
them  an  opportunity.  It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  show  them 
the  way.  Let  every  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  go  home 
and  look  up  some  brother  and  interest  him  in  our  work  and 
next  year  we  will  show  an  increase  rather  than  a  loss  in 
membership." 

Addresses  of  real  merit  were  delivered  by  the 
visitors. 

Membership,  5,603.     Net  loss,  66. 

John  Maynard  Kendall  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Many  memorial  tributes  were  paid  the  dead. 

Walter  H.  Davis,  of  Hamilton,  represents  New 
Hampshire. 

Charles  B.  Spofford  writes  his  thirteenth  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence.  We  regret  that  he  does 
not  review  Canada. 

From  his  Fore  wood  we  make  these  extracts : — 

"If  any  comments  or  observations  have  been  made  they 
are  only  suggested  by  what  seems  to  us  a  practical  view  of 
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Masonry.  We  alluded  to  the  Grand  Representative  system 
and  we  are  of  the  same  opinion  now,  as  then.  It  is  a  seem- 
ingly useless  bestowal  of  rank. 

"In  the  so-called  Foreign  Grand  Chapters  very  little  has 
been  observed  and  while  we  have  received  the  reports  of 
England  and  Scotland,  there  has  been  very  little  of  interest 
to  ah  American  reader,  so  we  have  not  reviewed  them  at 
length.  We  hope  the  reviews  will  be  considered  as  only  a 
synopsis  of  the  many  good  things  which  some  of  them  have 
given  us  the  pleasure  of  reading,  but  which  space  prevents 
our  handing  over  for  you." 

This  will  please  Alberta  readers: — 

"The  Report  on  Correspondence  for  the  past  year  had  been 
prepared  by  a  joint  committee  of  three,  the  present  is  of  five. 
They  refer  to  their  joint  contribution,  as  one  of  altruistic 
love  of  the  work,  the  privilege  of  mingling  with  the  giants  of 
Freemasonry,  being  sufficient  reward  for  the  opportunity. 
Now  that  rather  flatters  most  of  us,  and  of  course  to  be 
grown  up  to  gigantic  proportions  we  must  exert  ourselves." 

He  does  not  enthuse  over  Obituaries,  as  we  read 
under  Arizona:  — 

"The  Necrology,  which  some  of  our  esteemed  Companions 
seem  to  think  is  of  interest  to  record  the  passing  of  these 
from  other  Grand  Chapters,  is  given  two  pages.  It  is  inter- 
esting, but  of  course  usually  from  necessity  incomplete." 

Nor  apparently  does  the  making  of  Honourary 
Members  thrill  him  at  all: — 

"He  was  subsequently  elected  an  Honourary  Member  dur- 
ing the  proceedings,  whatever  such  privileges  convey." 

In  commenting  upon  the  enthusiastic  tribute 
given  to  Albert  Pike,  Comp.  Spofford  has  this  to 
say: — 

"It  was,  however,  as  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason  that  he  was 
best  known.  To  all  this  we  acknowledge  as  facts,  but  when 
he  places  him  on  a  pedestal  of  being  the  greatest  Mason  of 
this  or  any  other  age,  as  the  saying  goes  'that's  going  some.' 
Furthermore,  the  Scottish  Rite,  whether  Northern  or  South- 
ern, has  nothing  to  do  with  the  York  Rite.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  Masonry  has  not  forgotten  the  Civil  War  differences. 
The  same  conditions  appear  in  the  religious  affiliations,  and 
we  have  in  a  little  city  in  Florida,  which  it  has  been  our 
pleasure  to  be  a  resident  of  for  several  years,  Northern  and 
Southern  Methodists,  also  Northern  and  Southern  Baptists. 

"There  is  no  apparent  difference  in  their  Ritualistic  recital 
of  creeds.  It  is  time  that  all  such  claims  of  Masonry  as  to 
supremacy  be  forgotten  and  that  a  unity  of  purpose  should 
emulate  us  all." 
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Referring  under  British  Columbia  to  the  picture 
in  their  Proceedings  of  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  credit- 
ed with  being  the  Father  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  he  says: — 

"We  are  grateful  for  this  recognition  and  courtesy  com- 
ing from  our  remote  Companions  in  British  Columbia." 

Idaho  shows  him  unmoved  by  praise  or 
blame: — 

"He  says  we  are  still  at  the  bellows.  We  are  at  a  loss  to 
really  understand  whether  he  considers  us  too  windy  in  our 
conclusions.  The  typographical  appearance  of  our  report 
met  with  his  approval,  so  we  assume  he  intended  that  our 
reviews  were  of  more  interest  to  our  home  readers  (that  is, 
if  they  are  read) ,  than  they  are  to  professional  reviewers." 

One  more  from  Texas  and  the  celebrated  Sam  J. 
Helm:— 

"Masonry  is  in  no  danger  from  loss  of  members;  it  cannot 
perform  its  true  function  until  it  does  lose  a  large  number  of 
those  who  can  never  be  assimilated.  The  danger  lies  in  the 
possible  actions  which  Grand  Bodies  may  take  in  courting 
the  favour  of  members  who  are  not  Masons  at  heart. 

"A  society  dame  is  quoted  as  saying  that  she  wanted  her 
daughter  to  be  pure,  sweet  and  popular;  however,  if  her 
daughter  could  not  be  pure,  sweet  and  popular,  she  wanted 
her  to  be  popular.  That  same  idea  is  peeping  up  in  some 
places  in  regard  to  making  Masonry  popular,  but  most  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  will  preserve  their  virtue." 

NEW  JERSEY 

Matthew  Armstrong,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Charles  D.  McCracken,  M.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-fourth  Convocation  convened  at 
Trenton,  N.J.,  May  14,  1930. 

The  invocation  of  Grand  Chaplain  Fitzgerald  con- 
tained this  prayer — "Fill  us  with  Thy  grace,  fill  us 
with  hope  and  expectancy." 

Canada  was  faithfully  represented  by  Godfrey 
Pittis. 

New  Jersey's  boundless  hospitality  is  shown  by 
the  long  list  of  distinguished  visitors  from  Delaware, 
Quebec,  Maine,  Vermont,  New  York,  Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania    and    the    Grand    Master  and    other 
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Representatives  of  other  Masonic   Bodies   in   New 
Jersey.    Verily  their  cup  runneth  over. 

From  the  G.H.P.'s  address  we  take  this  intro- 
duction:— 

"The  Masons  of  this  city  are  to  be  highly  commended  for 
their  high  ideals,  clear  vision,  industry,  zeal  and  fidelity  in 
the  erection  and  completion  of  this  structure  dedicated  to 
Masonry.'" 

He  records  the  death  of  three  devoted,  zealous 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  294  other  Companions 
during  the  year. 

He  made  a  successful  appeal  for  Grand  Lodge 
Charity  Foundation. 

He  reports  a  loss  in  membership  for  the  first 
time  in  history.  All  Chapters,  he  says,  should  give 
to  Grand  Chapter  a  detailed  report,  not  merely  of 
receipts  and  disbursements,  but  also  of  assets  and 
liabilities.    This  is  good  business. 

He  concludes  by  urging  that  "we  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom  and  forsake  not  the  landmarks 
our  Fathers  have  set  up." 

Membership,  20,152.     Net  loss,  359. 

Wingate,  of  Delaware,  said: — 

"A  certain  professor  in  Philadelphia  was  asked  by  a  stu- 
dent what  were  the  necessary  qualifications  for  a  speaker. 
The  professor's  answer  was  'Stand  up  to  be  seen;  say  some- 
thing to  be  heard ;  and  sit  down  to  be  enjoyed.'  I  will  adhere 
to  that  last  admonition." 

West,  the  Grand  Commander,  said: — 

"You  will  have  the  support  of  the  Grand  Commandery  in 
any  movement  you  might  make  tending  toward  the  solidarity 
of  York  Rite  Masonry." 

Hammond,  of  New  York,  said : — 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  the  exemplification  of  the  fact 
that  no  man  liveth  unto  himself  or  dieth  unto  himself." 

Kunzig,  of  Pennsylvania,  said: — 

"It  is  our  feeling  that  you  are  a  resourceful  people,  sturdy 
and  dependable,  representing  the  fine  flower  and  spirit  of 
Capitular  Masonry.  It  is  the  kind  of  service  that  enriches 
and  ennobles  by  use,  rather  than  reduces  the  one  who  practices 
it.  When  we  hitch  action  with  knowing  then  we  complete  the 
cycle  of  fraternal  relationship." 

Robert  McCormick  was  elected  G.H.P. 
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The  Grand  Chaplain  urged,  in  closing,  that  "we 
reflect  our  characteristics  in  our  walk  and  conver- 
sation." 

From  one  of  the  memorial  pages  opposite  the 
name  recorded  of  our  late  Henry  T.  Smith,  we  take 
this  verse: — 

"There  are  no  dead.    The  Stars  go  down 
To  rise  again  upon  some  fairer  shore, 
And  bright  in  heaven's  jeweled  crown, 
They'll  shine  forevermore." 

Kenneth  J.  Dunstan,  of  Toronto,  represents  New 
Jersey. 

Again  Rt.  Ex.  and  Rev.  A.  Boylan-Fitzgerald 
presents  his  easily  flowing,  conciliatory  and  almost 
caressing  review  of  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

We  take  the  following  from  his  introduction: — 

"It  is  our  hope  that  some  of  this  accumulated  data  may 
turn  out  to  be  a  distinct  addition  to  the  storehouse  of  knowl- 
edge that  some  may  possess. 

"Quite  a  few  of  the  districts  report  more  suspensions  for 
nonpayment;  that  is  not  the  only  avenue  of  loss  to  a  Grand 
Chapter; occasionally  some  die.  After  a  period  of  twelve 
years  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  not  very  gracious  to  say  that 
we  are  only  getting  rid  of  the  driftwood,  the  trash  or  the  un- 
desirables that  the  war  brought  in  to  our  family.  Far  be  it 
from  us  to  try  to  provide  a  panacea  for  all  the  ill.  A  revival, 
we  feel,  is  most  essential,  no  matter  how  it  comes. 

"On  the  other  hand,  as  we  travel  through  all  these  vari- 
ous Jurisdictions,  we  also  discover  many  men  who  have  their 
hearts  and  souls  in  Masonry  and  are  determined  to  bring  its 
best  qualities  before  its  membership.  The  fatherhood  breaks 
down  without  the  brotherhood,  and  a  brotherhood  in  reality 
cannot  be  set  up  without  a  fatherhood.  Better  opportunities 
to  serve  will  help." 

This  from  his  review  of  Alberta : — 

"It  has  gone  forward  in  steady  progress.  It  is  not  by 
leaps  and  bounds  or  high  speed,  but  the  steady  plodding  that 
wins  the  day. 

"Heartily  do  we  agree  with  the  Grand  First  Principal  in 
his  statement  that  he  believes  in  the  Chapter  member  making 
in  an  effort  to  induce  the  Craft  member  to  join  the  Chapter. 
For  years  in  New  Jersey  we  have  followed  the  voluntary 
petitioning  the  Lodge  by  the  candidate. 

"  'The  earnest  desire  for  a  richer  and  fuller  experience  of 
the  spiritual  values  of  our  beloved  institution.'  Would  that 
every  one  felt  as  does  this  Master  Craftsman.  Then  the  Craft 
would  construct  itself  in  beauty." 
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British  Columbia  also  receives  ample  atten- 
tion:— 

"The  writer  knows  what  a  beautiful  and  wonderful  coun- 
try British  Columbia  is  and  that  she  has  some  mighty  fine 
Companions  in  her  midst." 

As  does  California: — 

"California  observes  a  public  school  week  which  we  are 
sure  is  very  encouraging  and  at  the  same  time  keeps  the 
Craft  interested  in  that  sort  of  work  which  is  important." 

His  review  of  Canada  is  like  a  breath  of  fresh 
air.  We  make  the  following  extracts  and  thank  him 
for  his  kindly  remarks: — 

"The  Grand  Z.  feels  with  the  Grand  Master  that  the  prac- 
tice of  publicly  attending  Divine  Service  in  a  body  is  a  good 
thing  and  gladly  gave  permission  when  requests  were  made. 
Masonry  being  so  closely  related  to  the  Church  and  having 
so  much  in  common  ought  to  show  this  close  aim  and  effort 
with  more  fervency  and  zeal. 

"It  is  nice  to  see  an  installing  officer  refuse  to  install  an 
officer  who  was  not  proficient.  It  is  too  bad  that  prospective 
officers  are  so  disinterested  as  to  be  willing  to  hold  an  office 
which  they  are  to  occupy  without  knowing  the  work  con- 
nected with  it. 

This  advice  both  to  Chapters  and  officers  is  most  appro- 
priate and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  and  more  the  advice 
will  be  heeded  in  all  Masonry  everywhere. 

"Stress  was  laid  upon  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Chap- 
ters in  a  business  way,  charity  and  good  will  are  fine  things, 
but  business  methods  are  necessary  to  supplement  these. 

"The  usual  banquet  was  held  and  we  know  from  experience 
that  it  must  have  been  one  of  those  delightful,  edifying  func- 
tions so  characteristic  to  Canada. 

"The  review  is  written  by  Comp.  Ponton  and  as  usual  it  is 
in  that  picturesque  style  which  is  so  characteristic  of  him. 
New  Jersey  received  five  pages  of  constructive  thought  and 
friendly  comment.  All  the  Companions  ought  to  read  all  the 
comments.  They  are  interesting,  pleasing,  instructive  and  at 
the  same  time  scholarly  and  poetic." 

As  to  Delaware's  not  requiring  any  decisions,  he 
says: — 

"This  is  very  refreshing  when  we  think  of  the  many  fool- 
ish things  that  are  asked  by  some  Companions  in  some  Juris- 
dictions.   Keep  up  the  good  work,  Delaware." 

Referring  to  a  Baptist  Church  requiring  some 
time  ago  a  Mason  to  give  up  his  membership   and 
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upon  his  refusal,  his  being  expelled  from  the  Church, 
he  says: — 

"This  was  some  years  ago,  but  it  happened  to  a  friend  of 
ours  just  two  years  ago,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  He  also  refused  to  give  up  Masonry.  Would  that 
Masonry  meant  a  small  fraction  of  that  to  all  Masons." 

Illinois  Grand  Chaplain's  address  on  "Life,  Per- 
sonality, Influence  and  Time,"  all  of  vital  interest, 
is  described  as  enjoyable  and  enlightening. 

This  selection,  under  Maine,  will  bear  repro- 
duction:— 

"The  conclusion  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's  Address  we 
quote  because  we  like  its  purport  very  much  and  wish  that 
all  Masons  felt  the  same:  'Masonry  holds  a  deep  place  in 
my  heart.  Second  only  to  the  Church  of  the  Living  God  is 
the  great  world-wide  fraternity  of  Freemasonry,  the  bulwark 
of  civic  righteousness,  the  champion  of  liberty,  and  the  hand- 
maid of  the  Church  in  all  that  is  uplifting  and  ennobling.  If 
we  are  true  to  the  obligations  we  have  assumed,  what  a 
mighty  power  for  Good.'  " 

He  does  not  approve  of  sloppiness,  as  this  under 
West  Virginia  shows: — 

"What  a  mistake  we  make  when  we  allow  ourselves  to 
become  sloppy  in  our  work  before  our  new  members.  Lost 
opportunities  never  to  be  regained." 

NEW  MEXICO 

John  W.  Turner,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Alpheus  A.  Keen,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Clayton,  March  20,  1930. 

A  small  Jurisdiction  New  Mexico  may  be  but 
nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  rallied  loyally  in 
support. 

John  W.  Neilson,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of 
General  Grand  Chapter  was  announced  and  wel- 
comed. 

In  speaking  of  intentions  not  possible  to  fulfill 
the  G.H.P.  says  "we  have  always  to  reckon  with  the 
great  game  of  chance  in  life." 

He  introduces  many  statistics  and  a  list  of  de- 
ceased Companions  in  his  own  and  other  Jurisdic- 
tions. 
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Among  his  decisions  we  read: — 

"Companion  should  have  been 

dropped  from  membership  automatically  from  the  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  on  his  suspension  from  the  Blue  Lodge." 

"I  held  that  he  was  automatically  restored  to  membership 
in  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  upon  his  restoration  to  full  mem- 
bership in  his  Blue  Lodge." 

Alabama's  flood  received  liberal  donations. 

The  Grand  Chapter  rescinded  its  action  of  1928 
when  it  voted  to  establish  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood and  the  Committee  was  discharged. 

Peter  Cameron  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  following  liberal  appropriations  were 
made : — 

Sojourner's  Club,  Fort  Bayard $400.00 

Trowel  Club,  Fort  Stanton 300.00 

Masonic  Tubercular  Relief  Fund 200.00 

Reuben  Perry  practices  concentration  and  con- 
densation in  his  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
from  which  we  take  the  following  in  his  Review  of 
Alabama: — 

"The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  report  of  Committee  o?n 
American  Citizenship: 

"  'We  must  ever  remember,  however,  that  practice  is  more 
potent  than  precept;  that  to  instill  Americanism  into  these 
new  comers,  we  must  first  become  true  Americans  in  practice 
as  well  as  in  theory,  ourselves;  that  we  must  observe  the  laws 
of  our  country  in  order  that  the  finger  of  scorn  and  reproach 
may  not  be  pointed  at  us  for  our  failure  to  practice  our  own 
precepts.'  " 

He  speaks  favourably  of  our  meeting  at  Kingston, 
emphasizing  the  advice  given  to  officers  of  subordi- 
nate Chapters.  He  describes  the  duties  of  our 
Grand  Superintendents  and  says  that  the  report  on 
the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  encouraging. 
He  appreciates  this  Reviewer's  Report  on  'The  Sun- 
shine State." 

Under  Manitoba  Walter  L.  Stockwell's  great 
speech  is  given  prominence: — 

"There  rests  upon  us  as  Freemasons  no  light  responsi- 
bility. *  *  *  *  The  E'nglish-speaking  Freemason  is  one  of  a 
chosen  group.  He  is  a  man  of  better  than  average  intelligence. 
He  has  held  before  him  in  all  his  Masonic  life  the  spiritual 
content. 
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"Then  let  us,  Friends  and  Companions,  look  the  future 
squarely  in  the  face.  Let  us  be  loyal  to  our  respective  flags. 
Let  us  remember  that  we  are  living  in  a  constantly  decreasing 
world  which  has  become  practically  a  whispering  gallery.  We 
must  live  close  together  or  perish  together.  Which  is  the 
better  way?     Everyone  of  us  knows  the  the  better  way." 

One  verse  of  a  very  human  document  left  by  late 
Grand  Secretary  Comee  is  worth  requoting  from  his 
Review  of  Massachusetts: — 

"But  we'll  meet  some  day  in  the  great  unknown — out  in  the 
realm  of  space, 

You'll  know  my  clasp  as  I  take  your  hand  and  gaze  in  your 
tired  face. 

Then  all  failures  will  be  successes  in  the  light  of  the  new- 
found dawn, 

So,  I'm  drinking  your  health,  old  chap,  who'll  take  my  place 
when  I'm  gone."

Regular  Convocation  was  held  at  Masonic  Hall, 
Castlereagh  Street,  Sydney,  February  13,  1929. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  is  not  recorded 
present  at  this  or  subsequent  meetings. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  is,  as 
usual,  composed  chiefly  of  a  record  of  his  visitations 
and  of  Obituaries. 

The  presentation  of  the  commission  to  newly 
appointed  Grand  Representatives  is  made,  as  it 
should  be,  a  distinct  function  in  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  reports: — 

"I  have  endeavoured  to  impress  the  Principals  of  Chapters 
visited  that  the  exaltation  of  Companions  is  not  the  only 
essential  function  to  justify  the  Chapter's  existence.  Man  is 
by  nature  a  searcher  after  knowledge." 

Nineteen  District  Superintendents  reported. 

Regular  Convocation  was  held  at  Sydney,  8th 
May,  1929. 

At  one  of  the  gatherings  recorded  held  on  the  eve 
of  "Anzac  Day"  appropriate  musical  items  were 
rendered  and  the  silent  honouring  of  the  toast  of 
"Anzac"  was  sympathetically  featured. 
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The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  reported: — 

"An  analysis  of  the  work  of  all  the  Chapters  in  the  Metro- 
politan District  reveals  the  pleasing  fact  that  there  have  been 
no  wasted  evenings.  The  Principals,  I  am  sure,  realize  their 
responsibility,  and  endeavour  to  provide  something  of  interest 
for  each  Chapter  meeting. 

A  proper  organization  of  the  latent  talent  in  this  Chapter 
will  thus  relieve  the  Principal  of  much  anxiety." 

Regular  Convocation  was  held  at  Sydney,  14th 
August,  1929. 

An  account  of  the  meeting  of  Leinster  Marine 
Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Irish  Constitution,  is  interest- 
ing. 

The  District  Superintendents  reported  as  usual 
and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chandler  gave  a  very  excellent 
address  in  the  "South." 

A  letter  of  fraternal  sympathy  was  sent  to  Ire- 
land upon  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  Lord 
Muskerry,  Grand  King. 

Regular  Convocation  was  held  at  Sydney,  13th 
November,  1929. 

Grand  Z.  Montagu  thus  concluded  his  address: — 

"As  this  is  the  last  occasion  for  the  current  year  in  which 
I  shall  have  the  privilege  of  submitting  to  you  the  usual 
address,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  voicing  my 
opinion  that  this  Grand  Chapter  and  its  future  are  on  a  sound 
and  encouraging  basis.  The  Chapters  which  have  been  com- 
paratively recently  consecrated  have  already  justified  their 
existence  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  at  an  early 
date  several  Petitions  for  the  granting  of  Charters  for  even 
more  Chapters,  and  in  parts  of  the  State  where  they  will  be 
most  acceptable,  are  likely  to  come  forward." 

Comp.  Albert  Chandler,  P.G.Z.,  was  elected 
Grand  First  Principal. 

Special  Convocation  was  held  at  Sydney,  6th 
December,  at  which  the  Grand  Officers  were  duly 
installed  and  invested. 

Grand  Representatives  were  presented  and  each 
tendered  congratulations  and  good  wishes. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Halloran,  P.G.Z.,  delivered  an  ex- 
hortation befitting  the  dignity,  solemnity  and  great- 
ness of  the  occasion. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is

Companions  who  append  their  initials  to  the  Reviews 
allocated  to  them.  The  Foreword  of  the  Report  is 
initialled  A.H.M.,  presumably  Ex.  Comp.  A.  H. 
Moginie. 

Canada's  most  favourable  review  is  initialled 
J.A.F.,  who  we  believe  to  be  M.  Ex.  J.  A.  Faulks, 

The  Reviews  are  full  of  vital  interest.  From  the 
comprehensive  Foreword  we  quote: — 

"No  matter  how  much  we  may  deplore  the  loss  of  mem- 
bers who  had  become  Masonic  brothers  and  companions,  we 
need  not  feel  undue  alarm.  Rank  growth  in  any  garden  has 
no  permanent  value — it  soon  dies.  This  apparently  disturb- 
ing loss  of  members  is  having  a  beneficial  effect.  In  the  first 
place,  it  has  been  seriously  noted;  secondly,  its  cause  has 
been  carefully  investigated;  and  thirdly,  decisions  have  been 
or  are  being  formulated  which  will  strengthen  the  remaining 
membership  and  keep  weeds  out  of  the  Masonic  garden  in 
future  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The  pendulum  will  swing 
back  again  at  it  has  ever  done.  At  the  same  time,  wrong 
and  disturbing  trends  in  national  life  must  not  be  taken  com- 
placently and  neglected.  A  strong  check  should  be  applied 
and  restraint  exercised  wherever  possible  to  help  bring  back 
to  normal  those  whose  one  desire  seems  to  be  to  'step  on  the 
gas.' 

"It  is  plainly  evident  that  at  no  time  in  the  history  of 
Masonry  has  so  much  been  done  as  in  recent  years  in  a  social 
service  sense.  In  fact,  so  much  is  afoot  that  we  are  in  danger 
of  developing  into  a  purely  friendly  society. 

"In  almost  every  Masonic  Jurisdiction  to-day  Masonic 
schools  for  our  orphans,  homes  for  aged  Masons  and  widows 
of  Masons,  and  hospitals  for  Masons  are  being  brought  into 
existence  where  they  already  do  not  exist.  But  we  feel  that 
the  mission  of  the  brotherhood  of  Freemasonry  is  not  so 
much  in  the  dispensing  of  financial  charity  as  in  helping  a 
brother  or  companion  to  help  himself:  i.e.,  by  supporting  him 
in  his  business,  by  providing  employment  for  those  out  of 
work,  and  by  these  means  helping  him  to  not  only  keep 
respectable  in  his  station,  but  to  build  up  a  competence  for 
himself  and  those  belonging  to  him.  We  have  seen  and  heard 
far  too  much  of  the  demoralizing  effect  of  the  'dole.' 

"It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  Wisconsin  last  year  found 
positions  for  50%  of  the  2,700  Masonic  applicants  for  em- 
ployment. This  is  real  practical  Masonry.  They  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  splendid  work  in  placing  again  on  the 
path  of  self-maintenance  and  self-respect  those  brehtren  who 
have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  If  we  as  Masons  were  fulfilling 
our  obligations  wholeheartedly,  there  should  not  be  a  worthy 
brother,  anywhere,  begging  for  work  and  finding  none.  We 
are  reminded  of  some  anonymous  verse  entitled,  'What  did 
you  do?': 
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"  'Do  you  know  what  it  means  to  be  losing  a  fight, 
When  a  lift  just  in  time  might  set  everything  right? 
Were  you  brother  of  his  when  the  time  came  to  be, 
Did  you  offer  him  help,  or  didn't  you  see?' 
'Oh!  I  know  what  you  meant — what  you  say  may  be  true — 
But  the  test  of  your  manhood  is, 
What  did  you  do? 

Did  you  reach  out  a  hand?    Did  you  find  him  the  road? 
Or  did  you  just  let  him  go  by  with  his  load?' 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  distinguished  Companion 
from  an  American  Grand  Chapter  visited  a  Canadian  Grand 
Chapter  Convocation  last  year  and  delivered  what  is  described 
as  'a  magnificent  address'  on  'Freemasonry  and  International 
Relations.'  He  averred  that  'the  peace  of  the  world  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  English-speaking  nations,  and  that  upon  the 
British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  and  the  United  States  of 
America  rests  the  destiny  of  the  future.'  During  the  visit 
of  Canadian  Grand  Chapter  representatives  to  an  American 
Grand  Chapter,  also  last  year,  the  Union  Jack  was  displayed 
alongside  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  in  honour  of  the  guests,  and, 
two  years  ago,  also  in  America,  an  exchange  of  flags,  British 
and  American,  took  place.  Is  not  this  a  good  augury  for  the 
future?" 

New  South  Wales,  like  Canada,  places  no  prohi- 
bition on  dual  membership.  It  is  rather  plural  mem- 
bership with  us.  This  Reviewer  is  a  member  and 
honourary  member  of  twenty  Chapters,  of  which  he 
is  very  proud. 

This  from  Alberta: — 

"  'It  takes  a  soul  to  move  a  body ; 

It  takes  a  high-souled  man  to  move  the  masses,  even  to  a 
clearer  sky.' 
"Thus  has  Comp.  Middleton  moved  this  humble  scribe." 

The  pessimism  of  Arkansas  is  thus  spoken  of: — 

"Surely,  Comp.  Moon,  America  is  not  so  decadent?  Join 
the  ranks  of  the  optimists,  and,  like  your  own  General  Jack- 
son, keep  pegging  away." 

The  more  than  friendly  and  fraternal  review  of 
Canada  should  be  read  by  all  our  Companions.  We 
make  the  following  extracts : — 

"Lying  before  me  is  a  voluminous  report,  prepared  by  the 
assiduous  pen  of  Companion  Ponton. 

"But,  then,  length  of  Review  from  the  pen  of  such  a 
veteran  Reviewer  only  adds  zest  to  the  reading. 

"Canada  held  its  71st  Annual  Convention  at  the  ancient 
City  of  Kingston.  Thirty-nine  years  previously  the  Convoca- 
tion met  in  the  same  city. 
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"The  Grand  Z.  strongly  recommended  his  successor  to 
visit  regularly  the  distant  Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction,  espe- 
cially those  of  the  lonely  North-West.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 
Such  visits  by  Grand  Officers  do  much  to  compensate  for  the 
ostracism  created  by  distance  from  the  centres  of  civilization. 
This  is  fine,  Comp.  Smith.  The  newly-raised  Master  Mason 
needs  at  least  twelve  months  to  assimilate  the  beauties  of  the 
Craft  before  proceeding  to  the  grandeur  and  philosophies  of 
the  Supreme  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

"It  is  ever  true:  'Work  is  the  weapon  of  honour,  and  he 
that  lacks  it  will  never  prosper.' 

"  'If  I  can  lend  a  strong  arm  to  the  falling, 
Or  defend  the  right  against  the  wrong, 
My  life,  tho'  bare  perhaps  of  much  that  seemeth  great, 
Will  not  have  been  in  vain.' 

"Noble  sentiments,  grandly  expressed! 

"The  appendix  to  this  Review  deals  in  his  wonted  lucid, 
interesting,  instructive  and  chaste  manner  with  the  subject  of 
Fraternal  Correspondence  by  Comp.  Ponton. 

The  lengthy  reviews,  the  admirable  selections  from  several 
reports  coming  under  his  pen,  make  a  history  of  Royal  Arch 
activities  for  previous  year  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  May 
the  Great  Architect  long  spare  him  to  carry  on  this  grand 
work.     On  this  opint,  the  Reviewer  of  Texas  says: 

"  'Comp.  Ponton  has  made  another  mistake — that  of  call- 
ing his  report  correspondence.  It  should  be  called  "Royal 
Arch  History  as  it  is  Made."  His  report  is  just  that,  an

"Yes,  Comp.  Kies,  your  surmise  that  when  we  mean  a 
banquet  we  refer  to  the  'South'  is  quite  correct.  Glad  we  can 
add  to  your  already  superabundant  American  vocabulary." 

Manitoba  furnishes  the  preamble  for  the  Kel- 
logg Peace  Treaty: — 

"Nation  with  nation,  land  with  land, 
Unarmed  shall  live  as  comrades  free; 
In  every  heart  and  brain  shall  throb 
The  pulse  of  one  fraternity." 
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This  from  New  York  is  worth  preserving: — 

"  'The  vital  question  is,  "What  are  you?"  Show  me  a  na- 
tion of  good  men,  and  I  will  show  you  a  nation  whose  career 
is  a  career  of  continued  exaltation.'  A  quotation  from  a  speech 
by  Bro.  George  Washington  has  vision :  'Masons  should  main- 
tain Masonic  touch  with  the  brethren  by  attending  Lodge, 
and  by  fraternal  co-operation.  They  should  strive  to  exem- 
plify Masonic  principles  in  public  life  as  well  as  private.'  " 

Oklahoma  fires  a  volley: — 

"  'What  is  Royal  Arch  Masonry? 

"  'What  are  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Oklahoma  doing? 

"  'What  are  they  leaving  UNDONE? 

'"But  why  TEACH  if  we  don't  PRACTISE? 

"  'Find  out  how  many  Masons  or  their  dependents  in  your 
Jurisdiction  are  suffering  from  tuberculosis  or  other  danger- 
ous disease,  from  accident,  calamity  or  want.  Just  make  the 
fellows  feel  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  worth  while.' 

"There's  life,  energy,  leadership,  pulsating  interest,  and 
downright  American  'pep'  in  that  colourful  appeal." 

NEW  YORK 

William  R.  Condit,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Charles  C.  Hunt,  M.E.  Grand  Secretary. 
Rev.  Charles  D.  Broughton,  R.E.  Grand  Chaplain. 
William  L.  Dickerson,  R.E.  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  Annual  Con- 
vocation convened  at  the  old  rallying  ground  on  the 
northwest  corner  of  Maiden  Lane  and  Lodge  Streets 
in  the  City  of  Albany,  February  4,  1930. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  nearly  all  of 
them  familiar  in  our  mouths  as  household  words, 
graced  the  Grand  East. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  not  reported 
present,  the  first  time  in  many  years,  our  beloved 
Companion  Rolle  having  met  with  an  accident. 

Grand  Chaplain  Broughton  delivered  an  appeal- 
ing invocation: — 

"Guide,  we  pray  Thee,  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  nations 
of  the  world  into  the  way  of  good  will  and  truth. 

"May  we  do  the  work  which  Thou  givest  us  to  do,  in  beauty 
and  in  righteousness,  with  singleness  of  heart  as  Thy 
servants." 

631  Companions  were  present.  Many  invited 
guests  were  welcomed  and  to  save  time  this  arrange- 
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ment  was  made.    This  worked  well  and  was  very 
impressive : — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest:  'Companions,  we  propose  to 
receive  the  officers  of  the  various  Jurisdictions  by  having  all 
come  in  the  Tabernacle  together  under  proper  escort.  They 
will  be  presented  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  separately.  I  am 
going  to  ask  you,  if  you  do  not  mind,  to  remain  standing 
while  they  are  coming  in  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  will  give 
the  Grand  Honours  but  once,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  visitors.'  " 

R.E.  Comp.  Ira  R.  Ferguson,  to  whom  the  dele- 
gation from  Canada  are  indebted  for  many  courte- 
sies, introduced  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  First 
Grand  Principal,  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  William  N.  Pon- 
ton, representing  Canada,  and  they  were  received 
cordially  with  these  welcoming  words: — 

"Most  Excellent  Sir,  I  am  very  glad  to  see  you.  I  have 
the  best  of  recollections  of  the  pleasant  time  I  had  when  I 
had  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  I  am  sorry  you 
suffered  a  loss.  I  sent  you  a  letter  of  sympathy  some  time 
ago.    We  all  miss  your  dear  brother. 

"We  are  glad  to  see  you,  Colonel  Ponton.  You  are  an  old 
friend  of  New  York.  I  do  not  know  when  it  was  I  first  heard 
your  oratory  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  but  it  was  some  time  ago. 
I  think  you  are  tied  to  New  York  by  closer  bonds  than  being 
a  visitor.  If  my  recollection  is  correct,  you  got  your  wife 
from  the  great  State  of  New  York. 

"We  are  very  glad  to  see  you,  Companions,  neighbours 
and  friends.     Kindly  continue  under  your  escort  to  the  East." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry  DeWitt  Hamilton  who  was 
received  with  all  the  honours  as  representing  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  made  a  memorable  speech,  the 
last  part  of  which  can  never  be  forgotten  by 
Canadians: — 

"I  welcome  these  reunions  because  they  afford  us  an  oppor- 
tunity of  expression  of  the  good  will  and  neighbourly  feelings 
we  have  for  those  who  live  without  our  borders.  I  think  espe- 
cially of  the  privilege  we  have  of  meeting  our  Canadian 
brethren  who  are  so  faithful  in  coming  to  give  us  the  expres- 
sion of  their  good  will.  They  spread  the  cement.  As  our 
country  was  a  Masonic  country  and  as  the  Colonies  which 
formed  it  were  welded  together  by  Masonic  influence,  so  may 
our  country  and  our  sister  to  the  North  find  ever  increasing 
bonds  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  and  brotherhood.  These 
reunions  which  we  have  here  so  happily  in  the  ancient  city  of 
Albany  tend  to  spread  that  cement.  While  they  consist  of 
friendly  and  neighbourly  expressions,  such  as  I  know  you  have 
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listened  to  this  morning,  yet  they  perform  a  solid  and  lasting 
part  in  the  structure  of  Masonry,  a  unity  which  should  ever 
exist  in  this  Continent  of  North  America.  I  am  glad  for  that." 

The  introduction  of  G.H.P.  Condit's  address  con- 
tained the  following: — 

"From  one  who  reveres  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  who  appre- 
ciates his  debt  to  this  ancient  fraternity  and  who  values  im- 
measurably the  deep  and  lasting  friendships  which  have  come 
to  him  in  his  work  in  this  Grand  Body,  please  accept  a  sincere 
and  hearty  welcome. 

"Believing,  as  do  all  true  Freemasons,  in  the  immortality 
of  the  soul,  we  grieve  not  at  their  going,  but  at  our  being  left 
without  them.  We  miss  their  companionship,  guidance  and 
inspiration." 

Then  followed  a  touching  tribute  to  the  late  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Prouse  and  other  Past  Grand  Officers  of 
New  York. 

The  G.H.P.  was  firm  in  refusing  Dispensations 
where  he  had  no  authority  to  waive  constitutional 
requirements. 

The  visit  to  Canada  by  R.E.  Comp.  Chauncey  B. 
Hammond,  representing  New  York,  was  pleasantly 
referred  to. 

Under  general  activities  there  are  pages  of 
closely  printed  records  showing  the  G.H.P.'s  fer- 
vency and  zeal. 

The  G.H.P.  sent  the  following  practical  letter  of 
instructions  to  the  official  visitors  of  the  Chapters  in 
the  various  Districts.  Let  us  all  take  them  to 
heart: — 

"In  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  official  visits  are 
more  effective  if  there  is  no  degree  work. 

"Encourage  social  activities,  these,  of  course,  to  be  within 
the  limits  of  the  Chapter's  resources.  Much  interest  has  been 
created  by  having  frequent  social  affairs.  Such  Chapters  as 
a  rule  are  strong  and  active.  Recommend  the  formation  of 
district  organizations.  Request  the  Companions  to  invite 
desirable  Master  Masons  to  petition  for  the  Chapter  Degrees. 
Quality,  however,  and  not  quantity  is  what  is  desired.  Under 
no  circumstances  should  there  be  anything  in  the  nature  of  a 
drive  for  new  members. 

"Finally,  bear  in  mind  that  the  Grand  Chapter  has  duly 
recorded  'its  recognition  of  tuberculosis  relief  as  a  major 
purpose,  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  fullest 
degree  consistent  with  its  available    resources.'     Inform    the 
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Companions  of  the  wonderful  work  now  being  carried  on  for 
the  relief  of  afflicted  Companions  and  their  families." 

Each  Chapter  is  visited  in  alternate  years. 
With  regard  to  the  new  Ritual  the  G.H.P.   asks 
time: — 

"My  own  opinion  is  that  the  latest  revision  has  not  been 
given  a  trial  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  prove  whether 
or  not  it  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Companions  generally." 

He  gives  a  dramatic  account  of  the  finding  of  a 
jewel  and  tracing  its  owner  through  the  late  Henry 
T.  Smith,  with  the  gratifying  correspondence  which 
followed  and  the  result  thus  summed  up: — 

"I  am  glad  that  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  bringing  a 
little  happiness  to  a  Royal  Arch  Companion  and  to  demon- 
strate in  a  small  way  the  close  relationship  which  exists 
among  Royal  Arch  Chapters  in  the  English  speaking  world." 

Under  Membership,  the  G.H.P.  says: —  ' 

"The  curious,  the  seeker  for  material  gain  and  the  'fair 
weather  friend'  have  left  us.  There  remain  the  best  in  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  the  true  believer,  the  'Royal  Arch  Mason'  and 
not  the  mere  member  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  We  have 
gone  through  a  purging  process." 

The  Tuberculosis  Foundation  flourishes,  as 
indeed  it  must,  from  three  sources  alone  coming 
over  $8,000.  This  is  practical  philanthrophy.  A 
word  of  caution  is  uttered:  — 

"Our  charity  is  not  given  as  a  matter  of  right.  This 
Grand  Chapter  is  not  primarily  a  benefit  organization.  Care 
should  be  exercised  in  seeing  that  men  who  are  afflicted  or 
threatened  with  tuberculosis  do  not  become  members  of  our 
Chapters  with  the  sole  idea  of  participating  in  the  relief 
made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  this  State." 

Membership,  70,958.  Net  decrease,  1,044.  This 
in  a  great  Jurisdiction  like  New  York  must  "give  us 
pause." 

Chauncey  B.  Hammond  was  duly  elected  G.H.P. 

Grand  Chaplain  Broughton,  as  usual,  presented 
the  Memorial  to  the  dead.  This  is  one  of  his  many 
appropriate  verses: — 

"Why  weep  we  then  for  him,  who,  having  won 
The  bound  of  man's  appointed  years,  at  last, 
Life's  blessings  all  enjoyed,  life's  labour  done,

Serenely  to  his  final  rest  has  passed; 
While  the  soft  memory  of  his  virtues  yet 
Lingers  like  the  twilight  hues,  when  the  bright  sun  is  set." 

The  Foreign  Correspondence  is  again  in  the 
capable  and  characteristic  hands  of  George  E. 
Briggs,  who  brings  a  wealth  of  journalistic  and 
Masonic  experience  to  the  task  which  is  to  him  a 
labour  of  love.  His  introduction  bristles  with 
points  as  the  following  extracts  will  show: — 

"A  quotation,  author  unknown,  more  expressive  than  ele- 
gant, fits  at  the  present  moment.  'We  have  done  our  darn- 
dest,  angels  could  no  more.' 

"We  reiterate  that  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  and  a 
juvenile  organization  known  as  'De  Molay'  are  creeping  more 
and  more  into  the  picture,  heretofore  exclusive,  of.  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 

"In  many  States  Secretaries'  Associations  are  being 
formed.     A  mighty  fine  plan. 

"Once  more  we  opine  that  valuable  time  is  lost  by  Grand 
High  Priests  in  approving  by-laws  and  amendments,  which 
labour  could  be  more  easily  and  conveniently  done  by  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  By-Laws,  thereby  releasing  much  time  of 
the  Chief  Executive. 

Grand  High  Priests  and  Committees  continue  to  discuss 
Rituals  and  changes  in  them.  It  seems  so  hard  to  find  one 
which  suits  all  the  subordinate  Chapters  or  their  members. 
Some  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  adopted  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  work.  Some  have  their  own.  Others  do  not  seem  to 
know  just  what  they  want.  It  does  seem  as  though  the  degree 
work  should  be  standardized — the  same  in  every  State. 

"  'Type,'  said  the  Foreman,  'was  made  to  read 
And  that  is  a  maxim  it's  well  to  heed, 
For  the  printer  frequently  gets  a  start 
With  a  craze  for  "beauty,"  and  a  bug  for  "art," 
Which  holds  him  fast  in  a  fearful  gripe. 

"  'For  art  in  printing  is  not  the  way 
Of  wild  extravagance,  weird  display 
But  rather  the  unobtrusive  thrall 
Of  type  that  gives  you  no  shock  at  all, 
But  draws  your  eyes  to  the  page  with  zest 
And  holds  your  mind  to  the  thought  expressed. 
We  must  keep  ourselves  to  this  simple  creed; 
Type  was  made — and  is  meant — to  read!' 

"Different  Jurisdictions  seem  to  have  a  different  modus 
operandi  of  handling  the  reviewing  job.  In  some  there  is  a 
committee  of  three  or  more  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  in

which  case  the  Chairman  generally  does  the  work;  the  others 
sign  the  report — sometimes. 

"In  concluding  our  rather  rambling,  perhaps  seemingly 
disconnected  introductory  paragraphs,  might  we  not  say  that 
we  feel  like  James  H.  Johnson,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Wash- 
ington, that  at  the  outset  we  'hitched  our  wagon  to  a  star 
but  forgot  to  put  the  gate  end  in." 

The  review  of  Canada  is  favourable.  His  refer- 
ence to  New  York's  ambassador,  F.  W.  Harcourt,  as 
missing,  is  subject  to  the  information  that  had 
Comp.  Harcourt  been  able  he  would  have  been  at 
the  post  of  duty,  always  missed  in  absence,  always 
welcomed  in  presence.  We  make  the  following 
extracts  from  the  friendly  review: — 

"Here  we  are,  again  crossing  that  invisible  border  line,  to 
take  note  of  what  our  Canadian  Companions  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario  did  on  the  last  two  days  in  February. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  a  favourite  Mecca  for 
Capitular  visitors.  They  all  like  to  drink  'Canada  Dry'  in 
situ. 

"He  recited  a  long  list  of  fraternal  visits  in  every  section 
of  his  vast  domain.  His  descriptions  of  his  peregrinations 
about  the  Province  read  like  a  fascinating  travelogue. 

"A  cable  was  sent  to  King  George  expressing  'loyal  allegi- 
ance and  loving  devotion,'  also  rejoicing  in  the  restoration  of 
his  health. 

"Grand  Treasurer  Moore  reported  balance  in  the  invest- 
ment account,  $78,464.70. 

"Companion  Ponton's  Review  ran  true  to  form  in  length, 
literary  ability  and  wealth  of  information.  We  wondered 
when  he  found  time  in  his  busy  life  to  peruse  all  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  write  his  voluminous  and  entertaining  report." 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  always  the  negation 
of  evil  and  the  positive  of  good.  We  wish  we  could 
always  say  the  same  of  their  Senate  and  Congress, 
but  we  are  drawn  closer  every  day: — 

"The  By-Laws  Committee  and  Grievance  Committee  had 
no  business  before  them.  Evidently  'An  infinite  deal  of 
nothing,'  quoting  Shakespeare.  He  discussed  frankly  and 
fully  the  problem  of  the  constantly  diminishing  membership 
in  Capitular  Masonry.  We  wish  we  had  the  space  to  reprint 
in  full  his  three  pages  of  profitable  and  illuminating  com- 
ments along  this  line.  Its  perusal  also  helped  to  calm  our 
nerves,  shattered  after  the  perfectly  awful  razzing,  Unguibus 
et  rostro  he  gave  us  at  the  end  of  his  page  on  New  York. 
However,  any  one  residing  in  the  National  Capital  nowadays 
is  perfectly  excusable  in  seeing  red." 
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Under  England  we  read : — 

"When  one  noted  Chapter  No.  4,844,  one  naturally  realized 
that  many  numbers  were  missing  for  defunct  Chapters, 

"The  announcement  of  the  appointment  of  His  Royal  High- 
ness the  Duke  of  York  as  Grand  Senior  Warden  was  received 
with  'great  applause.'  He,  too,  was  'invested,'  as  was  the 
Marquis  of  Hartington,  as  Grand  Junior  Warden." 

Ireland's  review  begins  well  and  diplomati- 
cally:— 

•  'The  top  o'the  mornin'  to  ye,'  if  here  don't  come  Ould 
Ireland,  the  first  Proceedings  to  greet  us  from  the  Emerald 
Isle  since  have  been  on  the  reviewing  line,  and  the  first 
to  our  Grand  Secretary  since  1924. 

"We  are  not  quite  sure  how  to  handle  this  job,  because  a 
casual  perusal  of  the  twenty-six  page  pamphlet  does  not  seem 
to  run  along  the  usual  channels  of  other  Proceedings.  But  as 
Ireland  is  having  more  and  more  a  place  in  the  sun  she 
should  have  a  place  in  the  Capitular  sphere.  Their  Royal 
Archers  should  be  more  and  more  entitled  to  all  the  encour- 
agement possible  considering  the  obvious  anti-Masonic  atmos- 
phere which  they  must  breathe  in  the  now  'Free  State,'  a 
beautiful  country  which  it  was  our  good  fortune  to  traverse 
pretty  thoroughly  from  Port  Rush  and  Giant's  Causeway  to 
Cork  and  Queenstown." 

This  from  the  introduction  to  Scotland: — 

"Next  comes  a  bit  of  Scotch — something  rare  hereabouts 
these  days.  Last  year  we  finished  our  trip  through  those 
bonny  braes  of  Capitular  Masonry  with  the  Quarterly  Con- 
vocation of  June  15th. 

"  'Happy  the  man  who,  void  of  cares  and  strife, 
In  silken  or  leathern  purse  retains 
A  splendid  SHILLING.'  " 

The  address  of  Grand  Chaplain  Broughton  on 
"Courage"  is  in  every  way  admirable.  He  literally 
analyzes  the  word  by  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  and 
adds  to  each  its  full  significance: — 

"We  visualize  this  morning  of  our  Annual  Convocation  a 
'Royal  Arch'  over  here  in  the  Grand  East,  and  a  message  of 
encouragement  inscribed  upon  it  which  speaks  to  us  of  cheer. 
I  find  that  message  embodied  in  the  word — a  word  very  much 
needed  to-day — Courage. 

"  'And  the  Lord  said  unto  Joshua,  fear  not,  for  I  have 
delivered  them  into  thy  hand.  And  Joshua  said  unto  them, 
fear  not,  nor  be  dismayed,  be  strong  and  of  good  courage.' 
The  conquest  of  the  Land  of  Promise  depended  upon  this 
spirit  of  courage.     The  victory  of  Abram  over  Chedorlaomer 
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and  the  five  kings  with  him,  to  which  reference  was  made 
yesterday  in  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  also  depended 
upon  courage.  .  Courage  is  the  challenge  of  the  new  day, 
so  we  make  that  the  challenge  which  we  inscribe  on  our  Royal 
Arch,  Courage. 

"Each  letter  in  this  word  COURAGE  stands  for  some- 
thing that  will  help  us  in  our  quest. 

"C  stands  for  Confidence.  '0'  stands  for  Obedience.  'U' 
stands  for  Unselfishness.  Yes,  Unselfishness  will  reinforce 
Courage. 

"  'R'  stands  for  Religion. 

"  'When  thunders  roll 

And  lightnings  flash  the  sky, 
God  of  the  elements,  stand  by. 

"  'When  warring  worlds 
Make  men  in  thousands  die, 
God  of  the  battlefield,  stand  by. 

"  'When  terrors  lurk 

And  hearts  in  anguish  cry, 
God  of  humanity,  stand  by. 

"  'When  storm  blasts  rage 
And  lives  in  peril  lie, 
God  of  the  universe,  stand  by. 

"  'When  life  ebbs  low 

And  death  is  drawing  nigh, 
God  of  eternity,  stand  by.' 

"  'A'  stands  for  Aspiration. 

"  'These  things  shall  be :     A  loftier  race 

That  ere  the  world  hath  known  shall  rise 
With  flame  of  freedom  in  their  souls, 
And  light  of  knowledge  in  their  eyes. 

"  'They  shall  be  gentle,  brave  and  strong, 
To  spill  no  drop  of  blood,  but  dare 
All  that  may  plant  man's  lordship  firm 
On  earth  and  fire,  and  sea,  and  air.' 

"  'G'  stands  for  Grit. 

"  'Somebody  said  that  it  couldn't  be  done, 

But  he  with  a  chuckle  replied 
That  maybe  it  couldn't,  but  he  would  be  one 

Who  wouldn't  say  so  till  he  tried. 
So  he  buckled  right  in  with  a  trace  of  a  grin 

On  his  face.    If  he  worried  he  hid  it. 
He  started  to  sing  as  he  tackled  the  thing 

That  couldn't  be  done — and  he  did  it.' 
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"  *E'  stands  for  Enthusiasm. 

"Let  us  place  this  morning  stones  in  our  arch,  tried  stones, 
precious  stones,  which  will  make  a  sure  foundation.  We  shall 
name  them  Confidence,  Obedience,  Unselfishness,  Religion, 
Aspiration,  Grit  and  Enthusiasm,  and  all  together  they  spell 
C  0  U  R  A  G  E,  and  they  make  a  'Royal  Arch.'  " 

NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1927

The  Fortieth  Convocation  was  held  in  Saint  John, 
August  24th,  1927.  Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
present  doing  duty. 

The  three  volumes  of  Proceedings  of  1927,  1928 
and  1929  came  together. 

M.E.  Comp.  R.  V.  Harris,  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  an- 
nounced by  M.E.  Comp.  Horace  A.  Porter  and  wel- 
comed. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  not  present. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

"May  Jehovah  endow  our  minds  with  wisdom,  our  actions 
with  harmony,  and  our  hearts  with  Peace,  and  direct  us  in 
the  right  way,  that  our  labours  begun  in  order,  may  be  con- 
tinued in  Concord,  crowning  our  efforts  with  success,  and  close 
with  sincere  friendship. 

"Time  weaves  a  mystic  pattern 

On  this  queer  old  Loom  of  Life, 
His  shuttle  is  the  fleeting  year, 

His  Warp,  the  Joy  and  Strife; 
His  Woof  and  Web — the  Hopes  and  Dreams, 

Good  fortune  and  despair, 
But  Friendship  is  the  Golden  Thread 

That  makes  it  all  so  fair." 

Pleasant  reference  is  made  to  the  visit  to  Quebec 
on  the  celebration  of  their  fiftieth  anniversary. 

The  protest  issued  by  New  Brunswick  and  Nova 
Scotia  to  the  Ontario  Order  of  High  Priesthood  is  set 
out  in  full  with  the  correspondence. 

Membership,  1,617.    Decrease,  4. 
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NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1928

The  Forty-first  Convocation  was  held  in  Saint 
oJhn,  August  22nd,  1928.  Canada's  Grand  Repre- 
sentative is  not  reported  as  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  quotes  with  reference  to 
deceased  Brethren: — 

"Death's  call  to  Silence  calls  as  well  to  Rest — 
The  Rest  that  knows  no  waking  Care — 
The  night  that  ends  not  in  the  Soul's  despair, 
But  breaks  in  Day  Eternal — Ever  Blest." 

He  expresses  his  satisfaction  at  the  Ontario  Order 
of  High  Priesthood  acquiescing  in  the  protest  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  referring : — 

"To  the  more  appropriate  and  correct  title,  'The  Grand 
Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Ontario.'  This 
decision  on  the  part  of  our  good  Companions  brings  further 
evidence  of  the  companionship  and  fraternal  feelings  exist- 
ing between  our  two  Grand  Bodies.  May  prosperity  attend 
their  steps,  and  goodness  be  the  outcome  of  their  endeavours." 

With  regard  to  Ritual  he  quotes : — 

"That  the  adaptation  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  to 
the  Chair  Degree  for  anointing  and  installing  a  High  Priest 
be  referred  to  the  Ritual  Committee  with  power  to  act." 

Membership,  1,618;  an  increase  of  one. 

Commenting  upon  a  Secretary  of  a  Chapter  re- 
porting that  five  Companions  had  been  "dropped," 
he  asks  "how  can  that  be?"  A  Companion  cannot 
cease  to  be  a  member,  apart  from  death,  except  by 
some  action  of  the  Chapter. 

Albert  E.  Pearson  was  elected  G.H.P. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1929 

Albert  E.  Pearson,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
J.  Twining  Hartt,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Forty-second  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  the  City  of  Saint  John,  June  27,  1929. 

Grand  Chapter  met  in  that  part  of  Saint  John 
formerly  known  as  Carleton,  which  played  an  im- 
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portant  part  in  the  development  of  the  city  as  the 
winter  port  of  Canada. 

The  G.H.P.  deplores  the  fire  which  destroyed  the 
Masonic  Temple  and  with  it  many  things  of  intrinsic 
value  which  can  never  be  replaced. 

The  G.H.P.  expressed  his  belief: — 

"That  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  any  com- 
munity must  give  an  impetus  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  that 
place." 

He  divided  the  Jurisdictions  into  fifteen  Districts. 

He  quotes  appropriately  in  his  reference  to  de- 
ceased Companions,  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
Daniel  Webster: — 

"One  may  live  as  a  Conqueror,  a  King,  or  a  Magistrate, 
but  he  must  die  a  man.  The  bed  of  death  brings  every  human 
being  to  his  pure  individuality,  to  the  intense  contemplation 
of  that  deepest  and  most  solemn  of  all  relations,  the  relation 
between  the  creature  and  his  Creator." 

Much  discussion  has  taken  place  with  regard  to 
their  reverting  to  the  use  of  the  titles  of  Z.H.  and  J. 
and  notice  of  motion  to  this  effect  was  given  return- 
able at  next  Grand  Chapter. 

The  following  regarding  the  exemplification  of 
our  Canada  Degrees  by  the  St.  Patrick  Chapter  are 
of  interest: — 

"On  invitations  from  Carnarvon  Chapter,  Montreal,  and 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Canada  and  Quebec,  M.E.  Comp.  F. 
S.  Sawaya  and  myself  attended  and  witnessed  the  exemplifica- 
tion of  the  M.M.M.,  M.E.M.,  and  H.R.A.M.  Degrees  by  the 
officers  of  St.  Patrick's  Chapter,  Toronto,  and  we  were  so 
impressed  with  the  work  that  in  our  report  to  the  Ritual 
Committee  we  have  strongly  recommended  the  adoption  of 
the  Ritual  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada." 

Membership,  1,597.    Decrease,  21. 

The  Ritual  Committee  adopted  a  report  of  which 
one  preamble  read: — 

"And  further,  having  in  mind  the  advantages  of  adopting 
a  national  system  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  whereby  all  the 
Grand  Chapters  throughout  the  British  Empire  may  use  the 
same  titles  and  legends." 

Their  second  report  contained  the  following: — 
"We  are  certain  of  the  fact  that  this  Grand  Chapter  will 
express,  in  due  course,  its  gratitude,  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  for  making  it  pos- 
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sible  for  your  delegates  to  witness  so  beautiful  a  worjk  ex- 
emplified by  such  an  efficient  staff  of  officers. 

"It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  give  a  clear  and  concise  under- 
standing of  the  beauties,  solemnity  and  dignity,  which  are  the 
expressions  conveyed  by  the  ritual  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry, 
as  we  have  witnessed  it  on  that  occasion." 

They  favoured  the  change  of  titles  and  thus 
recommend:  — 

"That  the  uniformity  of  titles  and  ritual  throughout  the 
Dominion  is  highly  desirable  and  commendable.  It  establishes 
a  national  unity  among  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  strengthens 
the  ties  of  fellowship  among  the  Companions  throughout  the 
British    Empire. 

"  *  Without  disparagement  to  our  present  system/  that  the 
titles  of  Z.,  H.,  and  J.,  known  as  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  Prin- 
cipals, are  more  appropriate,  for  it  is  historically  clear  that 
Zerubbabel  of  the  Royal  house  of  David  was  at  the  head 
of  the  Grand  Council,  and  not  Joshua  the  High  Priest." 

Edgar  W.  Mair  represents  Canada.  Charles  T. 
Wilkinson,  of  Brockville,  represents  New  Brunswick. 

NEW  ZEALAND 

G.  S.  Gordon,  M.E.  Grand  Z. 

C.  W.  Nielsen,  R.E.  Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  Napier,  26th  February,  1930. 

Five  Past  First  Grand  Principals  made  the 
Grand  East  complete. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  delivered  his  valedic- 
tory address.  He  consecrated  one  Chapter,  saying 
that  we  have  to  make  headway  slowly,  especially  in 
this  period  of  stringency.  He  added  that  this  should 
not  apply  to  the  making  of  new  Companions.  He 
speaks  of  the  keenness  of  the  officers  of  the  Chapters 
and  describes  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  as  a  tower  of 
strength. 

C.  H.  Critchley,  the  Deputy  Grand  Z.,  was  elected 
First  Grand  Principal. 

The  Supreme  Committee  of  Grand  Chapter  re- 
ported at  length,  especially  in  regard  to  the  cor- 
respondence with  England  as  to  the  right  reserved 
in  1900  at  the  time  of  the  recognition  of  New  Zea- 
land, to  charter  Chapters  to  be   allotted  to   Lodges 
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still  remaining  under  the  English  Jurisdiction  in 
New  Zealand. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  New  Zealand's 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  England,  urging 
that  they  do  not  exercise  their  admitted  right: — 

"The  members  of  my  Supreme  Committee  wish  to  appeal 
to  you  in  the  strongest  possible  way  to  give  full  consideration 
to  the  representations  which  they  feel  bound  to  make,  and 
which  are  here  set  forth. 

"Twenty-eight  years  have  elapsed  since  agrement  between 
the  two  Grand  Chapters  was  reached  in  1900. 

"This  may  lead  to  similar  requests  from  other  English 
Lodges,  There  are,  as  you  know,  41  English  Craft  Lodges 
in  New  Zealand,  and  only  5  Royal  Arch  Chapters.  It  is  there- 
fore not  only  conceivable  but  probable  that  other  English 
Lodges  may  follow  the  example. 

"The  sudden  assertion  of  England's  rights  at  this  particu- 
lar juncture  is  a  complication  which  from  Scotland's  point 
of  view  will  materially  break  down  New  Zealand's  claim  for 
recognition  of  sovereignty  in  her  own  territory,  for  which  she 
has  strenuously  and  patiently  contended." 

This  was  subsequently  fully  discussed. 

An  endeavour  is  to  be  made  to  attain  uniformity 
and  standardization  in  the  Ritual  and  modes  of 
recognition. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts  reported 
but  not  nearly  at  such  great  length  as  our  Grand 
Superintendents  do  in  Canada. 

The  rank  of  Past  First  Grand  Principal  Z.  honoris 
causa  was  conferred  on  Grand  Scribe  E.  Nielsen. 

A  resolution  of  regret  on  the  determination  of 
England  to  establish  Chapters  in  connection  with 
English  Lodges  was  moved  in  these  words : — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Zealand  regrets  that  the 
broad  and  significant  issues  involved  in  the  matter  to  which 
attention  was  directed,  were  disregarded  by  the  premier 
Grand  Chapter  in  favour  of  technical  considerations  of  local 
application,  and  submits  that  this  action  is  not  consonant  with 
British  practice  exemplified  in  the  elevation  of  New  Zealand 
to  the  rank  of  an  entirely  self-governing  Dominion." 

The  English  position  is  put  as  follows: — 

"The  desire  evinced  by  our  own  brethren  in  New  Zealand 
to  complete  the  Craft  Degree  by  being  exalted  in  a  Chapter 
under  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England  is  a  very  natu- 
ral desire,  in  my  opinion,  and  consequently,  as  a  result  of  that 
desire,  these  two  petitions  have  come  forward. 
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"I  venture  to  think  that  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  New  Zea- 
land did  not  understand  that  under  our  Constitution  a  Craft 
Mason  completes  his  Third  Degree  as  a  Master  Mason  by 
being  exalted  into  the  Supreme  Order  of  the  Royal  Arch;  it 
is  not  a  separate  degree;  also  a  Chapter  is  attached  to  a 
Lodge  and  takes  its  number,  and  if  I  may  say  so  is  comple- 
mentary to  the  Lodge,  and  therefore  if  Chapters  are  not 
formed  under  our  own  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  the  reason- 
able wishes  and  desires  of  a  large  number  of  Craft  Masons 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  be  exalted  and  to  com- 
plete their  Third  Degree  in  accordance  with  our  Constitution 
would  not  be  satisfied. " 

The  motion  of  regret  was  debated  at  length  and 
from  the  discussion  we  take  the  following: — 

"If  the  English  Grand  Chapter  is  within  its  rights,  let  us 
keep  to  the  agreement,  and  not  raise  one  voice  against  it. 

"If  we  have  nothing  to  fear,  why  should  we  object  to  their 
coming  into  our  territory? 

"It  is  all  right  if  they  start  their  Chapters  with  their  own 
Lodges,  and  only  make  their  own  brethren  members. 

"They  have  their  rights,  and  I  am  afraid  that  in  passing 
resolutions  we  may  cause  friction.  We  wish  to  live  in  har- 
mony, and  I  think  myself  that  the  resolution  is  more  or  less 
a  mistake." 

After  debate  the  motion  was  negatived. 

A  further  discussion  followed  in  which  the  key- 
note was  "members  of  the  Craft  should  be  actuated 
always  by  fellowship  and  brotherly  love." 

At  the  installation  of  Grand  Officers  the  ode,  "0 
God  of  Bethel  by  Whose  Hand,"  was  sung. 

The  newly  installed  First  Grand  Principal  well 
said: — 

"How  can  we  conscientiously  affirm,  Companions,  that  we 
are  carrying  out  the  principles  of  our  institution  when  we 
decline  to  admit  a  section  of  the  fraternity  to  our  Assemblies? 
And  so  with  the  difference  which  has  arisen  between  us  and 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  England,  and  I  say  without  hesitation 
that  I  am  quite  in  accord  with  the  decisions  reached  on  both 
questions  at  this  afternoon's  session. 

"  'Our  duty  to  God,  to  our  neighbour,  and  ourselves.' 
Sometimes  I  think  that  although  it  is  desirable  at  all  times 
to  do  all  things  well,  perhaps  a  little  too  much  stress  is  laid 
on  the  correctness  of  working,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  practi- 
cal application  of  the  principles  therein  enunciated.  I  am  re- 
minded of  some  lines  by  Young,  pregnant  with  meaning: — 

"  'Pygmies  are  pygmies  still  tho'  perched  on  Alps, 
And  pyramids  are  pyramids  in  vales ; 
Each  man  makes  his  own  stature,  builds  himself, 
Virtue  alone  outbuilds  the  pyramids, 
Her  monuments  shall  last  when  Egypt's  fall/ 
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"And  so,  Companions,  let  us  press  forward  in  the  path  of 
duty  so  clearly  denned  for  us  in  Craft  Masonry  and  more 
strongly  developed  in  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  Let  us  strive  to 
attain  and  radiate  happiness  amongst  our  Companions,  ever 
remembering,  in  the  words  of  Goldsmith: 

"  'Hope  like  the  gleaming  taper's  light 
Adorns  and  cheers  the  way, 
And  still,  as  darker  grows  the  night, 
Emits  a  brighter  ray.'  " 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  H.  Harkness,  P.G.Z.,  represents 
Canada. 

From  labour  to  refreshment,  the  Companions 
proceeded  to  the  Banquet  Chambers,  the  guests  of 
the  local  Companions,  and  the  function  and  what 
followed  is  thus  described: — 

"This  phase  of  the  Convocation  cannot  be  passed  without 
a  reference  to  the  thoughtful  and  thorough-going  hospitality 
displayed  by  the  local  Companions  towards  the  visitors  and 
their  lady  friends.  The  latter  were  well  cared  for  by  the  local 
ladies  while  the  Companions  were  wrestling  with  the  problems 
that  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Convocation.  The  morning 
after,  the  aged  (?)  visitors,  who  were  so  minded,  were,  with 
tender  solicitude  conveyed  in  motors  to  the  Bluff  Hill  bowling 
green,  where  they  were  provided  with  the  paraphernalia 
necessary  and  incidental  to  the  game,  of  which  skilful  use 
was  made.  In  the  afternoon  all  were  taken  in  cars  for  a 
long  drive  to  various  places  of  interest,  including  Te  Mata 
Park  and  Cornwall  Park  at  Hastings.  At  the  latter  point 
thew  were  welcomed  by  the  Mayor  of  Hastings,  R.E.  Comp. 
G.  F.  Roach,  Past  Grand  Superintendent,  and  regaled  with 
refreshment,  including  samples  of  Hawkes  Bay  apples.  The 
arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of  the  visi- 
tors, from  start  to  finish,  were  more  than  adequate,  and  were 
heartily  appreciated."

The  Eighty-second  Convocation  convened  in  Con- 
cord, N.C.,  May  13,  1930.  Eleven  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,    headed    by    A.  B.    Andrews,    the   veteran 
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worker,  were  received  with  all  the  honours,  and  dis- 
tinguished visitors  from  South  Carolina  and  Ten- 
nessee were  greeted. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  appear. 

The  G.H.P.  struck  this  courageous  note  in  his  in- 
troduction : — 

"Although  some  few  of  our  Chapters  have  been  in 
extremis,  and  although  the  spirit  of  discord  has  crept  into  a 
few,  and  even  the  stormy  petrel  has  circled  round,  yet  I  trust 
that  into  this  fair  haven  of  concord,  the  Dove  of  Peace  and 
the  Spirit  of  Harmony  and  good  fellowship  will  prevail." 

He  again  emphasizes  the  "official  line  family"  as 
distinctive  from  the  ordinary  Grand  Chapter  mem- 
ber and  praises  God  for  their  preservation  from 
death,  although  many  probably  just  as  good  men 
had  passed  the  Veils  during  the  year.  Surely  in 
death  we  need  not  be  divided. 

Under  Condition  of  the  Craft  he  exemplifies  his 
speciality  in  getting  home  to  the  root  of  the  matter, 
saying: — 

"I  said,  Til  try.'  I  set  the  Grand  Chapter  on  one  of  the 
sand  dunes  and  look  at  it.  What  was  wrong  with  it?  What 
did  it  need?  Where  should  I  begin?  The  longer  I  looked, 
the  clearer  to  my  mind  came  two  principles  of  scientific  horti- 
culture I  learned  while  in  college.  If  you  want  a  tree  to  pro- 
duce, cut  off  all  dead  and  decayed  wood,  then  fertilize  and  dig 
among  the  roots.  So,  Companions,  it  has  been  with  these  two 
principles  in  mind  that  I  have  taken  up  Charters,  made  con- 
solidations, and  personally  dug  into  the  affairs  of  the  Chap- 
ters. No  Charter  has  been  arrested  or  consolidation  made 
until  I  made  one  or  more  personal  visits  to  the  Chapter  con- 
cerned and  everything  possible  had  been  done  to  revive  it." 

He  visited  forty-nine  Chapters,  some  more  than 
once,  and  emphasizes  the  importance  of  these  in- 
spections and  contacts. 

He  visited  the  Home  and  the  Oxford  Orphanage 
and  says  it  was  a  real  joy. 

The  Educational  Loan  Fund  has  functioned  ad- 
mirably but  there  seems  to  be  just  a  little  ripple  on 
the  face  of  the  water: — 

"Yet,  Companions,  I  am  afraid  that  through  too  many  of 
them,  I  have  detected  instead  of  the  scarlet  thread  of  Royal 
Arch  Fervency  and  Zeal,  the  Green  Thread  of  Masonic 
Jealousy.     After  long  and  careful  consideration  of  all  that  I 
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have  heard,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand  Chapter 
should  do  two  definite  things.  We  should  ask  the  committee 
on  Masonic  Educational  Loan  Fund  to  set  a  definite  goal  as 
our  objective,  and  that  owing  to  the  present  financial  depres- 
sion, we  should  take  a  longer  period  than  has  been  proposed, 
by  many,  to  reach  that  goal." 

Of  General  Grand  Chapter  representation,  which 
appears  to  have  been  grudged  by  some  members,  he 
says: — 

"It  is  to  be  very  much  regretted  that  many  in  this  so-called 
wave  of  economy  cannot  distinguish  between  what  is  true  and 
what  is  false  economy.  I  am  quite  sure  it  would  be  false 
economy  to  cut  off  the  source  of  inspiration  coming  down  to  us 
through  those  who  attend  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
meetings." 

Following  the  address  he  recited  some  striking 
verses: — 

"  'Tis  only  a  half  truth  the  poet  has  sung 

Of  the  'house  by  the  side  of  the  way' ; 
Our  Master  had  neither  a  house  nor  a  home, 

But  He  walked  with  the  crowd  day  by  day.. 
And  I  think,  when  I  read  of  the  poet's  desire, 

That  a  house  by  the  road  would  be  good ; 

But  service  is  found  in  its  tenderest  form 

When  we  walk  with  the  crowd  in  the  road. 
Then  tell   me   no   more   of  the   house  by  the   road. 

There  is  only  one  place  I  can  live — 
It's  there  with  the  men  who  are  toiling  along, 

Who  are  needing  the  cheer  I  can  give." 

Membership,  7,426.     Net  loss,  420. 

As  to  Committees  charged  as  "running"  the 
affairs  of  Grand  Chapter,  the  Committee  wisely 
point  out: — 

"All  of  us  realize  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  all 
matters  be  referred  to  a  committee  for  consideration  and  their 
report  is  simply  a  recommendation  to  accept  or  reject.  It  is 
left  entirely  with  the  votes  of  Grand  Chapter  as  to  whether 
the  recommendation  is  accepted  or  not,  and  we  feel  sure  the 
Grand  Officers  and  the  committee  itself,  would  be  more  than 
glad  for  the  representatives  to  discuss  any  and  all  questions 
that  come  before  the  Grand  Chapter  even  though  you  oppose 
the  recommendation." 

Under  the  Necrology  Report  we  find  this  old 
standard  which  our  readers  may  like  to  re-peruse:— 

"It  must  be  so. 

"Plato,  thou  reasonest  well.  Else  whence  this  pleasing 
hope?     This  fond  desire?     This  longing  after  immortality? 
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"Or  whence  this  secret  dread  and  inward  horror  of  falling 
into  naught — 

"Why  shrinks  the  soul  back  on  herself  and  startles  at 
destruction? 

"  Tis  the  Divinity  that  stirs  within  us; 

"  'Tis  Heaven  itself  pointing  out  an  hereafter  and  inti- 
mating Eternity  in  Man." 

A.  B.  Andrews  presents  reports  which  must  have 
involved  hours  of  experienced  preparation  and 
research. 

G.  S.  Chamberlain  was  elected  G.H.P. 
From   the   In    Memoriam   pages    we  take   this 
verse: — 

"Father,  perfect  my  trust! 
Let  my  spirit  feel,  in  death, 
That  her  feet  are  firmly  set 
On  the  Rock  of  a  living  faith!" 

Robert  W.  Brennan,  whose  address  is  now  given 
as  Montreal,  represents  North  Carolina,  and  W.  G. 
Bandy  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Canada. 

Of  course,  the  three  Capitular  Reviews  by  J. 
Edward  Allen  feature  the  great  part  of  the  volume. 
We  regret  that  Canada's  Proceedings  did  not  fall 
within  his  orbit.  His  Reviewer's  greetings  are,  as 
usual,  full  of  meat  and  thought.  He  has  his  own 
opinions  and  expresses  them  well.  We  make  the  fol- 
lowing long  extracts  as  they  deal  with  momentous 
affairs  of  the  present: — 

"The  Capitular  outlook  is  at  this  moment  not  bright. 
Reference  to  the  statistical  tables  shows  a  net  loss  in  mem- 
bership in  the  United  States  of  something  more  than  fourteen 
thousand  for  the  year,  which  is  unparalleled  in  the  history  of 
Capitular  Masonry  since  the  Morgan  excitement. 

"That  this  ebb  of  interest  is  greater  in  some  organizations 
than  in  others,  is  apparent;  but  in  principle  it  is  quite  gen- 
eral. This  writer  believes  that  in  the  main  it  is  traceable  to 
changed  modes  of  living,  and  to  changed  opportunities  for 
entertainment  and  social  contacts. 

"The  principle  of  installment  buying,  for  instance,  has  be- 
come almost  universal  in  the  United  States;  and  with  it  have 
come  such  luxuries  as  highly  developed  radio  sets,  electric  re- 
frigerators, and  automobiles  to  an  amazingly  large  part  of  all 
homes  in  the  entire  country.  Baseball  is  being  relegated  to 
the  background  and  golf  has  become  the  Great  American 
Sport.  A  novelty  a  few  years  ago,  the  movie  has  seen  the 
front  page  notices  leave  it  and  go  to  the  'talkies.'  Luncheon 
Clubs,  originated  in  the  large  cities  just  a  few  years  ago,  have 
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multiplied  and  have  spread,  until  there  are  a  dozen  organiza- 
tions of  them  of  major  ambition,  and  these  clubs  are  found 
even  in  the  small  villages.  No  one  has  opportunity  to  stay  at 
home  any  more ;  a  man  who  is  interested  in  such  things  cannot 
possibly  find  enough  evenings  in  the  week  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  all  of  the  organizations  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and 
his  dues  to  these  organizations,  plus  the  frequent  payments 
on  the  several  sorts  of  installments  which  he  pays,  keep  him 
pushed  for  change. 

"What  have  all  of  these  things  to  do  with  losses  in  mem- 
bership in  Royal  Arch  Masonry?  Simply  this;  the  member's 
interest  is  ingulfed  in  matters  foreign  to  the  Royal  Craft;  his 
time  is  occupied  with  contacts  more  important  to  him  than 
those  of  his  Chapter ;  and  his  change  is  disbursed  upon  items 
which  do  not  in  too  many  cases  include  it.  Without  interest, 
he  does  not  know  Royal  Arch  Masonry  nor  attend  its  meet- 
ings. He  is  suspended  for  nonpayment  of  dues,  not  because 
he  cannot  pay,  but  because  he  does  not  take  the  trouble  to 
pay;  he  would  rather  pay  for  something  else. 

"Associated  with  this,  and  really  one  of  the  symptoms 
produced  by  it,  is  the  present  lack  of  real  leadership  in  our 
Chapters  and  Councils.  Leaders  a-plenty  can  be  found  for 
that  in  which  men  are  interested.  They  will  not  lead  in  this 
which  does  not  mean  something  to  them.  Lack  of  leadership 
causes  less  of  interest;  lack  of  interest  causes  less  of  leader- 
ship; and  thus  we  have  what  the  medical  fraternity  calls  a 
'vicious  cycle  in  disease.'  " 

He  advocates  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  these 
words: — 

"We  have  a  strong  suspicion  that  there  are  many  men 
to-day  who  would  like  to  become  Royal  Arch  Masons  but 
whose  ambition  to  do  so  is  suffered  to  die  a-borning.  Suppose 
a  man  lives  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  one  of  our  Chapters  which 
are  in  a  somnolent  condition  and  whose  leaders  are  not  inter- 
ested— and  suppose  that  he  wishes  to  become  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason.  Either  he  never  gets  an  opportunity  to  petition  for 
the  Degrees,  or  else  he  gets  the  impression  that  if  he  should 
do  so,  he  would  be  received  into  a  dead  Chapter  incapable  of 
doing  good  work.  He  never  petitions  for  the  Degrees.  He 
wishes  to  give  expression  to  his  new  interest  in  Masonry,  and 
of  course  this  interest  finds  expression  in  another  channel — 
perhaps  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Degrees  instead,  or  in  entirely 
different  lines.  It  is  the  writer's  personal  conviction  that  the 
condition  which  is  described  above  is  responsible  for  much  of 
our  retardation  to-day.  There  are  enough  living  and  active 
Chapters  to  handle  all  of  the  petitioners,  but  the  dead  Chap- 
ters prevent  them  from  being  received.  Either  limited  or  uni- 
versal concurrent  Capitular  Jurisdiction  might  do  us  good  in 
the  present  conditions." 
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Of  the  Ritual  and  the  desire  for  the  dramatic  he 

says : — 

"But  it  undoubtedly  produced  interest.  It  had  'punch'  in 
it.  The  'Rough  and  Rocky  Road'  may  have  been  rocky  and 
more,  but  it  was  never  insipid.  Moreover,  the  learning  of  a 
new  ritual  is  something  easier  in  theory  than  in  practice. 
Scores  of  times  the  writer  has  been  told,  in  connection  with 
conditions  in  particular  Chapters,  that  'the  new  ritual  killed 
all  of  our  interest.' 

"It  is  the  writer's  belief  that  whatever  Masonry  offers, 
must  be  capable  of  holding  the  attention." 

He  contrasts  English  and  European  Lodges  and 
Chapters  with  those  of  America: — 

"An  English  Lodge  represents  a  homogeneous  group, 
which  may  in  many  respects  be  totally  incompatible  with  an- 
other Lodge.  To  it  is  attached  a  Chapter.  Neither  will  have 
a  hundred  members.  The  membership  of  the  Lodge  and 
Chapter  will  usually  be  of  men  of  the  educated  classes — repre- 
senting perhaps  three  more  years  of  average  education  than 
the  American  group  comparable  to  it  will  represent. 

"What  should  be  our  programmes  of  'objective  work'  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  for  instance?  Is  it  enough  for  the 
Royal  Craft  to  teach  the  sublime  truths  of  the  Degrees?  What 
is  the  answer?  We  do  not  know — we  only  know  that  the 
European  Mason  puts  into  Masonry  several  times  as  much 
financially  as  does  the  American  Mason,  and  that  he  does  it 
cheerfully,  even  gladly,  and  always  freely  and  voluntarily  as 
'contributions.'  " 

He  reprints  a  biographical  sketch  of  the  founder 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  Thomas  Smith  Webb, 
by  Charles  A.  Conover,  with  a  fine  picture. 

Interspersed  between  his  various  Reviews  is  an 
anthology  of  poetry  which  can  scarcely  be  equalled 
in  any  other  Masonic  publication.  Just  to  illustrate 
by  a  few  examples  we  reproduce  the  following: — 

"Give  me  a  good  digestion,  Lord, 

And  also  something  to  digest. 
Give  me  a  healthy  body,  Lord, 

With  sense  to  keep  it  at  its  best. 
Give  me  a  healthy  mind,  good  Lord, 

To  keep   the   pure   and   good  in   sight; 
Which,  seeing  sin,  is  not  appalled, 

But  finds  a  way  to  set  it  right." 

"Forget  the  slander  you  have  heard, 
Forget  the  hasty  unkind  word; 
Forget  the  quarreling  and  the  cause, 
Forget  the  whole  affair  "because 
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Forgetting  is  the  only  way. 
Forget  the  storms  of  yesterday. 

"Not  length  of  days  or  span  of  years; 
Not  vain  regret  or  hopeless  tears ; 
Not  faint  heart  when   a   storm  appears; 
These  make  not  life." 

"The  man  who  wants  a  garden  fair, 

Or  small  or  very  big, 
With  flowers  growing  here  and  there, 

Must  bend  his  back  and  dig. 
The  things  are  mighty  few  on  earth 

That  wishes  can  attain. 
Whate'er  we  want  of  any  worth 

We've  got  to  work  to  gain. 
It  matters  not  what  goal  you  seek, 

Its  secret  here  reposes; 
You've  got  to  dig  from  week  to  week 

To  get  Results  or  Roses -* 

When  a  grumbler  a-grumbling  has  grumbled  his  grum, 

It  is  wise  for  the  rest  of  folks  to  keep  mum: 

For  just  as  a  snowball  that's  rolled  in  the  snow 

Will  larger  and  larger  soon  rapidly  grow, 

A  grumble  that's  grumbled  grows  greater;  and  so 

When  a  grumbler's  a-grumbling,  best  never  come  near, 

For  a  grumbler's  a  failure  with  no  one  to  hear." 

I  like  the  little  fellows,  who  don't  count  for  very  much; 
It  isn't  from  the  'cellos  that  you  get  the  finer  touch ; 
The  roaring  of  the  basses  and  the  rattle  of  the  traps 
May  have  their  proper  places  in  the  harmony  perhaps; 
But  down  there  in  the  middle,  inconspicuously  there, 
Is  the  little  second  fiddle  that  is  carrying  the  air." 

"Are  you  worsted  in  a  fight? 
Laugh  it  off. 
Are  you  cheated  of  your  right? 

Laugh  it  off. 
Don't  make  tragedies  of  trifles, 
Don't  shoot  butterflies  with  rifles- 
Laugh  it  off. 

"Does  your  work  get  into  kinks? 

Laugh  it  off. 
Are  you  near  all  sorts  of  brinks? 

Laugh  it  off. 
If  it's  sanity  you're  after, 
There's  no  receipt  like  laughter — 

Laugh  it  off." 
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"Say  'hullo'!  an'  'how  d'ye  do'! 
Other  folks  are  good  as  you, 
Wen  you  leave  your  house  of  clay, 
Wandering  in  the  Far-Away 
Country  t'other  side  the  range, 
Then  the   souls  you've  cheered  will  know 
Who  you  be,  an'  say  'hullo!' " 

Under  Manitoba  we  get  a  new  view  point  in 
prose  that  is  not  prosaic : — 

"Masonry  can  do  much  for  the  preservation  of  interna- 
tional peace.  We  hope  that  this  may  be  true.  The  most  fer- 
tile field  for  the  growth  of  the  seeds  of  international  peace  is 
found  in  the  relation  exisiting  between  United  States  and 
Canada.  We  Americans  do  not  give  the  Canadians  just 
cause  to  be  fond  of  us  in  all  respects. 

"The  writer  is  an  educator  and  attends  educational  con- 
ferences. We  think  it  significant  that  American  educators 
are  very  infrequently  called  upon  to  occupy  the  platform  at 
Canadian  educational  conventions.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
about  the  fact  that  the  line  between  the  Dominion  and  the 
States  is  not  at  all  an  imaginary  one;  and  we  of  the  States 
are  in  great  measure  responsible  for  this  fact." 

Statistical  tables,  analyzing  membership,  and 
progress  or  retrogression  from  every  point  of  view, 
are  the  "despair"  of  us  ordinary  Reviewers.

The  Forty-first  Convocation  was  held  at  Fargo, 
January  28,  1930. 

The  G.H.P.  in  his  biography  is  praised  for  his 
personality,  character  and  efficiency.  He  is  President 
of  the  County  National  Bank. 

The  Grand  Secretary  represented  the  General 
Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Grand  Z.'s  of  Manitoba 
and  Saskatchewan  and  the  G.H.P.  of  Minnesota 
were  honoured.  Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
faithfully  answered  roll  call  of  honour. 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  was  comprehensive 
and  satisfying. 

The  visit  to  Winnipeg  evidently  was  inspiring 
and  Comp.  Stockwell  delivered  one  of  his  wonderful 
addresses,  this  one  being  thus  described: — 
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"The  principal  address  of  the  Convocation  was  delivered 
that  afternoon  by  M.E.  Companion  Stockwell,  and  was  a 
masterly  effort  enthusiastically  received,  a  number  of  the 
most  prominent  Companions  speaking  in  commendation  and 
appreciation  of  the  address  when  M.E.  Companion  Stockwell 
had  finished.  I  was  very  proud  and  greatly  pleased  with  the 
reception  accorded  this  address  and  with  the  exceedingly 
favourable  consideration  afforded  our  Grand  Chapter  through 
M.E.  Companion  StockwelPs  effort." 

The  Educational  Fund  flourishes,  the  G.H.P. 
saying  of  it: — 

"The  consideration  of  the  loans  and  of  the  policies  ob- 
served in  making  such  loans  clearly  indicated  to  the  commit- 
tee the  successful  and  satisfactory  handling  of  this  Founda- 
tion and  the  very  great  good  that  it  accomplished. 

"I  firmly  believe  that  efficient  and  enthusiastic  leadership 
in  the  several  Chapters,  together  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
officers,  will  accomplish  the  changes  we  all  so  much  desire." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  of  course  a 
model.    We  make  the  following  extracts: — 

"This  is  our  twentieth  report  as  your  Grand  Secretary. 
We  begin  its  preparation  with  a  spirit  of  exaltation  due  to 
the  fact  this  morning,  January  21st,  we  have  listened  to  voices 
of  men  across  the  Sea  pledging  themselves  to  an  effort  to  find 
a  way  to  reduce  the  burden  of  armament  and  bring  about 
among  the  nations  a  greater  sense  of  security  and  a  greater 
assurance  of  World  Peace.  Here  in  this  Convocation  with 
representatives  of  several  States  of  the  Union  and  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  we  exemplify  that  spirit  of  con- 
cord which  comes  from  mutual  understanding  and  good  will, 
resulting  from  friendly  intercourse. 

"We  are  living  in  a  marvelous  age.  Miracles  are  still 
being  performed,  but  these  instruments  bring  to  us  as  a  fra- 
ternity new  problems,  none  of  which  can  be  solved  by  sitting 
down  and  bewailing  the  lack  of  interest.  We  must  find  new 
and  better  ways  of  creating  interest.  In  every  other  human 
activity  more  brains  and  effort  are  now  required  for  success. 
How  can  we  expect  it  to  be  otherwise  in  Masonry?  We  must 
face  our  problems  and  find  a  solution. 

"One  thing  is  certain  that  there  is  no  use  exalting  Com- 
panions and  suspending  more  than  we  exalt. 

"I  can't  believe  that  the  function  of  a  Grand  Secretary 
is  simply  to  give  a  few  statistical  tables  in  his  report.  If  a 
Grand  Secretary  is  simply  a  bookkeeper  he  is  generally  paid 
too  much.  I  have  always  considered  it  the  province  of  a  Grand 
Secretary  to  give  the  Craft  information  upon  the^  things 
which  came  within  the  sphere  of  his  office  and  work." 
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E.  Geo.  Guthrie  says  in  his  report: — 

"If  read,  we  should  find  out  where  the  trouble  lies,  and 
change  policies,  writer  or  reader  at  once,  for  looking  ahead 
should  be  the  definite  policy  of  those  who  aspire  or  achieve, 
whether  in  business  or  Masonry.    Alertness  is  essential." 

The    Order   of    the    Eastern    Star    is    in    close 
contact: — 

"Past  Grand  Patrons  were  appointed  to  escort  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  room,  Mrs.  Minnie  E.  Rusk,  Grand  Secretary, 
O.E.S.,  who  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Mildred 
Johnson,  and  the  Grand  Chapter,  O.E.S.,  brought  warmest 
fraternal  greetings  and  as  a  concrete  evidence  of  kindly 
regards  presented  a  beautiful  basket  of  flowers. " 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presents  a  touching 
report: — 

"Alas  for  him  who  never  sees 
The  stars  shine  through  his  cypress-trees ! 
Who  hath  not  learned,  in  hours  of  faith, 
The  truth  to  flesh  and  sense  unknown, 
That  Life  is  ever  lord  of  Death, 
And  Love  can  never  lose  its  own!" 

"It  is  Faith  that  is  at  the  base  of  all  social  order.  It  is 
Faith  that  carries  beyond  the  finite  to  the  Infinite." 

Comp.  Reid,  of  Manitoba,  said: — 

"Those  who  have  gone  before  must  have  built  well  so  we 
must  build  well  in  order  to  hand  down  this  fraternity  unim- 
paired to  those  who  come  after.  This  building  for  the  future 
is  the  work  of  each  Grand  Convocation ;  it  is  to  weld  together 
all  Chapters." 

Comp.  Yorke,  of  Saskatchewan,  said  in  present- 
ing a  gavel: — 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  back  of  this  gavel  will  ever 
be  wise  counsel  and  that  all  decisions  will  be  frank  and  hon- 
est, guided  by  the  Great  unseen  Power.  Because  even  the 
mailed  hand  of  autocracy  is  never  so  strong  as  when  it  wears 
the  velvet  glove  of  compassion.  This  gavel  is  presented  to 
show  in  a  tangible  way  how  much  is  appreciated  the  kind 
and  generous  hospitality  of  North  Dakota." 

Comp.  McCauley,  also  of  Saskatchewan,  always 
has  a  touch  of  humour: — 

"There  was  one  face  in  the  group  to-day  that  he  had  known 
for  over  thirty  years.  He  was  a  Railroad  Conductor,  modest 
Bill  Shaw.  He  told  a  good  story  on  Bill  relative  to  their  first 
meeting.  In  the  old  days  of  railroading  they  didn't  know 
much  about  'first  aid  to  the  injured.'     Bill's  brakeman  Joe, 
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had  broken  his  leg.  Bill  knew  that  when  a  horse  broke  his 
leg  the  only  recourse  was  to  shoot  it,  so  Bill  went  to  his 
Superintendent  and  pleaded  that  Joe  had  broken  his  leg  but 
he  hadn't  the  heart  to  shoot  him.  (We  all  knew  Bill  was 
tenderhearted,  but  we  certainly  didn't  think  he  was  so  weak 
as  this  would  indicate)." 

A  memorial  resolution  was  passed  regarding  the 
tragic  death  of  Bro.  Carl  Ben  Eielson,  the  intre- 
pid aviator,  who  was  lost  in  the  regions  of  the  Arctic. 

William  Hall  was  elected  G.H.P. 

An  extraordinary  ceremony  not  wholly  explained, 
is  thus  recorded: — 

"With  the  assistance  of  R.E.  Companion  Miller  (15)  these 
officers  were  covered.  Red,  White  and  Blue,  the  colours  which 
every  true  American  loves,  provided  the  colour  scheme.  It 
was  truly  a  scene  never  to  be  forgotten  and  prompted  M.E. 
Companion  Jim  McCauley  to  inquire  as  to  how  the  record  was 
to  be  made,  whether  it  was  to  be  considered  as  'overhead 
expense'  or  a  'cover  charge.'  " 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  George  Keyes, 
did  not  respond.  George  L.  Gardiner,  of  Toronto, 
represents  North  Dakota.    He  never  fails. 

A  Past  Grand  Officers'  Association  who  were 
called  "the  Circle  of  Elders"  added  weight  and  the 
gayety  of  perpetual  youth  to  the  gathering. 

E.  George  Guthrie,  P.G.H.P.,  is  of  course  again 
in  charge  of  the  Correspondence  and  well  fulfills 
expectation,  though  the  reports  are  too  brief. 

We  read  under  Arkansas: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  displays  versatile  talent  in  his 
address,  begins  in  a  poetical  frame  of  mind,  then  recounts 
with  brevity  his  activities  of  the  year,  and  closes  in  a  very 
despondent  and  gloomy  phrasing  of  his  view  of  the  present 
generation." 

This  under  California : — 

His  observation  leads  him  to  state  that  many  Grand  High 
Priests  are  'more  concerned  in  oratorical  platitudes,"  than  in 
actual  outstanding  effort  to  magnify  the  importance  of  the 
Order,  and  secure  results  instead  of  'floundering  in  a  morass 
of  suspensions.'  We  are  heartily  in  accord  with  his  conclu- 
sions." 

He  says  many  kind  things  of  Canada  and  we 
simply  reproduce  three  of  his  paragraphs: — 
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"The  First  Grand  Principal  delivered  a  comprehensive 
summary  of  his  year's  service,  prefacing  it  with  a  brief  his- 
tory of  Kingston,  where  they  assembled,  which  was  exceed- 
ingly instructive  and  illuminating.  He  did  well  in  visiting  in 
every  section  of  his  domain,  covering  more  than  16,000  miles 
in  that  service. 

"From  the  written  report  of  Comp.  Geo.  L.  Gardiner,  who 
composes  the  excellent  article  on  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry,  we  take  one  excerpt,  though  we  would  take  more  if 
space  permitted. 

"How  we  love  to  fill  our  pipe  and  leisurely  read  the  able 
Correspondence  pages,  so  well  compiled  by  our  good  friend 
Wm.  N.  Ponton,  as  every  page  has  an  interesting  and  elevat- 
ing tone  of  encouragement.  His  zeal  and  impulse  lured  him 
to  altitudes  that  gave  no  thought  to  time  or  space. 

"We  appreciate  the  generous  words  he  has  for  Comps. 
Stockwell,  Burr,  and  the  writer,  trusting  that  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  receive  his  approbation." 

Apropos  of  membership  and  methods  he  speaks 
thus  under  Colorado: — 

"To  sit  still  and  not  rock  the  boat,  is  the  advice  of  Comp. 
Woodward  in  his  Correspondence  Review.  He  also  says  'that 
jazz  does  not  get  us  anywhere,  and  modern  advertising 
methods  are  not  for  us.'  He  takes  issue  with  a  statement  of 
Comp.  Stockwell  about  rustling  members,  but  that  is  not 
alarming,  as  Walter  gets  impetuous  sometimes  and  then 
changes  his  phraseology  later." 

He  gives  Florida  this  impulse: — 

"We  fear  there  is  too  much  local  inaction,  and  the  Com- 
panions need  the  tonic  of  energy  injected  into  their  officers 
and  past  officers.  Much  more  can  be  accomplished  by  go- 
getters  than  playing  a  Micawber  role,  and  this  does  not  apply 
to  Florida  alone." 

He  thus  refers  to  forced  brevity  under  Michi- 
gan:— 

"Wish  we  had  more  time  and  space  to  devote  to  his  review, 
but  our  hard  boiled  bosses  have  decreed  the  exercise  of 
brevity." 

This  old  favourite  from  New  Zealand: — 

"  'We  each  are  given  a  bag  of  tools, 
A  shapeless  mass  and  a  book  of  rules, 
And  each  must  make  ere  life  is  flown 
A  stumbling  block  or  a  stepping  stone.' 

"Very  true  words,  Companions,  and  worth  while  remem- 
bering." 
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We  conclude  with  his  friendly  and  encouraging 
reference  to  Canada  under  Wyoming: — 

"  'Our  Canadian  cousins  seem  to  have  a  faculty  of  retain- 
ing their  members.  If  we  in  the  United  States  could  discover 
the  method  there  would  be  rejoicing  in  many  places.' 

"As  we  view  the  conditions,  the  answer  is  plain  and  un- 
mistakable. They  take  their  Masonry  seriously,  as  they  do 
their  fraternal,  spiritual,  political  duty,  but  we  in  the  United 
States  do  not  have  the  veneration  and  reverence  for  our 
Masonry  which  our  cousins  have.  The  Shrine  is  the  goal  de- 
sired by  too  many  Master  Masons,  and  when  attained,  the 
ladder  by  which  they  climbed,  is  ruthlessly  discarded." 

NOVA  SCOTIA 

George  L.  Williams,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Brenton  F.  Porter,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Sixty-first  Convocation  of  Nova  Scotia  with 
Jurisdiction  over  Prince  Edward  Island  and  the  Do- 
minion of  Newfoundland,  was  held  in  Halifax,  10th 
June,  1930. 

Seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  showed  the 
tenacity  and  fidelity  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Dis- 
tinguished visitors  from  Pennsylvania  and  subse- 
quently M.W.  Bro.  John  A.  Rowland,  representing 
Canada,  were  presented  at  the  altar  and  addressed 
the  Companions  and  were  made  honorary  members. 

G.H.P.  Williams  was  born  at  Lindsay,  Ontario, 
served  in  the  Boer  War,  is  an  athlete  and  an  out- 
standing- Ritualist. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Nova  Scotia  apparently  fol- 
lows the  official  titular  nomenclature  of  American 
Grand  Chapters. 

The  G.H.P.  said  in  his  address: — 

"I  say  to  you  Companions,  'Be  not  dismayed.'  Do  not 
fear  that  your  efforts  will  cease  to  bear  fruit  but  keep  on 
striving.  'Fight  the  good  fight'  and  never  fear  that  the 
standards  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  will 
ever  have  reason  or  cause  to  be  lowered. 

"As  ancient  as  Masonry  itself  is,  so  is  the  reverence  we 
pay  to  the  memory  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us  for  a 
little  while,  and  who  have  found  that  death  is  but  the  Key 
to  the  development  of  a  fuller  life  where  our  most  ardent 
longings  shall  be  satisfied." 
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Among*  his  decisions  is  the  following — a  High 
Priest  was  duly  elected.  He  was  a  mail  clerk  and 
shortly  after  his  installation  as  King  he  was  obliged 
to  take  up  a  new  route.  He  frequently  attended  his 
home  Chapter  and  filled  his  office.  The  right  of  in- 
stallation on  the  ground  of  absence  was  questioned 
and  the  G.H.P.  ruled  that  he  saw  nothing  that  could 
prevent  this  Chapter  installing  him  into  office,  and 
declared  him  to  be  eligible  to  be  installed  as  High 
Priest. 

He  speaks  with  regret  at  not  being  able  to  be 
present  at  several  reunions  which  were  held,  but  his 
record  of  personal  visitations  to  constituent  Chap- 
ters, shows  that  he  did  not  neglect  them  in  any  way. 

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  made  a  full  report 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  D. 
MacDougall,  whose  visit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada  is  remembered  with  pleasure. 

He  is  doing  useful  work  as  Grand  Archivist : — 

"The  especial  features  at  this  Convocation  were  the  un- 
veiling of  the  Tablet  and  the  reading  of  History  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  since  its  organization  to  the  present  time,  written 
and  read  by  Comp.  George  D.  Macdougall.  This  reading  held 
the  undivided  attention  and  interest  of  all  present." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  V.  Harris  reported  upon  the 
completion  of  the  histories  and  origin  of  R.  A.  Ma- 
sonry in  Canada  1760  to  1810,  and  also  the  histories 
of  seven  constituent  Chapters. 

George  S.  Wright  duly  represented  Canada. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  McKee,  of  Pennsylvania,  spoke 
appreciatively  of  the  Masonic  Library  and  its  wealth 
of  priceless  possessions. 

Lauchlin  M.  MacKinnon  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Nova  Scotia  prints  a  complete  roster  of  Chapter 
membership. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  Moore,  of  Hamilton,  repre- 
sents Nova  Scotia.  He  does  all  things  well  and 
touches  nothing  that  he  does  not  adorn. 

The  Proceedings  and  statistical  tables  close  with 
this  poem  which  we  hope  our  readers  will  think  is 
worth  reproducing: — 
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BUILDERS  ARE  WE. 

"Builders  of  walls  are  we,  and  labour  to  fashion  a  temple, 
Each  has  some  part  assigned,  one  stone  to  his  hands  is  en- 
trusted ; 
Simple  the  work  may  seem,  unworthy  the  skill  of  an  artist, 
Yet  in  the  Builder's  plan  the  humblest  of  tasks  is  momentous. 
Lacking  the  keystone  wedge  the  arch  must  collapse  into  ruin, 
Take  from  the  arch  one  block  the  key  can  no  longer  secure  it. 
This  is  the  changeless  law,  that  each  lend  his  support  to  his 

fellows, 
And  in    return  shall    each,  upheld  by  his    comrades,  stand 

dauntless. 
Slender,   and  staunch,  and  tall,  uprises    the  spire  o'er    the 

city — 
Symbol   of    God's    own  hand    inscribed   His    name   on    the 

heavens — 
Still  it  could  never  stand  reflecting  the  noonday  effulgence 
But  for  the  stones  unseen  deep  hid  in  the  temple's  foundation. 
Stones  in  a  wall  are  we,  and  each  to  its  fellows  essential, 
Each  has  his  niche  assigned,  none  other  can  fill  his  place  for 

him; 
Say  not  there  is  no  worth  in  this  simple  part  I  am  given, 
For  in  the  Builder's  sight  the  humblest  of  tasks  is  of  import." 

— George  H.  Free. 

For  the  twelfth  time  Grand  Secretary  Brenton  F. 
Porter  represents  the  Foreign  Correspondence  and 
says  that  during  the  year  the  principal  thoughts 
stressed  are  how  to  make  the  Chapter  attractive  to 
its  members  and  how  to  stem  the  tide  of  suspensions. 
This  suggests  work  for  a  committee: — 

"Their  work  would  be  to  see  personally  those  who  are  in 
arrears,  find  out  conditions  and  endeavour  to  induce  these 
members  to  remain  in  the  Craft,  but  if  they  do  not  so  desire, 
to  urge  them  to  pay  up  and  take  their  demits  and  so  still 
retain  standing." 

As  each  Jurisdiction  is  reviewed  the  attendance 
or  non-attendance  of  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Nova  Scotia  is  emphasized  as  a  factor. 

Not  many  G.H.P.'s  get  such  tribute  as  is  paid  to 
G.H.P.  Finnell  of  Alabama:— 

"Masonry,  in  its  finest  attributes  of  Benevolence  and 
Brotherhood,  was  at  the  front  when  the  disastrous  flood 
occurred  in  Alabama.  At  the  front  too  was  Grand  High 
Priest  Finnell  in  his  official  capacity  of  Director  of  High- 
ways. The  zeal,  energy,  fidelity  and  integrity  with  which 
he  is  accredited  in  the  relations  of  life  all  were  in  evidence  in 
his  leadership  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Alabama." 
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Under  Alberta  he  says  that  Masonry  means  some- 
thing higher  than  material  prosperity. 

A  treasure  house  of  natural  resources  was  re- 
vealed in  one  Chapter  of  British  Columbia: — 

"Im  one  constituted  last  year  at  Anyox  he  notes  that  the 
working  tools  of  the  Chapter  which  are  works  of  art,  were 
made  by  the  Companions  from  metal  out  of  the  mine,  a 
mixture  of  gold  and  copper.  These  will  have  an  especial 
value." 

Here  is  a  marital  touch  under  California : — 

"M.E.  Comp  Reese  was  presented  with  a  gold  watch  and  a 
gold  wrist  watch  was  given  to  Mrs.  Reese  of  whom  the  Grand 
High  Priest  says  'She  is  a  better  Mason  than  I  am.'  Such 
effective  work  for  Masonry  could  hardly  be  accomplished  with- 
out sympathetic  support  at  home." 

Canada's  review  begins  with  Comp.  Gardiner's 
Report  on  Capitular  Conditions  and  it  is  thus  de- 
servedly characterized : — 

"A  splendid  report  it  was  to  lay  before  the  Grand  Chapter 
at  a  time  when  lack  of  interest  is  deplored  in  so  many  Grand 
Jurisdictions." 

Our  colleague  thinks  that  the  activity,  thought 
and  work  of  Edwin  Smith  and  his  able  corps  of  Grand 
Superintendents  has  produced  good  results.  In  one 
Chapter  where  the  Past  Grand  Superintendents  con- 
ferred the  Royal  Arch  Degree  the  Chapter  room 
could  not  accommodate  the  members  attending. 
He  approves  Divine  service: — 

"He  permitted  Royal  Arch  Masons  as  such  to  attend 
Divine  service,  reasoning  that  'if  it  is  good  for  our  lodges, 
then  it  is  also  good  for  our  Chapters  to  do  likewise.'  " 

He  urges  promptness  in  despatch  of  business, 
saying: — 

"Apathy  in  a  Chapter  is  largely  due  to  officers  who  are 
not  applying  themselves  to  their  duties." 

He  speaks  of  our  benevolence  and  of  our  granting 
silver  and  gold  jewels  to  Companions  of  25  and  50 
years'  standing  respectively.  Quoting  largely  from 
our  conclusion  he  is  kind  enough  to  say : — 

"Comp.  Ponton  gives  Nova  Scotia  his  usual  generous  re- 
view in  which  all  points  of  interest  are  noted." 

Note  the  delicacy  of  the  touch  in  the  following 
under  Colorado: — 
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"He  found  that  a  few  Chapters  had  done  no  work,  or 
practically  none,  which  accounted  for  the  lack  of  knowledge 
shown  by  the  officers.    We  suggest  it  might  be  vice  versa." 

The  hospitality  of  the  G.H.P.  of  Connecticut  is 
thus  recorded: — 

"A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Grand  High 
Priest  for  a  'very  satisfactory  luncheon'  enjoyed.  It  looks 
as  if  it  were  up  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Connecticut  to 
do  the  treating.  The  Volstead  Act  will  make  it  less  ex- 
pensive." 

Under  England  we  read : — 

"Not  much  credit  is  reflected  upon  his  teacher  when  a 
pupil  doesn't  know  that  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  all 
regular  Grand  Lodges  demands  that  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
be  furnished  for  the  sole  purpose  of  enabling  a  Master  Mason 
to  finish  his  Masonry." 

Florida  and  Hubbel  always  attract  attention: — 

"Comp  Hubbel  says  that  his  report  is  'intended  to  en- 
lighten, inspire  and  entertain  Florida  Craftsmen  in  particu- 
lar, as  well  as  other  readers  in  general,  and  we  can  assure 
him  it  comes  up  to  his  specifications." 

This  is  illuminating-  as  to  the  cost  of  a  General 
Grand  Chapter  meeting  which  we  read  in  his  review 
of  Kentucky: — 

"We  did  a  little  sum  and  found  that  it  is  going  to  cost 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky  nearly  $6,000.00  to  send  its 
delegation  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Tacoma,  Wash- 
ington. The  General  Grand  comes  high  but  for  the  few  who 
get  the  trip  it  is  no  doubt  enjoyable." 

One  verse  out  of  many  from  his  review  of  Minne- 
sota : — 

"Three  thousand  miles  of  border  line — nor  has  a  century 
Seen  aught  along  this  common  course  but  peace  and  harmony. 
O,  nations  bound  in  brotherhood,  O,  faith  in  fellow  man, 
What  better  way  on  earth  to  dwell,  than  this  God  given  plan?" 

And  this  from  his  review  of  New  Zealand : — 

"We  each  are  given  a  bag  of  tools, 
A  shapeless  mass  and  a  book  of  rules, 
And  each  must  make  ere  life  is  flown 
A  stumbling  block  or  a  stepping  stone." 

Under  Tennessee  a  truth  applicable  perhaps  to  all 
reviews,  "we  find  what  we  look  for." 
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OHIO

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  Convocation 
was  held  in  Canton,  October  2,  1929,  and  certainly 
Ohio  beats  most  records  in  the  number  of  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  present  and  honoured,  nineteen  in  all. 

Grand  Chaplain  Mitchell,  in  various  invocations, 
thus  expressed  his  precatory  leadership  in  rather  a 
unique  way.    See  further  reference  hereafter : — 

"Help  us  to  realize  Thy  friendly  interest  in  us  at  all  times. 
We  need  Thy  help,  and  thank  Thee  in  advance  for  what  we 
anticipate  of  Thy  gracious  presence." 

From  the  cordial  address  of  welcome  to  Canton 
we  take  these  glowing  excerpts: — 

"However,  fellowship  is  a  matter  that  is  largely  up  to  the 
individual.  We  concluded  that  we  could  best  assist  by  re- 
ceiving the  delegate  in  a  manner  that  would  make  him  feel  at 
home  and  be  in  a  happy,  receptive  state  of  mind,  providing 
the  proper  background  for  creating  an  atmosphere  of  friend- 
liness and  companionship.  That  is  what  we  have  endeavoured 
to  do. 

"I,  therefore,  close  this  welcome,  leaving  you  with  the  hope 
of  the  local  Companions  that  your  pleasure  here  as  our  guests 
may  be  comparable  with  our  happiness  as  your  hosts." 

The  response  of  the  Grand  Marshal  was  equally 
cordial: — 

"You  have  long  since  demonstrated  your  ability  in  that 
regard.  History,  if  you  recall,  speaks  for  itself.  Three 
decades  ago,  when  your  famous  fellow  townsman,  the 
Honourable  William  McKinley, — peace  to  his  ashes — stood 
upon  his  front  porch,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rest  of 
the  good  people  of  this  community,  showed  how  to  entertain 
strangers,  and,  in  fact,  practically  to  welcome  the  entire 
United  States  of  America,  some  of  us  were  here  on  that  occa- 
sion, and  I  feel  sure  that  we  are  every  one  glad  to  be  here 
now. 

"We  are  delighted  to  be  in  your  midst  as  guests,  realizing 
that  we  are  among  a  people  of  similar  quality  and  similar 
merit,  and,  therefore,  among  friends,  with  whom  we  may 
touch  elbows,  clasp  hands,  look  into  each  other's  faces,  become 
better  acquainted  and  actually  learn  to  know  each  other  as 
real  Royal  Arch  Masons." 

We  note  among  those  present  Comp.  Woodward 
and    Comp.    Spencer,    of    London,    Ontario,    who 
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apparently  represented  a  Grand  Council  of  the  West- 
ern Jurisdiction  of  Canada. 

The  G.H.P.  delivered  a  well  balanced  and 
thoughtful  address,  from  which  we  are  privileged  to 
share  with  our  readers  the  following  sentences: — 

"It  has  been  said,  that  if  we  do  not  look  backward  with 
appreciation,  we  cannot  look  forward  with  hope. 

"If  those  of  us  who  are  now  enrolled  and  obligated  in  the 
cause  of  Capitular  Masonry,  will  prove  in  our  daily  lives  and 
conduct,  to  our  friends  and  neighbours  everywhere,  the  honour 
and  glory  there  is  in  serving  God  and  man  under  the  banner 
of  Capitular  Masonry  and  if  we  will  honestly  try  to  achieve 
the  very  best  of  our  possibilities  as  Masons,  to  be  benefactors 
to  mankind,  then  indeed  will  our  dividend  be  great." 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Edwin  Smith  in  the  place  and  stead  of  Comp.  Hugh 
A.  MacKay,  formerly  Grand  Representative  of  Ohio. 

Aid  having  been  asked  for  Porto  Rico,  Florida 
and  Alabama,  the  G.H.P.  was  obliged  to  inform  the 
applicants  that  this  Grand  Chapter  had  no  available 
funds  to  be  used  in  these  emergencies. 

The  Masonic  Home,  the  Grand  Chapter  being 
represented  on  the  Trustees'  Board,  is  paid  this 
tribute: — 

"It  is  impossible  for  me,  and  I  am  sure  it  would  be  so  for 
any  member  of  our  fraternity,  to  visit  this  Home,  without 
feeling  a  thrill  and  a  pride,  that  Masonry  is  making  it  pos- 
sible for  our  aged  as  well  as  young,  to  find  comfort  and 
tender  care  in  this  beautiful  Home  and  their  appreciation  is 
evidenced  by  the  very  happy  expressions  on  their  counte- 
nances." 

As  to  the  new  Ritual,  the  G.H.P.  says: — 

"What  we  now  need,  Companions,  is  the  genuine  old- 
fashioned  devotion  to  our  cause  and  it  is  my  belief,  that  strict 
adherence  to  the  revised  Ritual  and  a  determination  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  and  workers  to  bring  out  their  full  mean- 
ing and  beauty,  will  greatly  help  to  restore  the  old-time 
enthusiasm  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry..  I  have  performed  my 
share  of  the  task. 

"Act  according  to  the  teachings  of  our  beloved  fraternity. 
Prove  to  the  world  that  'He  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be 
exalted*  for  upon  this  truth,  we  build  our  faith." 

A  fine  memorial  service  for  those  departed  was 
held. 

After  the  G.H.P.'s  address  "One  Sweetly  Solemn 
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Thought"  was  sung.  Prayer  was  offered  and  the 
roll  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  was  called. 

Membership,  80,029.     Net  loss,  888. 

Kilwinning  Chapter  of  Cincinnati  has  2,412 
members.    How  can  they  all  "know  one  another  ?" 

The  Necrologist  is  Grand  Chaplain  Mitchell,  and 
in  his  report  he  uses  the  following  as  text: — 

"  'He  did  his  best,  he  played  the  man, 

His  way  was  straight,  his  soul  was  clean, 
His  failings  not  unkind,  nor  mean, 
He  loved,  he  helped,  his  fellow  man.' 

"The  old  Rabbi  in  Browning's  poem  had  the  true  idea  of 
divine  oversight  when  he  said: 
"  'All  I  could  ever  be, 

All  man  ignored  in  me, 
This  I  was  worth  to  God  whose  wheel  the  pitcher  shaped.' 
"These  lines  were  written  by  Mrs.  Coolidge  on  the  fifth 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  her  son,  Calvin,  Jr. : 

"  'Guide  me   along  the  path 
That,  coming, 
I  may  stumble  not 
Nor  roam, 

Nor  fail  to  show  the  way 
Which  leads  us — Home.'  " 

Wilden  E.  Joseph  represents  Canada. 

Again  at  the  opening  of  the  second  day  we  have 
another  rather  extraordinary  invocation  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain: — 

"We  would  be  honoured  indeed  if  dealt  with  as  servants, 
but  most  highly  honoured  in  being  treated  as  friends.  The 
servant  knoweth  not  what  his  Lord  doeth.  So  we  realize  we 
are  privileged  beyond  measure  in  having  the  friendship  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  so  plainly  shown.  And  having  this  treat- 
ment as  friends,  we  are  glad  to  make  return  as  servants  and 
friends." 

William  H.  Tateman  was  elected  G.H.P. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Orion  P.  Sperra  presented  a  brief 
report,  but  owing  to  illness  the  reviews  were  not 
completed  and  do  not  therefore  appear  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings. We  regret  indeed  to  hear  of  our  col- 
league's disability. 

Jos.  E.  Quinby,  Grand  Secretary  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, gave  a  characteristic  address: — 
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"Two  high  school  boys,  returning  from  school,  stopped  to 
discuss  what  they  were  going  to  do  that  evening.  Each  had 
an  armful  of  books.  They  couldn't  come  to  any  conclusion. 
They  finally  said,  'We  will  toss  up.  If  it  comes  down  heads 
we  will  go  to  a  movie.  If  it  comes  down  tails,  we  will  go  to 
see  our  girls.  If  it  comes  down  and  stands  on  edge,  we  will 
study  our  morning  lessons.' 

"I  am  afraid  we  are  like  that  in  some  of  our  Chapters. 
We  take  the  line  of  least  resistance  when  it  comes  to  giving 
time  and  attention  to  our  work." 

He  was  immediately  followed  by  Grand  High 
Priest  Kunzig  who  again  was  not  found  wanting, 
and  "trained  our  thought"  in  these  words: — 

"Someone  has  aptly  said  that  every  man  has  a  train  of 
thought  on  which  he  rides  when  he  is  alone,  and  the  worth 
of  his  life  to  himself  and  to  others,  as  well  as  its  happiness 
depends  on  the  direction  in  which  that  train  is  going*  and  the 
country  through  which  he  travels. 

"It  is  my  humble  thought  that  in  Capitular  Masonry  we 
can  give  a  sense  of  direction  to  men  who  come  under  its  influ- 
ence and  give  them  tremendous  stimulus  for  good  and  use- 
fulness in  the  lives  of  their  fellowmen. 

"Hang  your  hat  where  folks  are  doing  worth  while  things. 
Achievement,  like  character,  is  caught.  So,  whenever  possible, 
let  your  train  form  contacts. 

"It  is  important  where  your  train  of  thought  is  going.  Its 
economic  importance  is  given  us  when  the  great  statesman  or 
captain  of  industry  says,  'A  little  handful  of  men,  who  know 
how  to  think,  control  America.' 

"So  often  we  see  men  headed  for  nowhere  and  succeeding 
admirably  in  getting  there.  They  are  like  ships  without  rud- 
ders and  boats  without  sails. 

"The  master  key  that  never  fails  to  unlock  the  doors  in 
the  great  building  of  a  fraternal  life  is  the  master  key  of  a 
sunny,  hopeful  disposition.  And  this  our  Capitular  Bodies, 
by  their  teachings,  cultivate." 

A  roster  of  members  is  given  in  full  and  takes  up 
many  pages.  We  note  that  there  is  a  Toronto  Chap- 
ter, No.  221. 

There  are  400  residents  in  the  Home,  the  farm  is 
productive  and  profitable,  well  stocked  and  well 
managed.    The  guests  are  happy. 

OKLAHOMA 

Frank  Smith,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
Ira  B.  Kirkland,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 
The  Forty-first  Convocation  was  held  at  Weather- 
ford,  April  22nd,  1930. 
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Canada  was  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
William  Noble. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  Craft  and  the  loss  year 
by  year  now  recorded  the  G.H.P.  says  in  his  ad- 
dress:— 

"Our  neighbours  are  having  their  trouble  also,  and  it  is 
amusing  to  note  the  excuses,  reasons  and  causes  advanced  by- 
many  of  the  Grand  High  Priests  in  other  jurisdictions.  And 
a  number  of  them  still  blame  the  world  war. 

"I  sometimes  wonder  if  our  modern  commercial  activities 
that  we  have  drifted  into,  isn't  the  cause  of  so  many  sus- 
pensions. 

"Many  Masonic  and  allied  bodies  have  inner  circles,  or 
organizations,  sometimes  three  or  four,  each  with  dues  and 
other  financial  obligations,  then  add  excursions,  picnics  and 
all  sort:*  of  schemes  to  raise  money — worthy  purposes?    Yes. 

"Next  may  be  mentioned  drives  for  funds  to  build  temples 
and,  when  erected,  too  often  levy  assessment  to  free  it  from 
debt. 

"I  might  elaborate,  but  this  is  sufficient  to  show  that  a 
brother  who  enjoys,  and  even  delights  in,  his  membership  in 
all  Masonic  activities  is  almost  daily  in  receipt  of  some  notice 
or  appeal  and  he  grows  weary  of  it.    He  is  being  nagged." 

This  question  for  ruling  would  not  even  have  been 
asked  in  Canada : — 

"Question — Can  the  Excellent  Master  Degree  be  conferred 
in  public? 

"Answer — No." 

As  to  the  burden  of  visitation  and  the  division  of 
labour  the  G.H.P.  says: — 

"It  is  a  physical  impossibility  for  a  Grand  High  Priest 
to  get  over  this  state  and  visit  all  the  Chapters.  In  the  first 
place  the  expense  would  be  too  great,  and  secondly,  even  if 
the  money  was  available,  he  hasn't  the  time  outside  of  his 
other  duties  to  devote  to  it.  The  line  officers  live  in  different 
sections  of  the  state,  and  why  not  make  some  provision  to 
pay  their  expenses  to  make  official  visits  to  Chapters  in  that 
part  of  the  state  in  which  they  live. 

Under  Rituals  we  read : — 

"He  believed  the  use  of  our  Ritual  was  in  a  measure  re- 
sponsible for  lack  of  interest  and  loss  of  membership;  that 
the  active  workers  wanted  the  old  Ritual  or  at  least  a  part 
of  it. 

"Now  Companions  I  have  given  you  the  facts  as  I  find 
them  with  out  any  personal  feeling  in  the  matter,  we  are  here 
to  legislate  for  the  good  of  Capitular  Masonry,  our  member- 
ship has  been  shrinking  from  year  to  year.    And  the  records 
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will  show  that  a  number  of  our  Chapters  are  at  the  very 
bottom  of  the  slough  of  despond,  and  it  behooves  us  to  do 
everything  possible  in  our  power  to  pull  them  out.  And  if  a 
new  Ritual  will  help  create  more  interest,  then  let  us  have 
it." 

Membership,  12,569.   Total  loss,  734. 

General  Grand  High  Priest  Davis  spoke  in  his 
usual  direct  and  personal  manner : — 

"One  man's  opinion  is  as  good  as  another's.  For  my  part, 
I  feel  we  should  pursue  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  striving 
harder  to  retain  the  members  we  now  have  rather  than  to 
seek  candidates.  By  close  attention,  not  only  of  the  officers 
of  the  Lodges,  Chapters,  Councils  and  Commanderies,  but  by 
every  good  and  loyal  Mason,  using  his  best  endeavours  and 
influence,  to  induce  indifferent  members  to  pay  their  dues 
and  retain  their  good  standing." 

The  Educational  Committee  are  doing  fine 
work : — 

"Since  the  last  annual  report  we  have  made  loans  in  the 
amount  of  $9,375.00.  These  loans  were  made  to  forty-five  dif- 
ferent students  and  average  $208.33  per  loan." 

Special  Memorial  Services  were  held  for  the  late 
Father  Murrow,  the  honoured  and  well  beloved 
veteran  of  that  Indian  Territory  which  developed 
into  Oklahoma.  Of  his  old  Lodge  one  of  the  speakers 
said : — 

"Rush  Springs  Lodge  organized  in  1873  and  put  up  a 
building.  They  met  on  or  before  the  full  moon.  They  had  a 
preacher  come  and  all  stayed  to  church  on  Sunday  morning, 
and  they  hired  a  teacher  and  paid  for  their  schools.  What 
was  done  in  that  Lodge  was  done  in  other  Lodges  throughout 
Indian  Territory." 

Another  speaker  recorded  this  anecdote : — 

"We  went  down  to  the  meetings,  so  one  time  I  said  to 
Father  Murrow,  'I  just  wonder  what  your  friends  will  think 
while  you  are  attending  all  those  Methodist  meetings.'  He 
said,  'My  son,  I  want  to  say  one  thing  and  that  is  there  are 
several  angles  to  the  Christian  Religion.  I  have'found  there 
are  Christians  in  all  churches.'  " 

Comp.  Creager  closed  the  series  of  addresses, 
speaking  feelingly  and  describing  the  funeral  at 
which  an  Indian  Minister  spoke  in  broken  English 
and  a  Rabbi  of  the  Jewish  congregation  told  those 
assembled  "of  this  priest  and  prophet  of  the  most 
high  God":— 
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"Tragic  indeed  would  be  this  hour,  if  we  faltered  in  our 
faith  in  immortality  and  did  not  believe  that  the  spirit  of  the 
great,  good  man  is  not  among  us  at  this  moment;  that  he 
speaks  to  us  and  being  nearer  to  the  Throne  of  Grace  than 
ever  before,  his  prayer  for  our  blessing  is  more  certain 
than  ever  of  ready  response. 

"He  set  an  example  before  us  which  the  vicissitudes  of 
time  cannot  efface. 

"What  a  monument  to  have  builded  for  one's  self!  What 
a  name  he  engraved  upon  the  tablets  of  our  hearts!" 

The  Necrology  Committee  also  spoke  of  Father 
Murrow  as  one  who  had  ''restored  broken  homes,  re- 
united broken  ties  and  rekindled  dwindling  fires." 

For  a  relatively  young  Grand  Chapter,  an  attend- 
ance of  fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  is  a  noble 
example  of  fidelity  to  duty. 

John  W.  Rackley  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Ed.  Worth  of  Chatham,  represents  Oklahoma. 

The  Secretaries'  Association  is  doing  stimulating 
work. 

Eugene  Hamilton,  P.G.H.P.,  presented  in  fine 
shape  the  results  of  his  study  of  the  doings  of  other 
Grand  Chapters,  but  he  found  little  out  of  routine, 
facing,  however,  in  his  introduction  this  outstanding 
negative  fact  which  calls  for  action : — 

"There  is  the  continuing  loss  of  members  and  an  apparent 
apathy. 

"So  far,  no  one  has  found  a  remedy  for  this  state  of 
affairs.  I  have  perused  the  Proceedings  of  61  Grand  Chap- 
ters, all  that  reached  me.  Civilization  is  rapidly  undergoing 
a  change.  The  ideals  of  twenty,  or  even  ten  years  ago,  are 
being  thrown  into  the  discard.  Yet,  the  great  realities  of 
life  and  conduct  remain,  and  they  will,  in  due  time  triumph." 

He  describes  his  method  of  review  as  follows : — 

"Olney,  like  myself,  does  not  quote  the  eloquent  and 
political  addresses  with  which  many  of  the  Proceedings  are 
replete,  but  gives  the  facts,  the  activities  and  the  results 
as  shown  on  the  printed  page." 

They  are  properly  secretive  in  California  and 
Oklahoma: — 

"Under  Connecticut  he  objected  to  the  action  of  a  com- 
mittee which  sent  an  explanatory  Charter  of  the  characters 
in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  He  comments,  'That  would  not 
go  in  California.'  Neither  would  such  action  be  countenanced 
in  Oklahoma." 
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He  analyzes  briefly  the  Proceedings  of  Canada, 
describing  our  distinguished  visitors,  the  history  of 
Kingston,  and  the  elaborate  reports  of  the  Grand 
Superintendents.  He  prints  in  full  our  cable  to  King 
George  and  quotes  from  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  the  phrase  "we  progress  through  change." 
He  speaks  of  our  review  as  a  fine  digest  and  adds : — ■ 

"Companion  Ponton  must  have  given  much  time  and 
scrutiny  of  proceedings  to  this  review.  It  is  exhaustive,  and 
his  comments  are  those  of  one  well  versed  in  Masonic  law. 
However,  the  comments  are  in  connection  with  his  many 
quotations,  and  cannot,  without  taking  up  too  much  space, 
be  given  here." 

He  notices  the  continued  progress  and  the 
charities  of  England  and  Wales. 

Michigan  furnishes  food  for  thought : — 

"He  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  success  or  failure  of  any 
Chapter  is  purely  a  question  of  effective  leadership. 

"Is  this  not  true  in  every  mundane  organization? 

"He  tells  us  we  are  suffering  from  an  over-organization 
of  the  American  people." 

All  Canada  through  our  sister  Quebec  is 
praised : — 

"These  Canadian  brethren  remain  steadfastly  faithful  to 
the  customs  handed  down  from  the  English  Constitutions  and 
manifest  their  loyalty  to  the  British  Empire  in  no  small 
measure." 

To  South  Carolina's  Michie  who  has  passed  on,  he 
pays  this  worthy  and  comprehensive  tribute : — 

"He  was  a  critical  student  of  its  landmarks  and  laws  as 
interpreted  in  the  various  Jurisdictions.  He  was  a  discrim- 
inating reader,  an  inspiring  conversationalist,  and  a  writer 
of  sane  and  convincing  scholarship." 

OREGON 

Herbert  L.  Toney,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
D.  Rufus  Cheney,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Corvallis,  April  14,  1930. 

We  learn  in  his  interesting  biography  that  the 
G.H.P.  has  been  for  many  years  Cashier  of  the  First 
National  Bank. 
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The  invocation  of  Grand  Chaplain  Northup  was 
striking  and  appealing: — 

"Lord,  as  we  transact  the  business  of  the  present  and 
prepare  for  the  work  of  the  coming  days,  help  us  to  be  broad 
without  being  shallow,  to  be  firm  without  being  stubborn; 
may  we  be  enthusiastic  without  being  fanatical,  and  may  we 
hold  convictions  without  losing  charity." 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  held  up  the 
hands  of  the  Ruler  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

G.H.P.  Sullivan,  of  Washington,  was  accorded 
appropriate  honours  as  was  also  California. 

From  the  G.H.P. 's  message  to  his  Companions 
we  take  these  worthy  passages: — 

"We  meet  under  very  pleasant  auspices.  In  this  city  in 
the  centre  of  the  Willamette  Valley,  the  place  selected  for 
the  location  of  our  State  College.  This  institution  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  foremost  Agricultural  Colleges  in  our 
country  and  is  most  valuable  to  our  State  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  chief  industry,  Agriculture,  Horticulture  and 
Dairying.  During  our  short  visit  in  Corvallis,  may  I  suggest 
that  we  visit  the  campus  and  buildings  as  much  as  possible 
and  personally  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  service  this  insti- 
tution is  rendering  to  our  State. 

"To  quicken  your  regard  for  each  other;  to  rekindle  your 
love  for  Masonry,  and  to  consult  together  as  to  what  may  be 
done  to  advance  the  interest  of  Capitular  Masonry.  May  your 
deliberations  be  characterized  by  harmony  and  your  labours 
by  wisdom. 

"128  Companions  have  answered  the  Summons  to  lay  down 
the  working  tools  of  life  for  the  rewards  promised  to  the 
faithful  and  true." 

The  close  connection  of  the  Commandery  and  the 
Royal  Arch  in  the  Western  States  is  emphasized  in 
the  following: — 

At  each  of  these  visits,  before  the  Chapter  was  opened, 
these  Sir  Knights  in  full  Templar  Uniform  and  under  the 
direction  of  Sir  Knight  Captain  Drake  would  give  an  exhibi- 
tion drill  in  the  lodge  room  for  the  entertainment  of  the  Com- 
panions. At  my  request  these  Companions  have  consented  to 
come  to  Corvallis  and  give  their  Drill  and  confer  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  in  this  room." 

Clyde  Evans  was  appointed  by  the  G.H.P.  as  the 
new  Grand  Representative  of  Canada. 
On  the  Good  of  the  Order  he  says: — 

"The  great  majority  of  Grand  Chapters  have  no  united 
plan  of  action  and  are  leaving  this  problem  to  their  Subordi- 
nate Chapters  to  solve  to    the  best    of    their    ability,  which 
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largely  results  in  the  Chapters  assuming  the  attitude  of 
'watchful  waiting'  or  rather  'indefinite  waiting.' 

"  'America  is  the  land  of  opportunity.  Ever  so  often  the 
wealth  of  our  people  is  redistributed.  It  is  only  three  genera- 
tions from  shirt  sleeves  to  shirt  sleeves.'  With  this  thought 
in  mind  let  us  stop  and  hesitate  before  spending  money,  not 
only  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  but  also  in  the  business  affairs 
of  our  daily  vocations. 

"No  doubt,  Companions,  you  will  say  this  is  a  pessimistic 
story  for  a  salesman  to  make  in  attempting  to  sell  an  idea. 
On  the  contrary  it  conveys  the  very  thought  that  I  wish  to 
present.  A  plan  of  thrift,  of  savings,  of  preparing  for  the 
'rainy  day.'  " 

The  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Masonic  Home  is 
being  established,  and  under  this  heading  he  says 
with  practical  appeal: — 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Officers  and  District 
Deputies  we  carefully  discussed  a  plan  to  raise  an  Endowment 
Fund,  it  will  raise  $3,500.00  a  year,  and  in  three  years'  time 
we  will  have  am  Endowment  Fund  of  $10,500.00.  Therefore, 
my  dear  Companions,  I  contend  that  you  have  not  spent  two 
'half  shekels  of  silver'  each  year  for  3  years,  but  you  have 
SAVED  that  amount,  which  will  continue  to  give  relief  to 
unfortunate  members  of  the  Craft  until  time  shall  be  no  more. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  raise  this  Fund  in  a  day,  nor  a  year, 
neither  will  it  be  necessary  to  stop  at  the  end  of  three  years. 
In  their  wisdom  they  started  an  Education  Fund  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Oregon,  and  we  are  now  reaping  the  benefits  of 
their  wise  action.  This  year  119  children  of  unfortunate  or 
deceased  Master  Masons  are  in  the  Public  Schools  of  our  State 
from  the  income  of  this  Fund,  who  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  in  school." 

Membership,  6,914.  Net  loss  193.  Number  of 
Chapters,  50. 

Then  followed  the  address  of  Grand  Orator 
Leech  on  "Our  Task"  and  we  share  with  our  readers 
the  following  paragraphs: — 

"The  air  of  to-day  throbs  with  live  questions.  The  world 
needs  the  best  brains,  the  strongest  bodies,  the  purest  hearts 
to  labour  in  this,  the  noblest  era  the  world  has  ever  seen. 

"A  true  life  is  not  made  up  of  a  system  of  accidents  or 
things  which  just  happen.  And  we  need  not  grope  in  dark- 
ness, but  the  GREAT  LIGHT  which  every  Mason  is  bound  to 
follow,  will  certainly  lead  us  into  fields  of  growth  and  useful- 
ness. 

"  'To  the  Master  Mason  who  has  a  sincere  desire  to  con- 
tinue his  investigation  in  the  science  of  Masonic  symbolism, 
the  Royal  Arch  stands  as    the  Rainbow   of    promise    in  the 
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Ritual,  the  promise  of  the  resurrection  of  that  which  was 
lost  and  that  which  shall  be  recovered.'  God  has  designed  this 
most  striking  object  of  nature,  the  rainbow,  for  a  symbol  of  his 
truth.  He  says:  'I  do  set  my  bow  in  the  cloud,  and  it  shall 
be  for  a  token  of  the  covenant  between  Me  and  the  earth.'  So 
let  us  take  that  symbol  mentioned  for  a  Masonic  lesson. 

"  'I  am  sure  in  the  beautiful  Future, 

When  the  lessons  of  life  are  all  done, 
We  shall  turn  from  the  school  by  the  wayside, 
Each  wearing  the  crown  he  has  won.'  " 

George  T.  Cochran  was  elected  G.H.P. 
The    Committee    on    Memorials    quoted    these 
beautiful  verses: — 

"It  singeth  low  in  every  heart 
We  hear  it  each  and  all — 
A  song  of  these  who  answer  not 
However  we  may  call. 

"They  cannot  be  where  God  is  not 
On  any  sea  or  shore — 
Whate'er  betides,  Thy  love  abides, 
Our  God  forevermore." 

"And  yet, 

"What  a  strange  delicious  amazement  is  death 
To  be  without  body,  and  breathe  without  breath." 

John  J.  Gardiner,  of  Ottawa,  represents  Oregon. 

Walter  0.  Haines  is  again  in  charge  of  Foreign 
Correspondence  and  makes  a  brilliant  review.  From 
his  introduction  we  quote: — 

"Sentiment  is  slowly  but  surely  swinging  to  the  position 
that  the  losses  are  primarily  due  to  causes  within  the  Chap- 
ters instead  of  outside. 

"There  is  also  a  growing  sense  of  dissatisfaction  because 
of  the  number  of  outside  organizations  basing  their  member- 
ship upon  Masonic  affiliations.  Some  ascribe  part  of  the  losses 
of  membership  to  the  drain  upon  the  pocket  book  because  of 
these  organizations.  No  money  should  be  contributed  to 
organizations  outside  the  control  of  the  Order  and  there 
are  plenty  of  opportunities  within  the  activities  that  are 
recognized  as  Masonic  to  take  all  available  funds. 

"The  general  opinion  seems  to  be  that  Capitular  Masonry 
would  be  benefitted  by  the  elimination  of  the  P.M.  Degree. 

"While  the  importance  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committees  is 
fully  recognized,  these  committees  assume  to  dictate  to  the 
Grand  Chapters  what  action  they  should  take. 
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"More  and  more  we  feel  that  Jurisprudence  Committees 
have  the  power  to  guide  the  Grand  Chapters  in  their  con- 
sideration of  various  subjects  but  any  appearance  of  dictating 
action  should  be  scrupulously  avooided." 

The  review  of  California  is  interesting: — 

"Oregon  leaves  all  appointive  offices  to  the  Grand  High 
Priest  and  has  for  many  years.  It  is  only  fair,  if  a  Grand 
High  Priest  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, that  he  have  all  possible  authority. 

"A  careful  perusal  of  proceedings  of  Grand  Chapters 
sponsoring  this  Order  of  De  Molay,  and  of  the  feeling  in  the 
Order  itself  will,  we  believe,  convince  any  open  minded  person 
that  it  is  regarded  as  a  recruiting  ground  for  Masonry,  re- 
gardless of  anything  said  to  the  contrary." 

Under  Canada,  of  the  Grand  Z.  he  says: — 

"He  was  a  good  visitor  and  gave  much  time  to  this  form 
of  activity. 

"Our  Canadian  Companions  are  rather  chary  in  the  matter 
of  Dispensations,  with  resulting  good  to  the  Order. 

"The  Grand  Z.  gives  advice  on  selection  of  officers  that 
applies  to  us  equally  with  our  Canadian  Companions. 

"His  advice  to  officers  is  also  most  excellent." 

Some  general  comments  are  wise  and  pleasing: — 

"One  of  the  weak  spots  in  all  our  Chapters  is  that  of 
finances  and  we  believe  the  above  can  be  applied  by  our  Com- 
panions in  Oregon  with  most  excellent  results. 

"Our  Canadian  Companions  have  not  suffered  by  losses  of 
members  as  have  the  Grand  Chapters  in  the  U.S.,  and  we 
feel  that  their  method  of  keeping  in  close  touch  with  their 
Chapters  has  much  to  do  with  it. 

Of  Comp.  Gardiner's  Report  he  says: — 

"The  Report  of  the  Committee  was  most  thorough.  We 
wish  we  might  reproduce  parts  of  it  but  our  space  forbids." 

Of  our  own  Review  he  kindly  says: — 

"We  have  not  the  words  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
this  report  and  only  wish  every  Companion  could  read  it. 

"Jurisdiction  after  Jurisdiction,  they  pass  under  his  re- 
view with  well  chosen  quotations  and  kindly  and  pertinent 
comment. 

"We  must  close  this  review  which  is  so  delightful,  but  must 
let  our  Companions  see  the  vision  which  Companion  Ponton 
presents  in  his  Afterword." 

Of  the  value  of  reviews  generally  under  Colorado 
we  note: — 

"We  find  that  there  is  much  profit  to  be  obtained  from  a 
frank  discussion  of  the  many  subjects  offered  in  the  Proceed- 
ings of  various  Jurisdictions." 
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He  strikes  out  for  freedom  under  Connecticut: — 

"He  recommends  that  every  High  Priest  elected  shall  be 
given  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  before  he  can  confer 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

"What  for?  While  the  teachings  of  the  Order  are  beauti- 
ful and  commendable,  we  still  fail  to  see  why  anyone  should 
be  forced  to  join  the  Order. 

"Just  where  the  idea  of  signing  the  by-laws  came  from  we 
have  never  been  able  to  find  out.  Certainly  the  obligation 
should  be  sufficient.  For  record  such  may  be  valuable,  but  it 
does  not  seem  to  be  necessary  for  full  membership." 

A  bit  of  wisdom  as  to  the  temporalities  under 
Illinois : — 

"As  long  as  matters  financial  were  going  well  many  Chap- 
ters carried  these  names;  but  when  the  dollars  had  to  be 
counted  carefully,  the  list  was  cleared,  with  the  result  that 
many  such  suspensions  were  crowded  into  one  or  two  years, 
when  normally  they  should  have  spread  over  a  greater 
number  of  years." 

Again  under  Illinois  he  gives  the  text  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Turnbull's  call  to  work: — 

"  'I  went  out  by  night — and  viewed  the  walls  of  Jerusalem 
which  were  broken  down  and  the  gates  thereof  were  con- 
sumed by  fire.' 

First,  he  located  the  trouble  and  afterwards  went  to  the 
people  with  a  remedy: 

"  'Come,  let  us  build  up  the  wall  of  Jerusalem,  that  we  be 
no  more  a  reproach.' 

"And  they  said,  'Let  us  rise  and  build.  So  they  strength- 
ened their  hands  for  the  good  work.'  " 

From  Manitoba  this  verse:  — 

"Who  could  have  thought  such  darkness  lay  concealed 
Within  thy  beams  0  Sun !  or  who  could  find 
Whilst  flower  and  leaf,  and  insect  stood  revealed, 
That  to  such  countless  orbs  thou  mad'st  us  blind ! 
Why  do  we  then  shun  Death  with  anxious  strife? 
If  light  can  thus  deceive  and  hide, 
Wherefore  not  life?" 

Maryland  and  Oregon  commend  Canada 
together: — 

"He  commends  the  Grand  Z.  of  Canada  on  his  position 
regarding  'Outside  Organizations.' 

"We  trust  that  more  of  the  presiding  officers  of  Grand 
Chapters  will  come  to  the  same  position." 

From  South  Carolina  we  get  these  honest 
words: — 
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"If  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  originally  was  conferred  on 
Past  Masters  only,  why  should  a  Past  Master  be  obliged  to 
receive  that  Degree  in  a  Chapter? 

"And  if  a  Lodge  confers  the  Degree  on  some  one  who  is 
not  a  Past  Master  why  is  he  not  just  as  qualified  as  one  who 
receives  it  in  Chapter? 

"The  fact  is,  that  the  Degree  is  nothing  and  has  no  place 
in  Capitular  Masonry  and  the  quicker  we  are  honest  with  our- 
selves and  do  away  with  it,  the  better  off  we  will  be." 

He  approves  under  Wyoming  of  the  League  of 
Good  Cheer,  known  as  the  Reviewers,  having  their 
pictures  reproduced  with  their  Correspondence 
Reports: — 

"We  find  his  picture  facing  the  title  page.  We  are  always 
glad  to  look  into  the  faces  of  other  Scribes,  even  if  they  are 
only  printed.     Much  can  be  learned  from  them." 

PENNSYLVANIA

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  in  Phila- 
delphia, March  7th,  1929,  when  as  at  all  subsequent 
meetings,  Samuel  Shaw  faithfully  represented  Can- 
ada, as  he  is  wont  to  do. 

$1,000  was  granted  to  the  Masonic  Home  of 
Pennsylvania  and  $1,000  to  the  Masonic  Homes  at 
Elizabethtown,  Grand  Chapter  taking  an  active  in- 
terest in  both  of  these  wonderful  philanthropic  insti- 
tutions. 

Membership,  61,752.    Net  gain,  183. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  June  6th, 
1929,  when  routine  business  was  transacted  and 
Most  Excellent  Master  Mason  Degree  was  exempli- 
fied. 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  December  5, 
1929,  at  Philadelphia.  This  is  the  occasion  on  which 
Pennsylvania  throws  wide  open  its  doors  of  hospi- 
tality and  good  will. 

Grand  Chapter  was  honoured  by  the  presence  of 
the  following  distinguished  guests — the  Grand 
Master  of  the  State,  the  Grand  Officers  of  Rhode 
Island,  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Ohio, 
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New  Hampshire,  Maine,  New  York,  Nebraska,  Dela- 
ware, West  Virginia,  Quebec,  Wyoming  and  our  own 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  K.  J.  Dunstan  of  Canada.  What  a 
stellar  array!  and  all  of  them  subsequently  spoke, 
addressing  the  responsive  Grand  Chapter  under  the 
most  favourable  auspices. 

The  five  chief  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  were  re- 
elected, as  is  the  custom. 

After  the  reference  to  Companions  who  had 
passed  away  in  this  and  in  other  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions, Comp.  Hood  sang,  "There  Is  a  Land  Mine 
Eye  Hath  Seen." 

The  Annual  Grand  Communication  was  held  De- 
cember 27th,  St.  John's  Day,  in  the  great  Temple. 
G.H.P.  Kunzig  delivered  a  characteristic  and  compre- 
hensive  address,  saying  in  his  introduction : — 

"Realizing  that  'experience  is  always  sowing  the  seed  of 
one  thing  after  another,'  and  that  the  complete  picture  of 
what  we  do  represents  an  aggregate  of  minor  details,  I  offer 
this  resume  of  the  past  year's  activities." 

One  of  his  high  lights  was  the  grand  visitation 
to  his  home  Chapter,  who  welcomed  him  home,  but 
literally  he  belongs  to  the  whole  Royal  Craft. 

The  following  decisions  were  given : — 
"That  compensation  of  the  Secretary  and  Tyler,  being 
fixed  by  the  By-Laws,  can  only  be  changed  by  an  amendment 
to  the  By-Laws,  and  not  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Chap- 
ter. The  amount  of  salary  or  compensation  should  be  fixed 
in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  all  services  rendered  by  these 
officers.  A  resolution  to  pay  these  officers  an  extra  compen- 
sation is  a  bad  practice. 

"Set  aside  the  action  of  Chapter,  No.  282,  in  conferring 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree  on  six  Brethren  less  than  four  weeks 
after  the  conferring  of  the  Mark  Degree,  in  violation  of 
the  Constitution." 

Upon  the  subject  of  greatest  moment  in  the 
Chapters  this  year  everywhere,  the  G.H.P.  used  this 
with  good  effect — 

"We  believe  a  conference  of  all  officers  of  a  Chapter,  called 
by  the  High  Priest,  and  the  list  of  those  liable  to  suspension 
carefully  gone  over  would  very  materially  reduce  the  number 
of  suspensions.  Companions,  let  us  make  at  least  as  much 
effort  to  retain  a  Companion  as  we  do  to  get  his  petition.  If 
we  do  not,  then  the  only  interest  the  Chapter  has  is  in  the 
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fee  and  not  in  the  best  interests  of  a  Brother  Mason.  Don't 
expect  the  Secretary  alone  to  do  it.  The  responsibility  is  that 
of  the  whole  Chapter." 

He  reports  how,  with  the  Grand  Treasurer,  he 
visited  us  at  Kingston.  We  are  not  likely  to  forget 
and  Pennsylvania  is  always  welcome.  In  his  brief 
conclusion  he  says : — 

"Leadership  demands  sacrifice.  It  implies  service.  It 
requires  much  and  is  exacting." 

Dr.  R.  J.  Reade,  of  Toronto,  represents  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  divide  their 
labour  of  love,  the  Introduction  and  Canada  falling 
to  John  M.  Core,  P.G.H.P.  His  colleagues  are  H. 
Franklin  Brossman,  Edward  W.  Rushton,  Harry  J. 
Bell  and  Eh  Edmundson,  Jr. 

"Face  the  East"  says  our  colleague  in  this  able, 
introduction : — 

"We  dumped  in  a  great  mass  of  material  which  we  were 
unable  to  assimilate  or  work  into  the  system.  In  the  years 
following  much  of  the  material  thus  taken  in  has  failed  to  be 
assimilated.  It  has  no  cohesiveness  to  hold  it  together.  Result :; 
Suspended  for  n.p.d.  Net  loss  of  membership  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  a  wail  going  up  demanding  a  remedy,  as  though 
the  foundation  of  Freemasonry  was  crumbling. 

"Our  thought  is  that  Grand  Officers  and  Correspondence 
writers  have  dwelt  entirely  too  much  on  that  which  was  a 
natural  result  of  war  hysteria. 

"As  a  fact,  we  believe  Freemasonry  was  never  more  alive, 
active  and  useful  to  humanity  than  at  the  present  moment. 
The  Chapter  has  not  lost  its  charm  and  hold  upon  the  thought- 
ful Masons,  else  over  six  thousand  them  in  twelve  Jurisdic- 
tions would  not  have  sought  to  finish  the  half  told  tale  of  the 
Third  Degree  by  being  exalted  to  the  Supreme  Degree. 

"Let  us  face  the  East,  each  assisting  in  his  own  way  to 
make  his  Chapter  more  interesting  and  a  greater  force  for 
good  in  the  community.  Weep  not  over  the  errors  of  the 
past,  but  let  them  be  our  warning  in  the  future." 

This  under  Alberta : — 

"He  commends  to  the  attention  of  the  Craft,  the  intent  of 
England  to  revert  to  the  original  arrangement  whereby  the 
Royal  Arch  was  the  culminating  Degree  of  the  Craft  Lodge. 
Quite  a  considerable  portion  of  the  address  is  taken  up  with 
loyalty,  particularly  loyalty  of  Canada  to  the  British  Empire.'* 
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On  Arkansas  J.  M.  C:  thus  speaks  in  his  re- 
view : — 

"As  usual,  much  good  advice  is  handed  out  and  the  present 
jazz  age  panned.  We  wonder  sometimes  if  those  who  orate 
so  much  on  the  sins  of  the  present  and  refer  to  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  past  ever  read  a  little  poem,  favourite  of  Lincoln, 
in  which  occur  the  following  lines : — 

"  'For  we  are  the  same  our  fathers  have  been, 

We  drink  the  same  streams,  and  view  the  same  sun, 
And  run  the  same  course,  our  fathers  have  run.'  " 

Commending  the  energy  of  British  Columbia's 
chief  officer  he  says : — 

"Such  Grand  Officers  carry  the  Capitular  banner  further 
each  year.     'Their  works  do  follow  them.'  " 

This  refers  to  England  under  California: — 

"He  recommends  and  Grand  Chapter  approved  of  the 
appointment  of  a  new  Standing  Committee  to  be  known  as 
Committee  on  Policy  and  Purposes,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  of  General  Policy  of  Grand  Chapter.  This 
may  be  all  right,  but  unless  it  is  very  carefully  guarded  it 
will  become  in  time  the  'whole  thing.'  The  idea  is  an  English 
one,  and  we  have  no  doubt  suits  that  Jurisdiction." 

The  appreciative  review  of  Canada  is  appreciated 
by  all  of  us.  He  speaks  of  our  distinguished  visiting 
Companions  and  refers  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  Kingston  in  1795,  the  year 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  was  formed.  He 
links  himself  with  us  in  this  reference  to  the  death 
of  Richard  H.  Spencer : — 

"His  many  friends  and  Companions  on  this  side  of  the 
line  join  in  mourning  his  death." 

He  praises  Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Con- 
dition of  Capitular  Masonry,  showing  the  real  con- 
dition of  the  Craft.  We  blush  with  pleasure  at  his 
encouraging  words  as  to  our  review : — 

"Capitular  correspondence  and  reviews  of  sister  Jurisdic- 
tions are  by  Companion  Ponton.  This  statement  of  itself  is 
guarantee  of  a  wonderful  treat.  It  is  at  the  same  time  our 
joy  and  despair.  We  cannot  print  it  all,  and  we  don't  know 
what  to  leave  out. 

"He  notes  our  brief  review  of  England.  Well,  we  cannot 
draw  on  our  imagination  all  the  time,  and  when  one  gets  a 
few  leaves  composed  mostly  of  titles  it  is  pretty  difficult  to 
write  a  very  extensive  review." 
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The  District  of  Columbia  is  commended  for  the 
practical  philanthropy  of  some  of  its  Chapters : — 

"Visitations  well  attended.  At  some  of  the  visitations  he 
received  donations  from  the  High  Priest  for  the  Masonic 
Home,  the  contributions  being  made  in  lieu  of  expenditures 
for  decoration.    Very  sensible.'' 

In  the  review  of  Massachusetts  by  E.  W.  R.  we 
read : — 

"  'We  shall  bask  in  the  memory  and  example  of  this  man, 
who  came  as  near  the  perfect  Masonic  Companion  as  is  pos- 
sible for  a  mere  human  to  be.' 

"He  left  a  most  happy  memory  for  his  Companions." 

As  to  the  Conover  history  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree,  E.  W.  R.  says  under  Michigan : — 

"The  publication  in  book  form  will  be  an  eagerly  awaited 
addition  to  our  Capitular  treasures.  His  research  and  general 
knowledge  of  the  Craft  will  be  an  entire  library  of  informa- 
tion to  us  all." 

H.  J.  B.  is  outspoken  under  New  Mexico: — 

"When  Grand  High  Priest  suggests  that  Capitular 
Masonry  engage  in  activities  such  as  service  clubs  are  doing, 
or  that  it  sponsor  an  open  forum  for  the  discussion  of  public 
questions,  or  compete  with  the  Salvation  Army  in  distribut- 
ing Christmas  dinners  among  the  deserving,  to  'daddy'  a  Boy 
Scout  camp,  we  cannot  go  with  him.  All  of  these  things  we 
ought  to  do  as  a  privilege  we  have  as  good  citizens.  We  hold 
that  the  purpose  of  Masonry  is  to  'elevate  and  ennoble  men.' 
It  should  not  and  cannot  concern  itself  directly  with  external 
conditions  affecting  his  well  being  without  losing  the  high 
idealism  for  which  it  exists." 

This  from  Quebec : — 

"Whenever  men  are  willing  to  make  such  sacrifice  and 
manifest  such  earnestness,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  must 
flourish." 

Though  not  named  in  the  introduction,  some  of 
the  reviews  are  initialled  W.  K.  S.,  which  suggests 
that  genial  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  W.  K.  Swetland, 
who  says  under  West  Virginia: — 

"A  wise  recommendation  was  turned  down  by  Committee 
on  Proceedings  of  Grand  Officers,  who  refused  to  approve  it, 
saying : 

"  'We  like  to  see  our  names  neatly,  correctly  and  regularly 
displayed  upon  the  pages  of  our  record  of  the  Craft.' 

"'Vanity  of  Vanities,  saith  the  Preacher;  all  is  Vanity.' 

"More  power  to  the  Grand  High  Priest."

QUEENSLAND,  1929 

Anthony  Barnard  Neilson,  M.E.  First  Grand

Regular  Convocation  held  in  South  Brisbane, 
29th  April,  1929. 

The  Grand  Committee  reported: — 

"Grand  Committee  recommends  that  Grand  Chapter  take 
steps  to  amalgamate  with  the  other  Grand  Chapter,  thus 
bringing  about  Unity  and  Harmony  in  Royal  Arch  Free- 
masonry in  Queensland,  and  that  Grand  Chapter  appoint 
three  delegates  to  meet  the  other  Grand  Chapter  with  a  view 
to  drawing  up  a  Treaty  of  Union." 

Queensland  certainly  acted  generously  and  mag- 
nanimously to  secure  unity  and  accepted  the  Book 
of  Constitution  of  the  other  Grand  Chapter  in  its 
entirety  as  a  basis  of  amalgamation. 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  does  not  fail 
to  give  admonition  when  necessary: — 

"I  must  again  point  out  the  lack  of  interest  prevailing 
among  the  junior  officers  of  the  various  Chapters.  It  is  very 
depressing  for  Principals." 

A  regular  Convocation  was  held  in  South  Bris- 
bane, 29th  October,  1929.  This  was  almost  the 
"swan  song"  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

Past  grand  rank  was  conferred  on  several  Com- 
panions, among  them  Grand  Scribe  E.  Moxley. 

The  Proceedings  of  Canada  are  acknowledged. 

Appropriately  in  connection  with  amalgamation 
a  detailed  history  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  given, 
which  will  be  most  useful  for  reference : — 

"Both  Grand  Chapters  will,  on  an  equal  footing,  form  a 
combined  Grand  Chapter  in  Queensland,  a  consummation 
greatly  desirable.  An  end  will  thus  be  made  to  disunity  in 
Royal  Arch  Freemasonry  in  this  State,  and  our  Order  will 
march  forward  under  one  banner — the  banner  of  Unity  and 
Concord.  Thus  will  we  stand  before  the  world  a  united  body, 
ever  ready." 

We  say  good-bye  to  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  but 
greet  it  in  its  double  strength  and  wish  the  new 
administration  God  speed.

Regular  Convocation  of  this  united  Grand  Chap- 
ter was  held  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Brisbane,  2nd 
April,  1930,  when  the  minutes  of  the  last  Convoca- 
tion of  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  held  January  29, 
1930,  (particulars  of  which  we  have  not  received) 
were  confirmed. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  was  detained  and 
could  not  unfortunately  be  present  to  preside  at  this 
first  meeting  of  the  new  Grand  Chapter. 

Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Fraser  said  in  an  able  address: — 

"It  is  very  gratifying  indeed  to  be  able  to  report  that  in 
all  matters  relating  to  our  new  Grand  Chapter,  the  work  is 
being  carried  on  in  the  most  harmonious  manner,  all  the 
members  striving  as  to  'who  can  work  best  and  who  can  best 
agree.'     We  cannot  forget  the  desire  for  unity. 

"I  am  sure  all  will  agree  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  will 
greatly  benefit  by  the  amalgamation.  The  members  of  both 
the  former  Grand  Chapters  always  had  the  highest  personal 
regard  for  each  other,  and  now  we  are  happier  than  ever  in 
belonging  to  the  one  and  only  Grand  Chapter  in  this  State. 
"  'Throw  overboard  useless  regretting 

For  deeds  that  you  cannot  undo, 
And  learn  the  art  of  forgetting 

Old  things  that  embitter  the  new. 
Sing,  who  will,  of  dead  years  departed, 
I  shroud  them  and  bid  them  adieu, 
And  the  song  that  I   sing,  happy  hearted, 
Is  the  song  of  the  glorious  new.' 

"The  attendance  of  Companions  at  the  meetings  has  been 
most  encouraging,  and  this  in  itself  has  doubtless  gone  far  in 
stimulating  the  officers  to  do  good  work,  and,  I  would  just  like 
to  say  that  if  we  wish  Master  Masons  to  become  members  of 
our  Order,  it  should  be  our  duty  to  be  ever  ready  to  present 
our  beautiful  Degrees  before  them,  as  near  to  perfection  as 
possible,  remembering  the  words  in  the  address  at  the  investi- 
ture of  the  Sojourners,  that  'first  impressions  are  the  most 
durable.' 

"Although  no  executive  officer  of  Grand  Chapter  has  been 
able,  up  to  the  present,  to  visit  any  Chapter  in  that  large 
island  known  as  New  Guinea,  or  that  small  one  known  as 
Thursday  Island — 'The  Gateway  to  the  East" — their  mem- 
bers are  fortunate  in  having  local  Grand  Chapter  Officers  who 
are  capable  and  enthusiastic." 
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Three  Charters  were  granted  to  new  Chapters,  a 
good  beginning. 

Receipts  showed  an  increase  of  £65,  but  payments 
were  of  course  much  heavier. 

Grand  Lecturer  R.E.  Comp.  F.  G.  Marriott, 
whose  wonderful  address  of  last  year  will  be  found 
summarized  in  our  last  Review,  again  delighted  the 
Companions  with  his  lecture  on  "The  Second  Temple 
and  Its  Times"  from  which  space  perhaps  might 
well  permit  the  following  extracts : — 

"  ''Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your  God.  Speak 
ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  unto  her,  that  her  war- 
fare is  accomplished,  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned;  for  she 
hath  received  of  the  Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her  sins.  The 
voice  of  Him  that  crieth  in  the  wilderness,  prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  make  straight  in  the  desert  a  highway  for 
our  God.' 

"It  is  monotheism  wonderfully  expressed,  a  religious  belief 
reached  after  a  discipline  of  many  centuries,  but  by  this 
tragic,  yet  wonderful,  experience  of  the  Hebrews,  the  whole 
world  was  later  to  reap  inestimable  benefits. 

"The  captivity  of  Judah  is  one  of  the  greatest  events  in 
the  history  of  religion,  for  it  is  a  turning  point  in  the  religi- 
ous history  of  the  world. 

"The  reign  of  Cyrus  opens  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the 
world,  not  because  of  his  great  conquests,  but  for  the  results 
which  later  were  to  spring  from  his  principles  of  government. 
His  tolerant  rule  gave  religious  freedom  to  the  Jews,  later 
continued  under  the  Persian  rule,  which  resulted  in  the  un- 
hindered development  of  the  supreme  monotheistic  religion  of 
Isaiah,  and  in  another  sense  laid  the  foundation  for  our  self 
government  to-day. 

"Little  is  known  about  the  Temple  itself  with  any  degree 
of  certainty,  and  it  is  not  once  referred  to  again  in  the  Old 
Testament,  except  in  the  Apocrypha,  nor  are  the  Jews  at 
Jerusalem  again  called  'My  People'  after  the  exile,  though 
the  term  is  used  during  the  writing  of  the  captivity. 

"At  Samaria,  Nehemiah  dismissed  his  escort  and  entered 
Jerusalm  quietly  as  a  private  citizen.  There  is  something 
intensely  moving  in  the  account  of  his  ride  by  moonlight  round 
the  ruined  walls,  and  again  in  his  manly  and  courageous 
resistance  to  the  repeated  attacks  made  upon  him  later.  Under 
his  direction,  but  with  much  difficulty,  amidst  constant  inter- 
ruptions, the  walls  were  rebuilt.  His  zeal  was  very  great, 
and,  guided  by  discretion,  he  succeeded  where  Ezra  had 
failed.  After  the  walls  were  completed  Ezra  reappears,  and 
some  time  between  445  B.C.  and  432  B.C.,  there  took  place  a 
most  solemn  ceremony. 
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"From  that  day  forward,  one  great  change  was  to  mark 
the  Jews  for  ever  as  a  people  set  apart;  there  was  to  be  no 
more  idolatry,  and  in  all  the  centuries  since,  never  once  has 
Judah  broken  this  covenant  in  this  respect.  At  last  the  idols 
were  utterly  abolished. 

"A  succession  of  great  men,  the  noble  line  of  prophets, 
had  achieved  a  great  work.  God  was  no  longer  an  Israelitish 
God,  but  the  omnipotent  Jehovah.  God  and  Father  of  all, 
who  had  used  Israel  for  His  purpose.  Israel  had  been 
chosen  for  a  great  place." 

Queensland  is  indeed  fortunate  in  the  possession 
of  such  a  personal  asset  as  Companion  Marriott. 

QUEBEC

The  Fifty-third  Convocation  was  held  in  Mont- 
real on  26th  March,  1930. 

Past  Grand  Z/s  Payne,  Evans,  Willis,  Couper  and 
Moore  were  faithfully  present  doing  duty. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  answer 
roll  call. 

At  the  opening  a  distinguished  delegation  from 
Massachusetts  were  welcomed  and  gracefully 
acknowledged  their  reception. 

Grand  Z.  Edwards  delivered  an  impressive 
address. 

I  reproduce  in  full  his  tribute  to  the  late  Henry 
T.  Smith:— 

"Of  all  these  leaders  of  the  'Craft  in  their  several  Juris- 
dictions, the  one  perhaps  best  known  to  members  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  was  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry  T.  Smith,  who  from  1916 
until  his  death  was  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Canada.  During  these 
years  he  was  very  frequently  an  honoured  guest  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  and  his  words  of  wisdom  were  an  inspiration  to 
all  our  Companions.  His  sudden  death  in  Toronto  removes 
from  us  one  of  the  best  informed  Masons  in  Canada,  who 
from  his  close  association  with  the  Grand  Scribes  E.  of  the 
other  Canadian  Jurisdictions  was  known  from  coast  to  coast. 
The  revised  Ritual  now  in  use  in  Ontario,  and  recently 
adopted  by  us  here,  was  largely  the  work  of  this  experienced 
Craftsman,  and  he  entertained  the  hope  that  the  day  was  not 
far  distant  when  there  would  be  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
of  Canada,  with  a  uniformity  of  Ritual,  system  and 
execution. 
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"To  his  family,  and  in  particular  to  his  brother,  M.E. 
Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  we  tender  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in 
their  loss. 

"As  we  think  of  him  in  this  solemn  hour,  let  us  recall  the 
words  of  Whittier: 

"  'Alas  for  him — 

Who  hath  not  learned  in  hours  of  faith 
The  truth  to  flesh  and  sense  unknown, 
That  Life  is  ever  Lord  of  death 
And  love  can  never  lose  its  own.'  " 

Under  State  of  the  Order  we  read  the  Grand 
Z.'s  comments: — 

"We  should  rejoice  that  never  yet  has  this  Grand  Chapter 
been  called  upon  to  report  a  net  decrease  in  membership.  May 
I  urge  you  to  each  do  your  part  in  seeking  to  make  our 
Capitular  work  so  attractive  that  our  Brethren  will  be  led  to 
unite  with  us.  Let  us  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
to  present  to  them  the  beauties  of  our  system  and  make  clear 
to  them  the  necessity  of  completing  their  Masonic  Education 
in  a  Chapter." 

He  refers  to  the  visit  of  Rt.  Ex.  Companions 
Knowlton  and  McLellan  paid  to  us  as  his  Repre- 
sentatives at  our  Annual. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  was  the 
visit  of  the  St.  Patrick  Chapter  to  Carnarvon  Chap- 
ter at  Montreal,  at  which  several  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions were  represented.  One  feature  is  thus 
described: — 

"An  interesting  feature  of  the  evening  ceremonies  was  the 
placing  on  the  Volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  by  our  Senior  Past 
First  Principal  present,  M.E.  Comp.  Evans,  of  the  Travelling 
Triangle,  that  symbol  of  Companionship  and  good  will  which 
has  been  passed  around  the  Royal  Arch  Craft  in  every  corner 
of  the  civilized  world  and  brought  to  us  on  this  occasion  by 
the  members  of  the  St.  Patrick  Chapter." 

On  the  morning  following  the  visitors  were  taken 
for  a  delightful  trip  through  Montreal  harbour. 

Then  followed  under  Observations  what  I  hope 
everyone  who  sees  this  review  will  read,  remember- 
ing that  "little  things  on  little  wings  bear  little  souls 
to  Heaven": — 

"Recently  I  read  of  a  well  known  actor  about  whose  work 
a  leading  newspaper  printed  the  following  phrase,  'though 
never  a  great  actor,  he  was  invaluable  in  small  parts.'  This 
actor  used  to  say  that  he  regarded  these  words  as  one  of  the 
finest  compliments  ever  paid  to  him  .  An   author  points   out 
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that  it  is  quite  true  that  some  of  the  world's  best  work  is  done 
by  those  who  by  no  means  are  conspicuous.  While  not  pos- 
sessing the  ability  to  see  exactly  what  needs  doing,  once  it 
is  pointed  out  to  them,  they  will  give  of  their  best  in  carrying 
ou  the  task.  Such  men  are  eager  to  help,  anxious  to  serve, 
and  grateful  to  be  commanded.  Conscious  of  their  own  limi- 
tations they  know  they  can  never  hope  to  lead,  but  will  follow 
him  who  has  won  their  love  and  esteem.  Without  belittling 
the  ability  of  anyone,  I  feel  this  thought  epitomizes  the  char- 
acter of  the  rank  and  file  of  our  Companions.  Whenever  a 
sick  Companion  longs  for  a  cheering  word  from  another,  or 
some  needy  individual  seeks  assistance,  it  is  remarkable  how 
eager  our  members  are  to  do  what  is  required,  once  the 
matter  has  been  brought  to  their  attention.  Companions, 
while  there  will  always  be  those  who  may  outstrip  us  in  for- 
tune and  eminence,  there  need  be  no  one  who  will  surpass  us 
in  the  spirit  of  loving  endeavour.  Wise  leadership  on  the 
part  of  those  in  authority,  will  bring  this  army  of  helpers  to 
see  greater  fields  of  service  in  the  communities  in  which  they 
live." 

His  conclusion  is  noble  and  forward: — 

"Then  we  shall  not  fear  but  walk  as  Browning  writes: — 

"  'One  who  never  turned  his  back  but  march  breast  forward, 
Never  doubted  clouds  would  break, 
Never  dreamed,  though  right  were  worsted,  wrong  would 

triumph, 
Held  we  fall  to  rise  again,  are  baffled  to  fight  better, 
Sleep  to  wake.'  " 

Membership,  3,834.  Net  increase,  30  members. 
Number  of  Chapters,  23. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  speak 
of  his  quiet  and  dignified  manner. 

In  addition  to  Massachusetts,  distinguished  visi- 
tors from  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  Canada,  New 
Jersey,  Maine  and  Grand  Master  Couper  of  Quebec 
were  received  with  Grand  Honours  and  during  the 
course  of  the  meeting  spoke  felicitously. 

J.  A.  Cameron  is  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Canada  and  Quebec  is  represented  with  us  by  Ed- 
ward B.  Brown,  K.C.,  of  Osgoode  Hall. 

Regretfully  we  miss  the  usual  Fraternal  Corre- 
spondence of  our  venerable  Dean  of  Table  Round, 
E.  T.  D.  Chambers.  Illness  prevented  his  completion 
of  the  Report.  We  trust  to  learn  that  he  will  soon 
be  on  the  King's  Highway  of  recovery  to  health  and 
strength.

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Convoca- 
tion was  held  in  Providence,  March  12,  1929.  Eleven 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  honoured  and  aided  Grand 
Chapter  by  their  presence. 

Norris  G.  Abbott,  a  veteran  of  Rhode  Island, 
represented  Canada. 

Many  distinguished  visitors  were  welcomed. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  take 
this  verse: — 

"  'Be  it  yours,  my  brother,  then  to  hear 

From  the   Master's  lips  these  words   of  cheer; 
'Your  work  is  found  both  true  and  square, 
Pass  on.'  " 

Among  his  rulings  we  find: — 

"In  my  opinion  it  is  not  material  whether  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Chapter  provide  for  the  levy  of  assessments  or  for  the 
payment  thereof,  as  the  levy  of  an  assessment  is  the  clear 
right  of  a  subordinate  Chapter. 

"I  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  pre- 
pare such  amendments  to  Standing  Order,  36,  as  will  make 
the  Standing  Order  clearly  apply  to  the  payment  or  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  and/or  assessments.     (See  below.) 

Ten  Chapters  contributed  liberally  to  the  Masonic 
Service  Board,  and  with  pleasure  we  reprint  this: — 

"The  following  quotation  from  a  circular  issued  by  Grand 
Commander  Abbott  is  worthy  of  repetition: — 'A  united  effort 
in  time  of  stress,  a  mutual  endeavour  to  advance  our  Institu- 
tion, and  a  co-operative  spirit  in  all  our  constructive  activities 
will  make  for  a  larger  field  of  usefulness;  will  give  us  a 
broader  interpretation  of  our  teachings  and  will  enable  us  to 
render  in  a  true  Christian  spirit,  the  call  of  the  hour,  Templar 
Service.'  We  may  freely  change  the  word  'Templar'  to 
'Masonic'  or  to  'Royal  Arch'  and  merely  emphasize  in  a  parti- 
cular branch  of  our  institution,  the  mutual  responsibility  of 
all  branches  of  Freemasonry — Masonic  Service." 

Membership,  10,265.     Net  loss,  151. 

With  regard  to  assessments  as  distinct  from  dues 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  report: — 

"This  decision  at  once  raised  the  question  of  assessments 
which  have  been  practically  unknown  in  this  Grand  Chapter, 
but  which  seem  to  be  appearing  more  or  less  frequently  for 
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specific  purposes.  While  not  popular,  they  sometimes  seem 
to  be  the  only  medium  of  reaching  the  entire  membership  of 
a  Body  and  often  appear  to  be  a  hardship  on  Life  Members 
who,  when  able  to  do  so,  have  endeavoured  to  relieve  them- 
selves from  further  financial  responsibility  to  the  Body.  It  is, 
of  course,  understood,  however,  that  Life  Members  are  not 
exempt  from  assessments." 

Our  old  friend,  Wilbur  A.  Scott,  who  was  elected 
Grand  Secretary,  furnishes  us  with  these  interesting 
statistics: — 

"From  the  last  statistics  available  the  49  Grand  Chapters 
in  the  United  States  have  a  total  membership  of  926,824. 
Twenty  showed  a  net  gain  of  3,055,  while  twenty-nine  showed 
a  net  loss  of  6,436.  Illinois,  with  the  largest  total  membership, 
90,961,  had  a  net  loss  of  612.  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Iowa, 
Illinois  and  Alabama  showed  losses  ranging  from  946  to  600. 

Walter  H.  Nichols  was  elected  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Providence  Chapter,  No.  1,  still  leads  the  world 
with  a  membership  of  3,928. 

Michael  Walsh  of  Ingersoll,  represents  Rhode 
Island. 

RHODE  ISLAND,  1930

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  Convocation 
of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  was  held 
in  Providence,  March  11,  1930.  Fourteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  all  well  known  names  to  this  Reviewer, 
were  faithfully  present. 

Norris  G.  Abbott  again  represented  Canada. 

Many  distinguished  visitors  were  welcomed  to 
hospitable  Providence.  The  address  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  was  a  business  like  document.  We  make 
the  following  extracts: — 

"I  expressed  the  opinion  that  while  any  Chapter  might 
drop  a  member  upon  receipt  of  reliable  information  that  he 
had  been  dropped  by  his  Lodge,  the  member's  rights  being 
entirely  protected  by  the  regulation  that  he  must  be  given 
thirty  days'  notice  to  show  cause  why  such  action  should  not 
be  taken,  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned  would  be  served 
by  awaiting  official  notice  from  the  Grand  Secretary. 
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"In  other  words,  the  Chapter  may  drop  a  member  on  such 
information,  and  must  do  so  upon  information  from  the  Grand 
Secretary." 

Membership,  10,130.     Net  loss,  135. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommend: — 

"While  the  operative  Craftsman  left  his  mark  upon  every 
stone  he  prepared  for  the  building,  it  would  be  well  if  we  left 
our  imprint  upon  the  hearts  of  our  Companions  and  marked 
our  character  with  an  indelible  impression  of  integrity, 
brotherly  love  and  sympathetic  good-will  toward  all  mankind." 

As  to  a  due  bill  not  being  sufficient  in  connection 
with  arrears  of  dues,  Wilbur  A.  Scott  says  in  his 
report :  — 

"This  formal  procedure  might  have  been  satisfactory  in 
the  past  but  there  is  an  obligation  upon  our  subordinate  Chap- 
ters to  investigate  each  individual  case  and  to  make  an  effort 
in  the  case  of  a  worthy  Companion,  to  induce  him  not  only  to 
retain  membership,  but  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
organization." 

William  R.  Green,  who  has  continuously  served 
as  Grand  Secretary  for  fifty-four  years,  was  made 
Grand  Secretary  Emeritus  with  salary  for  life.  This 
is  a  rare  instance  of  both  longevity  and  fidelity. 

George  C.  Clark  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

Michael  Wash,  of  Ingersoll,  still  represents  Rhode 
Island. 

A  worthy  tribute  is  paid  to  G.H.P.  Nichols : — 

"The  spirit  of  friendliness  characterizes  the  man — a 
friendliness  that  shows  in  his  smile,  his  conversation  and 
general  conduct.  He  looks  upon  life  with  appreciation." 

SASKATCHEWAN

The  Sixth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Re- 
gina,  February  20,  1929.  Five  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  practised  fidelity  by  their  appreciated 
presence. 

Minnesota,  British  Columbia,  Manitoba  and  Al- 
berta all  enjoyed  Saskatchewan's  hospitality  at  this 
special  meeting,  which  is  thus  described : — 
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"This  was  an  historic  meeting,  being  the  first  time  the 
Grand  Principals  of  the  four  Western  Grand  Chapters  of 
Canada  met.  May  it  be  the  forerunner  of  many  such  meet- 
ings promoting  good  will  and  uniting  the  Royal  Craft  in 
sentiment." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  appear. 

Under  Necrology  a  fine  tribute  is  paid  to  the  late 
Richard  H.  Spencer  who  was  one  of  Saskatchewan's 
life  members. 

Among  the  Grand  Z.'s  decisions  is  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"I  explained  that  the  word  'Territory'  means  as  the  crow 
flies  (air  line  measurement) ,  and  not  the  location  of  the  par- 
ticular Lodge  to  which  an  applicant  belongs," 

A  new  Chapter  was  instituted  at  Regina  by  men 
of  experience  in  Masonic  work. 

The  Grand  Z.  found  a  wonderful  feeling  of  confi- 
dence and  co-operation  by  the  Grand  Officers: — 

Membership,  2,632.     Net  gain,  30.    Chapters,  27. 

The  Committee  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  quote: — 

"And  if  through  patient  toil,  we  reach  the  land 
Where  tired  feet,  with  sandals  loosed,  may  rest, 
When  we  shall  clearly  know  and  understand, 
I  think  that  we  shall  say,  God  knew  the  best,." 

The  five  Grand  Superintendents  presented  pre- 
cise reports  of  their  stewardship  and  the  Committee 
on  these  reports  thus  conclude: — 

"We  have  already  premised  that  we  must  have  something 
more  than  routine  in  our  meetings.  First,  we  must  have  in 
our  meetings  'Fraternalism,'  or  we  will  not  have  any  meetings 
worth  while,  and  to  f  raternalism  must  be  added,  what  we  will 
call  for  want  of  a  better  name,  'Philosophy,"  if  this  institu- 
tion' is  going  to  attract  and  hold  men — real  men ;  if  it  is  going 
to  be  what  it  was  destined  to  be." 

J.  R.  Yorke  was  installed  Grand  Z. 

Arthur  S.  Gorrell,  of  Regina,  represents  Canada, 
and  Saskatchewan  is  represented  by  Bernard  Cairns. 

Francis  B.  Reilly,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  is  indeed  an 
experienced  correspondent  and  has  the  rare  art  of 
condensation.    In  his  introduction  he  says: — 

"Our  Canadian  Chapters  do  not  have  this  degree,  but  from 
what  I  can  learn,  it  is  a  sort  of  make-believe  degree  fabri- 
cated to  meet  the  old  requirement,  that  before  one  took  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree  he  had  to  have  passed  the  chairs  in  a 
Craft  Lodge.    This  requirement  having  been  found  detrimental 
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to  the  advancement  of  the  Royal  Arch,  our  American  Com- 
panions got  over  the  difficulty  by  conferring  the  Degree  of 
Past  Master.  Canadian  Grand  Chapters  took  the  more  reason- 
able procedure  of  eliminating  the  requirement.  After  the 
smoke  had  cleared  away  it  was  found  to  be  'Much  ado  about 
nothing.' 

"The  impetuosity  of  our  American  Companions,  however, 
also  stands  to  their  credit.  A  great  disaster  befell  the  States 
bordering  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Immediate  generous  relief 
was  forwarded  by  the  other  Grand  Chapters.  No  red  tape  or 
constitutional  procedure  was  allowed  to  delay  the  sending  of 
large  amounts  of  money  to  help  their  needy  brethren.  The 
money  was  sent  and  voted  afterwards." 

We  quote  from  the  review  of  Alberta : — 
"Conserve  time  in  the  conduct  of  business.     In  conferring 
Degrees,  work  with  a    never-failing    enthusiasm.     Love    of 
Masonry  implies  enthusiasm.     Lose  this  and    you    lose    your 
Masonic  Soul.     Levity  is  at  all  times  out  of  place." 

We  welcome  his  review  of  Canada  and  quote: — 

"For  the  Companions  of  Saskatchewan,  the  report  of  the 
Proceedings  of  our  Mother  Grand  Chapter  still  continues  to 
hold  first  place  in  our  interest.  It  is  not  hard  to  understand 
this:  One  phrase  from  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  will  serve  to 
show  how  this  Grand  Chapter  is  animated,  'Still  the  horizon 
lures  and  the  morrow  calls.' 

"V.E.  Comp.  John  A.  Cowan,  editor  of  The  Freemason, 
will  be  missed  by  a  host  of  friends  all  over  Canada. 

"Comp.  Ponton  again  writes  the  review.  No  need  to  say 
anything  more." 

This  from  Colorado: — 

"With  the  temple  rapidly  being  cleaned  of  its  rubbish,  we 
find  additional  inducements  to  remain  steadfast  and  immov- 
able in  the  discharge  of  our  respective  duties." 

A  word  or  two  from  Delaware: — 

"Every  Mason  needs  the  Chapter  Degrees.  They  give  to 
his  Masonic  experience  a  touch  of  completeness,  looked  at 
from  either  a  symbolic  or  practical  viewpoint." 

England  received  sympathetic  treatment: — 

"Contact  with  Western  civilization  has  effected  certain 
changes  in  the  intellectual  outlook  of  Indians,  which  leads 
them  to  seek  new  aids  to  the  religious  life.  That,  briefly,  is 
the  reason  why  Freemasonry  appeals  so  strongly  to  many  of 
them,  and  we  may  thank  God  that  we  have  that  in  common 
with  our  fellow  subjects  in  India." 

The  Grand  High  Priest   of  Georgia   is   an   out- 
standing man: — 

"He  has  clothed  the  form  of  Capitular  Masonry  with  a 
new  and  brighter  garment.  He  has  exhorted  and  inspired  to 
higher  and  holier  endeavour." 
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A  verse  under  New  Zealand  is  worth  quoting: — 

"But  cheerful,  in  the  light  around  me  thrown, 
Walking  as  one  to  pleasant  service  led, 
Doing  God's  will  as  if  it  were  my  own, 

Yet  trusting  not  in  mine,  but  in  His  strength  alone." 

A  geographical  note,  as  usual,  describes  Sas- 
katchewan as  a  Province  and  especially  the  new 
productivity  of  the  north.  This  is  practical 
patriotism. 

SCOTLAND 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis,  M.E.  Grand  Z. 
D.  Lowe  Turnbull,  Past  Depute  Grand  Z. 
George  A.  Howell,  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  in  Royal  Arch 
Masons'  Hall,  Edinburgh,  20th  September,  1929. 

Supreme  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  full  form 
in  the  absence  of  Grand  Z.  through  illness,  by  D. 
Lowe  Turnbull,  P.G.Z.Z.  At  this,  as  at  other  meet- 
ings, apologies  for  absences  were  intimated  from 
many  Companions.  They  do  not  neglect  this 
courtesy  in  Scotland. 

Peter  Freeman  Lyons  was  appointed  Grand 
Superintendent  of  Western  Mediterranean. 

As  to  Club  rules  the  Committee  declined  to  inter- 
fere, saying: — 

"A  request  from  a  Chapter  for  reconsideration  of  certain 
clauses  relating  to  Club  Rules  which  were  deleted  from  the 
By-Laws  when  under  revision,  was  submitted.  The  Comit- 
tee  were  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  Order  had  no  con- 
cern with  licensing  matters,  and  adhered  to  the  previous 
decision." 

The  Committee  recommend  that  £800  on  behalf 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  be  invested  in  Sy2%  Conver- 
sion Loan. 

Charters  were  granted  on  petition  for  Chapters 
and  Council  in  South  Africa,  Western  Australia  and 
Scotland. 

Preparations  were  made  for  the  Festival  of  the 
Vernal  Equinox  Dinner,  tickets  15s. 
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Quarterly  Convocation  held  20th  December,  1929, 
the  Grand  Z.  presiding. 

The  death  of  William  Falconer,  an  enthusiastic 
Freemason  in  the  West,  well  known  as  a   Masonic 
writer  under  the  name  of  "The  Mallet,"  was  noted . 
with  sympathy. 

Thus  Scotland  builds  :— 

"A  petition  for  a  Lodge  and  Council  to  be  atttached  to 
Chapter  646,  and  a  Petition  for  a  Cryptic  Council  to  be 
attached  to  the  same  Chapter  were  sustained,  and  Charters 
ordered  to  be  expede  accordingly."     Note  "expede." 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Committee 
£20  was  granted  to  a  Companion  of  St.  Andrew 
Chapter  at  Ferrol,  Spain. 

Under  Ross  and  Cromarty  Alexander  Gibb, 
Grand  Superintendent,  reports: — 

"Industrial  depression  has  its  repercussions  on  Free- 
masonry, and  probably  Royal  Arch  Freemasonry  responds  to 
these  even  earlier  than  Craft  Freemasonry.  The  number  of 
Entrants  fell  away  within  the  year,  but  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  there  is  evidence  that  this  was  a  mere  passing  phase." 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  7th  March,  1930,  the 
Grand  Z.  presiding.  This  Obituary  tribute  is 
recorded: — 

"The  Companions  being  upstanding,  the  First  Grand 
Principal  said:  'Companions,  we  have  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
very  eminent  and  noteworthy  Mason,  the  Earl  of  Kintore, 
one  who  rendered  great  services  to  his  country  as  Governor  of 
South  Australia  and  in  other  capacities,  and  also  to  Free- 
masonry. He  has  done  in  the  past  very  great  work  for 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  held  the  rank  of  Second  Grand 
Principal  of  Scottish  Royal  Arch  Masonry  for  a  period  of  six 
years.  I  am  sure  we  all  deplore  the  great  loss  Masonry  has 
sustained." 

The  Club  By-laws  came  up  again  with  the  fol- 
lowing result: — 

"No  Chapter  shall  hold  a  Club  or  other  license  for  the  sale 
or  consumption  of  exciseable  liquor. 

"After  considerable  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken,  and  the 
previous  question  carried  by  an  overwhelming  majority." 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis  was,  of  course,  re-elected. 

We  note  that  the  R.A.  Mason  with  the  invincible 
name,  Frank  Conquergood,  was  elected  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, an  office  that  we  do  not  have. 
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A  notice  of  motion,  reading  as  follows,  was 
given: — 

"That  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  fee  for  a  Charter 
to  a  Lodge  of  Royal  Ark  Mariners  and  Council  of  Red  Cross 
Knights  should  be  increased." 

Will  not  someone  explain  when  the  Royal  Ark 
Mariners  and  Red  Cross  Knights  of  Scotland  became 
part  of  Grand  Chapter? 

The  next  pamphlet  of  unbound  Proceedings  is 
prefaced  by  an  excellent  portrait  of  the  Earl  of 
Cassillis. 

Canada  is  reported  as  having  no  Grand  Repre- 
sentative at  that  date. 

A.  J.  Campbell,  of  Dumbartonshire,  represents 
•Canada. 

The  Earl  of  Elgin  and  the  Earl  of  Stair,  both  of 
whom  have  so  genially  and  acceptably  visited 
Canada  recently,  are  among  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents. 

The  names  of  all  Chapters  and  places  of  meeting  with  the 
Principals  and  Proxy  Principals  are  given  numbering  from 
1  to  655. 

Urbi  et  orbi. 

The  list  of  Provinces  is  a  lesson  in  world  geography. 

A  military  Chapter,  the  Royal  Scots,  2nd  Bat- 
talion, is  No.  305. 

The  next  pamphlet  deals  with  fees  received  from 
the  various  Chapters,  including  Land  of  Cakes,  Dun- 
fermline Abbey,  Sir  William  Wallace,  Zoroaster 
(Bombay),  Alianza  y  Firmeza  (Lima),  Bon  Ac- 
cord, The  Darling  Downs,  John  o'  Groat,  Moira 
Union,  Edinburgh  Defensive  Band,  Honor,  Concord 
and  Fidelity  (Royal  Scots),  Heart  of  Midlothian,  St. 
Margaret's  Hope,  Journeymen  Masons,  Coeur-de- 
lion, — names  to  charm  with. 

Total  funds  12th  February,  1930,  £19,761  and  a 
Benevolent  Fund  of  £19,976. 

Then  on  the  21st  of  March,  came  the  special 
annual  meeting  connected  with  the  Vernal  Equinox, 
the  Earl  of  Cassillis  in  the  chair. 

The  following  describes  part  of  the  dignified 
installation  ceremony: — 
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"Preceded  by  the  Grand  Stewards,  the  Grand  Director  of 
Ceremonies,  the  Grand  Superintendents,  and  the  Grand 
Sword-Bearer,  the  First  Grand  Principal  elect,  attended  by 
the  Grand  Standard-Bearers,  was  received  by  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  with  due  respect,  and  a  solemn  march  was  played  by 
Robert  Buchanan,  Grand  Organist. 

"M.E.  Companion  D.  Lowe  Turnbull,  Installing  Grand 
Principal,  addressed  First  Grand  Principal  elect:  'My  Lord, 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  installing  you  as  First  Grand  Princi- 
pal of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland, 
an  office  which  you  have  held  with  much  acceptance  for  a  con- 
siderable number  of  years.  We  have  enjoyed  your  rule  in  the 
past  and  we  look  forward  with  confidence  to  a  continuation 
of  it  in  the  future.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  placing  you  once 
more  in  the  Chair,  and  I  call  upon  the  M.E.  Grand  Director 
of  Ceremonies  to  proclaim  you  as  First  Grand  Principal.'  " 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis  notes  with  regret  the 
absence  of  Sir  R.  King  Stewart  and  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
C.  C.  Nisbet. 

After  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  in  ample  form 
with  the  singing  of  the  Hymn  of  National  Prayer, 
"Lord,  while  for  all  Mankind  we  Pray,"  the  Office 
Bearers  and  Companions  unrobed  and  proceeded  to 
the  Banquet  Hall  for  the  celebration  of  the  Vernal 
Equinox. 

It  is  said  of  the  Banquet  with  true  Scottish  par- 
ticularity, "it  was  excellently  purveyed." 

After  the  King,  a  toast  to  "The  Queen,  the  Duke 
of  Rothesay  and  the  Royal  Family"  was  honoured 
with  "great  cordiality." 

The  time  honoured  toast  of  "The  Imperial 
Forces"  was  coupled  with  the  name  of  M.E.  Comp. 
Major-General  J.  R.  MacLachlan,  C.B.,  D.S.O.,  who 
made  a  most  apt  and  informative  response: — 

"I  am  reminded  of  a  little  story  of  a  Scotsman  who  went 
to  call  upon  a  lady,  and  as  she  was  bury  with  certain  other 
guests,  he  was  entertained  by  her  daughter,  who  in  the  course 
of  conversation  asked  him  if  he  were  a  Scotsman.  When  the 
guest  had  gone,  they  were  alone  and  the  mother  said  to  her 
daughter,  'You  should  not  have  asked  that  man  if  he  was  a 
Scotsman.  If  you  had  thought  he  was  not  a  Scotsman,  why 
humiliate  him !  And  if  you  thought  he  was  a  Scotsman,  why 
insult  him!'  Companions,  I  am  a  Scotsman,  and,  as  some  of 
you  know,  I  have  a  pretty  close  connection  with  Edinburgh, 
because  Edinburgh  is  my  Masonic  home.  I  took  all  my  Degrees 
in  Edinburgh,  and  in  addition  to  that,  some  forty  years  ago 
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I  joined  my  regiment,  the  old  Cameron  Highlanders,  in  Edin- 
burgh Castle,  and  twenty-four  years  later,  as  Commanding 
Officer,  I  took  that  same  battalion  over,  in  August,  1914, 
from  the  Castle  to  the  War.  Those  facts  embolden  me  to 
address  you  this  evening,  and  in  any  case,  the  toast  of  'The 
Imperial  Forces'  means  a  great  deal  more  to  us  now  than  it 
ever  did  before  the  War. 

"I  do  not  propose  to  talk  about  the  War.  I  propose  to  give 
you  a  very  recent  illustration,  which  will  show  that  you  can 
be  as  proud  of  our  present  Forces  as  of  the  Forces  that  fought 
in  the  War.  Now,  you  all  know  that  in  December  last  there 
was  a  British  Army  of  Occupation  on  the  Rhine.  In  fact, 
till  1926,  there  were  British  sailors  there  as  well. 

"During  the  last  three  years  that  the  British  Army  was  in 
Cologne  I  was  there  with  them,  and  I  went  back  to  Wisbaden 
last  autumn  to  see  the  last  of  the  British  Army  there,  so  that 
I  can  speak  with  first-hand  knowledge  about  those  troops  on 
the  Rhine,  and  you  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  the  British  troops 
in  Germany  behaved  with  a  courtesy,  a  chivalry,  a  magnani- 
mity, and  an  anxiety  which  gained  respect,  and  even  the 
respect  of  the  German  population.  It  has  been  said,  and  said 
truly,  that  the  British  Army  on  the  Rhine  did  more  good  for 
the  world  than  a  dozen  Leagues  of  Nations,  and  it  is  perfectly 
true,  because  it  at  once  enabled  the  Germans  to  get  a  good 
view  of  the  British  Army  and  to  see  and  appreciate  the  good 
qualities  of  the  British  soldiers;  and  incidentally,  it  enabled 
many  citizens  of  this  country  to  see  a  certain  amount  of  Ger- 
man civilians,  which  they  did  not  see  during  the  War.  Well, 
the  Germans  used  to  talk  of  the  British  Army  as  an  army  of 
gentlemen,  and  quite  rightly,  because  they  behaved  as  gentle- 
men, and  that  army  of  gentlemen  taught  the  Germans  some 
quite  useful  lessons  while  it  was  there.  I  will  give  you  an 
example.  When  the  British  Army  first  went  to  Cologne,  not 
one  German  man  ever  gave  up  his  seat  in  a  tram  to  a  woman. 
Now,  the  British  soldier  always  did,  and  he  did  it  for  German 
women  as  well  as  for  English ;  and  what  is  more,  the  British 
soldier  very  soon  saw  that  the  German  man  did  the  same 
thing,  and  it  very  soon  became  the  established  custom  in 
Cologne  for  men  to  give  up  their  seats  to  women  in  trams, 
and  I  understand  that  custom  was  continued  although  the 
British  Army  evacuated  the  Cologne  area.  Well,  now,  Com- 
panions, as  long  as  that  spirit  of  courtesy  and  chivalry  ani- 
mates our  Fighting  Forces,  so  long  will  our  Fighting  Forces 
be  able  to  use  in  the  service  of  King  and  Country  those  same 
qualities  of  courage,  valour,  and  magnanimity  which  gained 
the  victory  for  us  in  the  Great  War,  and  we  shall  then  be 
able  to  say  in  this  country,  in  the  words  of  the  Pslamist, 
'They  unashamed  in  the  gate,  will  speak  unto  their  fathers.'  " 

In  response  to  the  toast  to  the  "Naval  and  Mili- 
tary," United  States  Consul  Finley  made  an  appeal- 
ing reply: — 
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"I  do  know  that  no  American,  however  humble,  can 
come  to  this  country  without  feeling  very  much  at  home,  and  I 
also  observe  as  the  result  of  three  years'  experience  here  that 
one  of  your  principal  forms  of  indoor  sport  is  after-dinner 
speaking.  I  have  found  out,  long  since,  that  my  handicap  at 
that  game  is  enormous. 

"There  is  something  more  in  it  which  I  see,  and  which  I 
hope  you  see,  and  that  is  that  I  have  been  asked  to  come  here 
because  Scotsmen  in  general  feel  a  genuine  admiration  and 
respect  for  the  country  that  I  have  the  honour  to  serve  in 
Edinburgh.  And  they  also  have  a  very  great  admiration  and 
respect  for  American  Freemasonry,  and  especially  Royal 
Arch  Freemasonry. 

"We  regard  you  Scotsmen  and  British  subjects  throughout 
the  world  as  our  friends.  In  that  word  'friend'  we  Americans 
set  great  store.  As  I  look  at  my  country  as  objectively  and  as 
impartially  as  I  can,  I  see  in  my  fellow-countrymen  one  out- 
standing characteristic,  and  that  is  friendliness.  We  want 
you  to  believe  that  we  are  friendly;  and  as  I  have  become  well 
aware  during  the  last  three  years  in  Edinburgh,  you,  too,  are 
a  friendly  people.  There  are  pessimistic  critics  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic,  and  I  sometimes  think  that  those  who  are 
most  blatant  in  their  remarks  are  those  who  need  to  sell  their 
words  worst,  if  you  know  what  I  mean.  There  are  profes- 
sional writers  in  our  days.  The  reason  for  that  friendship 
descends,  both  here  and  in  America,  to  a  common  root,  a  root 
which  is  flourishing  and  sound,  and  which  is  none  other  than 
the  Christian  ethics  which  both  our  countries  believe  in  and 
adhere  to.  It  is  this  very  same  root,  Companions,  to  which 
the  principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  descend,  and  it  is  for 
that  reason  I  think  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  had  such  a 
tremendous  success  throughout  the  world." 

The  First  Grand  Principal  said: — 

"You  will  observe  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  our  Chapters 
has  fallen  off,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  but  under  the  exist- 
ing circumstances  that  is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  We  had  our 
boom  years  after  the  War,  and  what  we  now  require  to  do  is 
to  consolidate  our  position,  see  to  increased  efficiency,  and  not 
waste  our  efforts.  The  thought  occasionally  arises  as  to 
whether  there  may  not  be  too  many  Lodges  and  Councils  and 
too  many  Cryptic  Councils.  Greater  efficiency  and  also 
economy  in  working  might  be  secured  if  in  places  which  are 
near  to  each  other,  these  Lodges  and  Councils  were  dispensed 
with. 

"In  fact,  we  should  concentrate  on  advancing  the  quality 
of  our  work,  and  increase  our  usefulness  in  keeping  constantly 
before  us  the  high  ideals  which  the  Most  High  has  caused  to 
be  handed  down  to  us  through  this  Order  of  Masonry." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  William  Constable  proposed  the 
toast  of   "The   Provincial,   District  and   Daughter 
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Chapters"  which  was  responded  to  by  several  well 
known  Companions,  and  finally  as  a  "night-cap"  by 
Professor  D'Arcy  Thompson,  whose  address  we 
share  in  full  with  our  Companions  of  Canada: — 

"M.E.  Companion  Professor  D'Arcy  Thompson,  who  had 
a  most  cordial  reception,  said :  'In  all  sincerity  I  feel  glad  and 
proud  to  have  my  name  mentioned  in  such  a  company,  and 
proud  that  the  little  speech  that  I  made  to  you  two  or  three 
years  ago  is  remembered  by  yourselves.  The  Equinox  is  a 
little  apt  to  be  forgotten,  even  on  this  great  occasion  when  we 
celebrate  it,  but  I  am  one  of  those  who  never  quite  forgets 
the  Equinox  when  the  time  comes  round,  and  I  have  my  own 
way  of  worshipping  at  its  shrine.  We  never  get  tired  of 
these  feasts.  They  come  round  and  round,  as  they  have  done 
in  our  lifetime,  but  there  is  always  something  delightful  and 
happy  in  our  minds  when  they  come.  I  have  been  keeping  the 
Vernal  Equinox  in  my  own  way.  The  old  street  in  which  I 
live  runs  so  duly  east  and  west  that  at  the  time  of  the  Equi- 
nox, and  for  one  day  only,  you  see  the  sun  rising  at  one  end 
of  the  street  or  setting  at  the  other.  It  shines  down  the  long, 
straight  street,  just  as  it  shone  at  the  same  solemn  season 
through  the  vast  colonnade  of  an  Egyptian  temple,  falling  for 
once,  and  only  once,  upon  the  altar  stone.  The  equinoctial 
sun  comes  to  this  street  of  mine  just  one  day  wrong;  the 
street  points  all  but  due  east  and  west,  but  not  quite.  There 
is  just  so  slight  a  swerve  that  the  setting  sun  shines  down  it 
one  night  too  soon. 

"  'Of  the  great  epochs  and  ancient  festivals  of  the  year  we 
never  get  tired;  Christmas,  or  the  New  Year,  or  this  Spring 
Equinox  of  ours  rejoice  our  hearts,  year  in,  year  out,  until 
the  end.  I  am  about  to  celebrate  another  epoch,  such  as  comes 
but  once,  if  at  all.  Three  score  years  and  ten  is  said  of  old 
to  be  the  life  of  a  man;  after  that  there  is  but  labour  and 
sorrow ;  and  these  seventy  years  of  a  man's  long  life  are  but  a 
day  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  What,  I  wonder,  does  it  all 
mean?  It  means  you  may  be  very  sure,  something  more 
and  something  deeper  than  appears;  in  plain  prose,  it  is  not 
even  true.  I  think  it  takes  for  its  true  meaning  to  that  Great 
Year  of  the  Heavens,  in  which  the  Sun,  after  making  his 
journey  through  the  twelve  signs,  through  all  the  heavenly 
host,  comes  back  to  where  his  place  was  in  the  beginning; 
and  the  Great  Year  begins  anew.  Something  over  25,000  of 
our  petty  years  is  the  duration  of  this  Great  Year  of  the 
Astronomers;  and  not  only  the  Greeks  but  the  wise  men  of 
Chaldea  knew  it  long  ago,  as  one  of  the  great  secrets  and 
mysteries  of  their  wisdom.  Suppose  this  Great  Year  to  have 
its  Days,  as  our  year  has;  suppose,  in  other  words,  that  we 
divide  25,500  or  thereby  by  365.  The  answer  is,  in  round 
numbers  and  very  nearly,  seventy  years;  and  these  are  the 
seventy  years  which  are  the  lifetime  of  a  man,  and  a  day  in 
the  sight  of  the    Lord.     This  is,    as  it  seems   to  me,  a   very 
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curious  and  important  fact,  and  on  which  we  (especially  the 
old  among  us  )may  fitly  meditate;  for  it  is  not  far  remote 
from  the  studies  in  which  we  are  expected  to  engage,  and  the 
ancient  wisdom  which  it  is  our  fortune  to  inherit.  It  is  one 
of  the  mysteries  that  lie  behind  our  own  art  and  science  of 
the  Craft,  one  of  the  things  that  the  spirit  of  Masonry  can 
appreciate.'  " 

Then  after  the  last  toast,  " Happy  to  meet,  sorry 
to  part,  hoping  to  meet  again,"  the  time-honoured 
ceremony  that  links  us  all  up  together  is  thus 
described: — 

"The  toast  having  been  duly  honoured,  the  Companions 
circled  round  the  hall,  and  in  the  "Brotherly  Chain,"  with  the 
old  handclasp,  sand  'Auld  Lang  Syne,'  and  the  Festival 
was  brought  to  a  close  in  time-honoured  fashion,  with  the 
singing  of  the  National  Anthem." 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  in  Edinburgh,  20th 
June,  1930. 

Feeling  reference  is  made  to  the  death  of  M.E. 
Comp.  Edward  Smith,  of  New  South  Wales,  of  whom 
it  is  said: — 

"He  proved  himself  to  be  a  most  loyal  Scottish  Royal  Arch 
Mason,  and  will  be  greatly  missed,  especially  in  the  State  of 
New  South  Wales,  where  he  did  much  good  work  for  the 
Order." 

Cryptic  Councils  were  attached  to  a  Chapter  in 
Auckland,  New  Zealand  and  one  at  Cumnock. 

The  fees  for  Charters  of  Royal  Ark  Mariners 
and  Red  Cross  were  doubled. 

Proceedings  of  Canada  are  acknowledged. 

Supreme  Committee  met  5th  September,  1930. 

It  is  noted  that  By-Laws  are  submitted  both  as 
to  the  original  ones  requiring  approval  and  as  to 
amendments,  to  a  By-law  Sub-committee  and  not  to 
the  Grand  Z. 

With  regard  to  Cryptic  Councils  in  the  Philip- 
pines a  Treaty  was  made  with  this  heading,  which 
is  interesting:  — 

"TREATY  OF  AMITY  AND  GOODWILL  between  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
of  the  United  States  of  Americaa,  and  the  Supreme 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  as  having 
authority  over  and  representing  and  sponsoring  the 
Cryptic  Councils  in  that  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
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"WHEREAS,  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1924,  a  Treaty  of 
Amity  was  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between,  etc." 

The  net  result  is  that  the  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
ters of  the  U.S.A.  are  recognized  as  sovereign  in  the 
Islands  and  that  Keystone  Chapter,  located  at 
Manilla,  is  taken  over  by  them  with  all  rights  and 
privileges  secured  to  its  members. 

The  usual  deputation  of  Office  Bearers  was  made 
to  Northern  Chapters  and  the  wonderfully  pic- 
turesque trip  is  described  in  detail,  a  very  successful 
tour  being  concluded  at  Lossiemouth  and  Elgin,  dur- 
ing which  one  Provincial  Grand  Chapter  and  eight 
Chapters  were  visited. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA

The  One  Hundred  and  Eighteenth  Convocation 
was  held  in  Charleston,  April  1,  1930.  Nine  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  followed  the  path  of  duty  by 
their  presence. 

Canada  was  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Wil- 
liam W.  Wannamaker. 

Membership,  4,998.     Net  decrease,  416. 

The  invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  at  the 
opening  of  this  gathering  contained  the  following: — 

"Bless  our  Companions  scattered  throughout  the  whole 
world.  Some  have  been  sorely  tempted  and  tried,  some  by 
being  called  upon  to  pass  through  prosperity,  some  by  facing 
up  to  adversity.  Whatever  their  temptation  has  been,  and 
may  be  now;  we  ask  Thee  to  be  with  them." 

A  fine  photograph  of  the  three  leaders  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  the  Grand  Council  and  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  U.S.A.  adorns  the 
Proceedings  as  a  frontispiece. 

The  G.H.P.  opened  his  address  eloquently  with 
the  following: — 

"Royal  Arch  Masons  have  added  something  to  the  age's 
need  in  deeds  of  loving  kindness  and  joy.  I  find  that  Royal 
Arch  Masons  want  to  be  taught,  and  are  hungry  for  informa- 
tion, and  want  us  to  open  up  the  avenues  for  study,  for  moral, 
spiritual  and  intellectual  growth.     Have  we  dispensed  true 
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Masonic  light  and  knowledge  to  our  less  informed  brethren 
to  the  best  of  our  ability?  I  suggest  that  the  officers  of  our 
Chapters  get  the  vision  of  the  great  opportunities  which  await 
us  at  this  time. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  is  looked  upon  as  a  leader  and  we 
must  not  disappoint  the  Craft." 

And  he  concluded  with  this  verse: — 
"Spring,  summer,  autumn,  winter, 
Come  duly,  as  of  old; 
Winds  blow,   suns    set,    and   morning   saith 
'Ye  hills,  put  on  your  gold.'  " 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  wrote: — 

"Face  up  to  our  responsibilities  and  as  true  Companions 
meet  our  obligations  in  life.  Our  task  and  theirs  was  a 
mutual  one,  and  what  a  blessed  relationship  there  is,  to  be 
linked  in  life  with  those  who  are  noble  and  true." 

Comp.  Goodale  was  re-elected  G.H.P. 

James  B.  Little,  of  Trenton,  represents  South 
Carolina. 

The  excellent  review  of  sister  Jurisdictions  is  by 
George  T.  Harmon,  Fraternal  Correspondent,  who  in 
his  introduction  says  among  other  matters  of 
interest: — 

"We  have  endeavoured  to  observe  closely  everything  of 
importance  that  has  taken  place  here  and  there,  to  appraise 
it  fairly  and  without  bias,  and  to  report  it  in  such  a  way  as 
to  give  the  average  reader  some  idea  of  the  current  history 
of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"District  Deputies  and  Fraternal  Correspondents  strike  a 
distinct  note  of  pessimism  with  reference  to  condition  and 
progress.  It  seems  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion,  however, 
that  the  responsibility  rests  at  the  door  of  inactive  and 
apathetic  High  Priests  who  accept  the  honours  of  Masonry 
without  willingness  to  pay  the  price  of  inspirational  and  con- 
structive leadership. 

"Grand  Chapters  are  contributing  in  a  worthy  way  to  the 
relief  of  indigent  Companions,  the  education  of  worthy  boys 
and  girls,  the  maintenance  of  Homes  and  tubercular  hospitali- 
zations. 

Of  Alabama's  Committee  on  Citizenship  and  the 
Craft  he  thus  speaks : — 

"The  Committee  exhorts  that  as  Masons  we  should  use 
every  effort  to  see  that  intelligent  and  sympathetic  methods 
are  employed  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  these  newcomers  a 
true  knowledge  and  spirit  of  our  national  institutions." 
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Under  Arizona  he  comments: — 

"There  are  only  twelve  Chapters  but,  as  he  points  out, 
Arizona  is  a  land  of  wonderful  distances  and  it  required  three 
thousand  miles  of  travel  to  put  him  in  touch  with  these 
Chapters. 

"We  are  persuaded,  however,  that  the  cause  of  suspensions 
lies  deeper  than  the  mere  non-payment  of  dues.  Many  who 
keep  their  dues  regularly  paid  never  frequent  the  Chapter  and 
are  practically  lost  to  Capitular  Masonry." 

This  from  his  review  of  Arkansas: — 

"He  speaks  of  conditions  of  chaos  and  lawlessness  that 
constitute  an  avalanche  of  immorality  and  crime.  He  pays 
his  respects  to  the  young  people  and  says  they  are  drunk  on 
pleasure,  and  that  the  most  atrocious  crimes  are  committed 
by  the  youth  of  the  land. 

"We  are  not  in  a  position  to  share  the  pessimistic  outlook 
of  Companion  Moore.  We  acknowledge  the  presence  of  con- 
siderable crime  played  up  upon  the  front  pages  of  our  news- 
papers, but  the  rank  and  file  of  our  citizenship  cannot  be 
appraised  in  terms  of  such  criminals.  We  do  not  believe  that 
the  young  people  have  gone  to  the  bow-wows.  However,  we 
are  very  much  inclined  to  join  with  Companion  Moore  in  his 
appeal  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  join  in  the  task  of  clearing 
away  the  rubbish  of  their  own  temple." 

California  gives  him  opportunity  for  this  dis- 
couraging comment: — 

"He  is  of  the  opinion  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  lesi 
understood  than  any  other  of  the  Masonic  Rites." 

We  thank  him  for  his  friendly  review  of  Canada, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  says : — 

"One  hundred  and  twenty-six  Chapters  were  represented 
at  this  Convocation.  Thirty  remained  among  the  derelict 
Chapters.  Thus  we  discover  that  even  in  Canada  there  are 
such  Chapters.  And  thirty  of  them  means  that  there  were 
ninety  chief  officers  that  did  not  manifest  interest  enough  to 
attend  the  Annual  Convocation. 

"We  note  that  less  than  half  of  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  the  various  Jurisdictions  answered  to  their  names  but  we 
are  pleased  to  find  that  South  Carolina's  Representative  was 
present." 

Of  this  Reviewer  he  writes: — 

"From  two  to  five  pages  are  given  to  each  Jurisdiction. 
He  quotes  freely  but  briefly  and  his  quotations  carry  the  mes- 
sage of  the  progress  of  Capitular  Masonry.  His  comments 
are  interesting  and  light-shedding.  He  quotes  an  outstand- 
ing utterance  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  notes  his  rulings, 
emphasizes  the  forward  movements,  and  quotes  what  he  ap- 
preciates to  be  a  touching  paragraph  in  the  report  of  our 
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Necrology  Committee.     This  scribe  being  the  writer  of  that 
report  appreciates  the  appreciation  of  Companion  Ponton. 

"Companion  Michie  was  himself  a  native  of  Scotland  as 
well  as  a  scholar  of  rare  intelligence  in  the  Masonic  world.  He 
will  be  missed  by  Companion  Ponton  and  many  others  of  his 
contemporaries  who  fellowshipped  with  him  so  long." 

He  pays  a  tribute  to  Comp.  Woods'  Review  under 
Indiana,  which  is  well  deserved: — 

"It  is  to  be  hoped  that  his  Companions  throughout 
Indiana  will  avail  themselves  of  the  Capitular  banquet  that 
he  has  taken  the  pains  to  spread  before  them.  It  is  nourish- 
ing and  well-flavoured." 

He  notes,  under  Saskatchewan,  a  remedy  sug- 
gested for  apathy  and  indifference  by  permitting  the 
Chapters  to  move  around  in  their  territories  to 
confer  Degrees  and  says: — 

"Like  many  Grand  Chapters,  Companion  Reilly,  we  are 
obliged  to  admit  the  facts.  Whether  'Moving  About'  will  help 
to  create  interest  is  a  debatable  question.  Only  one  Chapter 
has  thus  far  availed  itself  of  this  privilege." 

SOUTH  DAKOTA 

Marion  E.  Crockett,  M.E.,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Dr.  George  A.  Pettigrew,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Forty-first  Convocation  was  held  at  Rapid 
City,  June  12th,  1930. 

This  from  the  eulogistic  biography  of  the 
G.H.P.:— 

"He  has  been  particularly  interested  in  Capitular  Masonry, 
and  brought  to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest  all  the  qualifi- 
cations of  an  ardent  exponent  of  the  Royal  Art." 

The  following  were  honoured — General  G.H.P. 
Davis  and  Companions  from  Minnesota,  Wyoming, 
Illinois,  and  0.  Frank  Hart  and  others. 

Grand  Chapter  met  under  a  romantic  setting  as 
appears  by  the  response  of  Comp.  Eldon  W.  Clark, 
Grand  King,  to  the  address  of  welcome : — 

"Rapid  City  and  the  Black  Hills  Chapter  are  extending 
to  us  a  wonderful  reception.  Nature  has  endowed  this  part 
of  South  Dakota  with  a  very  fitting  environment  for  our 
entertainment.  The  people  of  Rapid  City  assume,  naturally, 
the  character  of  host  and  perform  with  dignity,  grace  and 
ease." 
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Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  added  grace 
to  the  Grand  East. 

Canada  was  represented  by  L.  M.  Simons. 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  was  practical  and  also 
idealistic. 

Under  Necrology  we  read : — 

"A  great  agnostic  has  once  said,  'Life  is  but  a  narrow- 
vale,  between  the  cold  and  barren  peaks  of  two  eternities.' 
To  the  exemplary  Mason,  this  must  be  of  necessity  a  sad  and 
sorrowful  view  of  life. 

"It  may  be  true  to  some  who  have  passed  the  meridian 
of  life,  that  the  transitory  existence  which  we  call  life,  is 
but  a  vale  between  what  was  and  what  is  to  be.  Although 
we  know  not  from  whence  we  came,  nor  whither  we  go,  we 
are  taught  by  the  Mason's  Creed,  Immortality." 

He  devised  several  modern  methods  along  the  line 
of  the  card  system  to  help  the  Chapters  and  to  keep 
them  in  close  contact.  The  first  was  the  Work  Card, 
of  which  he  says : — 

"Just  one  week  after  being  installed  into  the  office  of 
Grand  High  Priest,  I  keenly  felt  the  need  for  a  closer  and 
more  personal  touch  with  each  Constituent  Chapter.  To 
supply  this  need,  I  designed  and  had  printed,  a  card  about 
the  size  of  a  postal  card,  which  was  properly  ruled  to  record 
the  data  desired  of  the  Chapters.  This  card  provided  spaces 
for  the  entry  of  nine  candidates  per  card,  with  spaces  to  enter 
the  date  elected. 

"It  was  necessary  to  have  three  candidates  complete  the 
Royal  Arch.  Every  report  that  came  to  my  desk  received  a 
letter  accompanying  the  Work  Card  back,  which  was  of  a  con- 
structive nature,  and,  not  unfrequently  inquiring  regarding 
why  a  certain  candidate  or  candidates  had  not  received  further 
degrees.  This  Work  Card  has  been  an  invaluable  asset  to 
my  work." 

The  second  were  the  Rehearsal  Cards  which  ap- 
pear to  have  aided  greatly  in  the  good  results  he 
sought  to  attain: — 

"It  was  quite  evident  that  lack  of  rehearsals  was  a  general 
fault,  and  that  ritualistic  unpreparedness  was  the  greatest 
hindrance  towards  getting  new  membership. 

"Every  Chapter  that  has  diligently  applied  this  set  of 
cards  is  doing  nice  work  and  is  getting  candidates.  It  is  a 
winner.     Here  are  some  of  the  reasons: 

"It  increases  proficiency  in  the  ritual,  as  well  as  visualizes 
the  drama,  and  furnishes  a  wonderful  outlet  to  many  new 
ritualists  for  overcoming  embarrassment. 
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"It  places  the  burden  of  each  degree  where  it  logically 
belongs,  and  removes  the  embarrassment  and  responsibility  of 
taking  the  work  out  of  the  hands  of  some  of  the  ritualists, 
who  have  long  since  outlived  it. 

"It  automatically  makes  every  Past  High  Priest  a  master 
of  each  degree,  by  the  time  he  acquires  that  title,  thereby 
making  out  of  such  Companions  useful  Companions  who 
should  be  on  the  side  lines  at  each  Convocation,  ready  to  help 
but  not  to  be  regular  substitutes. 

"By  this  system  each  Companion's  capitular  record  in  this 
office  will  be  an  open  page,  and  his  credits  will  be  just  in  pro- 
portion to  his  record  as  he  makes,  or  fails  to  make  it  from 
day  to  day  in  his  own  home  Chapter." 

Under  State  of  the  Craft  we  catch  an  encourag- 
ing note: — 

"All  down  through  the  ages  there  has  come  an  occasional 
hint  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  merely  a  stepping  stone  to 
other  orders,  as  considered  by  some.  Never  before  have  I  ex- 
perienced the  unreality  of  such  a  condition  as  I  now  find  it. 
Those  of  the  newer  Companions,  as  well  as  many  of  the  older 
ones,  are  awakening." 

South  Dakota  is  full  of  the  picturesque  drama 
of  nature  as  will  appear  from  this  account  of  one  of 
his  many  visitations : — 

"June  20th,  1929.  Just  one  week  after  being  installed  into 
office,  as  your  Grand  High  Priest,  I  visited  Sisseton  Chapter 
at  Sisseton.  This  being  my  home  Chapter,  I  was  especially 
pleased  to  be  received  in  the  unique  setting  of  a  'Low  Vale,' 
nearly  surrounded  by  waters,  on  a  peninsula,  on  Red  Iron 
Lake,  a  few  miles  west  of  Sisseton.  Guards  were  stationed 
at  considerable  distance  from  the  Chapter  work  as  well  as 
at  the  neck  of  the  peninsula,  to  avert  the  approach  of  cowans 
and  eavesdroppers.  Even  with  this  precaution,  out  of  the 
midst  of  the  darkness,  two  Indians  had  slipped  by  the  guards, 
and  were  very  near  us  when  we  discovered  them  approaching. 
Labour  was  dispensed  with  until  they  could  be  removed  from 
the  premises.  This  scene,  for  a  few  moments,  had  the  sem- 
blance of  the  surroundings  of  those  of  our  Ancient  Brethren 
being  disturbed  by  the  profane,  while  at  their  devotions. 
These  men,  however,  were  only  curious  to  know  what  was 
going  on,  and  possibly  hoped  to  receive  food,  which  is  custom- 
ary, on  this  peninsula  if  a  picnic  party  is  convened  here. 

"The  charter  of  the  Chapter  having  been  hung  on  an  oak, 
the  seats  being  of  logs  and  the  altar  of  rocks,  illuminated  by 
the  light  of  the  lanterns  and  auto  lights,  and  in  the  midst  of 
heavy  timber  on  this  very  small  peninsula,  the  Chapter  was 
opened  on  the  Mark  Master  Degree." 
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He  kept  the  officers  up  to  the  mark : — 

"Realizing  as  I  do  the  necessity  of  organization  and 
efficiency  in  the  busy  life  of  to-day,  it  is  quite  necessary  that 
every  officer  in  this  Grand  Chapter  see  to  it  that  his  particular 
office  is  right  up  to  the  minute,  making  use  of  the  most  im- 
proved methods,  at  once,  if  he  has  not  already  done  so.  To 
this  end  I  have  endeavoured  to  do  my  part." 

Membership  5,624.    Net  loss,  179. 
The   Committee   on   Necrology    present   a   new 
aspect  of  death  and  life  eternal : — 

"If  moral  perfection  is  the  highest  object  for  which  we 
can  strive,  and  if  an  underlying  purpose  determines  our 
existence,  we  have  some  reason  to  hope  that  an  opportunity 
will  be  afforded  us  somehow  and  somewhere  to  complete  our 
evolution." 

"The  splendid  souls  who've  gone  ahead. 
"To  them  I  hold  that  we  are  bound 
By  double  pledges  to  be  fine; 
Who  once  has  had  a  friend  has  found 
The  link  'twixt  mortal  and  divine." 

Many  pages  are  devoted  to  memorials  of  "Our 
Beloved  Dead,"  and  many  outstanding  verses  are 
appropriately  applied,  among  them  this  one: — 

"The  angels  in  high  places 

Who  minister  to  us, 
Reflect  God's  smile,  their  faces 

Are  luminous; 
Save  one,  whose  face  is  hidden, 

(The    Prophet   saith). 
The  unwelcome,  the  unbidden, 

Azrael,  Angel  of  Death. 
And  yet  that  veiled  face,  I  know 

Is  lit  with  pitying  eyes, 
Like  those  faint  stars,  the  first  to  glow 

Through  cloudy  winter  skies." 

Albert  E.  Cooper,  of  London,  represents  South 
Dakota.  They  could  not  have  a  better  man. 

The  Anointed  High  Priests'  Association  duly  con- 
vened and  are  strong. 

There  is  no  Correspondence  Review.

TENNESSEE 

Arthur  G.  Hudson,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

Stith  M.  Cain,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  First  Convocation  was 
held  in  Nashville,  January  22,  1930.  Twelve  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  added  their  experience  to  the 
enthusiasm  of  youth. 

We  miss  the  name  of  Canada's  Grand  Repre- 
sentative at  the  roll  call. 

G.H.P.  Hudson  wrote  a  particularly  appealing 
introduction  to  his  address: — 

"We  are  privileged  to  write  'One  Hundred  and  One'  upon 
the  milestone  that  we  have  reached  in  the  history  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  to-day. 

"May  we  be  stimulated  to  greater  action,  striving  by 
nobler  deeds  and  loftier  thoughts  to  make  the  history  of  Capi- 
tular Masonry  more  serviceable  and  benevolent  in  the  future 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

"Companions,  may  we  select  with  care  the  reading  matter 
that  is  placed  upon  our  library  tables  and  book  shelves  and 
inquire  diligently  as  to  the  qualifications  and  dispositions  of 
the  individuals  who  are  selected  to  teach  our  children. 

"If  we  do  not  fully  agree  with  another's  faith  let's  accord 
him  the  same  privilege  we  would  like  accorded  us." 

Alabama,  having  made  an  appeal  for  help,  he 
was  obliged  to  answer,  as  the  G.H.P.  of  another 
Grand  Jurisdiction  answered,  that  he  had  no  fund 
upon  which  he  could  draw  for  such  emergency.  He 
did  not  feel  like  appealing  to  the  constituent  Chap- 
ters. 

This  is  one  of  his  rulings :  — 

"The  Chapter  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  petitioner 
was  the  Chapter  having  jurisdiction,  and  the  member  of 
a  Blue  Lodge  living  in  one  part  of  the  State  could  live  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  one  Chapter  and  a  member  of  the  same 
Lodge  could  live  in  another  part  of  the  State  and  be  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  another  Chapter,  the  location  of  the  Lodge 
Hall  did  not  govern  the  line  of  territorial  jurisdiction." 

John  H.  C.  Woodward,  of  London,  was  appointed 
Grand  Representative  of  Tennessee. 

Grand  Secretary  Cain  was  ill  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  but  to  the  gratification  of  his  many 
friends,  improvement  continues.    He  pays  tribute  to 
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his  brother,  Henry  Cain,  who  filled  the  position 
temporarily  and  also  to  the  services  of  Miss  Kate 
Clarke,  who  has  been  for  years  in  the  office  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  who  was  thanked  for  the  ser- 
vices that  she  has  "so  courteously  and  efficiently 
rendered." 

He  recommended  that  an  emergency  fund  of 
$200  be  established  and  also  a  rather  unique  idea,  the 
result  of  which  we  fear  might  not  be  for  the  good  of 
Capitular  Masonry,  which  is  thus  expressed: — 

"That  this  Grand  Chapter  take  under  advisement  for  seri- 
ous consideration  the  need  of  every  active  Companion  for  a 
copy  of  the  Ritual  that  he  may  call  his  own,  and  the  advisa- 
bility of  allowing  the  sale  of  Rituals  at  a  reasonable  price,  to 
be  purchased  through  the  Chapter  to  which  the  Companion 
belongs,  under  Seal  of  the  Chapter." 

It  would  soon  become  a  common  print. 

Membership,  10,528.  Net  loss,  453.  Chartered 
Chapters,  90.  In  one  of  the  two  long  memorials 
printed  we  read: — 

"By  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  under  the 
authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Companion  Byrn,  as  Grand 
High  Priest  undertook  the  erection  of  an  Administration 
Building  on  the  grounds  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home. 
This  structure,  which  was  amply  commodious  for  its  in- 
tended purpose,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

"When  we  state  that  much  of  the  success  of  this  centen- 
nial observance  was  due  to  Companion  Byrn's  ideal  concep- 
tions, and  his  selfless  application  to  the  undertaking,  we  are 
but  feebly  expressing  the  value  of  his  service." 

Comp.  Comstock  presented  a  historical  report. 
The  following  extracts  will  be  found  of  interest  by 
our  readers: — 

"We  can  only  report  progress  along  the  line  of  our  under- 
taking, and  crave  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  compile  a 
logical  historical  account  of  the  progress  of  the  Capitular  and 
Cryptic  Rites  in  Tennessee,  with  the  necessary  references  as 
to  the  'Whence,  Why  and  Whither'  of  these  important 
branches  of  the  Mystic  Builders'  Art. 

"To  teach  the  philosophy  of  all  life,  by  means  of  the 
simple  illustrations  of  the  Builders'  Art,  was  in  the  minds  of 
those  'Accepted  Masons'  who,  taking  advantage  of  a  psycho- 
logical opportunity,  evolved  the  science  of  Speculative  Ma- 
sonry from  the  material  ceremonials  of  the  Operative  Craft. 

"Then  comes  the  way  of  transition  from  the  material  to 
the  spiritual  conception  of  life.     The  grave  is  but  a  gateway 
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to  real  life,  the  heritage  of  ceaseless  activity,  but  its  attain- 
ment is  no  idle  dream." 

As  Grand  Visitor  he  also  presented  a  further 
report,  from  which  we  make  this  selection: — 

"  'The  Brotherhood  of  Man/  the  interpretation  and  practi- 
cal application  of  which  is  its  exalted  purpose,  its  sublime 
message  to  the  'Sons  of  Light.'  The  foundation  of  these 
exalted  revelations  is  laid  deep  and  strong, — in  the  beautiful 
ceremonial  of  the  Entered  Apprentice  Degree,  and  ascending 
by  regular  gradations,  along  the  winding  way  of  Craftsman- 
ship, finds  its  realization  in  a  luminous  revelation  of  Infinite 
Love,  as  the  Law,  the  Beauty  and  the  Harmony  of  the  uni- 
verse. This  is  the  goal  of  Masonic  progress,  and  he  loses 
much  who  fails  to  receive  the  illumination." 

J.  Leonard  Wood,  of  Memphis,  represents 
Canada. 

The  Capitular  Review  was  submitted  by  M.  Ex. 
A.  C.  Morgan,  P.G.H.P.,  who  makes  his  bow  as  an 
initiate  into  the  circle  and  is  welcome. 

Of  the  universal  trouble  as  to  declining  member- 
ship he  says  in  his  introduction: — 

"It  remains  for  the  Grand  Reviewer  for  Oregon  to  hit  the 
nail  on  the  head,  which  he  does,  by  inference. 

"The  remedy  can  be  summed  up  in  a  few  words.  Better 
choice  of  men  for  officers  and  more  study  on  the  part  of  officers 
to  make  Chapter  Convocations  interesting  and  the  putting  to 
work  of  all  the  Companions  possible." 

As  to  temporalities  this: — 

"We  also  note  that  a  number  of  Grand  Chapters  budget 
their  finances  and  include  the  Triennial  as  a  conspicuous  part 
of  that  budget." 

The  general  Grand  Ritual  finds  favour  in  his 
sight: — 

"A  few  years  ago  Oklahoma  published  a  series  of  Charts 
based  on  the  gains  and  losses  in  membership  in  the  different 
Grand  Jurisdictions  and  concluded  that  those  Jurisdictions 
using  the  new  General  Grand  Ritual  had  a  more  normal  blood 
pressure  and  were  in  a  healthier  state  generally  than  were 
those  Jurisdictions  using  a  revision  of  the  old  Ritual  or  those 
using  any  other  Ritual." 

All  his  reviews  are  very  penetrating  and  thought- 
ful, as  will  be  seen  from  a  few  extracts.  Any  diffi- 
culties existing  are  to  him  a  challenge.  He  says, 
under  Alabama: — 
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"The  right  of  a  Grand  Chapter  to  terminate  the  appoint- 
ment of  Grand  Representatives  is  questionable,  but,  instead 
of  terminating  their  appointments  at  close  of  the  triennial 
session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  we  would  abolish  the 
system. 

"The  petitioner  is  asking  for  the  Degrees,  and  at  the  time  lays 
down  his  money,  not  for  the  privilege  and  honour  of  simply 
being  elected  to  receive  the  Degrees,  but  for  the  Degrees." 

He  is  outspoken  under  Arizona: — 

"In  reading  over  the  Proceedings  of  many  of  our  Grand 
Chapters,  we  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  the  explanation  for 
'Being  in  the  ditch'  is  not  because  the  'Blind  is  leading  the 
blind/  " 

Again  he  expresses  his  belief  in  reducing  the 
official  staff: — 

"We  extend  our  sympathy  to  the  Grand  High  Priest.  His 
recommendations  are  good  and  should  have  been  adopted, 
Tennessee  abolished  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  years  ago  and 
is  perfectly  satisfied  with  having  only  two  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priests,  i.e.,  the  Grand  King  and  Grand  Scribe.  The 
office  is  useless,  so  why  not  abolish  it?" 

The  first  thing  he  does  in  all  his  reviews  is  to 
note  as. to  whether  the  Grand  Representatives  were 
present  or  not  and  under  Canada  he  notes  the  faith- 
ful attendance  of  M.  Ex.  Walter  G.  Price,  our  Grand 
Z.  Other  references  to  our  Proceedings  and  our 
progress  are  gratifying: — 

"The  list  of  Grand  Officers  and  Assistant  Officers  is  a  long 
one,  with  titles  strange  to  us  in  the  States.  We  note  Grand 
Scribes  E.  and  N.;  Grand  Senior  and  Junior  Sojourners. 

"The  Grand  Z.,  Companion  Edwin  Smith,  in  his  opening 
remarks,  indulged  in  a  short  historical  survey  of  the  Craft 
which  we  repeat,  in  part,  for  those  who  may  be  interested  in 
the  history  of  the  Craft. 

"The  Grand  Z.  visited  some  forty  Chapters  and  travelled 
more  than  16,000  miles.  Quite  a  record  for  his  successors  to 
emulate. 

"Some  of  us  in  the  States  would  think  the  Millenium  had 
arrived  if  the  refusal  to  install  an  unqualified  officer  in  a 
Chapter  was  so  rare  as  to  become  a  matter  of  comment  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest.  Evidently  our  Canadian  Companions 
take  their  duties  more  seriously  than  do  too  many  of  their 
Companions  in  the  States. 

"The  praise,  frequently  bestowed,  convinces  us  that  Chap- 
ters in  Canada  take  the  Ritualistic  work  seriously.  We  con- 
gratulate our  neighbour  upon  such  a  condition  that  justifies 
the  optimistic  reports  of  District    Superintendents    and   that 
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calls  forth  such  enthusiasm  from  the  Committee  on  the  con- 
dition of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"We  hope  you  find  that  'hidden  pot  of  gold,'  if  not  at  the 
foot  of  the  rainbow,  then  under  the  darting  rays  of  the 
Aurora  Borealis. 

"The  Correspondence  Report  is  by  Companion  Ponton. 
His  'Foreword'  is  classic  and  we  cannot  refrain  from  quoting 
the  opening  pragraphs. 

"This  Scribe  trusts  that  all  readers  of  his  maiden  effort 
will  be  to  his  'Faults  a  little  blind.'  " 

Referring  to  the  analysis  of  proficiency  and  lack 
of  it,  by  the  Council  Officers  of  Chapters  under  Colo- 
rado, frankly  disclosed,  he  adds  and  we  may  all  ask 
the  same  question: — 

"Would  Tennesse  rank  as  well?  In  this  connection  we 
recall  that  old  saying,  'Where  ignorance  is  bliss,  'tis  folly  to 
be  wise.'  " 

Here  is  a  lesson  for  all  of  us  drawn  from  Wash- 
ington, D.C. : — 

"The  trouble  at  the  Nation's  Capital  is  the  same  as  in 
Tennessee.  Although  there  are  a  few  in  every  Chapter  that 
have  never  relaxed  in  their  interest,  yet,  there  are  many  who 
need  to  learn  anew — if  indeed  they  ever  learned  at  all — the 
lesson  of  service  taught  on  the  threshold  of  the  E.  A.  Degree. 
'Do  you  solemnly  promise  upon  your  honour  that  you  are 
prompted  to  solicit  the  privileges  of  Freemasonry  by  a  favour- 
able opinion  conceived  of  the  Order,  a  desire  for  knowledge 
and  a  sincere  wish  to  be  serviceable  to  your  fellow-creatures?" 
Masonry  is  the  oldest  of  the  'Service'  Organizations  and  it 
should  be  the  best  but  will  never  be  until  the  obligation  for 
service  is  more  deeply  impressed  upon  its  members." 

By-laws  have  their  importance,  which  we  are  apt 
to  overlook,  and  under  Idaho  our  colleague  says : — 

"We  do  not  presume  to  be  infallible  or  to  set  ourselves  up 
as  a  model,  but  we  do  submit  that  a  By-law  should  be  and  is 
per  se,  mandatory  and  not  simply  advisory." 

He  praises  Kentucky's  preparing  of  the  boys  and 
girls,  orphans  of  Masons,  for  "economic  inde- 
pendence." 

A  little  breeze  in  the  Wisconsin  review: — 

"We  note  that  the  Grand  Correspondent  takes  a  shot  at 
Tennessee.    Hear  him: 

"  'The  business  of  the  session  was  generally  routine  and  of 
local  interest  only,  for  instance  tinkering  their  old  Ritual. 
Why  not  scrap  it  and  get  one  up-to-date,  as  you  would  with 
an  1890  auto?' 
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"Why  not  scrap  the  Bible  and  get  one  up-to-date?  The 
new  General  Grand  Ritual  does  revise,  in  effect,  the  Book  of 
Ezra  and  that  is  one  of  many  reasons  why  we  do  not  adopt 
it.  Excellent  Companion,  read  the  Principal  Sojourner's  nar- 
rative carefully  in  the  New  General  Grand  and  then  read  the 
first  few  Chapters  of  the  Book  of  Ezra,  Old  Testament  Canon. 
Then  go  to  Confessional." 

VERMONT 

H.  Perley  Clark,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

Archie  S.  Harriman,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  Convocation 
convened  in  Burlington,  10th  June,  1930. 

Richard  T.  Bunker,  the  new  Grand  Representa- 
tive of  Canada,  was  duly  present. 

A  fine  rich  roll  of  distinguished  visitors  were 
present  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania  and  Quebec. 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  testified  their 
fidelity  by  their  presence. 

The  G.H.P.  stresses  in  his  opening  the  social 
value  of  annual  Convocations : — 

"I  believe  that  the  friendliness  and  encouragements  of 
these  annual  gatherings  are  a  most  important  factor  in  our 
proper  growth  and  a  never-failing  aid  in  interpreting  what 
our  Royal  Craft  means  to  us,  in  harmony  and  concord." 

His  comment  under  Necrology  which,  however,  is 
followed  by  Obituaries  of  three  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  sounds  a  little  contradictory  for  he  writes, 
"The  ranks  of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been  un- 
broken this  last  year.  We  have,  however,  lost  three 
Past  Grand  High  Priests."  When  we  turn  to  the 
In  Memoriam  pages  we  find  that  while  the  official 
family  may  be  unbroken,  the  Grand  Chapter  has  suf- 
fered. It  sounds  almost  like  the  old  account  of  the 
shipwreck,  the  disastrous  results  of  which  are  re- 
corded  as  "three  souls  were  lost  and  seven  sailors." 
Surely  in  death  at  least  the  official  family  are  no 
higher  in  rank  or  estimation  than  the  other  members 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

Another  comment  he  makes  under  Royal  Arch 
Degree  makes  one  wonder  what  is  meant  by  "over- 
done" :— 
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"My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree  has  been  overdone  in  a  good  many  Chapters. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be." 

One  of  his  decisions  seems  to  cut  severely- 
close  : — 

"A  Companion  had  been  suspended  for  the  non-payment 
of  dues  who  owed  for  five  years  and  one  week.  Does  he 
pay  up  for  five  years  or  six  years  ? 

"As  all  dues  are  payable  in  advance,  the  Companion  by 
paying  up  dues  for  six  years  can  make  application  to  the 
Chapter  and  be  re-instated  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members 
present." 

On  March  26th  the  G.H.P.  attended  the  Convoca- 
tion of  Grand  Chapter  at  Montreal. 

His  conclusion  is  good  and  virile: — 
"I  have  often  wondered  how  many  of  the  High  Priests  of 
the  Subordinate  Chapters  read  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Companions  who  are  not 
officers.  To  borrow  a  phrase  from  common  life,  we  have 
goods  to  sell.  Are  we  doing  all  that  can  be  done  to  arrange 
and  present  our  goods  that  they  may  be  attractive  to  those 
who  should  need  them?  We  have  heard  the  lament  all  over 
the  country  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  slipping.  Can  we 
sell  our  goods  if  we  do  not  believe  in  them?  Does  a  good 
salesman  run  down  his  goods  and  tell  his  customers  of  con- 
tinual losses  and  depreciations?  Our  business  is  not  to  ad- 
vertise our  defeats  but  carry  the  working  spirit  that  will 
make  impossible  the  defeat." 

Membership,  5,870.  Net  loss,  30. 

This  from  the  report  of  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence : — 

"We  hold  that  it  is  discretionary  with  the  Subordinate 
Chapter  whether  an  applicant  for  reinstatement  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  dues  during  period  of  suspension  plus  amounts 
due  at  time  of  suspension,  or  shall  be  required  to  pay  only 
what  is  due  when  suspension  takes  place.  The  amount  col- 
lected should,  however,  not  be  less  than  the  latter  amount." 

Cady  L.  Earle  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  death  of  our  Henry  T.  Smith  is  recorded  with 
deep  sympathy. 

The  venerable  veteran  (who  is  still  in  the  saddle), 
James  B.  Nixon,  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Ver- 
mont. 

Arthur  S.  Harriman  presents  his  sixth  "News  of 
the  Capitular  World." 
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Under  Alabama  this  comment : — 

"In  spite  of  shrinking  membership,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
feels  that  the  future  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  secure.  So  do 
we.  When  the  pendulum  swings  back,  the  losses  will  be  more 
than  made  good." 

Under  Arizona  this  which  accords  with  the  views 
of  our  own  Grand  Z. : — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  strongly  favours  allowing  a  Chap- 
ter to  take  a  degree  team  to  towns  within  its  own  Jurisdiction 
and  work  the  degrees,  except  the  Royal  Arch,  which,  he  says, 
should  always  be  conferred  in  its  own  hall.  We  believe  the 
practice  should  be  allowed  and  that  no  special  dispensation 
should  be  necessary." 

He  doubts  whether  Chapters  that  cannot  arrange 
a  meeting  for  the  G.H.P.  are  really  Chapters  and  says 
some  anti-serum  is  needed  to  waken  the  sleepers. 

Vermont's  Grand  Representative  not  being 
present  through  age  and  infirmities,  his  excuse  is 
fully  accepted: — 

"We  are  sorry  that  the  weight  of  years  now  precludes  him 
from  attendance  even  in  his  own  town.  But  it  is  the  common 
lot  of  all.    May  the  years  rest  lightly  on  his  head." 

Under  Canada  the  presence  of  J.  B.  Nixon  is 
noted,  also  the  wonderful  historical  references  to 
Kingston  as  a  City  and  as  a  Masonic  centre.  He  con- 
curs with  our  Grand  Z.  in  his  point  of  view  regard- 
ing Divine  Service.  Comp.  Gardiner's  "Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry"  is  described  as  encouraging  and 
thoughtful  and  many  quotations  are  made.  We 
appreciate  his  reference  to  this  Reviewer : — 

"The  Correspondence  Report  is  again  by  Comp  Ponton. 
It  is  clear  cut,  comprehensive  and  replete  with  that  personal 
comment  which  can  only  delight  the  reader.  His  criticism  is 
not  caustic,  but  kindly  and  constructive.  Vermont  receives 
three  pages  of  space  devoted  to  an  excellent  review." 

Modestly  he  disclaims  erudite  scholarship  at- 
tributed to  him  by  genial  Grand  Secretary  Kies  of 
Connecticut,  saying: — 

"No,  Companion  Kies,  though  decades  ago  we  boasted  a 
college  education,  the  gilt  has  worn  off,  and  now  we  are  just 
plain  Yankee. 

Of  critical  reviewing  generally  under  Louisiana 
we  read: —

"We  have  always  felt  that  reviewers  did  this  not  to  that 
end,  but  for  the  enlightenment  of  their  own  Companions  in 
setting  before  them  different  viewpoints." 

Montana's  review  contains  this  suggestion : — 

"We  do  not  believe  the  Past  Master's  Degree  as  conferred 
in  Pennsylvania  lodges  meets  the  requirements  of  our  Royal 
Arch  system.  While  personally  we  would  like  to  see  the 
Chapter  degree  dropped,  the  Grand  Councils  disbanded,  and 
the  R.  &  S.  M.  Degrees  given  where  the  Past  Master's  Degree 
is  now  in  our  Chapter  system,  while  we  have  the  degree,  we 
should  abide  by  it  and  insist  that  it  be  required  of  every 
member  and  of  every  visitor,  whether  from  Pennsylvania  or 
elsewhere." 

Under  New  Mexico  he  expresses  his  disapproba- 
tion of  extraneous  engagements  of  the  kind  men- 
tioned : — 

"He  believes  Capitular  Masonry  should  develop  along  the 
line  of  community  activities,  a  Community  Christmas  Tree, 
Christmas  dinner  for  the  Boy  Scouts,  etc.  Here  we  cannot 
yet  go  with  him." 

Peace  and  War  are  close  together  in  the  review 
of  North  Carolina : — 

"We  are  encouraged  by  this  discussion  and  are  not  our- 
selves over  pessimistic  about  the  future  of  R.A.  Masonry. 
But  we  recall  that  this  total  net  gain  which  he  mentions  is 
made  from  a  very  largely  increased  number  of  Master  Masons 
made  during  the  years  of  the  war.  Must  we  have  another  war 
to  "revive  us  again."     We  trust  not." 

The  biblical  knowledge  of  the  Companions  is 
tested  under  Scotland: — 

"The  133rd  Psalm  having  been  sung,  a  Deputation  of 
Grand  Superintendents  was  directed  to  retire. 

"If  any  of  our  Companions  do  not  happen  to  remember  the 
133rd  Psalm  well  enough  to  sing  it,  it  will  be  a  simple  matter 
to  find  the  Holy  Bible  and  look  it  up." 

VICTORIA 

Henry  Malcolm  Lee,  M.Em.  Grand  Z. 

Charles  C.  Cahn,  V.Em.  Grand  Scribe  E. 

A  Convocation  was  holden  at  Freemasons'  Hall, 
Collins  Street,  Melbourne,  17th  July,  1929.  Note 
"Eminent"  instead  of  "Excellent." 

Communication  from  the  Grand  Z.  was  encourag- 
ing.   We  note  these  paragraphs: — 
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"The  numbers  of  the  Chapters  in  this  State  had  exactly 
doubled  in  the  seven  years  which  had  elapsed  since  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Mother  Chapter.  I  must  acknowledge  the 
services  so  willingly  rendered  by  R.Em.  Companions  at  vari- 
ous functions  extending  from  the  centre  to  the  circumference. 
At  all  centres,  both  Country  and  Metropolitan,  we  found 
characteristic  health  and  vigour  in  the  several  Masonic  enter- 
prises and  a  wonderful  spirit  of  welcome  for  their  guests. 

"Further  evidence  of  increased  interest  and  apreciation 
generally  in  Masonic  circles  in  regard  to  the  operation  and 
influence  of  Grand  Chapter  in  the  Masonic  world,  I  feel  the 
desire  for  its  extension  which  is  making  itself  evident  in 
various  quarters,  if  practically  and  judiciously  exercised,  will 
be  fraught  with  great  benefit  to  the  whole  fraternity  and  so 
to  the  body  corporate." 

All  exclusions  and  suspensions  are  reported  in  full 
each  Quarter.  Companions  are  excluded  from  their 
Chapters  following-  exclusion  from  Craft  and/or 
Mark  Lodges. 

At  the  conclusion  of  routine  business  R.  Em. 
Comp.  John  Byatt  who  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Canada,  delivered  a  wonderful  lecture  on  "Zerub- 
babel  and  his  Times."  He  divided  it  into  three  sec- 
tions, The  Exile,  The  Return,  and  The  Rebuilding  of 
the  Temple.  Justice  cannot  be  done  to  it  by  extracts 
and  yet  we  feel  we  should  share  as  much  as  possible 
with  our  readers  who  may  with  further  study  piece 
together  the  following  paragraphs  of  the  narra- 
tive : — 

"After  settling  some  matters  at  home,  Nebuchadnezzar 
in  600  B.C.  made  a  sort  of  triumphal  progress  through  Syria, 
Hamath,  Palestine,  down  to  Egypt,  showing  the  people  and 
kings  of  these  and  other  neighbouring  countries  that  his 
victory  was  a  very  real  one,  and  taking  possession  of  all  the 
territory  which  had  hitherto  been  subject  to  Egypt. 

"Jehoiakim,  King  of  Judah,  wisely  hastened  to  tender  his 
submission,  and  undertook  to  pay  the  appointed  tribute. 
Three  years  later,  however,  the  Jews  entered  into  an  alliance 
with  the  Egyptians,  who  promised  them  military  support 
against  Nebuchadnezzar  should  such  be  necessary,  broke  out 
into  armed  revolt,  and  threw  off  the  yoke  of  Babylon. 

"Fearing  that  the  revolt  would  spread  unless  it  were 
nipped  in  the  bud,  Nebuchadnezzar  brought  his  armies  again 
into  Palestine;  and,  passing  by  Jerusalem,  he  so  thoroughly 
dealt  with  Pharaoh  that  'he  came  not  any  more  out  of  his 
lands.' 
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"Jerusalem  was  not  destroyed,  but  in  order  to  secure  him- 
self against  any  further  revolt  in  the  near  future,  Nebuchad- 
nezzar took  prisoner  all  the  nobility,  officers  and  leaders,  in- 
cluding the  prophet  Ezekiel,  and  10,000  'mighty  men  of  valour,' 
of  whom  1,000  were  craftsmen  and  smiths,  'all  of  them  strong 
and  apt  for  war.'  Further,  as  an  indemnity,  Nebuchadnezzar 
seized  all  the  gold  vessels  which  Solomon  had  made  for  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  and  all  the  treasure  which  had  been 
accumulated  in  the  king's  palace,  and  put  the  former  in  the 
temple  at  Babylon 

"Zedekiah  seems  to  have  been  a  very  different  type  of 
man  to  his  predecessor,  Jehoiachin;  instead  of  lamely  sur- 
rendering, he  put  up  a  desperate  resistance  for  18  months,  a 
great  feat  considering  how  the  city  had  been  depleted  by  at 
least  10,000  of  its  adult  male  population  only  10  years  before, 
and  the  might  and  preparedness  of  the  Babylonian  army. 

"The  horrors  of  the  siege  pass  all  description. 

"The  whole  circuit  of  the  city  walls  was  broken  down, 
often  to  the  very  foundation,  the  gates  were  destroyed,  the 
temple,  the  king's  palace,  and  all  the  houses  were  burnt  to 
the  ground,  and  the  city  was  left  in  such  a  ruinous  scene  of 
desolation  that  we  cannot  wonder  that  in  later  years  the 
Jews  hanged  their  harps  upon  the  willows  by  the  rivers  of 
Babylon,  and  wept  when  they  remembered  Zion.   (Ps.  cxxxvii). 

"Jeremiah  was  one  of  those  left  behind,  and  there  is  per- 
haps nothing  more  haunting  to  be  found  in  the  whole  of 
the  Old  Testament  than  the  lonely  prophet's  threnody  of 
grief  (Lam.  1.:  1,  2): 

"  'How  doth  the  city  sit  solitary  that  was  full  of  people! 
How  is  she  become  as  a  widow! 
She  that  was  great  among  the  nations,  and  princes  among 

the  provinces, 
How  is  she  become  tributary! 
She  weepeth  sore  in  the  night,  and  her  tears  are  on  her 

cheeks : 
Among  all  her  lovers  she  hath  none  to  comfort  her. 
Is  it  nothing  to  you,  all  ye  that  pass  by?' — Ver.  12. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  Jews  were  treated  as 
slaves. 

THE  RETURN. 

"The  scene  is  laid  in  Babylon,  50  years  after  the  close 
of  the  previous  chapter. 

"In  the  genealogy  given  in  the  Book  of  Chronicles  (1 
Chr.  3:16),  Zerubbabel  is  said  to  be  the  son  of  Pedaiah,  the 
son  of  Jeconiah,  and  was  therefore  in  the  direct  Davidic 
line. 

"In  the  book  of  Ezra  we  have  a  long  list  of  the  names  of 
the  principal  men  who  accompanied  Zerubbabel  on  the  Re- 
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turn,  the  first  being  that  of  Jeshua,  the  High  Priest,  the  son 
of  Jehozadak. 

"It  is  a  little  difficult  to  reconcile  the  three  records  in 
Ezra,  Nehemiah,  and  Esdras  as  to  the  number  that  returned, 
but  it  is  usually  reckoned  as  42,360,  besides  their  servants  and 
maids,  of  whom  there  were  7,337,  and  200  singing  men  and 
singing  women,  making  a  total  of  49,897  souls. 

"We  can  easily  imagine  how  eagerly  they  would  visit  the 
city,  wandering  through  the  streets,  the  elder  people  acting 
as  guides,  trying  to  recognize  their  former  homes  and  other 
familiar  landmarks.  But  the  temple  was,  after  all,  the  great 
centre  of  attraction,  and  shortly  after  their  arrival  Zerub- 
babel  appears  to  have  called  a  meeting  of  the  chief  men  to 
discuss  the  question  of  its  rebuilding  according  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  Cyrus. 

"Jerusalem  had  caused  considerable  jealousy  and  uneasi- 
ness among  the  Samaritan  rulers.  The  restoration  of  the 
Temple  would  doubtless  bring  with  it  the  revival  of  some  of 
the  ancient  city's  prosperity.  The  attraction  of  the  national 
shrine  would  bring  Jews  from  far  and  wide,  and  the  Samari- 
tans perceived  in  this  prospect  a  menace  to  their  own 
supremacy  in  Palestine.  Something  had  to  be  done,  and,  in 
order  to  get  a  footing  in  Jerusalem  and  learn  the  councils 
of  its  rulers,  they  came  to  Zerubbabel  and  Jeshua. 

"Haggai,  perceiving  the  change  of  feeling  in  the  people, 
turns  from  warning  to  encouragement,  and  gives  them  the 
decisive  assurance,  'I  am  with  you,'  saith  the  Lord.  Seven 
weeks  later  Haggai  brings  a  further  message:  'Be  strong, 
0  Zerubbabel,  saith  the  Lord;  and  be  strong,  0  Jeshua,  son 
of  Josedech;  and  be  strong,  all  ye  people  of  the  land,  saith 
the  Lord,  nad  work:  for  I  am  with  you,  saith  the  Lord  of 
Hosts.' 

"Under  these  favourable  conditions  work  was  carried  on 
so  rapidly  that  the  second  Temple  was  completed  in  516 
B.C.,  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Darius,  in  a  period  of 
only  4%  years  from  the  time  of  Haggai's  stimulating  mes- 
sages and  22  years  after  the  return  from  the  captivity. 

"Although  the  city  walls,  gates,  and  towers,  as  well  as 
much  of  the  city,  was  still  a  mass  of  ruins,  the  completion 
of  the  Temple  and  the  inauguration  of  the  daily  services 
thereat  really  marked  the  climax  of  the  return.  The  day  of 
the  Jews  as  a  nation  was  over,  the  foundation  of  Judaism 
as  a  religion  was  begun. 

"The  last  reference  in  Scripture  to  Zerubbabel,  Jeshua 
and  Haggai  is  at  the  time  of  the  latter's  messages  in  520 
B.C.  The  Temple  was  completed  4%  years  later,  and  although 
the  record  is  silent  on  the  point,  we  may  perhaps  fairly  as- 
sume that  all  three  men  were  present  at  its  dedication.  We 
may  at  least  hope  that  they  were  spared  to  see  the  glorious 
culmination  of  their  strenuous  labours. 
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"Except  for  a  few  high  lights,  Zerubbabel  is  a  more  or  less 
shadowy  character  in  the  pages  of  history,  but  from  what 
we  do  know  of  him  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  he  was  a 
great  organizer,  a  great  leader,  and  a  great  patriot,  a  hero 
of  whom  the  Jewish  people  may  be  justifiably  proud." 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  a  large  map  of  Babylonia 
and  the  neighbouring  countries. 

The  whole  of  the  Proceedings  of  Victoria  are 
printed  in  Royal  Craft  red  ink. 

Convocation  holden  at  Melbourne,  16th  October, 
1929. 

Grand  Chapter  responded  to  the  appeal  for  the 
Freemasons'  Hospital  and  Nursing-  Home. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  our  Henry  T. 
Smith  is  recorded  with  regret. 

The  Proceedings  then  conclude  with  the  rus  in 
urbe  spirit: — 

"The  country  Companions  were  presented  to  the  G.Z.  by 
the  G.D.C.,  and  were  cordially  welcomed.  In  doing  so  the 
First  Grand  Principal  touched  on  the  severe  drought  condi- 
tions in  the  State. 

"The  adjournment  to  the  South  was  conducive  of  good- 
fellowship,  in  which  city  and  country  Companions  mingled." 

Convocation  holden  15th  January,  1930,  John 
Byatt  representing  Canada. 

His  Excellency  Lord  Somers  was  the  only 
nominee  for  the  office  of  First  Grand  Principal,  M. 
Em.  Comp.  Lee  saying  in  his  nomination : — 

"The  office  of  First  Grand  Principal  carried  with  it  the 
compliment  and  privilege  of  submitting  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  the  name  of  his  successor.  He  therefore  had  the 
honour  this  evening  of  nominating  His  Excellency  Lord 
Somers,  our  most  distinguished  Freemason,  Governor  of  the 
State,  Grand  Master  of  all  freemasons  in  Victoria,  and  Past 
First  Grand  Principal  of  this  Supreme  Grand  Chapter.  He 
would  say  that  Lord  Somers  would  bring  prestige  to  this 
the  crowning  degree  of  our  Masonic  system,  and  we  should 
be  grateful  to  him  for  permitting  himself  to  be  selected  as 
our  leader." 

The  Queensland  Companions  were  congratulated 
upon  the  happy  consummation  of  their  efforts  to- 
wards Masonic  unity. 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis  of  Scotland,  sent  his  cordial 
greetings. 
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Convocation  holden  16th  April,  1930. 

It  is  noted  that  a  courtesy  often  omitted  in  Can- 
ada, is  always  observed  there,  namely,  written 
apologies  are  sent  by  those  members  who  cannot  at- 
tend. 

First  Grand  Principal  Lee  gave  his  valedictory 
address,  saying: — 

"We  now  number  4,823  members  all  told,  being  an  ad- 
vance of  254  for  the  year,  and  the  Balance  Sheet  to  be  read 
by  the  Grand  Treasurer  will  disclose  a  substantial  improve- 
ment. We  may  look  forward  with  hopeful  anticipation  to 
even  increased  honour  and  prestige  under  the  regime  of  my 
distinguished  successor." 

His  Excellency  Lord  Somers  was  duly  obligated, 
invested,  installed  and  proclaimed.  He  said  in  his 
brief  but  comprehensive  speech  of  acknowledge- 
ment : — 

"If  I  had  to  rely  on  the  poor  efforts  I  have  made  in  the 
Craft,  surely  not  even  the  exalted  position  I  hold  in  the  State 
would  have  justified  you  in  placing  me  where  I  now  am.  I 
am  happily  forced  to  the  opinion  that  you  take  into  account 
the  many  varied  activities  with  which  I  am  associated." 

R.  Em.  Comp.  C.  T.  Martin  was  proclaimed  Pro 
First  Grand  Principal. 

Joseph  W.  Hickson,  a  popular  and  veteran  Mason, 
represents  Victoria  with  us. 

The  final  page  is  In  Memoriam  and  is  printed  in 
royal  purple  with  this  verse: — 

"Their  bodies  at  rest,  their  souls  with  God, 
Their  memories  in  our  hearts." 

VIRGINIA 

A.  W.  Obenshain,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

James  M.  Clift,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  Convoca- 
tion convened  in  Richmond,  October  22nd,  1929,  with 
fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  adding  their  bene- 
diction to  the  Proceedings. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  answer 
roll  call. 

The  G.H.P.  properly  limited  his  dispensations 
saying : — 
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"No  dispensation  has  been  granted  which  would  set  aside 
any  section  of  the  Digest." 

He  gives  a  fine  eulogy  to  the  sincerity  and  the 
generosity  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  who  give  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  labour 
to  this  noble  work. 

He  says  that  the  George  Washington  Memorial 
may  be  completed  and  dedicated  in  1932,  the  two 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  George  Wash- 
ington. 

Membership,  17,634.    Net  loss,  256. 

The  Committee  who  administer  the  Hubard  Me- 
morial Loan  Fund  make  this  recommendation : — 

"In  consideration  of  the  action  of  the  Educational  Com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Virginia,  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Chapter  take  appro- 
priate action  on  the  joint  proposal  formulated  for  submission 
to  the  three  Grand  bodies  with  a  view  to  providing  for  the 
higher  education  of  the  children  of  the  Masonic  Home  of 
Virginia." 

S.  Tate  Sterrett  was  elected  G.H.P. 
The  large  Committee  on  the  address  of  the  G.H.P. 
commended  conservatism  thus : — 

"The  Digest  being  the  statutory  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
action  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  who,  by  virtue  of  his  office 
is  the  Grand  Chapter  in  vacation,  should  only  be  departed 
from  in  extreme  emergency,  and  always  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  such  action  is  subject  to  final  disposition  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  at  its  next  Convocation." 

The  Grand  Council  of  Anointed  High  Priests 
transacted  much  business. 

Canada  is  represented  by  A.  L.  Mattern  of  Rich- 
mond, and  Dr.  W.  J.  McCollum  of  Toronto,  repre- 
sents Virginia. 

A  roster  of  members  of  all  Chapters  fills  many 
pages. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  for  the  third 
time  ably  submitted  by  E.  Fenno  Heath,  P.G.H.P., 
who  concludes  his  introduction  in  these  words : — 

"Virginia's  Grand  Representatives  near  other  Jurisdictions 
were  absent  from  28  Grand  Chapters  it  being  the  third  con- 
secutive year  of  absence  for  many.  If  this  honour  means 
nothing  to  an  appointee  he  should  be  dropped  and  a  live  Com- 
panion substituted. 
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"We  are  distressed  at  the  almost  universal  criticism  of 
Virginia's  Proceedings,  relative  to  the  excessive  number  of 
pages  for  the  small  amount  of  business  transacted;  the  roster 
of  about  260  pages  being  the  particular  target." 

We  read  in  his  review  of  Alabama : — 

"The  second  decision,  disapproved,  held  that  an  elected 
candidate  who  fails  to  present  himself  for  the  degrees  is  not 
entitled  to  a  refund  of  fee.  While  perhaps  not  legally  en- 
titled to  such  refund  we  think  it  best  to  return  the  fee  in  all 
such  cases;  there  is  then  no  opportunity  for  profane  tongues 
to  give  utterance  to  words  derogatory  to  our  beloved  Rite, 
and  we  applaud  the  action  of  the  committee  and  Grand 
Chapter." 

Under  Arizona  this  brief  and  suggestive  sen- 
tence : — 

"Why  not  teach  the  ritual  mouth  to  ear,  the  only  satisfac- 
tory way?" 

Of  the  many  uses  of  Officers  of  Chapters  this  is 
emphasized  under  British  Columbia: — 

"In  this  Grand  Chapter  there  are  eight  elective  officers 
and  twenty-two  appointive,  a  total  of  thirty,  which  large  num- 
ber is,  perhaps,  the  key  to  the  success  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
for  it  is  a  well  known  fact  the  greater  the  number  of  Com- 
panions who  are  given  something  to  do,  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry  is  increased  in  corresponding  ratio." 

We  make  these  quotations  from  his  suggestive 
review  of  Canada: — 

"Seven  thriving  Grand  Chapters  are  exemplifying  and 
teaching  the  principles  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  vast 
territory  formerly  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  'Canada.' 

"Masonry  has  too  many  appendages  already.  We  should 
lop  off  some  of  them  rather  than  make  additions. 

"After  Grand  Chapter  dinner,  at  which  were  seated  425 
Companions,  a  clergyman  (not  a  Companion  we  understand) 
of  the  city  of  London  (Ontario),  delivered  an  excellent  twenty- 
minute  address  on  the  'Brotherhood  of  Man.' 

"A  Chapter  suffering  from  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  is  a 
handicap  to  the  spirit  of  the  Rite,  and  Grand  Chapter  should 
fix  minimum  dues  which  should  be  sufficient  to  finance  the 
activities  of  its  constituent  Chapters. 

"Companion  Ponton  presents  a  charming  Review.  Of  the 
Reviews  that  come  to  our  table  this  year  few  indeed  measure 
up  to  the  elaborate  production  of  Companion  Ponton." 

Colorado  and  the  burden  bearers  furnish  this 
thought : — 

"We  are  in  sympathy  with  the  Grand  Lecturer's  reference 
to  'wheel  horses'  and  quote  accordingly: 
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"As  a  rule,  when  a  Chapter  has  but  little  work  to  do,  this 
is  done  by  one  or  two  of  the  past  officers,  who  are  affection- 
ately known  by  their  Companions  as  'wheel  horses'  and  who 
are  inconsiderately  kept  in  the  harness  for  years.  It  does  not 
seem  to  occur  to  the  regular  officers  that  these  so-called 
'wheel  horses'  might  enjoy  being  unhitched  and  allowed  to 
run  in  the  pasture." 

The  Committee  of    the  whole    method  is    thus 
supported : — 

"M.  Ex.  Woodward  covertly  pokes  a  little  fun  at  our 
method  of  handling  business  by  resolving  ourselves  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  This  is  an  old  landmark  Companion, 
having  been  adopted,  at  the  forming  of  Grand  Chapter,  from 
Virginia's  early  Grand  Lodge  usage;  it  allows  a  free  and 
easy  discussion  of  matters  presented  and  has  been  so  satis- 
factory in  practice  the  writer  has  never  heard  any  suggestion 
that  a  change  be  made.  The  old  things  in  Masonry  are  those 
we  revere  and  love,  and  the  modern  tendency  to  cast  them  into 
the  discard,  in  our  opinion  bodes  no  good  to  the  Craft." 

All  is  not  smooth  in  Florida: — 

"In  the  opening  of  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest 
states  losses  were  due  mostly  to  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  and  that,  to  a  great  extent,  was  due  to  the  negligence 
of  secretaries.  We  have  no  sympathy  for  the  negligent 
secretary.     Put  him  out! 

"If  visits  are  worth  while,  and  we  think  they  are,  a 
record  of  them  should  appear  in  the  Proceedings,  is  our  old- 
fashioned  belief." 

This  under  the  Georgia  review : — 

"A  Chapter  of  less  than  fifty  members  is  almost  invariably 
a  'weak  sister,'  and  for  the  good  of  Capitular  Masonry  in 
general  we  should  be  glad  to  see  Georgia  take  action  along 
the  line  of  consolidation,  which,  in  these  days  of  good  roads 
and  automobiles,  means  one  flourishing  Chapter,  where  two 
or  even  three  barely  existed  in  former  days. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  among  Grand  Chapters  to 
adopt  pamphlets  covering  the  York  Rite  for  distribution 
among  Master  Masons  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  interested 
and  Georgia  falls  into  line  this  year  with  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  directing  the  preparation  of  a  suitable  pamphlet 
accordingly.  We  believe  this  tendency  to  be  a  necessity  of 
the  times." 

He  has  hopes  of  a  democratic  New  Zealand : — 

"We  hope  in  the  not  far  distant  future  to  read  that  New 
Zealand  has  become  democratic  enough  to  abrogate  the 
present  law  and  recognize  ability  wherever  found;  it  is  un- 
just to  forbid  members,  who  have  not  been  Masters  of 
Lodges,  the  privilege  of  being  elected  the  Capitular  head  of 
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his  Chapter  unless  he  is  willing  to  be  humiliated  by  a  re- 
quest that  special  dispensation  be  granted  for  the  purpose." 

Of  the  evils  of  incorporation  under  Rhode  Island, 
which  is  getting  rid  of  this  commercial  aspect,  he 
says : — 

"By  design  two  Chapters  which  had  been  incorporated 
failed  to  file  a  corporation  return  with  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  the  corporations  will  be  automatically  dissolved,  in  due 
course,  for  such  failure. 

"It  seems  strange  to  us  that  Grand  Chapter  ever  allowed 
Chapters  to  incorporate,  and  we  are  glad  to  note  the  de- 
termined effort  of  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  to 
secure  the  abrogation  of  such  incorporations." 

WASHINGTON 

Robert  Edgar  Sullivan,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

Wesley  C.  Stone,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Forty-sixth  Annual  was  held  at  Seattle,  May 
12th,  1930. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  Oregon  and  British 
Columbia  were  escorted  to  seats  in  the  East,  where 
in  graceful  words  each  expressed  his  pleasure. 

Eighteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  testified  to  the 
loyalty,  fidelity  and  efficiency  of  the  venerable 
veterans. 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  Robert  L.  Mc- 
Croskey. 

Seattle's  address  of  welcome  contained  these 
satisfying  paragraphs : — 

"Masonic  historians  unite  in  commending  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree  as  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  in  its  symbolic  teachings 
of  any  degree  in  the  crafts.  Its  ritualism  is  impressive,  its 
literary  quality  charming  and  its  lessons  inspiring  to  a  de- 
gree that  has  commanded  the  affection  and  admiration  of 
Masons  the  world  around. 

"Seattle  as  a  city  is  always  proud  of  the  privilege  of  ex- 
tending the  hand  of  hospitality  to  her  friends  and  neighbours, 
not  only  because  she  feels  friendly  but  she  also  has  a  feeling 
of  pride  in  which  she  thinks  herself  justified.  She  is  proud 
of  her  growth  and  of  her  people;  she  is  proud  of  her  beauti- 
ful homes  and  of  her  streets  and  avenues  bordered  by  beauti- 
ful lawns  and  stately  trees;  she  is  proud  of  her  scenic  beauty 
with  an  horizon  girdled  by  snow-capped  mountains  and  ever- 
green forests;  she  is  proud  of  her  jeweled  lakes  mirroring  as 
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they  do  her  lovely  parks  that  adorn  her  hills;  she  is  proud  of 
her  winding  boulevards  that  thread  their  way  around  head- 
lands and  shore." 

The  Roll  of  Honour  of  the  Companions  who  as 
Grand  High  Priests  have  passed  to  the  spirit  land 
was  read,  as  is  the  honoured  custom,  by  the  G.H.P., 
the  Grand  Secretary  answering  for  each  with  date 
of  death. 

The  introductory  paragraphs  of  the  address  of 
the  G.H.P.  are  encouraging : — 

"The  donors  have  made  me  feel  that  it  is  more  pleasant 
for  them  to  give  than  to  receive,  to  the  extent  that  there  has 
never  been  any  hesitancy  on  my  part  in  calling  upon  them 
for  service. 

"Bonds  such  as  ours  cannot  be  forged  through  mere 
strength  of  numbers,  nor  by  intellectual  ability  alone.  To 
these  must  be  joined  a  determination  to  act  upon  the  square 
and  with  a  spirit  of  fraternal  tolerance  and  benevolence  which 
embraces  the  brotherhood  of  man." 

He  sets  out  in  full  the  duties  of  four  Committees 
on  attendances  and  delinquents,  ritualistic  work, 
petitions  and  social. 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  that  should 
be  observed  in  every  Grand  Jurisdiction: — 

"I  recommend  that  when  a  Grand  Officer  is  in  attendance 
at  a  Chapter  meeting  he  wear  his  official  collar  and  apron 
inasmuch  as  he  is  a  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

Number  of  Chapters,  53.  Membership,  9,222. 
Net  loss,  139. 

The  Grand  Secretary  covers  the  troublesome  sub- 
ject of  outstanding  Rituals  fully: — 

"This  is  what  must  be  understood:  Every  ritual  held  by 
any  Companion  in  the  Jurisdiction  is  the  property  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  no  matter  who  holds  it  or  who  paid  for  it; 
although  each,  ritual  was  paid  for  when  issued,  it  is  regarded 
by  the  Grand  Chapter  as  loaned  to  the  Chapter  or  the  in- 
dividual to  whom  it  was  issued.  In  the  case  of  loss  it  must 
be  paid  for  in  the  sum  of  $10.00,  which  amount  must  be  re- 
mitted to  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

"All  rituals  leaving  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  must 
be  receipted  for  by  the  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter  in  which 
it  is  used,  whether  it  is  for  the  use  of  an  officer  or  of  a 
Past  High  Priest." 

The  Chairman  on  Booklets  reawakens  lagging  in- 
terests : — 
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"Let  us  awake  from  the  lethargy  that  seems  to  have  over- 
come some  of  us  in  regard  to  spreading  Masonic  information 
thereby  bringing  to  our  ranks  those  who  are  waiting  or  falter- 
ing for  lack  of  encouragement." 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  present  a  brief  re- 
port:— 

"Job  says:  'All  the  days  of  my  appointed  time  will  wait 
till  my  change  comes.' 

"A  future  life  is  suggested.  For  if  there  be  a  future 
judgment  there  must  be  a  future  life.  'Man  became  a  living 
soul.'    Nature  never  gravitates  to  nothing." 

This  from  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  who 
think  that  the  Ritual  of  another  Grand  Jurisdiction 
should  not  be  used  within  Washington: — 

"Your  committee  believes  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  that  some  measures  be  devised  whereby  an 
inter-jurisdictional  exchange  of  visits  may  be  accomplished 
without  violating  any  existing  law  of  this  Grand  Chapter." 

Grand  Orator  Picknell  delivered  an  extemporane- 
ous address  without  notes.  He  must  be  a  great  asset 
to  Grand  Chapter.  His  quality  and  style  may  be 
g-athered  from  the  following: — 

"Whether  this  symbol  was  a  king  in  gorgeous  array,  a 
temple  inlaid  with  gold,  the  richness  and  beauty  of  which 
would  inspire  the'  mind,  or  whether  it  was  a  graven  image, 
there  was  always  that  longing  for  something  to  elevate  and 
uplift  the  soul  through  the  contemplation  of  something 
greater  than  the  individual  himself  could  express. 

"A  lodge  is  a  place  of  retreat  from  the  busy  cares  of  the 
world,  where  men  may  meet  and  through  ceremonial  and 
ritual  contemplate  such  ideals. 

"Personally,  I  haven't  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  the 
happiness  and  peace  of  all  in  the  life  that  never  ends,  is  bound 
to  depend,  in  no  small  measure,  on  what  they  have  done  with 
their  opportunities  while  here  on  earth. 

"If  Masonry  is  to  have  any  particular  permanent  value  in 
the  world,  it  must  not  simply  be  an  organization  to  belong  to; 
something  to  talk  about;  something  to  provide  an  interesting 
field  for  philosophical  speculation.  Instead  it  must  be  a 
dynamic  power,  working  not  alone  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Craft,  but  for  the  uplift  of  humanity  as  well. 

"Masonry  will  prevail,  only  to  the  extent  that  we  put  on 
the  armour  with  which  it  equips  us  and  go  forth,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  put  its  high  teachings  to  work  in  every- 
day life." 

Fred.  Matthies  was  elected  G.H.P. 
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Sidney  S.  Forbes  of  Hamilton,  represents  Wash- 
ington. 

A  touch  on  too  early  rising  and  the  worm  that 
turns  is  given  under  this  resolution  passed  at  the 
Convention  of  the  High  Priests : — 

"Eight  a.m.  is  pretty  early  for  a  lot  of  old  fellows  to 
get  out,  eat  breakfast  and  repair  to  the  Temple.  It  may  be 
O.K.  for  the  new  members,  but  not  for  some  of  the  rest  of 
us." 

Wesley  C.  Stone,  Grand  Secretary,  presents  a 
searching  review  in  narrative  form  with  few  quota- 
tions. In  his  Foreword  he  says  that  more  than  forty 
Jurisdictions  have  reported  net  losses  in  member- 
ship, that  the  losses  come  chiefly  from  three  condi- 
tions : — 

"(a)  Those  unable  to  pay  dues,  (b)  Those  able  to  pay 
but  who  have  lost  interest  in  the  work.  (c)  Those  who 
carelessly  let  their  dues  accumulate  and  are  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues  (in  many  cases  the  fault  of  careless 
secretaroes  who  are  not  persistent  in  sending  notices)." 

He  has  a  crumb  of  comfort  left,  however : — 

"On  the  whole  we  have  the  feeling  that  the  'worth  while' 
members  are  holding  their  membership  and  while  hard  times 
may  keep  some  who  would  be  glad  to  take  the  degrees  from 
doing  so  at  present,  we  have  no  reason  for  discouragement." 

He  as  so  many  other  Reviewers  do,  appreciates 
the  friendly  attitude  of  British  Columbia  towards  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  held  in  Tacoma. 

He  approves  of  this  under  California: — 

"If  Grand  High  Priests  in  their  addresses  would  give  less 
attention  to  oratory  and  more  attention  to  suggesting  means 
of  checking  these  losses,  the  Craft  would  be  better  served, 
and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  would  be  making  progress." 

Canada's  meeting  at  Kingston  is  fully  reviewed, 
including  the  interesting  facts  in  history  furnished 
by  the  Grand  Z.  He  speaks  also  of  his  many 
activities  and  of  the  attendance  of  R.A.M.'s  at  Divine 
service.  With  regard  to  our  new  Chapter  at  Windsor 
he  says : — 

"A  new  Chapter  was  instituted  at  Windsor,  with  the 
biblical  name,  Thomas  Peters,  as  its  cognomen." 

As  to  low  dues  he  agrees  with  our  policy  :— 

"He  believes  as  do  we,  that  the  Chapter  should  not  depend 
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on  exaltation  fees  to  carry  the  overhead  expense;  dues  should 
take  care  of  this  cost." 

He  is  kind  enough  to  say  of  our  Review : — 

"The  Review  of  Proceedings  of  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions 
is  submitted  by  William  N.  Ponton. 

"This  Review,  including  a  Foreword  and  an  Afterword, 
covers  245  pages  in  the  printed  Proceedings,  and  not  a  page 
too  much  for  all  he  has  written  is  of  deep  interest." 

A  suggestive  matter  is  thus  touched  on  under 
Connecticut : — 

"He  believes  that  the  method  of  inspecting  Chapters  by  a 
constantly  changing  corps  of  officers  borders  on  absurdity. 
Either  have  proficient  inspecting  officers  or  abandon  all  ideas 
of  standardizing  the  work." 

We  read  in  his  Georgia  review : — 

"In  commenting  on  delinquent  Chapters  he  says,  'Un- 
fortunately we  have  too  many  Chapters  thus  designated,  and 
to  my  mind  the  cause  is  too  often  due  to  the  following:  ninety 
per  cent,  on  account  of  inefficient  secretaries,  and  ten  per 
cent,  to  the  inactivity  of  the  High  Priest — 'as  goes  the  secre- 
tary and  the  High  Priest,  so  goes  the  Chapter.'  Another 
factor  in  this  matter  is  the  too  evident  ritual  in  the  open 
Chapter.  Too  many  of  us  are  poor  readers.  He  regrets  the 
'rough  play'  still  employed  in  conferring  degrees,  and  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  another  branch  of  Masons  furnishes 
a  playground  where  this  is  desired. 

He  is  a  man  of  action  and  wants  action,  as  does 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Saskatchewan: — 

"The  Grand  Scribe  E.  chides  the  scribes  who  are  slow  in 
remitting  annual  dues,  and  who  assign  as  reasons,  'Had  to 
wait  to  get  the  First  Principal's  signature,'  or  'Treasurer  out 
of  town.'  He  says,  'If  the  Principal  happens  to  be  away,  get 
a  Past  Principal  to  sign  the  report;  if  the  Treasurer  is  away, 
send  in  your  own  check.'    He  seems  to  be  a  live  official." 

Of  the  business  aspect  of  the  Homes  of  Texas  he 
says : — 

"The  report  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons,  discloses 
some  interesting  figures.  Among  them  the  statement  that 
the  per  capita  tax  for  maintenance  was  only  seventy-eight 
cents  a  day,  which  includes  hospitalization." 

WEST  VIRGINIA 

William  Turner  Morris,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

George  M.  Ford,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
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Clarksburg,  7th  October,  1929,  with  ten  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  inspiring  their  younger  Companions. 

Canada's  Grand  "Representative  was  not  present. 

In  the  response  by  the  Grand  Representatives  we 
read : — 

"I  think  it  is  not  a  mere  matter  of  form  that  we  arise 
here — there  is  some  substance  in  it.  It  is  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings which  are  the  forerunners  of  such  international  ex- 
changes that  are  now  being  carried  on  between  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Premier  of  Great  Britain." 

And  the  same  idea  is  expressed  in  the  address  of 
theG.H.P.:— 

"They  are  thrice  welcome  and  we  are  most  grateful  for 
their  presence,  as  it  is  an  evidence  of  fraternal  regard  which 
we  are  happy  to  reciprocate,  for,  with  our  Grand  Jurisdictions 
in  closer  fraternal  relationship,  can  we  not  accomplish  greater 
good  for  Capitular  Masonry." 

In  speaking  of  the  Condition  of  the  Craft  he 
says : — 

"We  are  living  in  a  new  era  of  thought.  Time  was,  and 
not  so  long  ago,  when  our  thoughts,  beliefs  and  actions,  our 
whole  lives,  were  influenced  by  our  environment.  Our  creeds 
were  made  for  us  and  we  accepted  them  without  question, 
in  most  instances,  because  we  had  faith  in  those  who  led  us, 
but  that  time  has  passed  apparently,  and  we  are  living  in  an 
age  that  demands  the  why  and  wherefore. 

"Too,  a  few  years  ago  was  the  age  of  individualism  but 
to-day  we  have  the  so-called  machine  age,  and  the  individual 
is  but  a  cog  in  a  great  organization,  and  the  slogan  of  the 
world  is  efficiency. 

"It  is  my  belief  that  to  solve  this  problem  we  should  have 
better  organization,  and  that  we  must  recognize  that  condi- 
tions have  changed,  and  that  Capitular  Masonry  must  keep 
abreast  of  the  times  if  it  is  to  grow  and  prosper.  I  do 
strongly  recommend  that  some  effort  be  made  to  awaken 
Capitular  Masonry  to  its  great  possibilities,  and  to  organize 
its  efforts  instead  of  wasting  its  energies  in  half-hearted  and 
misdirected  activities." 

$805  was  contributed  to  the  Alabama  flood  suf- 
f er ers . 

Membership,  11,938.    Net  loss,  166. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  G.  M.  Ford  suggested  that 
the  roster  of  members  be  included  each  fifth  year.  It 
has  been  repeated  in  the  current  volume.  He  made 
also  this  other  practical  suggestion: — 
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"That  instead  of  presenting-  an  apron  to  the  Grand  High 
Priest  when  retiring*  that  it  be  given  when  installed." 

Grand  Lecturer  Lester  appears  to  be  the  right 
man  in  the  right  place,  closing  his  report  as  fol- 
lows : — 

"May  we  strive  to  confer  the  degrees  in  the  Chapter  so 
each  newly  exalted  Companion  will  want  to  come  again  and 
take  part,  thus  rendering  ourselves  truly  acceptable  to  others; 
that  we  spend  our  time,  energy  and  strength  doing  good  and 
rendering  service  to  others  that  the  Principles  of  Masonry 
by  our  practice  may  add  lustre  to  our  institution,  and  that 
by  the  influence  of  a  pleasant  smile,  a  friendly  grasp  of  the 
hand,  a  word  of  welcome  and  of  good-cheer  we  may  have  it 
said  we  have  been  of  some  service  and  help  to  our  fellow 
man." 

From  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Conover's  address  we  take 
these  extracts  which  shed  some  light  on  the  Cryptic 
Degrees : — 

"The  situation  in  West  Virginia  is  a  little  unique  in  that 
you  are  the  only  Grand  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  which  confers  the  Council  Degrees 
sandwiched  in  with  the  other  degrees.  History  tells  us  that 
it  was  by  special  permission  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
doing  it  when  you  were  permitted  to  come  in.  I  understand 
that  your  good  ritual  came  from  the  mother  Grand  Chapter 
of  Virginia,  and  it  was  very  .natural  that  you  desire  to  con- 
tinue it." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Kunzig  of  Pennsylvania,  made  one 
of  his  characteristic  addresses,  mingling  humour  and 
admonition.    He  never  repeats  himself.    He  said: — 

"Holy  writ,  Companions,  speaks  of  old  men  for  their 
wisdom  and  young  men  for  their  strength.  Yet  all  the  ardour 
of  youth,  conscious  of  its  strength  and  without  presumption 
of  the  wisdom  of  age,  I  bring  you  greetings.  You  know,  Com- 
panions, it  is  a  great  delight  to  be  the  bearer  of  good  tidings. 
It  is  also  a  good  thing  to  know  just  where  you  are  headed  in — 
in  other  words,  where  you  are  going.  The  other  day  a  little 
boy  on  the  street  of  Philadelphia  accosted  a  good  lady  and 
asked  her  for  20  cents.  She  asked,  'Why  twenty?'  He  said: 
I  want  to  go  to  my  people.'  Her  charitable  nature  challenged, 
she  took  from  her  handbag  a  quarter,  and  said,  'Here,  my 
lad,  is  25  cents.  Now,  will  you  tell  me  where  your  people 
are?'  'Yes,'  said  the  lad,  'they  are  across  the  street  in  the 
movies.'  He  knew  where  he  was  going.  He  used  the  art 
of  youth.  We  also  know  where  we  are  going  when  we  ac- 
cepted your  invitation  to  enjoy  your  hospitality  in  this 
beautiful  city  of  Clarksburg,  so  rich  in  its  settings,  noted  for 
its  famous  men. 
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"It  is  true  and  natural  that  a  real  Capitular  Mason  with 
all  his  physi'cal  and  mental  powers,  by  following  the  teachings 
of  Capitular  Masonry,  may  be  enabled  to  use  the  expression 
of  Lincoln,  who  said,  'Die  when  I  may,  I  want  it  said  of  me 
by  those  who  knew  me  best  that  I  always  plucked  a  thistle  and 
planted  a  flower  where  I  thought  a  flower  would  grow.' 

"All  Masonry  is  an  inheritance.  It  is  none  the  less  true 
that  to  be  effective  it  must  be  practiced.  In  the  rush  of  life 
and  on  the  demand  of  fairness  on  all  sides,  we  cannot  fail  to 
appreciate  that  Capitular  Masonry  has  a  wonderful  influence, 
and  deserves  its  place  in  our  midst.  What  was  true  a  genera- 
tion ago,  when  Carlisle  wrote  to  a  good  friend:  'The  race  of 
life  has  become  intense;  the  runners  were  trailing  on  each 
others'  heels;  woe  to  him  who  stops  to  tie  shoe  laces,'  is  more 
true  to-day  if  Capitular  Masonry  is  to  be  effective  in  the 
lives  of  men,  that  we  must  practice  its  teachings.  Merely 
to  know  it,  is  pretending  the  same  action  as  that  of  an  old 
mule  harnessed  to  a  sorghum  press,  who  had  travelled  all 
his  life  around  and  around,  had  travelled  ninety  thousand 
miles  in  a  circle  without  getting  anywhere." 

Lawrence  G.  Kincheloe  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Comp.  Cliff  of  Virginia  said : — 

"As  the  years  come  and  go,  when  he  looks  at  the  gold  that 
is  represented  there  may  he  think  of  the  golden  thoughts 
and  recollections  and  call  to  mind  the  golden  memories  that 
he  bears  in  the  esteem  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
West  Virginia." 

The  Necrology  Committee  reported : — 

"Under  the  inscrutable  system  of  Nature,  all  life  has  an 
ending." 

"And  we  can  say  of  those  Companions: 
"  'They  stood  plumb  on  the  level  by  the  rule  of  the  square. 
They   rest  in  peace  under  the   Star  of  Faith. 
The    Light    Perpetual    of  the    Sanctuary    shines    upon 
them.'  " 

The  new  G.H.P.  spoke  and  thus  philosophises : — 

"When  we  think  that  the  Mother  Country  has  been  at  war 
a  great  deal  of  the  time  for  one  hundred  years,  the  conditions 
are  not  unusual  with  England;  but  war  in  the  United  States 
brings  forward  those  problems  which  we  have  to  confront 
and  you,  each  and  every  one,  know  that  impairs  all  society, 
and  it  takes  time  to  get  over  it.  I  believe  we  reached  the 
end  of  the  downward  slope,  and  will  again  go  forward." 

The  Secretaries'  Association  held  a  business  meet- 
ing from  which  good  results  are  expected. 

Alexander  Cowan  of  Barrie,  represents  West 
Virginia.   Fred.  C.  Steinbicker  represents  Canada. 
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Grand  Secretary  Ford  presents  his  eighth  Report 
and  as  usual  it  is  really  worth  while,  as  our  readers 
will  see  by  reading  these  extracts  from  his  introduc- 
tion : — 

"The  reviewing  of  the  past  year  has  not  brought  joy, 
rather  sadness.  In  spite  of  the  prophecy  that  the  losses  had 
reached  the  peak,  and  the  tide  would  turn — well,  if  the  tide 
turned,  it  must  have  been  on  a  turn-table  and  forgot  to  stop 
at  the  proper  place,  as  of  the  figures  of  the  forty-nine  Pro- 
ceedings of  American  Grand  Chapters  reviewed,  twelve  show 
a  gain  of  1,641  and  thirty-seven  show  a  loss  of  10,839,  a  net 
loss  of  9,198.  The  most  optimistic  will  not  attempt  to 
'laugh  this  off'. 

"Some  plausible  reasons  have  been  given,  but  the  one  that 
has  been  voiced  often,  'is  sloughing  off  of  undesirable  mem- 
bers admitted  during  the  war  period,'  is  farthest  from  the 
truth  and  we  do  not  believe  should  be  considered  seriously.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  members  lost  are  among  our  best 
citizens,  and  this  inclines  us  to  think  that  we  are  at  fault. 

"Capitular  Masonry  has  not  changed,  its  teaching  and 
ritualistic  work  have  the  same  uplifting  beauty. 

"Have  we  changed  ?    We  are  not  so  sure  that  we  have  not. 

"Do  we  still  have  the  fraternal  regard  for  a  Brother? 

"De  we  consider  his  welfare  as  our  own? 

"When  he  is  in  difficulty,  sorrow  or  distress,  do  we  go  to 
his  assistance?" 

"Are  we  making  our  meetings  interesting  and  attractive  ? 

"There  are  many  attractions  on  the  outside  which  invite 
the  Companions,  and  we  cannot  hope  to  have  a  large  attend- 
ance at  our  meetings  unless  we  offer  something  appealing  to 
our  members.  The  rendering  of  the  ritual  by  the  same  officers, 
be  it  ever  so  perfect,  will  not  be  sufficient.  Other  ideas  must 
be  introduced  and  varied  to  attract.  Old  methods — yea,  at 
the  risk  of  offending  some  of  our  good  Companions.  We  will 
add,  many  of  the  old  land-marks  shrouded  be  relegated  to  the 
rubbish  heap  and  adopt  newer  methods.  We  presume  some 
of  our  readers  will  censure  us  for  expressing  the  above,  but 
will  at  least  give  us  credit  for  frankness." 

In  his  review  of  Alberta  he  comments : — 

"There  should  be  some  legislation  to  curb  or  discontinue 
the  using  of  Capitular  Masonry  merely  as  a  stepping  stone  to 
something  else  and  that  alone.     This  is  always  detrimental. 

"Refers  to  Loyalty  as  being  one  of  the  most  important 
things  for  Masons  to  practice.  Loyalty  to  all  things  that 
are  good,  the  home,  the  state,  the  country  and  to  those  things 
that  are  taught  in  Masonry." 

Under  Alabama  he  speaks  of.  the  universal 
trouble : — 
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"The  arch  enemy  of  our  Craft,  suspended  N.P.D.  was 
present  'with  both  feet.'  " 

British  Columbia  gives  him  food  for  thought: — 

"Do  not  part  with  an  old  friend  and  Companion  for  the 
sake  of  a  few  dollars.    Remit  the  arrears  if  it  will  help  him. 

"Fine!  and  we  feel  confident  were  this  policy  pursued  the 
suspensions  would  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

"That  any  Companion  who  demits  from  his  lodge,  shall 
lose  his  Chapter  membership. 

"As  this  law  is  generally  adopted  by  Grand  Chapters  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Companions  of  British  Columbia  will  come  into 
the  fold." 

Canada  is  reviewed  at  length  and  with  friendly 
touch.  He  says  tha  t  as  usual,  we  send  out  a  well 
gotten  out  "Proceedings"  with  a  fine  portrait.  He 
analyzes  Grand  Z.  Edwin  Smith's  address  and  thus 
approves  of  a  part  of  it : — 

"The  whole  system  is  wrong,  the  dues  should  provide 
funds  for  maintenance  and  operating  expenses  and  the  fees 
place  in  the  capital  account  to  build  up  a  reserve  fund  for 
equipment,  benevolence  and  other  emergent  calls  upon  our 
finances. 

"The  above  'Hits  the  nail  on  the  head,'  but  how  many 
Chapters  consider  it  in  this  light?" 

Also  under  his  paragraphs  as  to  "selection  of 
officers"  he  gives  emphatic  commendation: — 

"The  future  well  being  of  the  fraternity,  regardless  of 
personality,  should  be  placed  only  in  the  hands  of  those  who 
have  proven  their  capability  as  leaders  of  men  and  moulders 
of  thoughtful  ideas." 

He  calls  the  report  on  the  Condition  of  Masonry 
painstaking  and  snowing  careful  consideration.  He 
is  kind  enough  to  say  this  with  regard  to  our  Re- 
view and  we  appreciate  his  encouragement: — 

"Foreign  Correspoudent  Ponton,  both  in  his  'Foreword' 
and  'Afterword'  gives  us  something  original." 

Georgia  is  full  of  interest: — 

"Are  we,  as  Chapter  Masons,  really  trying  to  hold  the 
interest  of  our  members  and  offering  any  inducement  to 
secure  new  members?  Emphatically,  no!  You  must  create 
interest  to  get  the  attendance.  Do  as  the  successful  business 
man  does,  advertise  your  wares,  utilizing  the  only  means 
afforded  you  to  use." 
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This  from  the  England  and  Wales  Review : — 
"These  Proceedings  consist  of  generally,  about  fifteen  to 
eighteen  pages.  Six  pages  taken  up  with  the  names  of  the 
officers.  Very  little  is  given  of  interest  to  the  Craft  in  general, 
but  one  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  that  true  Masonic  and 
Christian  spirit  displayed  in  the  dispensing  of  charity.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  sum  of  £4,709  was  distributed,  or  close  to 
$25,000.00.  An  example  that  might  be  heeded  by  our 
American  Grand  Bodies." 

West  Virginia  has  actually  tried  the  suggestion 
of  Michigan  and  the  result  is  encouraging.  We  there- 
fore copy  these  practical  paragraphs  from  the 
Michigan  Review: — 

"Let's  take  this  responsibility  from  the  shoulders  of  the 
Secretary,  where  it  admittedly  has  rested  for  lo,  these  many 
long  years,  and  as  a  starting  point,  in  order  that  the  whole 
of  every  Chapter  may  have  a  share  therein,  see  to  it  that  a 
committee  on  dues  becomes  a  reality. 

"Mighty  good,  Harry;  the  same  is  suggested  by  a  num- 
ber of  Grand  High  Priests  in  their  addresses  and  by  Foreign 
Correspondents. 

"The  writer  can  say  for  this  plan  that  it  has  proven  highly 
successful  in  his  home  Chapter,  where  about  90%  of  de- 
linquents are  'put  straight'  by  the  committee,  and  had  NO 
suspensions  last  year.  This  same  committee  goes  farther, 
however.  We  have  four  lodges  in  our  city.  The  committee 
consists  of  twelve  members,  three  from  each  Lodge.  They 
select  the  names  of  Brother  Masons  and  solicit  petitions  for 
the  Chapter,  believing  it  proper  to  afford  these  Brothers 
more  light." 

Scotland's  banquet  attracted  him,  as  it  does  every 
reader : — 

"The  Earl  of  Cassillis  was  re-elected  First  Grand  Principal 
'unanimously  and  enthusiastically.'  Why  not?  As  a  man,  a 
Mason  and  the  head  of  Capitular  Masons  of  Scotland,  there 
could  not  be  better. 

"While  lauding  the  Imperial  Forces,  complaining  of  the 
lack  of  funds  to  properly  carry  on  and  build  up  its  various 
branches,  says: 

"  'One  can  only  trust  and  pray  that  we  do  have  years  of 
peace,  which  I  feel  assured  are  in  front  of  us.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  nation  or  any  community  of  people  can  want  that 
awful  squalor  and  horrors  of  1914  to  1918  to  be  repeated.  It 
is  not  the  will  of  the  world  to  fight,  but  one  can  never  tell.' 

"It  is  just  as  our  Companion  stated,  "One  can  never  tell.'  " 
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.  And  again  under  the  1929  Review  we  read: — 

"In  responding'  to  the  toast  'The  Imperial  Forces',  the 
speaker,  M.E.  Companion  Colonel  Buchanan-Dunlap,  recalled 
an  incident  happening  in  1900  at  a  time  that  500  of  his 
division  were  captured  and  taken  to  Pretoria. 

"Our  enemies  were  very  good  in  giving  every  facility  to 
receive  and  answer  letters,  travelled  in  open  cattle  cars  under 
a  blazing  sun,  but  when  they  got  to  any  station,  there  was 
always  fouled  a  band  of  men  and  women,  with  soda  water, 
iced  drinks  and  fruit,  the  only  thing  that  made  the  journey 
bearable. 

"On  mentioning  this  to  a  friend,  was  informed,  'Oh,  yes, 
those  are  Masons.'  And  on  asking  what  is  Masonry,  the  reply 
was,  'Well,  Masonry  means  that  if  your  enemy  hunger,  feed 
him;  if  he  thirsts,  give  him  drink.'  Being  impressed,  he 
joined  a  Boer  Lodge.  Every  member  but  one  was  an  enemy; 
every  member  of  it  was  a  Brother." 

WISCONSIN 

Arthur  A.  Dusty,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

William  F.  Weiler,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eightieth  Annual  Convocation  was  opened  in 
Milwaukee,  February  18th,  1930.  Thirteen  of  the 
Eighteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  personally 
present. 

Preceding  the  opening  a  musical  recital  was  given 
to  the  Companions  on  the  organ  and  by  vocal  solos. 

The  G.H.P.  in  his  lengthy  address  strikes  an 
optimistic  note: — 

"The  officers  and  Companions  are  getting  a  higher  and 
better  conception  of  what  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  teaches. 
They  are  eliminating  the  "horseplay",  burlesque,  and  jokes 
and  putting  into  their  degree  work  the  necessary  and  funda- 
mental truths  that  are  essential,  in  order  that  ^  candidates 
may  realize  the  great  spiritual  blessings  that  are  in  store  for 
them,  if  they  build  their  temple  according  to  the  designs  laid 
down  on  the  great  trestle  board." 

HONOUR  TO  THOSE  WHO  HELP 

"Whene'er  a  noble   deed  is  wrought, 
Whene'er  is  spoken  a  noble  thought, 
Our  hearts  in  glad  surprise 
To  higher  levels  rise. 

"Honour  to  those  whose  words  or  deeds 
Thus  help  us  in  our  daily  needs, 
And  by  their  overflow 
Raise  us  from  what  is  low." 
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In  his  decisions  he  recommends  that  visiting 
Chapters  out  of  the  State  should  take  their  own  can- 
didates along  with  them.  This,  however,  was  not 
wholly  approved  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee. 
Visitations  generally  are  approved. 

He  is  a  great  enthusiast  for  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood : — 

"I  am  firm  in  my  belief  that  a  Chapter  is  not  better  or 
bigger  than  its  officers.  A  High  Priest  of  any  Chapter,  in 
order  to  have  success  and  make  a  good  showing  for  his 
Chapter,  has  to  have  will  power,  personality,  energy  and  en- 
thusiasm. These  qualities  he  should  impart  to  his  officers  and 
get  them  lined  up  with  him  to  put  over  a  live  and  interesting 
programme." 

The  Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspondence  of  Wis- 
consin receives  $500. 

$1,200  was  appropriated  for  the  Order  of  De 
Molay,  with  regard  to  which  he  says : — 

"Invite  the  De  Molay  boys  to  put  on  degree  for  them. 
Take  some  stated  meeting  when  you  have  no  work.  Get  the 
Chapter  and  Master  Masons  out  for  that  evening  and  give 
them  a  real  treat.  See  these  young  men  in  action;  see  how 
well  they  do  their  ritual  work;  how  earnest  and  sincere  they 
are,  and  I  can  assure  you  the  De  Molay  will  sell  itself  to  any 
good  Mason." 

$5,000  of  Bonds  had  to  be  sold  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  Wisconsin  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  nevertheless 
is  satisfactory  and  the  following  result  is  recorded : — 

"We  have  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  for  the  year 
of  seventy-nine.  Our  total  membership  is  26,381.  Number 
of  chartered  Chapters,  113." 

David  Harlowe  of  Milwaukee  represents  Canada. 
Some  criticism  on  De  Molay  having  been  made, 
the  special  Committee  reports : — 

"Your  Committee  feels  that  in  every  case  where  a  weak 
Chapter  exists,  that  the  entire  fault  lies  in  the  sponsoring 
Chapter  not  appointing  a  live  advisory  board." 

This  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Obituaries : — 

"Why  love  to  live  when  life  is  so  hard — why  clutch  the 
cup  with  trembling  fingers  afraid  that  we  should  spill  one 
single  drop  of  the  Nectar  of  Life.  It  is  not  merely  that  God 
is  good.  It  is  because  my  life  goes  on  forever  for  in  the  last 
analysis;  the  love  of  life  is  the  Spark  of  an  Eternal  Flame." 
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Wallace  M.  Comstock  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Through  the  Service  Bureau  761,  or  46%  of  the 
applicants  were  placed  in  employment.  This  is  prac- 
tical Masonic  philanthrophy. 

The  late  P.G.H.P.  Mundy  receives  a  fine 
tribute: — 

"We  shall  always  remember  Companion  Mundy  as  a 
singularly  sweet  personality.  He  was  never  self-assertive  or 
obtrusive,  but  grave,  dignified,  self-contained,  modest  and 
retiring-. 

"He  was  one  of  those  rare  souls  of  whom  the  poet  wrote: 

"  'Far  from  the  maddening  crowd's  ignoble  strife 
Their  sober  spirits  never  learned  to  stray; 
Along  the  cool  sequestered  vale  of  life 

They  kept  the  noiseless  tenor  of  their  way.'  " 

As  does  the  veteran  William  Watson  Perry,  Grand 
Secretary  for  27  years : — 

"May  it  be  given  to  each  of  us,  so  to  pass  through  the 
vicissitudes  of  this  earthly  existence  that  at  last  when  we 
lie  down  to  sleep  upon  the  bosom  of  Mother  Earth,  there 
may  follow  such  regret  and  such  love  as  cling  to  the  memory 
of  Companion  Perry." 

William  J.  Wadsworth  of  Toronto,  represents 
Wisconsin. 

Edward  T.  Hayhurst  is  in  charge  of  the  Foreign 
Correspondence  and  makes  it  fraternal.  He  succeeded 
the  late  Samuel  Wright  who  had  been  correspondent 
for  21  years  and  who  writes  part  of  the  Reviews  this 
year.    All  Reviews  are  brief. 

Under  Canada  we  read : — 

"The  Grand  Z.  reported  that  he  granted  dispensations  for 
the  exaltation  of  three  Brethren,  two  of  whom  had  lost  their 
right  arms,  and  one  whose  left  hand  had  become  paralyzed. 
Just  on  what  principle  they  needed  the  dispensations  he  does 
not  say.  It  would  seem  that  a  Brother  so  unfortunate  was  as 
though  under  an  indictment." 

He  makes  extracts  from  the  Report  on  Capitular 
Masonry,  referring  especially  to  "that  hidden  pot  of 
gold"  which  we  have  mentally  labelled  "True 
Success." 

By-laws  are  discussed  in  nearly  all  Jurisdictions 
and  this  is  our  Wisconsin  Reviewer's  contribu- 
tion : — 


APPENDIX  235 

"Just  why  it  does  not  recommend  these  Jurisdictions  com- 
ing a  step  further  to  the  Wisconsin  system  which  permits  the 
Chapters  to  make  their  own  by-laws  to  suit  themselves  there- 
by not  only  saving  the  'valuable  time  and  energy'  wasted, 
but  also  eliminating  the  standing  committee,  which  appears 
to  be  a  fixture,  we  do  not  understand." 

New  Zealand  provokes  this  comment : — 

"From  the  arguments  advanced  by  some,  one  is  not  eligible 
for  the  offices  in  the  Royal  Arch  until  he  has  passed  through 
chairs  in  the  Blue  (Craft)  Lodge.  How  far  would  we  get 
in  the  States  if  we  had  such  a  rule?  A  rule  like  the  above 
might  be  all  right  if  there  was  any  advantage  in  or  a  benefit 
to  the  Craft,  but  in  all  the  arguments  presented  it  was  not 
shown." 

We  read  under  the  review  of  our  sister  Province 
Quebec : — 

"This  is  a  part  of  his  address  which  we  in  Wisconsin  could 
apply  to  good  advantage: 

"Masons  may  be  divided  into  two  classes:  those  who  take 
Masonry  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  those  who  are  eager  and 
earnest  to  inquire  for  themselves  into  its  depths.  To  which 
class  do  we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  belong? 

"Bring  home  to  the  Companions  that  ours  is  a  Fraternity 
which  lays  emphasis  not  on  the  spectacular,  but  on  the  simple 
fundamental  virtues  of  a  worthy  life;  a  fraternity  whose 
mission  is  to  build  character  in  men." 

This  animated  sentiment  under  the  review  of 
South  Carolina: — 

"The  tides  continually  ebb  and  flow,  so  must  the  influence 
and  prestige  of  an  Order  such  as  ours  rise  and  fall.  Adversity 
often  serves  to  steel  the  heart  and  fire  the  soul." 

WYOMING 

Elmer  A.  Kell,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

William  N.  Scott,  acting  Grand  High  Priest. 

Richard  H.  Repath,  R.E.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Twenty-second  Convocation  was  held  in 
Laramie,  July  15th,  1930. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  G.H.P.  who 
had  been  obliged  under  Doctor's  orders  to  move  back 
to  Pennsylvania,  the  State  of  his  birth,  with  his 
family.  He  had  during  the  year  attended  the  Grand 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  and  had 
kept  in  touch  with  Wyoming.  We  make  these  ex- 
tracts : — 
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"The  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  willed  it  other- 
wise. Scarcely  had  I  assumed  the  duties  of  the  high  office  to 
which  you  elected  me  one  year  ago  when  the  ravages  of  an 
incurable  physical  malady  could  no  longer  be  denied  and 
eminent  physicians  peremptorily  ordered  me  from  this 
Capitular  Jurisdiction. 

"And  now,  Companions,  I  officially  surrender  the  gavel 
to  my  successor  and  take  my  leave  of  you.  I  shall  probably 
never  again  look  into  your  faces  in  this  life  nor  you  into  mine, 
but  there  will  always  remain  the  memory  of  many  pleasant 
hours  of  association  with  you,  and  my  prayer  shall  ever  be 
that  when  we  have  completed  the  Temple  of  our  inner  life 
here  we  may  all  receive  the  wages  of  faithful  Craftsmen." 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  pillared  the 
Grand  East. 

Canada  was  represented  by  our  old  friend, 
Richard  H.  Repath,  a  brother  of  our  well  known  To- 
ronto Companion. 

Comp.  Emerson,  Governor  of  Wyoming,  addressed 
a  joint  letter  to  the  Grand  Commandery  and  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  expressing  his  disappointment  at  not 
being  able  through  public  duties  to  be  present  and 
saying: — 

"In  this  time  of  stress  in  life  and  in  the  pursuit  of  material 
things  it  is  well  that  we  should  be  refreshed  by  the  teachings 
and  practices  of  Masonry.  We  surely  need  to  build  a  moral 
and  spiritual  Order  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress  being  made 
in  science  and  invention." 

The  roll  of  deceased  Past  Grand  High  Priests  was 
read  in  this  as  in  other  United  States  Jurisdictions 
to  recall  and  perpetuate  their  memories. 

Many  In  Memoriam  pages  followed  the  address 
and  especially  three  well  written  obituaries  of 
prominent  Companions. 

Membership,  2,253.    Net  gain,  20. 

We  are  glad  to  close  these  reviews  with  a  gain, 
not  a  loss,  Wyoming  being  one  of  nine  which  show  an 
increase. 

Casper  having  been  selected  by  the  Knights 
Templar  as  their  meeting  place,  Grand  Chapter  fol- 
lowed suit. 

Queensland  was  duly  recognized. 

William  N.  Scott  was  elected  G.H.P. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesy  is 
graceful  and  appreciative: — 

"The  undersigned  Committee  on  Courtesy,  on  behalf  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  desire  to  extend  to  Lebanon  Chapter  and 
through  it  to  the  allied  Masonic  Bodies  and  the  ladies  of 
Laramie,  as  also  the  Union  Pacific  Band  and  other  musical 
organizations,  its'  deep  appreciation  of  the  untiring  efforts  put 
forth  by  them  and  of  the  unusual  and  splendid  features  of 
entertainment  provided  for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Body  and  their  ladies  during  their 
visit." 

This  further  appears  in  the  entertaining  enter- 
tinmen  t  notes  (probably  the  work  of  the  Grand 
Secretary),  from  which  we  quote: — 

"If  written  under  the  spell  of  the  delightful  features  of  the 
entertainment  on  Monday  evening  provided  for  the  visiting 
members  of  both  Grand  Bodies  and  their  ladies  and  amid  the 
charm  of  surroundings  and  the  starry  sky  so  typical  of  the 
West,  undoubtedly  more  superlatives  descriptive  of  them 
would  be  employed  than  would  have  been  thought  necessary 
by  our  modest  Laramie  hosts. 

"The  programme  began  with  a  banquet,  'excellently  pur- 
veyed,' as  our  Scottish  Companions  overseas  would  describe  it, 
at  which  some  300  or  more  guests  were  seated,  enlivened  by 
vocal  and  string  music  furnished  by  a  trio  of  charming  young 
ladies  members  of  the  local  Chapter  of  Job's  Daughters,  a 
feature  of  which  was  the  serenading  of  several  individuals 
selected  for  cause,  the  reaction  of  one  or  two  bachelors  there- 
to affording  merriment  for  those  less  fortunate." 

David  H.  McCracken  of  Port  Colborne,  represents 
Wyoming. 

Henry  G.  Watson,  Grand  Master  of  the  First  Veil, 
whose  fine  features  front  the  Reviews,  writes  his 
third  report  on  Correspondence,  saying  in  his  intro- 
duction : — 

"Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  education  of 
members  along  Masonic  lines,  as  it  is  becoming  more  and 
more  difficult  to  hold  their  interest  unless  the  symbolism  of 
the  work  is  explained. 

"The  matter  of  the  location  of  new  Chapters  is  also  being 
given  attention,  as  it  has  been  found  that  there  must  be  plenty 
of  unworked  material  available,  and  such  material  must  have 
access  to  the  Chapter  without  traveling  by  a  roundabout 
way,  if  the  Chapter  is  to  be  successful. 

"More  attention  to  the  necessity  of  extending  a  welcom- 
ing hand  to  visiting  Companions  and  a  less  perfunctory  ren- 
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dition  of  the  degree  work  might  tend  to  keep  up  interest  and 
thereby  prevent  losses. 

"The  attempt  to  build  up  membership  by  exaltation  in  the 
face  of  the  large  losses  from  suspension  and  demission  is  like 
trying  to  fill  a  barrel  when  the  bung  hole  is  open.  Eventual 
failure  unless  the  leak  is  stopped  by  some  means." 

We  clip  this  from  his  Review  of  California : — 

"Resolved,  That  each  Grand  Representative  from  other 
recognized  Capitular  Jurisdictions  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
California  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  during  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  a 
written  report  showing  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry 
in  the  Jurisdiction  represented  by  him." 

"We  anticipate  that  this  action  will  draw  fire  from  some 
who  will  question  the  right  of  California  to  require  reports 
from  the  appointee  of  another  Jurisdiction." 

This  from  the  District  of  Columbia: — 

"After  commenting  on  the  endless  chase  of  trying  to  get 
enough  new  members  to  fill  up  the  places  occupied  by  those 
dropping  out  he  very  pertinently  states,  'We  give  careful 
attention  to  the  front  door,  but  none  to  the  back  door.' " 

Idaho  gives  occasion  to  emphasize  Wyoming's  re- 
quirements from  visitors: — 

"Unless  suspended,  dues  may  be  accepted,  even  though 
the  member  has  no  receipt  for  dues  in  the  Blue  Lodge.  It 
must  be  the  law  as  it  was  approved,  but  do  not  try  to  visit 
Wyoming  Chapters  on  a  last  year's  receipt  for  it  is  of  no  more 
value  than  a  last  year's  automobile  license  plate." 

Michigan  always  furinshes  something  to  com- 
ment on: — 

"Few  dispensations  were  granted.  The  only  unusual  one 
was  to  a  Chapter,  permitting  it  to  receive  and  ballot  on  peti- 
tions at  the  same  regular  convocation.  The  reason  given  for 
the  dispensation  was,  'that  many  of  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  Chapter  are  sailors  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  are  at  home 
only  a  few  months  in  the  year.'  Knowing  the  conditions  that 
confront  a  Chapter  with  such  a  membership,  it  appears  to 
us  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  exercised  sound  discretion  in 
granting  the  dispensation." 

The  ubiquitous  Sam  Helm  and  Texas  always 
establish  contact : — 

"It  took  us  two  evenings  to  read  Sam's  reviews,  but  it  is 
going  to  take  months  to  digest  all  that  we  read  for  there  is  so 
much  Masonry  in  them  that  we  cannot  hope  to  assimilate  it 
without  much  more  thought  than  we  have  been  able  to  put 
on  it  as  yet." 
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British  Columbia  is  favourably  reviewed : — 

"If  the  Royal  Craft  is  to  be  made  great  it  will  have  to  be 
by  every  member  who  has  the  privilege  of  belonging  to  it 
speaking  with  confidence  as  to  its  glorious  foundation,  its 
teachings  and  its  standing  in  this  province,  by  each  of  them 
bending  his  energies  in  the  direction  of  bringing  in  those 
members  of  the  symbolic  lodges  whose  standing  and  manner 
of  life  entitles  them  to  obtain  that  exalted  degree  which 
rounds  off  and  completes  the  education  conveyed  in  the  sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason." 

Under  Canada  we  read: — 

"There  is  so  much  of  interest  in  the  Proceedings  before  us 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  touch  on  only  a  few  of  the  'high 
spots.' 

"The  Convocation  was  held  at  the  home  of  'Ancient 
Frontenac  and  Oataraqui  Chapter,  No.  1.' 

"The  address  of  welcome  brought  forth  some  interesting 
history  in  connection  with  the  early  days  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  Kingston." 

"He  did  not  confine  his  visits  to  the  cities  but  went  out 
to  all  districts  which  necessitated  travelling  sixteen  thousand 
miles. 

"Our  Canadian  Companions  seem  to  think  that  a  Brother 
who  was  crippled  in  the  war  might  make  a  good  Royal  Arch 
Mason.  Members,  who  are  true  patriotic  citizens,  will  not  be 
apt  to  do  anything  that  will  bring  discredit  on  the  Chapter. 

"Ponton's  is  a  monumental  work  of  over  two  hundred  and 
forty  pages." 

This  from  England: — 

"It  having  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  of 
General  Purposes  that  occasionally  more  than  three  were 
being  exalted  at  the  same  time,  it  advised  against  the 
practice  as  one  which  causes  the  ceremony  to  lose  the  dignity 
and  impressiveness  which  is  essential  to  the  ceremony  of 
exaltation." 

This  from  Quebec,  our  sister  and  daughter  Juris- 
diction : — 

"Referring  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  he  said: 
"This  Order  is  unknown  in  this  Jurisdiction,  indeed  it  has 
no  appropriate  place  in  our  structure  as  the  ritual  used  in 
this  Jurisdiction  is  that  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  England,  and 
we  have  no  such  dignitary  as  a  High  Priest."
